William Goodenough Pearse, who was baptised at Luppitt, Devon in May 1 778, was originally commissioned into the Honourable East 
India Company's Madras Artillery as a Lieutenant Fireworker in January 1799. He was subsequently employed in the Seringapatam 
operations later that year. Pearse went on to enjoy a long and successful career, attaining the rank of Major-General in June 1838. He 
died at his estate at Trull, near Taunton, Devon on 26 February 1840.

Charles Cumby was born at Great Yarmouth on 28 November 1 779, son of Captain David Pryce Cumby, R.N., by his second wife, and 
half-brother to Captain William Pryce Cumby, R.N., who succeeded to the command of the Bellerophon 74, on the death of Captain 
John Cooke at the battle of Trafalgar. 

Charles Cumby entered the Royal Navy on 22 May 1 790, as Midshipman aboard the Sheerness tender, commanded by his father, then 
a Lieutenant, in which he served on the Home station until March 1 791. His subsequent service included periods aboard the Alexander 
and Swiftsure 74's, and Ville de Paris 110, flag-ship of Earl St Vincent, latterly in the Mediterranean. In November 1797 he was 
appointed Acting-Lieutenant of La Minerve 28, Captain George Cockburn, and being confirmed in January 1 799, into the Transfer brig, 
commanded successively by various Captains, was ultimately presented with the Order of the Crescent, 2nd Class, and a Gold Medal 
for his services in that vessel under Sir William Sidney Smith on the coast of Syria, and during the subsequent campaign in Egypt. 

In January 1802 he was appointed to La Carriere frigate, in which he returned to England in July 1803, to a command in the Weymouth 
district of Sea Fencibles. In May 1805 he was appointed to the Caesar 80, bearing the flag of Sir Richard John Strachan, under whom he 
fought at the capture, 4 November following, of four French line-of-battle ships, just escaped from the battle of Trafalgar. His 
subsequent appointments were to the Donegal 74, January 1808, the Adrian cutter, October 1809, which he commanded for 10 
months in Basque Roads, and to the Bellerophon and Medway 74's, in February and April 1813, respectively. He was promoted to 
Commander on 4 December 1813, and afterwards commanded the Ordinary at Portsmouth from 18 March 1833, until 1836. 
Commander Cumby died on 28 September 1849, before the claimant lists opened for the Egypt clasp.

Major-General Sir Thomas Hurdle, K.C.B., Colonel Commandant, Royal Marines, 
was at the attack on the forts and harbour of Courageaux in 1815; and at the 
battle of Navarino in 1827, where he served aboard H.M.S. Albion (medal with 
clasp). He served during the revolutionary war in Greece in 1828, and received 
the Cross of the Redeemer of Greece; was present in the engagement at Punta 
Obligado in the river Parana on the 20th November 1845, where he commanded 
a landing party of Royal Marines that stormed and carried with the bayonet the 
last of the Argentine batteries that had continued to fire. For these services he 
received the Brevet rank of Major. In 1854-55, he commanded the Brigade of 
Royal Marines serving with the army in the Crimea, including the battle of 
Balaklava, siege and fall of Sebastopol; and commanded the 2nd Brigade of the 
Army at the surrender of Kinburn (medal with two clasps, C.B., Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen, Officer of the Legion of Honour, Sardinian and Turkish Medals, and 
3rd Class of the Medjidie). Hurdle was appointed Colonel Commandant in 
February 1857, and Major-General in December 1859. He was appointed K.C.B. 
in June 1877 and died sometime in 1888. 

The citation for Hurdle's Al Valore Militare states 'Colonel Thomas Hurdle, C.B. - Commanded the Marine Brigade during the whole 
period it was disembarked in the Crimea, including the repulse of the Russians before Balaklava, when the Batteries, served by the 
Marines, did good service. Favourably mentioned in despatches.' The K.C.B. star and Crimean awards to this officer were sold at 
Glendining's in April 1977.

Field Officer's Gold Medal 1808-14, for Pyrenees, 1 clasp, Nivelle (Major Willm. Campbell, 1st Bn. 36th Foot) complete 
with gold ribbon buckle, extremely fine £18000-2200 


William Campbell was first appointed Ensign in the 36th Foot on 27 October 1799, becoming Lieutenant in March 1800, and Captain 
in December 1804. After participating, as part of Picton's Brigade, in the disastrous expedition to the Walcheren, July to December 
1809, Campbell accompanied his regiment to the Peninsula in March 1811. 

He saw service at Barba del Puerco, at the siege of the Forts of Salamanca in June 1812, and at the battle of Salamanca which took 
place the following month. He next took part in the failed siege of Burgos in September and October, the subsequent retreat from 
which place brought to an end his campaigning that year. 

Campbell took no part in the great victory at Vittoria in June 1813, but the following month found him in the hills of the Pyrenees, in 
command of the light company of the 36th, 'detached in smart skirmishing' during some fighting near Pampeluna on 28 July. On the 
30th Campbell's light company was again detached with orders to expel the enemy from the village of Sorauren. For his services on 
this occasion Campbell was presented with a medal for the battles of the Pyrenees and received promotion from Captain to the brevet 
rank of Major. 

At the crossing of the Bidassoa his battalion took part in the action at Urdax on 7 October, clearing the way for the advance towards 
Nivelle, reckoned by Wellington to be his greatest victory. In the battle which followed on 10 November, 'it was the proud lot of the 
sixth division, of which the Thirty-sixth formed part, to charge and carry the enemy's breastwork and principal redoubt on the heights 
of Ainhoa, with the loss of one drummer and five rank and file killed.' Both Major Cross and brevet Major Campbell of the 36th were 
honoured with the medal [or clasp] for the battle of Nivelle. 

In December 1813, the 36th were stationed at Ville Franque, engaged in the severe duty of the blockade of Bayonne, and did not rejoin 
the army until 26 February, just in time to share in the battle of Orthes on the following day. Campbell next took part in the affairs of 
Vic Bigorre and Tarbes on 19 and 20 March, and in the pursuit of Soult's army on retreat towards Toulouse. In the battle of Toulouse 
on 10 April 1814, the 36th had the honour of commencing the attack of the 6th Division. 

Wellington subsequently wrote in his 'Toulouse' despatch, 'We did not gain this advantage, however, without severe loss, particularly 
in the brave sixth division. The Thirty-sixth, Forty-second, Sixty-first, and Seventy-ninth regiments lost considerable numbers, and were 
highly distinguished throughout the day.' 

Campbell was severely wounded in this action, in which the 36th had two officers, three sergeants and thirty-five rank and file killed, 
and nine officers, eight sergeants, and ninety-seven ranks and file wounded, from of an original strength of only two hundred and fifty, 
all ranks. 

Major William Campbell was placed on half-pay in April 1829, and died in 1840. 
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The important Peninsula War medal awarded to General Sir Howard Douglas, G.C.B., G.C.M.G., Colonel of the 15th 
(East Yorkshire) Regiment of Foot, later Governor of New Brunswick and Lord High Commissioner of the Ionian 
Islands

General Sir Howard Douglas was born at Gosport in 1 776, son of Vice-Admiral Sir Charles Douglas, first Baronet. He was educated at 
the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich, and entered the Royal Artillery as Second Lieutenant in January 1794. As a subaltern of 
nineteen years of age he commanded the artillery of the northern district during the invasion alarms rife there after the return of the 
troops from Bremen in the spring of 1 795. In August the same year he embarked for Quebec as senior officer of a detachment of troops 
on board the Phillis transport, which was cast away at the entrance of the St. Lawrence. The sufferings of the survivors were intensified 
by their failure to reach a settlement, and an attempted mutiny of the soldiers, which was stopped by the resolute conduct of Douglas. 
The castaways were rescued by a trader and carried to Great Jervis, a remote unvisited fishing station of Labrador, where they passed 
the winter. Subsequently they were rescued and carried to Halifax, Nova Scotia, where Douglas served three months, thence 
proceeding to Quebec, where he remained a year, during which time he was employed in command of a small cruiser, scouring for the 
French fleet said to be making for Quebec. In 1797 he was detached to Kingston, Upper Canada, where he passed two years chiefly 
hunting and fishing among the Indians, and was employed by the Canadian government on a mission to the Cherokees. On one 
occasion he skated all the way from Montreal to Quebec to attend a ball, a feat which cost the life of a brother-officer who 
accompanied him. Douglas returned home in 1799, and his ready seamanship saved the timber-laden vessel in which he made the 
voyage. 

Douglas became a Captain-Lieutenant in the artillery in October, 1799, and served variously in the 5th battalion of Artillery, with one 
of the newly formed troops of Horse Artillery, and with Congreve's Mortar brigade. He became a Captain in 1804 but retired from the 
Artillery in October of that year, being placed on half pay of the York Rangers, where he remained until promoted to the rank of Major 
General. 

In 1808 Douglas was appointed Assistant Quarter Master General in Spain, and was sent out with despatches to Sir John Moore. He 
joined the retreating army in December at Benevente, and was present at the battle of Corunna, 18th January, 1809. In the following 
July he accompanied the Walcheren expedition in the same capacity and took an active part in the artillery attack on Flushing. The 
same year he succeeded to the Baronetcy on the death of his elder half brother, Vice Admiral Sir William Henry Douglas. In 1811 
Douglas was selected by Lord Liverpool to proceed to the north of Spain to inspect and report on the state of the Spanish armies in 
Galicia and Asturias, and on the military resources of that part of the country then not wholly occupied by the French, and to report in 
what way these resources, regular and irregular, including the guerilla system, which had become very formidable, should be 
encouraged and extended. After conferring with Lord Wellington he proceeded on his mission, and was present at the operations on 
the Orbigo and Esta, in the combined naval and military operations of the Spaniards and a British naval squadron under Sir Home 
Popham the younger, on the north coast of Spain in the early part of 1812, in the attack on and reduction of Lequertio, siege of Astorga, 
operations on the Douro, siege of Zamorra and attack on the ports of the Douro. He joined the army on the advance to Burgos at the 
end of August, 1812, and appears to have predicted the failure of the siege but did not await the result, the home government having 
recalled him from the mission. 

A detailed account of Howard's services during 1811 -12, gathering intelligence through a network of spies, and his close work with the 
Spanish army and the guerilla forces in Gallicia, will be found in The Life of General Sir Howard Douglas, published in 1863. The 
following is a short extract: 

'The guerilla successes exasperated the Trench , who resorted to the severest reprisals , and the peasants returned from their forays to 
find their homes devastated and their wives and daughters dishonoured and sometimes butchered. These atrocities were so common 
that they are mentioned as things of course by the guerilla chiefs in their despatches to Sir Howard. But he relates one enormity that 
drove them to madness , and excites a shudder even at this distance of time. The Trench desired to occupy a monastery commanding a 
strong pass , but admission was denied by the monks , who made a stout resistance. They were overcome , and the Trench punished 
their temerity by roasting several of them , and putting the rest to the sword. A party of the French afterwards fell into the hands of the 
guerillas , who obtained possession of an immense oven constructed for the use of a regimentand baked them alive. Such are the 
horrors of invasion!' 

From 1823 to 1832 Douglas was Governor of New Brunswick, where he founded the university of Fredricton, and displayed great 
firmness and tact in checking the American encroachment on the Maine frontier in 1828. He was made G.C.M.G. in 1835 on his 
appointment as Lord High Commissioner of the Ionian Islands, which he held until 1840, during which time he introduced a new code 
of laws known as the Douglas Code. He became a Lieutenant General in 1837 and in 1841 was made Colonel of the 99th Foot. He 
was transferred to the Colonelcy of the 15th Foot in 1851, in which year he became a General. He sat for five years as M.P. for 
Liverpool as a supporter of Sir Robert Peel. Douglas had been made a C.B. in 1815, K.C.B. in 1840, and G.C.B., Civil Division, in 
1841. Shortly before his death Palmerston offered Douglas the Military G.C.B., but he declined, saying he was "too old for such 
vanities." He also had the Grand Cordon of Charles III of Spain, and the Peninsula medal for Corunna. During his lifetime he published 
numerous books and papers on Military and Naval matters. He was a fellow of the Royal Society and of the Royal Geographical 
Society, and received the honorary degree of D.C.L. from Oxford University. Sir Howard Douglas died at Tunbridge Wells on 9th 
November, 1861 at the age of 85 years.

William Coulston was born in the Parish of Frome, Somerset. He served with the 
Royal York Rangers, 28 February 1807-11 April 1811. With them he was present 
in the operations leading to the capture of Martinique, 30 January-24 February 
1809 and Guadaloupe, 30 January-4 February 1810. Coulston was wounded at 
Guadaloupe, 3 February 1810 which resulted in the amputation of his right leg 
and consequent discharge from the regiment. With copied discharge papers.

Gilbert White, from Boyle in Roscommon, enlisted in the 3rd Light Dragoons in 
December 1803, was advanced to Sergeant in March 1811 and was landed at 
Lisbon in July of the latter year. 

The Regiment participated in several minor clashes over the coming months, but 
did not take part in a proper general engagement until Salamanca in July 1812, 
by which stage, for reasons unknown, White had been reduced to Private. 

Approximately 330 strong at Salamanca, the 3rd took part in the great charge of 
Le Marchant's Heavy Brigade, the only really decisive stroke of cavalry during 
the whole of the Peninsular War: 

'The French troops who survived this onslaught (from Leith's 5th Division) broke 
and fled ... as they looked back, they saw to their horror, Le Marchant's Brigade 
of Heavy Dragoons thundering after them, their long, heavy sabres glinting in the 
bright sunlight. The fugitives tried to defend themselves as best they could but 
were easy meat for the Dragoons who swept over them with ease, chopping and 
hacking all around them. Five French battalions were left totally destroyed.' 

Coming rapidly to the aid of these unfortunates were the 4,300 men of Brennier's Division, but they were exhausted by their long 
march at the double and were not composed enough to meet the shock of the charging Dragoons. In a few minutes they too were 
streaming away in terror to the safety of the woods; the British horsemen, by now all three regiments intermixed, wreaking terrible 
havoc among them with their sabres. At the edge of the woods, whilst engaging the last of the fleeing infantry, Le Marchant was shot 
through the spine and died instantly, a huge loss to the cavalry arm. 

On 12 August, the Regiment entered Madrid, and in the next month formed part of the force covering the disastrous Burgos siege 
operations. Although present at Vittoria and Toulouse, it did not see much fighting. In June 1814 the 3rd marched up through France to 
Boulogne and disembarked at Dover on July 20. It was not at Waterloo. 

White was discharged in Dublin in July 1821, aged 39 years, as a consequence of being 'unfit for further service from chronic 
rheumatism and being worn out from service in the Peninsula and in France' (WO 119/62 refers). Awarded a Kilmainham pension of 
9d. a day, a sum that was increased to 1/- a day in December 1851 (WO 23/33 refers), he died at Sligo in March 1860. Sold with 
copied discharge papers and other research.

Samuel Worral (sometimes Worrell) was born in West Melyon, Yorkshire, and 
attested for the 7th Foot at Doncaster on 10 September 1809, aged 1 7 years. On 
25 August 1824, Worral transferred to the Royal Newfoundland Veteran 
Companies and served in Newfoundland for a further eight years (some dates on 
his discharge papers have been crossed through and altered and are hard to 
discern). He was discharged 'worn out; unfit and constitution much shaken' on 
30 June 1832. His conduct as a soldier was described as being 'good' and that he 
had 'Served in the Peninsula four years. Was present at the taking of Badajos, 
battles of Albuhera, Salamanca, Pyrenees, Nive, Nivelle, Orthes and Toulouse; 
New Orleans in America, in France in 1815, and Newfoundland since 1824'. 
Admitted to Pension on 11 June 1834, Worral died on 23 June 1857. Sold with 
copied discharge papers and muster details.

He is known to have 
subsequently served in the 8th Royal Veteran Battalion and later resided at 
Gateshead, County Durham. Sold with copied muster details and other research. 
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The Waterloo medal to Lieutenant E. J. Peters, 7th Hussars, who was taken prisoner at Genappe on 17th June but 
escaped to fight on the 18th at Waterloo when he was severely wounded 

Waterloo 1815 (E. J. Peters, 7th Regiment Hussars) fitted with original steel clip and ring suspension, see note below 
about absence of rank on medal, some edge bruising , the obverse with contact marks from tunic button?, therefore very 
fine , the reverse nearly extremely fine £5000-6000 


Edward James Peters was commissioned as Lieutenant in the 7th Hussars on 10 November 1813, and was severely wounded at the 
battle of Waterloo when he was 'struck in the chest by a grapeshot about the size of a pigeon's egg, taking with it part of his jacket and 
some of the buttons.' 

Captain Thomas Wildman of the 7th Hussars mentions Lieutenant Peters several times in The Young Hussar, which documents 
Wildman's journey throughout the Peninsular and Waterloo Campaigns. Within this book, Lieutenant Peters and his subsequent 
capture and escape during the retreat through Genappe is mentioned in a letter written by Wildman to his mother: 

'...All our cavalry had come up during the night and when the arrangement was made to retire, the cavalry were ordered to cover the 
retreat. This movement commenced about 2 p.m. with the infantry and artillery and lastly the Cavalry moving off towards the left, so 
that the 7th being the right regiment covered the whole. When the infantry were all gone, the French began to move and soon after 
advanced with an immense column of Cavalry - the Lancers and Cuirassiers in front - three regiments of each. We skirmished with 
them till we had passed the village of Genappe, when they advanced so strong that it was thought necessary to charge them. This fell to 
the 7th and Major Hodge moved down with his squadron supported by the two others. The Lancers were however so wedged in the 
street of Genappe and with so large a column in their rear, that they were obliged to stand at all events and our squadron not making 
any impression was repulsed. When we retired, they pursued. Some men were killed and wounded. Major Hodge, Elphinstone and 
Meyers were made prisoners. John Wildman and Peters were also taken and stripped of their pelisses, belts, money, etc. Just at that 
moment the 1 st Life Guards made a most gallant charge and drove the Lanciers [sic] in confusion in which the two young gents caught 
a couple of spare French horses and made their escape. Elphinstone got away last night and has arrived here and Lord Uxbridge sent to 
the enemy's advanced post to enquire about the Major and Myers (whom report had good naturedly killed) and was informed that they 
were both doing well. I have no doubt that both will be exchanged very shortly.' 

William Verner, in his account of Genappe, states, 'After a short time we were informed that Major Hodge and the Adjutant were killed 
and others of the officers wounded and taken prisoners, amongst them Captain Elphinstone who was taken prisoner, and Mr Peters who 
was dragged a length of way by his Pouch Belt, but escaped and joined the Regiment.' 

The 7th Hussars were in the thick of the action at Waterloo as well. Extracts from a letter by Lieutenant O'Grady in the regimental 
history gives a summary of the movements of the 7th Hussars at Waterloo: 

'At daybreak on the 18th we were ordered to the extreme right of the army. We were close to the road where the hardest fighting was 
and had the opportunity of seeing almost the whole of this tremendous battle. In every fight I had ever seen we had acted on the 
offensive, but here we were attacked by double our force; we maintained our position until five or near six in the evening, repulsing 
every effort to break our lines and covering the field with dead. The 7th had an opportunity of showing what they could do if they got 
fair play, and we charged 12 or 14 times and once cut off a Squadron of Cuirassiers every man of whom we killed on the spot except 
the two officers, whom one Marechal de Logis I sent to the rear....' 

Captain Wildman recorded that, 'Lieutenant Peters was struck in the chest by a grapeshot about the size of a pigeon's egg, taking with it 
part of his jacket and some of the buttons.' 

Lieutenant Peters was still serving in 1819 but his early demise at Astrachan, in South Russia, was reported in The New Monthly 
Magazine and Universal Register for 1820, Part II, July to December: 'At Astrachan, Edward James Peters, esq. late of the 7th hussars, 
and son of H. Peters, esq. of Betchworth Castle, Surrey'. 

Two other Waterloo medals to officers of the 7th Hussars are known in private collections without rank, namely Lieutenants Robert 
Douglas and John Wildman.

Thomas Baynes was appointed Ensign in the 39th Foot on 27 October 1808, and Lieutenant on 20 July 1809. He served in Sicily with 
the 39th during Murat's threatened invasion in 1810 and 1811. He proceeded with the regiment to Portugal in October 1811, and 
served during the whole of Lord Hill's operations in Spanish Estramadura and Portugal in that and the following year, taking part in the 
advance to Madrid and the Burgos retreat; and the advance on Vittoria, at which battle he received a severe wound, being shot through 
the neck. On recovering from his wound, he joined Sir John Lambert commanding a brigade in the 6th division at the pass of Maya, 
and served with him as his Aide-de-camp in the operations in the Pyrenees, in September and October 1813, passage of the Nivelle, 
passage of the Nive, and the battle of St. Pierre, battles of Orthes and Toulouse. He was present at New Orleans in 1 814 and 1 5. As A. 
D.C. to Sir John Lambert, commanding 10th Infantry Brigade (1 /4th, 1/27th and 1 /40th), he served at the battle of Waterloo, where he 
had two horses killed and two wounded under him, and subsequently at the capture of Paris. 

Baynes was promoted to Captain in the Royal African Colonial Corps in January 1824, reverted back to the 39th Foot as Captain in 
June 1826, and transferred to the 88th Foot in November 1827, being placed on half-pay on 20 November 1828. Captain Baynes died 
at Brussels on 27 May 1847.

John Johnson (1 781 -1852) was the son of Richard and Elizabeth Johnson and was 
baptised at Walthamstow, Essex, 24 April 1781. Appointed a Cadet in H.E.I.C. 
service in 1800, he arrived in India on 30 September 1801, being ranked as an 
Ensign in September 1801 and advanced to Lieutenant in June 1802 and Captain 
in December 1814. Originally with the Bengal European Regiment, he was 
transferred to the 21st Native Infantry in 1804 and served in the Second Mahratta 
War. Transferred to the 30th Native Infantry in 1815, he served in the Nepaul 
War 1816, seeing service at Makwanpur where he was Captain of the 30th N.L 
in the 4th Brigade Centre Column. Captain Johnson retired from the Bengal Army 
on 5 April 1820 and died in Bath on 9 April 1852. He is believed to be the 
author of A Journey from India to England , through PersiaGeorgia , Poland and 
Prussia in 1817 , published in 1818.

William Wilkins was born in Somerset on 22 October 1788, son of Rev. George 
Wilkins. He was nominated a cadet for the Bombay Infantry for the season 
1804/05 by East India Company Director John Manship, being examined and 
passed by the Selection Committee on 17 October 1804. He proceeded to India 
on board the Royal George and arrived there in June 1805, proceeding to Mahim 
College the following month. He was appointed Ensign on 21 March 1806, and 
removed to the 1st Battalion 4th Native Infantry on 19 September 1807, having 
been promoted to Lieutenant two days beforehand. 

Wilkins was present at the capture of Poona in November 1817 and received a 
share of the Deccan prize for general captures. He was promoted to Captain on 1 
January 1818, appointed to the temporary command of the Northern Division of 
Gujerat in April 1827, and promoted to Major on 30 December 1832. He retired 
from the service in November 1833 and returned to England in May 1834. In 
1839 he was permitted to use the surname of De Winton in place of Wilkins, 
announced under Royal License 24 July 1839. The medal roll for the Army of 
India medal, held at the India Office Library, in fact states that his medal was 
awarded for services "as Lieutenant Wilkins".

Boyce Combe was the eldest son of Captain Boyce Tree Combe, late H.M's 55th, 
of Gray's Inn, and Anne Gunthorpe, and was baptised aged 5 months at 
Andover, Hampshire, on 12 August 1785. He entered the Madras Army circa 

1800, and was promoted Lieutenant in the 2nd Madras Native Infantry on 20 July 

1801. During the Second Mahratta War, he was present with 2/2nd Madras N.L 
in Stevenson's force at the Capture of Asseerghur which surrendered on 21 
October 1803, after only an hour's bombardment. 

Combe was promoted Captain on 31 May 1816, and served during the Third 
Mahratta War with the 1/2nd Madras N.l. which formed a part of one of the three 
brigades under Brigadier-General Doveton that reinforced Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hopetoun Scott's force after the Battle of Seetabuldee and went on to decisively 
defeat the Bhonsla on 16 December 1817, at Nagpore. Combe married Eliza 
Margaret, daughter of Thomas Gowan, and died without issue at Cheltenham 
aged 78 on 5 December 1863.

John Josiah Meredith was bom on 10 December 1781, and joined the 4th 
Madras Light Cavalry as a Cornet on 20 July 1801. He was wounded at the battle 
of Assye on 23 September 1803 (despatch from Major-General Wellesley in 
Calcutta Gazette of 30 October 1803 refers) and had his horse killed under him 
at the battle of Argaum on 29 November 1803 (despatch from Major-General 
Wellesley in Calcutta Gazette of 25 December 1803 refers). Meredith became 
Lieutenant in February 1805, and Captain in January 1816. As Captain in the 4th 
Light Cavalry he shared Prize Money for the capture of Kittoor in December 
1824, and was promoted to Major in June 1826. He became Lieutenant-Colonel 
in March 1833, and Colonel on the retired list in November 1854. His name is 
still listed in the Madras Army List for 1864.

Advanced to Lieutenant in April 1840, Campbell served with 
his regiment in the Gwalior Campaign in 1843, when he was present at the battle 
of Punniar (Star), and, as Adjutant from October 1845 until his advancement to 
Captain in November 1849. 

Granted extended furlough in 1854, he did not return to India until given 
command of a draft of troops in the transport Sentinel , but he died of cholera on 
21 April 1858, barely a week after having disembarked at Fort William; sold with 
a file of research, including photographic copy of a portrait miniature of the 
recipient wearing his Punniar Star.

Thomas Clowes Hinds was born in Darlston Hall, Stone, Staffordshire on 9 January 1839, the eldest son of Rev. John Thomas Hinds, M. 
A. and Margaret Clowes Hinds. Entering the 22nd Regiment as an Ensign by purchase in August 1855, he purchased a Lieutenancy in 
December 1856 and a Captaincy in August 1859. Hinds then transferred to the 40th Regiment and embarked for Australia in late 1860. 
There, he served as part of the Imperial garrison of Tasmania. In August 1863 he departed Hobart for New Zealand aboard the Isabella 
which was carrying reinforcements to New Zealand from the 12th and 40th Regiment. Captain Hinds served in the New Zealand Wars 
of 1863-64 and was present at the engagements of Rangariri and Orakau.

James Canning was born in October 1827 and enlisted into the 2nd Dragoons at 
Edinburgh on 13 April 1846, for an unlimited period of engagement. He 
embarked with the regiment during April-June 1854 for service in the Crimea. 
The muster rolls confirm that Canning was on active duty with his regiment for 
the whole of the quarter of the 1 st October to the 31 st December 1854, and it is 
most probable, therefore, that he took part in the famous charge of the Heavy 
Brigade at Balaklava, in which the Scots Greys had two men killed and fifty-six 
wounded. Seven men were awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. Canning 
returned from the Crimea during the latter part of 1855, subsequently purchasing 
his discharge from the army in September 1856. 

It should be noted that the 2nd Dragoons were not present at Inkermann and that 
Canning's medal should technically have clasps for Balaklava and Sebastopol 
only. The mistake is easily explained by examining the regimental medal roll 
compiled 'Camp Crimea. 11 January 1855' (WO 100/24) which clearly shows 
the letter T in the column for 'Inkermann Novr. 5' against many names, 
including Canning, in addition to the letter 'B' to indicate entitlement to the clasp 
for Balaklava. Consequently many men of the 2nd Dragoons were officially 
issued with the Inkermann clasp. A separate roll was compiled in November 
1855 listing those entitled to clasps for Sebastopol, most of which were 
despatched as loose clasps at a later date. Sold with copies of relevant medal and 
muster rolls.

Alexander Ferris was a survivor of the Sarah Sands disaster. 

The Sarah Sands , bound for India, with 368 officers and men of the 54th Regiment, together with women and children, a total 
complement of some 500 persons including the ships crew, sailed from Portsmouth on 15 August, 1857. During the course of the 
voyage the crew became mutinous and many of them were locked in irons below deck. On 7 November a squall carried away the 
foremost of the vessel's four masts but on the 11th a more serious disaster occurred when a fire broke out. The women and children 
were lowered in the boats to safety whilst the mutinous sailors deserted in the ship's long boat. The gallantry of the 54th, together with 
the petty officers and engineers who had remained on board, in fighting the fire and the subsequent powder explosion is a matter of 
record. Without loss of life, the Sarah Sands reached Port Louis, Mauritius, after being adrift for 12 days. Many soldiers had been 
terribly burned, their uniforms having been almost scorched from their bodies by the intense heat and flames of the fire. Of the original 
strength of the 54th only 151 remained fit enough to proceed to India and earn the medal for service during the Mutiny. Private 
Alexander Ferris, from Donaghadee, County Down, was one of this number, and continued to serve with the 54th until his discharge in 
May, 1876. He was also awarded the medal for long service and good conduct.

Robert Henry Davies was born in London in 1824, the second son of Sir David 
Davies, K.C.H., physician to King William IV and Queen Adelaide. He was 
educated at Charterhouse and Haileybury (1841-43), and afterwards entered the 
Indian Civil Service, being posted to the North West Provinces where he served 
as an Assistant to the Commissioner of the Sutlej Territory and as Settlement 
Officer of the Lahore District. 

It was during the time that he held office at Lahore (1857-58) that the Indian 
Mutiny broke out, and he saw military service with the Benares Division. He was 
besieged for some time at Azimgharh and participated in the pursuit of Kooer 
Singh. His steady conduct was noted by those in high authority (twice mentioned 
in official despatches) and his ability to govern and handle men was rewarded in 
due course (Medal). In 1859 he was appointed Secretary to the Punjab 
Government, and six years later he became Financial Commissioner in the 
Province of Oudh, and from 1865 to 1871 he served as Chief Commissioner. 
From this time until his retirement in 1877 he was Lieutenant Governor of the 
Punjab. 

In recognition of his public service he was made C.S.I. in December 1868, and 
K.C.S.I. in June 1874. Upon his retirement in 1878 he was granted a civil annuity 
and made one of the first Companions of the newly instituted Order of the Indian 
Empire. From 1887 to 1895 Sir Robert held membership on the Council of State 
for India. On the death of his father in 1865, he inherited the Rhosybedw estate 
in Cardiganshire, the management of which he largely entrusted to his father-in- 
law, the Rev. Joshua Cautley. Sir Robert Davies died at Halebourne, Chobham, 
on 23 August 1902, and was buried atThorney, Peterborough.

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The Indian Mutiny Medal to Robert Tudor Tucker, 'the glory of the Bengal Civil Service', who made a gallant single- 
handed defence of Futtehpore in June 1857, killing sixteen and wounding many more before falling pierced by both 
spears and bullets 

Indian Mutiny 1857-59, no clasp (Robt. T. Tucker, Bengal Civil Service) ' handling' marks , especially to the obverse ,

Robert Tudor Tucker was born in Edinburgh in 1817, the son of Henry St. G. Tucker, Bengal Civil Service. He was educated at 
Addiscombe and Haileybury, and arrived in India in November 1835. He served at Patna, Etawah, Agra, Azamgarh, Ghazipur, 
Benares, and Aligarh before, in May 1854, being appointed Civil and Session Judge at Futtehpore. His subsequent sole defence of 
Futtehpore on 9 June 1857, is amply told by William Forbes-Mitchell in his Reminiscences of the Great Mutiny 1857-59: 

'After leaving Lohunga, the first place of note which we reached was Futtehpore, seventy-two miles from Allahabad. At Futtehpore I 
met some native Christians whom I had first seen in Allahabad, and who were, or had been, connected with mission work, and could 
speak English. They had returned from Allahabad to look after property which they had been obliged to abandon when they fled from 
Futtehpore on the outbreak of the Mutiny. These men all knew Dr. Duff, or had heard of him, and were most anxious to talk to Dr. 
Duff's countrymen, as they called the Highlanders. From one of them I heard of the brave defence made by a solitary Englishman who 
refused to leave his post, and as I have never seen this alluded to in any of the histories of the Mutiny, I shall relate it. 

When the insurrection broke out, Mr. Robert Tucker was the judge of Futtehpore, and like his namesake of Salvation Army fame, he 
combined the missionary with the civil-servant, and used to preach to the natives, who listened to him with seeming respect, but with 
concealed hatred in their hearts. One of the most regular attendants at these Christian meetings in the judge's house was a 
Mahommedan named Hikmut Oollah Khan, the native head of the police in Futtehpore, and Mr. Tucker had unbounded confidence in 
the friendship of this man and in the loyalty of the police. On the first certain signs of disturbance in the station Mr. Tucker despatched 
all the Christians, native and European, to Allahabad, but refused to move himself. My informant told me that he had stayed with the 
brave judge till the last, and had made his escape to Allahabad after Mr. Tucker was killed; but I had no means of testing the truth of 
that statement. He further stated that Mr. Tucker had sent away all the Christians to Allahabad during the night, and next day about 
noon he sent for Hikmut Oollah Khan, who had neglected to make his usual morning report, with an intimation that the judge wished 
to see him and his loyal police to make arrangements for the protection of the Treasury and other Government property. The loyal and 
friendly Hikmut Oollah Khan sent back a reply that it was then too hot for him to come out, and that the judge sahib need not trouble 
himself about the Treasury. Considering that the Government of the English was at an end, the police would take care of the Treasury 
for the Badshah of Delhi, to whom it rightly belonged, and till the cool of the evening the judge sahib might repeat his Kaffir prayers, 
when the loyal and friendly Hikmut Oollah Khan, with a detachment of his loyal police, would come and give his Kaffir soul a quick 
despatch to Jehunnum. Such was the loyalty of Mr. Tucker's trusted and pampered friend! 

The message of Hikmut Oollah Khan opened the eyes of the too confiding judge, but he did not flinch from his duty. Mr. Tucker had 
been a mighty hunter in his day, and possessed a good assortment of offensive and defensive arms, such as rifles, fowling-pieces, and 
hog-spears. He carefully arranged his ammunition and loaded every rifle and fowling-piece which he had, strongly barricaded the 
doors and windows of his house, and then sat quietly down to read his Bible. At sunset he saw a large body of the police, with the 
green banner of Islam and Hikmut Oollah Khan at their head, entering his compound. They advanced, and called on Mr. Tucker to 
surrender in the name of the Badshah of Delhi, and if he wished his life to be spared, he could have it on condition that he accepted 
the religion of Mahommed. This he resolutely refused to do, and tried to reason with the police, to which they replied by a volley. Mr. 
Tucker returned the fire, and before the doors of his house could be forced he had killed sixteen and wounded many more, when he 
fell pierced by both spears and bullets. So died the brave and God-fearing Robert Tucker, the glory of the Bengal Civil Service, and thus 
ended the defence of Futtehpore by one solitary Englishman against hundreds of rebels/ 

Other accounts describe how, after being overpowered, Tucker was subjected to a mock trial and executed; as a last indignity his head, 
hands and feet were cut off. 

Tucker's entry in Memorials of Old Haileybury College reads: 

'Robert Tudor Tucker. Haileybury 1833-1835 - Judge of Futtehpore. On June 9 the storm burst at this Station, halfway between 
Allahabad and Cawnpore. The mob plundered the Treasury, let loose the prisoners and destroyed the Government offices, and the 
officials had to escape as best they could. But Tucker refused to stir. He took up his post on the roof of the Magistrate's office and there 
held the rebels at bay till he was shot down, not before several had fallen to his rifle. Not one member of the Service behaved more 
gallantly than Robert Tucker, one brave Englishman alone and unsupported, not hesitating to face an infuriated mob of ruffians and 
sacrificing the life which he might well have saved to a noble, if exaggerated , sense of duty. So much had he endeared himself to all 
that after his death two Hindus stood out and cursed his murderers in public, for which honest and brave speech they lost their lives.'

Charles Higgins was born in Cam, Gloucetsershire. He attested for the Scots Fusilier Guards at London on 16 May 1836, aged 12 years. 
Transferred to the 75th Regiment in April 1849. He was first appointed a Drummer in April 1839 and Drum Major in April 1849 but 
was several times reduced from both ranks.

Henry S. McConnell was born in Dundrum, near Dublin. A Trade Clerk by 
occupation, he enlisted into the Corps of Dragoons of the Line at Dublin on 24 
December 1898, aged 1 7 years, 9 months. 

Henry McConnell was servant to Lieutenant L. E. G. Oates during the Boer War 
who said of him. That boy McConnell is a splendid fellow ... he does the work 
of 6 men and is very good with horses ... he used to be a clerk with the Army and 
Navy Stores and then he was in Guiness's drawing £800 a year.' 

On 6 March 1901 Oates was wounded in action, suffering a severe gunshot 
wound to the thigh (Though called upon twice to surrender had replied, 'We 
came to fight, not to surrender' - his actions were to bring him a recommendation 
for the Victoria Cross). On hearing of that Oates had been wounded and was 
stranded on the veldt, McConnell and Private Malone (son of the riding master 
Malone, V.C.) without permission stole out of camp with Oates's second charger 
in an attempt to rescue him. However, they were cut off from him by heavy fire 
and the horse was wounded, and much downhearted, they had to abandon their 
rescue bid. 

In April 1901 McConnell fell ill with enteric fever. On hearing this Oates wrote 
to the doctor in charge on 21 April 1901 to see if anything could be done for 
him. However, news travelled slowly, as McConnell had already died at 
Murraysburg on 10 April 1901. Ref. Captain Oates Soldier and Explorer, by Sue

Sicele O'Brien was born on 1 April 1887, daughter of Sir Timothy Carew O'Brien, 3rd Baronet (1861-1948). Sir 'Tim' O'Brien was a 
noted cricketer, playing for Oxford University, Middlesex, England and Ireland, 1884-1907. Sir Tim married Gundrered Annette Teresa 
de Trafford, daughter of Sir Humphrey de Trafford, 2nd Baronet, in 1885, by whom he had 10 children. His daughter served as an 
ambulance driver during the Great War, serving with the First Aid Nursing Yeomanry Corps. A pioneer aviatrix; in 1927 she was only 
the second woman to gain a 'B' (commercial) Licence. Supposedly her parents were against her taking flying lessons, and the first they 
heard about it was when they saw a newspaper report. In 1928 she lost a leg when she crashed onto a golf course in Mill Hill but 
nothing daunted, she continued to fly with an artificial limb, stating 'It was worth it. One has to take risks for anything that is worth 
while.' With Lady Heath she set a British altitude record of 13,400 feet in 1928. She was killed on 18 June 1931, aged 44 years, when 
her Blackburn Bluebird III G-AABF crashed when taking off at Hatfield.

'John Neil Leach, 25, was the son of a judge in Jamaica; ... Leach was of British nationality, fluent in German, and consorted with 
known World War I German sympathizers. While in New York (he boarded with a German named Gustav Stahl at 20 Leroy Street, 
where the proprietors were German sympathizers. He also knew German spy Curt Thummel from the same boarding house. 

Leach was recommended for a job on the Lusitania by his uncle who was a provisions importer in New York and knew Staff Captain 
Anderson. Stahl testified under oath that the night before Lusitania left New York, he and Leach snuck on board and found Lusitania to 
be armed. Stahl was later convicted of perjury. 

Leach's British nationality and consorting with Germans leads to the conclusion that Leach was a mercenary spy working for the 
Germans. His task on board the Lusitania can only be speculated, but it is very likely that he was connected to the three stowaways 
apprehended by Detective-Inspector Pierpoint just after the Lusitania left New York. 

The stowaways spoke German and did not speak English, and the ship's translator Adolph Pederson had to assist in the interrogation. 
Some accounts say that they were found with photographic equipment, possibly looking for concealed armament or smuggled 
munitions. From the descriptions the stowaways seem to be German agents beyond a reasonable doubt. These three were then locked 
up below decks to await trial for espionage when Lusitania reached England. When the ship was torpedoed, the three were still locked 
below decks and drowned.'For further information see 'www.rmslusitania.info' 

John Neil Leach served as a Waiter aboard the Lusitania. He died when the ship was torpedoed and sunk by the German submarine U 
-20., 7 May 1915. Aged 25 years at the time of his death, he was the son of John Vincent and Katherine Theodore Leach, of Jamaica.

Able Seaman Eric Saunders was one of the "Few" who served in Amethyst throughout the entire Yangtse incident. He was frequently 
involved in activities on board as illustrated by the following extracts taken from Yangtse Incident by Lawrence Earl: 

'As early as mid-May Kerans reserved a corner of his mind for thinking about a possible break-out from the river in case his negotiations 
for a safe-conduct should fail. With this in his mind he decided to get the ship into seaworthy shape as soon as possible. He appointed 
Garns and Saunders, under the supervision of Strain, as a damage-control party, which soon became jocularly known among the ship's 
company as the Wrecker's Union. But Kerans did not mention to anyone his secret fears that a break-out might eventually become the 
only avenue to freedom. Garns and Saunders pitched in with great enthusiasm. They busily stuffed hammocks with mattresses and 
blankets and old clothing - anything they could lay their hands on that could be spared. Then they took these bulging, sausage-like 
wads and stuffed them into the gaping shell-holes. They used from one to three of these at a time, according to the size of the hole.After 
that they shored up the damaged area with planks, using the stock of timber - which they cut down to the proper sizes - which, 
fortunately, had been taken aboard in Malaya some time previously. In a month they had succeeded in adequately filling in eight holes 
along the waterline; but one waterline hole, dead astern and directly over the rudder, resisted all their efforts. 

Garns was a short, sandy-haired man of about thirty years of age. "Here I am, stuck." he said sadly to Saunders. He had been in the 
Navy for twelve years. "One thing I can tell you, though: the Navy will never get me again after this. No, Sir!" Saunders grinned. "Don't 
be an ass, Garnsey. Don't you know you'll never get out of this predicament? Don't you know you'll never be demobbed now?" Garns 
gave him a long, sideways look of suspicion. "You'll be soldiering on, me lad," he said, "long after I get back to Civvie Street. And, 
brother, am I going to have the laugh on you!" 

Kerans was feeling pretty good about the break-out now that the decision had been made. He had worked out all the angles, quietly 
and alone, during the long, tiresome wait. He drew up a list of seventeen petty officers and key ratings, and ordered them to meet in his 
cabin at about eight that evening. The seventeen trooped silently into Kerans' small cabin. There was not much room to spare. The 
door was shut, and almost at once the air became stifling. 

"I'm going to break out to-night at ten," Kerans said matter-of-factly. 

When Amethyst finally slipped her mooring, a brief maelstrom of firing, mostly inaccurate and causing much damage to the 
Communists themselves, enabled Kerans to steer Amethyst neatly through and under and around the wild barrage and make good his 
escape. Reports came up from the engine-room that Amethyst was flooding badly from the one waterline hole, right in the stern, which 
Garns and Saunders had been unable to repair. Pumps were put into action to keep the water in check. Kerans prayed: "Dear God, 
don't let it flood so badly that it will put paid to my steering.'" 

After an anxious dash downriver Amethyst rejoined the fleet on 30 July, and eventually reached England on 1 November, 1949, where 
the Commander-in-Chief, Plymouth, notified the ship's company that their conduct had been 'up to standard'.

Ronald Alwyn Grey was born in Perth, Western Australia on 2 July 1930. He graduated from the Royal Military College, Duntroon, on 
12 December 1951 and was alloted to the Royal Australian Infantry. He served in the Korea War as a Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion 
Royal Australian Regiment, 13 June-23 July 1952 and 14 August 1952-12 June 1953. In 1962 he attended the Staff College at 
Camberley. He was mentioned in despatches as a Major in the Army Service Corps for his services in Borneo, 1966. After a number of 
staff and regimental appointments both in Australia and overseas, he was appointed Commanding Officer of the 7th Battalion Royal 
Australian Infantry Regiment on 25 November 1968. During the Vietnam War he was a Lieutenant-Colonel commanding the 7th 
Battalion R.A.R. in Phuc Tuy Province, February 1970-March 1971, for which services he was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Order. Grey later attained the rank of Major-General; was awarded the Order of Australia (A.O.) in 1983 - 'For service to the Australian 
Army, particularly as Chief of Operations and as General Officer Commanding Field Force Command.'

Having then been admitted to hospital in Cambrai and Asvenes in May-July 1940, he was transported to Stalag VIA at Hemer, 
Germany, and thence, in October, to Stalag 210/ST. at Strasbourg, France. His subsequent transfers were to Stalag VB, back in 
Germany, in December 1940; Stalag XXIE at Sudhof in April 1941; Stalag XXID at Posen, Poland, and, finally, Stalag 383 at Hohenfels, 
Germany, in June 1943. 

On 17 April 1945, Pritchard and a comrade, Sergeant Kibble of the Gloucestershire Regiment, managed to hide while Stalag 383 was 
being evacuated by the Germans and, obtaining a car, managed to drive through enemy lines and reach Antwerp (Pritchard's P.O.W.

R.H.S. Bronze Medal (Case No. 15,943): On 31st January 1857, Edward Sanderson, A.B. 
of H.M.S. Duke of Wellington, accidentally fell overboard from the Main Guard into the 
River Tagus at Lisbon. Joseph Beeden, A.B., immediately jumped overboard from the 
stern, a height of 40 feet to the water, and swam to his assistance and rescued Sanderson 
who was insensible. 

R.H.S. Silver Medal (Case No. 16,023): At sea, in latitude 36° 10' N., longitude 14° 50' 
W., on the 9th of July 1857, a seaman named Charles Jenner, belonging to H.M.S. 
Cumberland, accidentally fell overboard from the main chains, and struck a lower deck 
port in his fall, while learning to heave the lead; the ship at the time being under all sail, 
and going through the water about seven knots. He would in all probability have been 
drowned, but for the intrepid conduct of James Beeden, A.B., who immediately jumped 
overboard, swam to his assistance, and supported him until picked up by the cutter. 

R.H.S. Silver Clasp (Case No. 18,897): On 20th March 1872, whilst H.M.S. Malabar was 
at sea off Bombay, a Private Soldier who was insane, jumped overboard. Joseph Beedem, 
Boatswain, jumped overboard and supported the man with a life buoy, when both were 
picked up by a boat. 

Beedem was awarded his second silver medal rescue in 1872 and he was given a silver 
bar in lieu of the medal as was the practice for a further award. However, the R.H.S. 
Secretary did not recognise that BeederrTs original silver medal awarded in 1857 was of 
the large type and would have been issued without suspension. Beedem overcame this 
difficulty by having a suspension fitted to his large silver medal which allowed him to 
wear the medal and allow the second award bar to be attached to the ribbon. The bronze 
medal was fitted with a similar ring suspension. 

Joseph Beeden was born in Dublin on 21 September 1833. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on H.M.S. Fly on 22 
November 1847 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in February 1850. On board H.M.S. Britannia, January 1852-March 1855, he saw 
service in the Baltic and was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in January 1852 and Able Seaman in August 1952. He then served on H. 
M.S. Duke of Wellington, March 1855-April 1857, seeing service in the Crimean War and being promoted to Leading Seaman in 
December 1856 and ranked as Coxswain of the Cutter in February 1857. In January 1857 whilst serving on H.M.S. Duke of Wellington, 
he performed the first of his rescues for which he was awarded the R.H.S. Bronze Medal. Beeden next served on H.M.S. Cumberland, 
becoming Captain of the Mizzen Top in April 1857 and Boatswain's Mate in November the same year. In July 1857 he performed his 
second rescue for which he was awarded the R.H.S. Silver Medal. Gaining the rank of Boatswain in December 1860, he received a 
Silver Clasp to his R.H.S. Medal in Silver for rescue performed in March 1872 while serving on H.M.S. Malabar. Boatswain Joseph 
Beeden was again serving on H.M.S. Malabar when he died of disease on 24 June 1881.

R.H.S. Bronze Medal (Case No. 19165): At 6.30 pm on 5th June 1873, F. Prothero (16) sank whilst bathing at the Head Weir at Exeter in nine to ten 
feet of water. Frank Shooter, bathing attendant, jumped into the river and with considerable difficulty and risk brought the exhausted Prothero to land. 

R.H.S. 1st Bronze Clasp (Case No. 19,503: At 7.30 am on the 7th August 1874, E.H. Gibbon (15) sank whilst bathing in the River Exe at Exeter in 
seven feet of water. Frank Shooter, bathing attendant, jumped into the river with all his clothes on, swam to the lad, and brought him to the bank in an 
exhausted condition. 

R.H.S. 2nd Bronze Clasp (Case No. 20,230): At 5.30 pm on the 31st July 1877, William Knott, (24) Private of the 11th Regiment, sank whilst bathing 
in the River Exe at Exeter in 12 to 15 feet of water. Frank Shooter, bathing attendant, plunged into the river and rescued the exhausted man with 
difficulty. 

R.H.S. 3rd Bronze Clasp (Case No. 22,058): At 7.15 pm on 4th June 1883, H. Standlake (23) was learning to swim in the River Exe when he 
accidentally got out of his depth at a point where the River Exe was 55 yards wide and ten to 12 feet deep. Frank Shooter (33) was in a boat some 
distance off when the man disappeared beneath the surface. Without waiting to divest himself of clothing, he dived and succeeded in finding him and 
in bringing him unconscious to the bank where he was revived. 

R.H.S. 4th Bronze Clasp (Case No. 22,472): At 5.30 pm on the 7th July 1884, Frank Nicks (15) sank whilst bathing in the River at Exeter some 20 yards 
from the shore in 10 to 12 feet of water. Shooter ran a distance of 70 yards and divesting himself of coat and vest he swam out to the place where Nick 
was seen to sink. He had to dive five times, and was then successful in finding Nicks and bringing him safely. Nicks was insensible with blood 
issuing from mouth, eyes and ears but he was revived. 

R.H.S. Silver Medal (Case No. 22,473): At 5 pm, 16th July 1884, Mr F.K. Hartnol was in a canoe on the mill-stream, Exeter, when the boat upset, and 
the swift current carried him under the mill-fender, and through the opening of the mill-leat, which runs for 180 yards through a dark tunnel. The leat 
varies in depth from four to six feet, with pits at intervals, and is cut in the solid rock, with jagged projections on each side. The stream was running 
nine miles an hour. The fender at the opening was let down seven or eight inches below the water surface, under which the salvor had to enter the 
tunnel. This feat he succeeded in effecting, and, being guided by the sound, he found Hartnol clinging to the projecting rock. Finding it impossible to 
stem the current he took Hartnol on his shoulders, proceeded down the tunnel with the stream, and landed him safely at the outlet. He had all his 
clothing on, and ran great risk in being dashed against the rocky rough sides. 

Frank Shooter was born in Exeter in 1848. From the age of seven he began to earn his own living, travelling all over the country with his uncle, 
hawking glass and china. He later enlisted in the 1st Devon Militia and attained the rank of Sergeant. In 1870 he was appointed Superintendent of the 
Exeter Bathing Ground, being responsible for the safety of bathers in the River Exe. Both in that capacity and as a Constable, Shooter was responsible 
for the rescue of many who got into difficulties - it being claimed that he was instrumental in saving some three hundred lives during the course of his 
career! 

For his outstanding services he was awarded two medals and four clasps by the Royal Humane Society and four privately awarded medals (above). In 
addition to which he was awarded a special gold medal (not with lot) presented to him by the City of Exeter for the rescue of Mr Hartnol. 

Frank Shooter died of pleurisy and pneumonia in July 1917. He was buried in Exwick Cemetery.

R. H.S. Bronze Medal (Case No. 23,541): At 5.30 pm on the 5th July 1887, Dr James Percy Alwyne Gabb, 34, was in Ramsgate. Henry Preston, 10, 
was bathing and was carried out of his depth and drifted out 40 yards with a strong tide running. Dr Gabb's attention having been drawn to the boy, 
he ran quickly to the edge of the water, undressed and swam out and found the boy face downwards. He succeeded in bringing him to the short 
where artificial respiration was used and the boy recovered. 

Quiver Magazine , 1887: 'Dr James Percy Alwyne Gabb was visiting Ramsgate on 26th October (sic) 1887 when he rescued a little boy from 
drowning; the boy got out of his depth and floated about forty yards out to sea. Two other boys saw what happened, and called for help to a passer-by 
(Dr. Gabb), who plunged in and swam to the drowning boy. The latter had just come to the surface for the third time. He was brought ashore 
unconscious, but the rescuer restored him by means of artificial respiration. "I thought the boy was dead", wrote a witness to the rescue, "and was 
surprised to see them putting on his clothes after a time". Thanks to the doctor's presence of mind, the boy was sent home not much the worse for his 
dangerous experiences'. 

James Percy Alwyne Gabb was born in 1851, the son of Dr William Gabb of Bewdley, Worcester. James P. A. Gabb qualified in Medicine as a M.R.C. 

S. Eng. 1877 (University College); M.B., 1879 and M.D. Lond., 1882. He was a Consultant Medical Officer at the Royal Surrey County Hospital, 
Fellow of the Medical Society of London, Honorary Surgeon to the Kidderminster Infirmary and Honorary Physician to University College Hospital. At 
the time of the rescue he effected at Ramsgate, he was living at Copthorne Villa, Epsom Road, Guildford. For his bravery in rescuing the drowning boy 
and his subsequent resuscitation, Dr Gabb was awarded both the Royal Humane Society's Bronze Medal and a medal for brave conduct presented by 
The Quiver Magazine. In 1893 Gabb moved from Copthorne Villa to Poyle Mount, Guildford, which was to be his home until his retirement in the 
mid 1930s.

R.H.S. 1st Bronze Clasp (Case No. 25,743): Timothy J. Sullivan, AB, H.M.S. Cleopatra , at great personal risk, rescued Private J. H. King RMLI, from 
drowning at Ensenada, Monte Video, on 13th November 1891. 

R.H.S. 2nd Bronze Clasp (Case No. 25,897): Timothy J. Sullivan, AB, H.M.S. Cleopatra , at great personal risk, rescued B. M. Mitchell 
from drowning at Monte Video, on 21 st January 1892. 

Timothy Joseph Sullivan was born in St. Andrews, Plymouth, Devonshire on 21 July 1868. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd 
Class on 8 January 1884 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in December 1884. Serving on H.M.S. Agincourt, September 1885- 
November 1887, he was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in July 1886 and to Able Seaman in October 1886. As an Able Seaman he 
served on H.M.S. Cleopatra , November 1888-July 1892, during which time he was awarded the R.H.S. Bronze Medal and two clasps 
for three rescues performed whilst stationed at Monte Video, Uruguay. Although briefly ranked as a Leading Seaman whilst on board 
the ship, November 1891-January 1892, he finally gained that rank in July 1893 when based at H.M.S. Vivid I. He was further 
advanced to Petty Officer 2nd Class in March 1895 and Petty Officer 1st Class in September 1896 when on H.M.S. Rapid. Sullivan was 
promoted to Acting Chief Petty Officer in August 1905 when based at H.M.S. Vivid I and was confirmed in that rank in January 1909 
when on H.M.S. Cambridge. He was pensioned ashore in July 1911. Chief Petty Officer Sullivan returned to the service in August 1914 
and served on H.M. Ships Princess , May 1916-August 1917 and Macedonia, August 1917-October 1918. He was demobilised in 
January 1919. 

In addition to the above, Sullivan was awarded the 1914-15 Star; Victory Medal and Royal Navy L.S. & G.C.

The water 
was 12 feet deep and very foul with sewage. Constable Helyer ran 80 yards and jumped from the Quay wall, a height of 12 feet and succeeded in 
saving the boy/ 

R.H.S. Bronze Clasp (Case No. 29,059): 'C. F. McAllum (40) was bathing at the Haven, Tynemouth and being a poor swimmer became exhausted 30 
yards from shore. The water was 12 to 15 feet deep with a strong tide running. Helyer took a buoy, swam out and pulled it over the man when both 
were drawn back to land/ 

Newcastle Daily Journal, Thursday 19th August 1897, p.8: 

'RESCUE FROM DROWNING AT TYNEMOUTH - Narrow Escape of a Newcastle Gentleman: Last evening about five o'clock, as PC Helyer of the 
River Tyne Police was walking along Tyne Pier towards the Tyne General Ferry Company's landing he noticed a gentleman dive off the pier into the 
haven for the purpose of bathing. The man swam towards a raft which was moored in the haven, and the officer's attention was afterwards attracted to 
him by hearing a shout. On looking round he saw him throw up his arms and disappear below the surface. As the bather was evidently drowning 
Helyer ran along the pier, threw off his jacket and jumped into the sea, taking with him a life buoy. He swam to the man and gave him the buoy just 
as he was sinking for the third time, and both he and the officer were hauled ashore in an exhausted condition by two gentlemen who had waded into 
the water and got hold of the line attached to the buoy/ 

Edwin Alfred Helyer was born in Bridport, Dorset on 8 December 1860. He was appointed a Constable in the River Tyne Police on 2 November 1885. 
He was promoted to Acting Sergeant in 1902 and Sub-Inspector in 1903 but was demoted to Constable in 1904; re-appointed a Sub-Inspector in 1908 
and promoted to Detective Inspector in 1910. He was once more demoted to Constable in 1911 and retired on a pension in 1912.

Medal and the Clasp of the Royal Humane Society, in addition to a handsome silver cup from Mr C.F. McAllum, of Newcastle, whom he rescued from 
drowning off Tynemouth pier in August last, belongs, the River Tyne Police, almost every member of which wears a decoration of some kind for timely 
assistance in saving life. P.C. Helyer joined the Force about twelve years ago, and during that time he has earned for himself the confidence of his 
superiors and a good place in the esteem of his comrades. He is a native of Bridport, in Dorsetshire, but at an early age came with his parents to South 
Shields. Like all River Tyne Policemen he has put in an extensive sea service, and in connection with this portion of his life can tell many thrilling and 
exciting stories. He was one of the crew of the ill-fated steamer Red Star, of North Shields, which was wrecked in Sulina Bay, in October 1882, when 
he, together with two others, was lashed to an outrigger for three days and nights, suffering most terrible hardships and privations. Three men were 
washed away and drowned, but the others were rescued by a lifeboat manned by British seamen. It has always been a strong point with Supt. Farmer, 
the esteemed Chief of the River Tyne Police that the saving of life and limb is one of the first duties of a Police Officer, and this maxim has been well 
followed by P.C. Helyer, who has effected many rescues. He wears the bronze medal of the Royal Humane Society for saving the life of a little boy at 
Mill Dam, South Shields, about a year ago. The most conspicuous occasion, however, on which he distinguished himself in this respect was on the 
18th of August last. On that day a gentleman was noticed to dive off the Haven side of Tynemouth Pier for the purpose of having a swim, but soon 
after entering the water he was unfortunate enough to get into difficulties. P.C. Helyer, who was on duty in the vicinity, seized a lifebuoy, and running 
along the pier plunged into the water. Swimming towards the unfortunate bather he thrust the lifebuoy into his hands, and eventually got him ashore 
in a very exhausted condition. The gentleman proved to be Mr. McAllum, referred to above, and he, out of gratitude for his safe deliverance, presented 
his preserver with a valuable silver cup, suitably inscribed, as a memento of the occasion. The gallant action was brought by Supt. Farmer under the 
notice of the Royal Humane Society, and that body, recognising the superior merits of the case, forwarded a clasp for the medal which P.C. Helyer 
already wears, and a certificate setting forth the circumstances for which it was granted. Application was also made to the Tynemouth Trust, with the 
result that this highly prized decoration was also conferred on P.C. Helyer. The cup and awards were handed over to the Officer at a largely attended 
public meeting at South Shields' Seamen's Institute, Mill Dam, presided over by Mr R. Farmer, Chief Constable, who explained the particulars, and in 
a lively speech presented the cup and clasp to P.C. Helyer. Mr Stanley Metcalf presented the Tyneside silver medal.'

R.H.S. Bronze Medal (Case No. 37,137) 'At 10.45 a.m. on the 24th October, 1909, Gerald A. Barnes and George Piggott, able seamen, 
were washed overboard from the picket boat belonging to H.M.S. " Antrim " during the passage from gunwharf to Spithead. Seeing that 
Barnes was sinking Lieut. Frederick H. Hallowes jumped overboard into the heavy sea running and just succeeded in getting hold of 
him. Two lifebuoys were then thrown, but both fell short, and Sub-Lieutenant Robert L. F. Hubbard at once jumped in and took one 
buoy to Hallowes and Barnes; Theodore Joughin, Petty Officer, also jumped overboard and took the second buoy to Piggott. Frederick 
Flisher, A.B., then jumped in and assisted Lieut. Hallowes in taking Barnes back to the boat.' 

A silver medal was awarded to Lieutenant Hallowes and bronze medals were awarded to the other rescuers. 

The Fleet , November 1909: 

'At 10.15 am on Sunday October 23rd, a picket boat containing a number of Officers and four or five men, left harbour for H.M.S. Antrim, which was 
lying out at Spithead. About halfway to the ship a heavy sea struck the boat and washed overboard two of the crew, Able Seamen Barnes and Pigott, 
who were at the time sitting on the after cabin, both dressed in oilskins and wearing sea-boots. Commander A.G. Warren, who was the senior officer 
in the boat, at once took the helm and turned the boat around, steaming at full speed for the men. On approaching them it could be seen that Barnes 
was in great difficulty and was sinking. Lieut. Hallowes at once dived overboard for him without divesting himself of any clothing. Two lifebuoys were 
thrown, but fell short owing to the boisterous weather; so Lieut. Hubbard, R.N.R., dived for one and T. Joughin, P.O., dived for the other and swam to 
the assistance of Pigott. A.B. Fisher also dived in and went to the assistance of Lieut.S. Hallowes and Hubbard.' 

Theodore Joughin was born in Birkenhead, Chester on 13 January 1880. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 26 February 1896 and was 
advanced to Boy 1st Class in November 1896. Joughin was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in January 1898 and to Able Seaman in July 1898, both 
while serving on H.M.S. Jupiter. Serving on H.M.S. Kent, he was advanced to Leading Seaman in April 1904 and to Petty Officer 2nd Class in July 
1904. He attained the rank of Petty Officer 1st Class in July 1909 when on H.M.S. Wildfire. He served on the old battleship H.M.S. Cornwallis, 
November 1914-March 1915. Petty Officer Joughin died on 1 March 1915 - 'Killed by fall from aloft in collier.'

R.H.S. Silver Medal 'Sub-Lieutenant Humfrey Hopper, R.N., H.M.S. Mallow.' (Case No. 44,656) 'On the night of the 14th July, 1918, the French 
steamship Djemnah, with troops on board, was torpedoed in the Mediterranean, and sank in two minutes. H.M.S. Mallow , which was in the vicinity, 
lowered and sent away all her boats to pick up survivors, there being nothing left in the ship in the early morning except the Carley rafts. These, when 
put overboard were found to be slow and unhandy in the choppy sea when picking up isolated survivors, and were finally abandoned. 

Seeing this, Sub-Lieut. Hopper stripped and went overboard several times, swimming out to the men who were supporting themselves on small pieces 
of wreckage in the last stage of exhaustion and bringing them to the ship, where they were got on board. In this way at least six lives were saved 
whom it would otherwise have been impossible to reach.' 

R.H.S. Silver Clasp 'Lieutenant Humfrey G. Hopper, R.N., H.M.S. Raleigh' (Case No. 46,560A) 'About 3.30 p.m. on the 8th August, 1922, H.M.S. 
Raleigh stranded near Armour Point, Forteau Bay, on the coast of Labrador, a dense fog prevailing at the time. With a view to saving those on board, a 
cutter was lowered in order to get a line ashore and thus establish communication with the ship. Lieut. Hopper, went into the cutter, but seeing that 
they might be unable to get ashore owing to the reefs, over which heavy seas were breaking, he took a line, and leaping into the sea near the ship 
swam to the reefs and succeeded in getting through the breakers, and then made his way through the surf to the rocks and landing the line by which 
over 700 officers and men with the aid of rafts were safely landed. There was a strong wind with heavy sea and thick fog, the water being very cold.' 

Humfrey Greenwood Hopper was born on 25 November 1898. He was appointed an Acting Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Navy on 15 March 1917 and 
was confirmed in that rank in November 1917. He served on H.M.S. Glorious , October 1916-June 1917, after which he served on H.M.S. Mallow , 
June 1917-December 1918. He was on the latter ship when it went to the assistance of the French liner Djemnah which was in a convoy, carrying a 
large number of troops across the Mediterranean, when she was torpedoed by a German submarine on the night of 14/15 July 1917. The ship sank 
with the loss of 442 lives. Sub-Lieutenant Hopper was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Silver for his brave actions in going to the aid of several exhausted 
French soldiers in the water. 

Hopper was promoted to Lieutenant in November 1919 and Lieutenant Commander in November 1927. He was awarded a Clasp to the R.H.S. Medal 
in 1922 when his ship - H.M.S. Raleigh , ran aground in thick fog and became a total wreck off Point Armour, on the coast of Labrador. Hopper swam 
with a line to the shore, through dangerous breaking seas, and in doing so, was instrumental in preserving the lives of some 700 men of the ship's 
complement. Ten lives were lost in the accident. 

During the Second World War as Acting Captain of H.M.S. St. Tudno, he was awarded the Distinguished Service Order ( London Gazette 19 
December 1944) for his services in minesweeping in the Scheldt; mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 4 September 1945) for Operation Fireball 
- minesweeping work in clearing a passage to Rotterdam and Yjmuiden, thereby making possible a swift relief of Holland; he was also awarded the 
Belgian Order of Leopold and Croix de Guerre for services in the liberation of Belgium. Hopper was placed on the Retired List with the rank of 
Commander in 1948.

R.H.S. Honorary Testimonial on Parchment (Case No. 65,228): 'At about 4pm on 25th May 1957 a small boy, William Miller (4), left 
the party of children he was with and climbed through the railings of a flood gate bridge on to a pier and fell from there into the river 
(River Lea). He disappeared before anyone could come to his aid, but immediately after his disappearance Rutherford jumped into the 
water fully clothed except for a pair of heavy rubber boots he was wearing and removed. His efforts were unsuccessful and he left the 
water after about five minutes. Very soon afterwards Burfield arrived and immediately entered the water after removing his top uniform, 
and immediately after him, Remington, Bayles and Moorehouse entered the water, clad in rowing kit. All searched for the boy by 
diving and after about 10 minutes, Remmington found the boy on the bottom, in about 8 feet of water, slightly embedded in the mud 
and face downward. Boy did not respond to artificial respiration.'

'4 January 1841: On passage from Dublin to London, the 500 ton Dublin steam packet Thames was seen just before 7 a.m. among the 
Western Rocks, Isles of Scilly, in very heavy seas and a severe westerly gale. Disabled, she soon ran aground on Jacky's Rock in the 
Brow of Pond's Reef, and three gigs were launched from St. Agnes. Captain Steel, who had been instrumental in getting a lifeboat 
station at St. Mary's, had difficulty at first in manning the boat. The four men who were awarded silver medals were the first to 
volunteer. Eventually enough men were cajoled aboard and the lifeboat set out, as did the gigs, through massive seas and squalls of hail 
and sleet. The lifeboat reached St. Agnes but could proceed no further. 

One of the gigs managed to rescue three women from the Thames who were transferred to a pilot cutter which landed them at St. 
Agnes at 3 p.m. The other rescue boats waited near the wreck for a lull in the weather, but none came. Improvised rafts had been made 
by the sailors on the Thames; these floated off when the wreck disintegrated, and some were dashed ashore on Rosevear Island. One 
seaman survived, and he was rescued next morning. The lifeboat recovered eight bodies which were taken to St. Mary's. The figure for 
those lost was given variously as between 57 and 62' (Lifeboat Gallantry by Barry Cox, refers). 

For the action, the R.N.I.P.L.S. Medal in Gold was awarded to Captain Charles Steel, Inspecting Commander, H.M. Coastguard, St. 
Mary's, Isles of Scilly; and the Medal in Silver was awarded to William Rowe, Boatman and Patrick O'Neal, Boatman, both H.M.

In the early morning of 5 January 1881 the 1,238 ton barque, Indian Chief, four days out from Middlesborough, bound for Yokohama, 
was wrecked during a gale on the Long Sands in the outer reaches of the Thames Estuary close to Knock Light. During the day she 
began to break up and the survivors took to the rigging. Following unsuccessful searches for the casualty by the Harwich and Clacton 
lifeboats, the Ramsgate lifeboat, Bradford (Coxswain Charles Edward Fish) was brought on to the scene, towed by the tug Vulcan (Alfred 
Page, Master). 

The lifeboat, Bradford, a 44ft self-righter, had been towed by the paddle steamer Vulcan for 30 miles in the biting gale and heavy seas. 
Arriving in the dark it was impossible to find the wreck so the coxswain and crew remained there for the night cruising about between 
the Sands, the lifeboat crew exposed to the whole fury of the storm and the steamer continuing to sustain damage. 
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In the morning Coxswain Fish cast off from the Vulcan and positioning the lifeboat, skilfully veered a piece of wood attached to lengths 
of rope, towards the wreck. This enabled a hawser to be dragged aboard the wreck by the survivors by which the lifeboat crew hauled 
their vessel close under the Indian Chief's quarter. The lifeboat then took off the 11 survivors, transferred them to the tug which then 
towed them back to Ramsgate. The lifeboat had been at sea for some 26 hours in heavy broken water. 

A detailed account of the rescue, given by the Coxswain of the Bradford, to a reporter from the Daily Telegraph reads: ' 

News had been brought to Ramsgate, as you know, sir, that a large ship was ashore on the Long Sand, and Captain Braine, the harbour¬ 
master, immediately ordered the tug and Life-boat to proceed to her assistance. It was blowing a heavy gale, it came much harder some 
hours afterwards; and the moment we were clear of the piers we felt the sea. Our boat is considered a very fine one. I know there is no 
better on the coasts, and there are only two in Great Britain bigger. She was presented to the Life-boat Institution by Bradford, and is 
called after that town. But it is ridiculous to talk of bigness when it means only forty-two feet long, and when a sea is raging round you 
heavy enough to swamp a line-of-battle ship. I had my eye on the tug -named the Vulcan , sir -and when she met the first of the seas, 
and she was thrown up like a ball, and you could see her starboard paddle revolving in the air high enough for a coach to pass under; 
and when she struck the hollow she dished a sea over her bows that left only the stern showing. We were towing head to wind, and the 
water was flying over the boat in clouds. Every man of us was soaked to the skin, in spite of our overalls, by the time we had brought 
the Ramsgate Sands abeam; but there were a good many miles to be gone over before we should fetch the Knock Lightship, and so you 
see, sir, it was much too early for us to take notice that things were not over and above comfortable. We got out the sail-cover-a piece 
of tarpaulin -to make a shelter of, and rigged it up against the mast, seizing it to the burtons; but it hadn't been up two minutes when a 
heavy sea hit and washed it right aft in rags; so there was nothing to do but hold onto the thwarts and shake ourselves when the water 
came over. I never remember a colder wind. I don't say this because I happened to be out in it. Old Tom Cooper, one of the best 
boatmen in all England, sir, who made one of our crew, agreed with me that it was more like a flaying machine than a natural gale of 
wind. The fell of it in the face was like being gnawed by a dog. I only wonder it didn't freeze the tears it fetched out of our eyes. We 
were heading N.E., and the wind was blowing from N.E. The North Foreland had been a bit of shelter, like; but when we had gone 
clear of that, and the ocean lay ahead of us, the seas were furious -they seemed miles long, sir, like an Atlantic sea, and it was enough 
to make a man hold his breath to watch how the tug wallowed and tumbled into them. I sung out to Dick Goldsmith, 'Dick', I says, 
'she's slowed, do you see, she'll never be able to meet it, for she had slackened her engines down into a mere crawl, and I really did 
think they meant to give up. I could see Alf Page -the master of her, sir-on the bridge, coming and going like the moon when the clouds 
sweep over it, as the seas smothered him up one moment, and left him shining in the sun the next. But there was to be no giving up 
with the tug's crew any more than with the Life-boat's; she held on, and we followed. 

Somewhere abreast of the Elbow Buoy a smack that was running ported her helm to speak to us. Her skipper had just time to yell out, 
'A vessel on the Long Sand!' and we to wave our hands, when she was astern, and out of sight in a haze of spray. Presently a collier 
named the Fanny , with her foretopgallant yard gone, passed us. She was cracking on to bring the news of the wreck to Ramsgate, and 
was making a heavy sputter under her topsails and foresail. They raised a cheer, for they knew our errand, and then, like the smack, in 
a minute she was astern and gone. By this time the cold and the wet and the fearful plunging were beginning to ten, and one of the 
men called for a nip of rum. The quantity we generally take is half a gallon, and it is always my rule to be sparing with that drink for the 
sake of the shipwrecked men we may have to bring home, and who are pretty sure to be in greater need of the stuff than us. I never 
drink myself, sir, and that's one reason, I think, why I manage to meet the cold and wind middling well, and rather better than some 
men who look stronger than me. However, I told Charlie Verrion to measure the rum out and serve it round, and it would have made 
you laugh, I do believe, sir, to have seen the care the men took of the big bottle -Charlie cocking his finger into the cork-hole, and 
David Berry clapping his hand over the pewter measure whenever a sea came to prevent the salt water from spoiling the liquor. Bad as 
our plight was, the tug's crew were no better off; their wheel is forrard, and so you may suppose the fellow who steered had his share of 
the seas; the others stood by to relieve him; and, for the matter of water, she was just like a rock, the waves striking her bows and flying 
pretty nigh as high as the top of her funnel, and blowing the whole length of her aft with a fall like the tumble of half-a-dozen cart loads 
of bricks. I like to speak of what they went through, for the way they were knocked about was something fearful, to be sure. 

By half-past four o'clock in the afternoon it was drawing on dusk, and about that hour we sighted the revolving light of the Kentish 
Knock Lightship, and a little after five we were pretty close to her. She is a big, red-hulled boat, with the words 'Kentish Knock' written 
in long white letters on her sides, and dark as it was, we could see her flung up, and rushing down fit to roll her over and over; and the 
way she pitched and went out of sight, and then ran up on the black heights of water, gave me a better notion of the fearfulness of that 
sea than I had got by watching the tug or noticing our own lively dancing. The tug hailed her first, and two men looking over her side 
answered; but what they said didn't reach us in the Life-boat. Then the steamer towed us abreast, but the tide caught our warp and 
gave us a sheer that brought us much too close alongside of her. When the sea took her she seemed to hang right over us, and the sight 
of that great dark hull, looking as if, when it fell, it must come right atop of us, made us want to sheer off, I can tell you. I sung out, 
'Have you seen the ship?' and one of the men bawled back, 'Yes.' 'How does she bear?' 'Nor' -west by north.' 'Have you seen anything 
go to her?' The answer I caught was, 'A boat.' Some of our men said the answer was a life-boat,' but most of us only heard 'A boat.' 
The tug was now towing ahead, and went past the lightship, but ten minutes after Tom Friend sings out, 'They're burning a light aboard 
her!' and looking astern I saw they had fired a red signal light that was blazing over the bulwark in a long shower of sparks. The tug put 
her helm down to return, and we felt the power of those waves, sir. It looked a wonder that we were not rolled over and drowned, 
every man of us. We held on with our teeth clenched, and twice the boat was filled, and the water up to our throats. 'Look out for it, 
men!' was always the cry. But every upward send emptied the noble little craft, like pulling out a plug in a wash-basin, and in a few 
minutes we were again alongside the light-vessel. This time there were six or seven men looking over side. 'What do you want?' we 
shouted. 'Did you see the Sunk Lightship's rocket?' they all yelled together. 'Yes. Did you say you saw a boat?' 'No,' they answered, 
showing we had mistaken their first reply. On which I shouted to the tug, 'Pull us round to the Long Sand Head Buoy!' and then we 
were under weigh again, meeting the tremendous seas. There was only a little bit of moon, westering fast, and what there was of it 
showed but now and again, as the heavy clouds opened and let the light of it down. Indeed, it was very dark, though there was some 
kind of glimmer in the foam which enabled us to mark the tug ahead. 'Bitter cold work, Charlie,' says old Tom Cooper to me: 'but,' 
says he, 'it's colder for the poor wretches aboard the wreck, if they're alive to feel it. 1 The thought of them made our own sufferings 
small, and we kept looking and looking into the darkness around, but there was nothing to be spied, only now and again, and long 
whiles apart the flash of a rocket in the sky from the Sunk lightship. Meanwhile, from time to time, we burnt a hand-signal -a light, sir, 
that's fired something after the manner of a gun. You fit it into a wooden tube, and give a sort of hammer at the end a smart blow, and 
the flame rushes out, and a bright light it makes, sir. Ours were green lights, and whenever I set one flaring I couldn't help taking notice 
of the appearance of the men. It was a queer sight, I assure, to see them as green as leaves, with their cork jackets swelling out their 
bodies so as scarcely to seem like human beings, and the black water as high as our masthead, or howling a long way below us, on 
either side. They burned hand-signals on the tug, too, but nothing came of them. There was no sign of the wreck, and staring over the 
edge of the boat, with the spray and the darkness was like trying to see through the bottom of a well. So we began to talk the matter 
over, and Tom Cooper says, 'We had better stop here and wait for daylight.' 'I'm for stopping,' says Steve Goldsmith; and Bob Penny 
says, 'We're here to fetch the wreck, and fetch it we will, if we wait a week.' 'Right,' says I; and all hands being agreed -without any 
fuss, sir, though I dare say most of our hearts were at home, and our wishes alongside our hearths, and the warm fires in them -we all of 
us put our hands to our mouths and made one great cry of 'Vulcan ahoy!' The tug dropped astern. 'What do you want?' sings out the 
skipper, when he gets within speaking distance. 'There's nothing to be seen of the vessel, and so we had better lie-to for the night,' I 
answered. 'Very good,' he says, and then the steamer, without another word from her crew, and the water tumbling over her bows like 
cliffs, resumed her station ahead, her paddles revolving just fast enough to keep her from dropping astern. As coxswain of the Life-boat, 
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sir, I take no credit for resolving to lie-to all night. But I am bound to say a word for the two crews, who made up their minds without a 
murmur, without a second's hesitation, to face the bitter cold and fierce seas of that long winter darkness, that they might be on the 
spot to help their fellow-creatures when the dawn broke and showed them where they were. I know there are scores of sailors round 
our coasts who would have done likewise. Only read, sir, what was done in the north, Newcastle way, during the gales last October. 
But surely, sir, no matter who may be the men who do what they think their duty, whether they belong to the North or the South, they 
deserve the encouragement of praise. A man likes to feel, when he has done his best, that his fellow-men think well of his work. If I had 
not been one of that crew I should wish to say more; but no false pride shall make me say less, sir, and I thank God for the resolution 
He put into us, and for the strength He gave us to keep that resolution. 

All that we had to do now was to make ourselves as comfortable as we could. Our tow rope veered us out a long way, too far astern of 
the tug for her to help us as breakwater, and the manner in which we were flung towards the sky with half our keel out of water and 
then dropped into a hollow - like falling from the top of a house, sir - while the heads of the seas blew into and tumbled over us all the 
time, made us all reckon that, so far from getting rest, most of our time would be spent in preventing ourselves from being washed 
overboard. We turned to and got the foresail aft, and made a kind of roof of it. This was no easy job, for the wind was so furious that 
wrestling even with that bit of a sail was like fighting with a steam-engine. When it was up ten of us snugged ourselves away under it, 
and two men stood on the after-grating thwart keeping a look-out, with life-lines around them. As you know, sir, we carry a binnacle, 
and the lamp in it was alight and gave out just enough haze for us to see each other in. We all lay in a lump together for warmth, and a 
fine show we made, I dare say; for a cork jacket, even when a man stands upright isn't calculated to improve his figure, and as we all of 
us had cork jackets on and oil-skins, and many of us sea boots, you may guess what a raffle of legs and arms we showed, and what a 
rum heap of odds and ends we looked, as we sprawled in the bottom of the boat upon one another. Sometimes it would be 21 Johnny 
Goldsmith - for we had three Goldsmiths - Steve , and Dick and Johnny - growling underneath that someone was lying on his leg; and 
then maybe Harry Meader would/bawl out that there was a man sitting on his head; and once Tom Friend swore his arm was broke; 
but my opinion is, sir, that it was too cold to feel inconveniences of this kind, and I believe that some among us would not have known 
if their arms and legs really had been broke, until they tried to use 'em, for the cold seemed to take away all feeling out of the blood. As 
the seas flew over the boat the water filled the sail that was stretched overhead and bellied it down upon us, and that gave us less room 
so that some had to lie flat on their faces; but when this bellying got too bad we'd all get up and make one heave with our backs under 
the sail, and chuck the water out of it in that way. 'Charlie Fish,' says Tom Cooper to me, in a grave voice, 'what would some of them 
young gen'lmen as comes to Ramsgate in the summer, and says they'd like to go out in the Life-boat, think of this?' This made me 
laugh, and then young Tom Cooper votes for another nipper of rum all round; and as it was drawing on for one o'clock in the morning, 
and some of the men were groaning with cold, and pressing themselves against the thwarts with the pain of it, I made no objection, and 
the liquor went round. I always take a cake of Fry's chocolate with me when I go out in the Life-boat, as I find it very supporting, and I 
had a mind to have a mouthful now; but when I opened the locker I found it full of water, my chocolate nothing but paste and the 
biscuits a mass of pulp. This was rather hard, as there was nothing else to eat, and there was no getting near the tug in that sea unless 
we wanted to be smashed into staves. However, we hadn't come out to enjoy ourselves; nothing was said, and so we lay in a heap, 
hugging one another for warmth, until the morning broke. 

The first man to look to leeward was old Tom's son - young Tom Cooper - and in a moment he bawled out, 'There she is!' pointing like 
a madman. The morning had only just broke, and the light was grey and dim, and down in the west it still seemed to be night; the air 
was full of spray, and scarcely were we a-top of a sea than we were rushing like an arrow into the hollow again, so that young Tom 
must have had eyes like a hawk to have seen her. Yet the moment he sung out and pointed, all hands cried out, 'There she is!' But what 
was it, sir? Only a mast about three miles off -just one single mast sticking up out of the white water, as thin and faint as a spider's line. 
Yet that was the ship we had waited all night to see. There she was, and my heart thumped in my ears the moment my eye fell on that 
mast. But Lord, sir, the fearful sea that was raging between her and us! For where we were was deepish water, and the waves regular; 
but all about the wreck was the Sand, and the water on it was running in fury all sorts of ways, rushing up in tall columns of foam as 
high as a ship's mainyard, and thundering so loudly that, though we were to windward, we could hear it above the gale and the boiling 
of the seas around us. It might have shook even a man who wanted to die to look at it, if he didn't know what the Bradford can go 
through. I ran my eye over the men's faces. 'Let slip the tow-rope,' bawled Dick Goldsmith. 'Up foresail,' I shouted, and two minutes 
after we had sighted that mast we were dead before the wind, our storm foresail taut as a drum-skin, our boat's stem heading full for the 
broken seas and the lonely stranded vessel in the midst of them. It was well that there was something in front of us to keep our eyes that 
way, and that none of us thought of looking astern, or the sight of the high and frightful seas which raged after us might have played old 
Harry with weak nerves. Some of them came with such force that they leapt right over the boat, and the air was dark with water flying a 
dozen yards high over us in broad solid sheets, which fell with a roar like the explosion of a gun ten and a dozen fathoms ahead. But 
we took no notice of these seas even when we were in the thick of the broken waters, and all the hands holding on to the thwarts for 
dear life. Every thought was upon the mast that was growing bigger and clearer, and sometimes when a sea hove us high we could just 
see the hull, with the water as white as milk flying over it. The mast was what they call 'bright,' that is, scraped and varnished, and we 
knew that if there was anything living aboard that doomed ship we would find it on that mast; and we strained our eyes with all our 
might, but could see nothing that looked like a man. But on a sudden I caught sight of a length of canvas streaming out of the top, and 
all of us seeing it we raised a shout, and a few minutes after we saw the men. They were all dressed in yellow oilskins, and the mast 
being of that colour was the reason why we did not see them sooner. They looked a whole mob of people, and one of us roared out, 
'All hands are there, men!' and I answered, 'Aye, the whole ship's company, and we'll have them all!' for though, as we afterwards 
knew, there were only eleven of them, yet, as I have said, they looked a great number huddled together in that top, and I made sure the 
whole ship's company were there. By this time we were pretty close to the ship, and a fearful wreck she looked, with her mainmast and 
mizzenmast gone, and her bulwarks washed away, and great lumps of timber and planking ripping out of her and going overboard with 
every pour of the seas. We let go our anchor fifteen fathoms to windward of her, and as we did so we saw the poor fellows unlashing 
themselves and dropping one by one over the top into the lee rigging. As we veered out the cable and drove down under her stem, I 
shouted to the men on the wreck to bend a piece of wood on to a line and throw it overboard for us to lay hold of. They did this, but 
they had to get aft first, and I feared for the poor half-perished creatures again and again as I saw them scrambling along the lee rail, 
stopping and holding on as the mountainous seas swept over the hull, and then creeping a bit further aft in the pause. There was a 
horrible muddle of spars and tom canvas and rigging under her lee, but we could not guess what a fearful sight was there until our 
hawser having been made fast to the wreck, we hauled the Life-boat close under her quarter. There looked to be a whole score of dead 
bodies knocking about among the spars. It stunned me for a moment, for I had thought all hands were in the foretop, and never dreamt 
of so many lives having been lost Seventeen were drowned, and there they were, most of them, and the body of the captain lashed to 
the head of the mizenmast, so as to look as if he were leaning over it, his head stiff upright and his eyes watching us, and the stir of the 
seas made him appear to be struggling o get to us. I thought he was alive, and cried to the men to hand him in, but someone said he 
was killed when the mizenmast fell, and had been dead four or five hours. This was dreadful shock; I never remember the like of it. I 
can't hardly get those fixed eyes out of my sight, sir, and I lie awake for hours of a night, and so does Tom Cooper, and others of us, 
seeing those bodies tom by the spars and bleeding, floating in the water alongside the miserable ship. 

Well, sir, the rest of this lamentable story has been told by the mate of the vessel, and I don't know that I could add anything to it. We 
saved the eleven men, and I have since heard that all of them are doing well. If I may speak, as coxswain of the Life-boat, I would like 
to say that all hands concerned in this rescue, them in the tug as well as the crew of the boat, did what might be expected of English 
sailors - for such they are, whether you call some of them boatmen or not; and I know in my heart, and say it without fear, that from the 
hour of leaving Ramsgate Harbour to the moment when we sighted the wreck's mast, there was only one thought in all of us, and that 
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was that the Almighty would give us the strength and direct us how to save the lives of the poor fellows to whose assistance we had 
been sent.' 

For their great bravery in saving life, under terrible conditions, the R.N.L.I. Medal in Gold was awarded to Coxswain Charles Edward 
Fish and R.N.L.I. Medals in Silver were awarded to eleven members of the lifeboat crew and to the master and six members of the crew 
of the Vulcan. The R.N.L.I. Medals were presented at a ceremony at the Ramsgate Coastguard Station on 11 February 1881 by H.R.H. 
the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Immediately after the valiant rescue, a subscription was started for the crews of the Vulcan and Bradford. The money raised was in part 
used to strike a special medal for award to the crews - Indian Chief Medal.

Details: The Third Annual Report of the Society (1840, p. 15) records that: The Chairman [John Hardy] also presented silver medals to 
Police Inspector J Covington, C [Division], Police Constables W Drane, 141C, W Kemble, 1 63A, and E Lipscombe, 63A, for being 
instrumental in saving life at a fire which took place in Marylebone Street, in May last'. The Times (18 May 1840, p. 6) reports more 
details of the events: THE LATE DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AND LOSS OF LIFE IN MARYLEBONE STREET, REGENT STREET -Saturday 
afternoon, at 4 o'clock, a jury consisting of the churchwardens and 14 of the principal inhabitants of St James',Westminster, was 
empanelled before Mr Higgs, deputy-coroner, in the board-room of the workhouse of that parish, Poland Street,Oxford Street, to 
investigate the circumstances attendant on the deaths of Mr John Marr, cashier to the United Kingdom Insurance Company, Waterloo 
Place, aged 46 years, and Mr Joseph Cowley, clerk to Messrs Stulz and Co., Clifford Street, Bond Street, aged 35 years, who were burnt 
in the destructive fire which occurred on the night of Wednesday last at the house of Mr Adam Clark, cheesemonger, 33 Marylebone 
Street, Regent Street...[PC William Green gave evidence about having discovered the fire at 32 Marylebone Street at 12.50am while on 
his beat. He raised the alarm and then obtained further assistance from the police station.] William Kemble [was] examined - I am a 
police constable, A163. I was in the company of the last witness [PC Samuel Goodchild]. When I got to the house I knocked at the 
door violently, but no one answered. I think it would have awakened any one if they had been sleeping on the ground floor. I then 
knocked at the next house, towards Air Street, and on the door being opened I ran upstairs into the dining room, and on opening the 
window saw a person on the leads of the burning house, who had got down by means of a sheet, whom I assisted into the house I was 
in. I then saw another person standing on the top of the house, near the parapet, and ran up to the top of the house and through a 
trapdoor on to the roof, and assisted him through. I asked him if there were any other persons in the house. He said yes, and I ran down 
to the window again, and held out a bed quilt, but saw nothing of any other person. James Covington examined. I am inspector of the 
C division. On the morning in question I received information, while at the station house in Vine Street, from...Constable Green, about 
a quarter past 1 o'clock, that there was a fire in Marylebone Street. I ran directly to the house. The lower part appeared to me to be all 
in flames. I went into the next house, No. 32, and up to the attic, and found there a constable of the A division, who was calling a man 
to the window of the adjoining house. I endeavoured to draw the man's attention by throwing a blanket towards him. He, however, got 
out of the window, standing on a small piece of cornice, and holding on the window frames, and got along until he reached the 
window at which I was. I and a constable took hold of him as soon as we could reach him, and dragged him in at our window. He was 
dressed all but one shoe and his hat. Had we not assisted him, he must have fallen into the street. I then ran downstairs, and assisted in 
knocking a hole through a wall which divides the front area of No. 32 from that of No. 33, and we dragged a boy through who was in 
the area of No. 33. He was only slightly bruised. Constable Drane, C, No. 141, assisted me... The man who escaped by the window 
got out of the middle one, and managed to get past the other window; but there was then a break between the cornice of that house 
and the one I was in, at which moment we got hold of him, and saved him. Edward Francis Lipscombe [was] examined - I am a police 
constable, A65. I was with Goodchild when we saw the smoke. The doors of the house were closed, but suddenly, I found the 
shopdoor open, and I went in with others. The flames were then running round the shop and parlour...I consider the fire must have 
originated on the shop floor. I assisted Covington in getting the man in at the window. When the fire burst out at the windows it 
appeared to come out all at once. I heard persons screaming in the house. The turncock did not appear to know where to find the plug, 
and he would not let us have the irons for us to try. Saw none of the inmates of No. 32...The jury further said that their best thanks were 
eminently due to the police employed at the late fire in Marylebone Street, for their meritorious exertions in the preservation of three 
human lives, who would most probably have perished in the flames; and to both them and the firemen, for their prompt services and 
efficient attention'.

Case 600: Conductor (6) Frederick Chapman: Silver medal and one sovereign; PC (240G) Charles Smith: Silver medal. 

Details: MB(1) SGM 12 May 1848 and QGM 31 July 1848. The minutes of the 12 May meeting recorded that with respect to the fire at 
68 Holborn 'Charles Smith, 240G, and Frederick Chapman, Fire Conductor No. 6, were examined by the Committee separately. It 
appeared from the evidence that Conductor Sunshine first arrived at the fire with the Hatton Garden Escape and rescued the life of Mrs 
C Corp. While bringing her down the canvas Chapman, arrived...[with] the Bridge Street Escape (even before the Farringdon Street 
Engine). Hearing there were inmates at the back of the house, he with the assistance of PC Smith entered the next house with his short 
ladder, and they together succeeded in getting onto the back leads through the skylight at end of Mr Lloyd's shop. From there, with 
some difficulty, they got over the roofs of two buildings and a wall, having now been encouraged on by cries of several persons for 
help.

Both witnesses assured the Committee that they had hardly all got clear over onto Mr Lloyd's leads, 
before the whole of the premises where they had been fell in. Ordered 'that this Committee are of the opinion the conduct of the 
Conductors Chapman & Sunshine and PC Smith and also the 2 City Policemen are strongly deserving of reward etc. (Further testimony 
sought from the rescued). A Communication was read from the parties saved at this fire recommending the Fire-Escape Conductors for 
reward also the constable assisting them. It was signed also by 15 householders on Holborn Hill stating that had it not been for the Fire- 
Escapes several lives must have been lost. Resolved that agreeable to the merits of the several persons concerned in saving the lives at 
that fire the following rewards be voted: To Conductor Sunshine, one sovereign and a certificate on vellum; Conductor Chapman - 
silver medal & one sovereign; PC Smith 240 G - silver medal'. 

The awards are documented in The Times (15 May 1849) thus: 'ROYAL SOCIETY FOR THE PROTECTION OF LIFE ANNUAL 
MEETING - Fire-escape conductor Chapman, No. 6 in the service; PC Smith, 240 G, and conductor Sunshine, No. 1, for exertions in 
saving several lives at the fire on Holborn Hill; Chapman, the Society's silver medal (exceedingly well executed, and weighing nearly 
two ounces) and a sovereign; Smith, the silver medal; and Sunshine, a framed testimonial and a sovereign'. See also Lloyd's Weekly 
London News (20 May 1849), The Daily News (15 May 1849, p. 6), and LSARS Journal, 50: p.70-80.

Case 1,350: Conductor (No. 13) George Low: Silver medallion. 

Details: MB(1) - CM 15 April 1851 and QGM 28 April 1851: Tor his prompt attendance and personal exertions in rescuing Mr 
Silverlock and family'. The Society's Fifteenth Annual Report (1851, pp. 26-7) records the circumstances thus: To Fire-Escape 
Conductor G Low, No. 13, the Society's Silver Medallion, for the great promptitude displayed by him in attending, and the efficient 
services he rendered on the morning of the 3rd of April, 1851, at the fire on the premises of Messrs Gordon and Son, Rood Lane, 
Fenchurch Street. Upon his arrival he found that the fire had obtained complete possession of the premises, so that there appeared little 
probability of gaining access, and there were no less than four persons at the third floor window, where escape was cut off. The 
Conductor immediately raised his Escape, and succeeded in bringing the whole party to the ground in safety. The persons saved were 
Mr and Mrs Silverlock, their sister, and nephew. The following testimonials were endorsed upon the Conductor's certificate: "The 
Conductor acted in a prompt and zealous manner, and saved four lives, [signed] John Silverlock". "I was present when the Fire-escape 
arrived, and saw four persons brought down the upper ladder by the Conductor, to whom, I must say, too much praise cannot be given, 
for the lives of these persons were most assuredly preserved thereby, [signed] John Titchener, 145 Fenchurch Street". "The conduct of 
the Fire-Escape man, I am able, from personal observation, to say, was most praiseworthy; he was promptly on the spot, and saved four 
lives, [signed] J Todhunter, Police Inspector". The presentation of the award took place at the Society's Anniversary Meeting in May 
1851, details being reported in The Morning Chronicle (10 May 1851). 

Case 5,216: Conductor George Low: Clasp to medal and testimonial on vellum. 

Details: MB(1) - QGM 22 July 1859: This rescue was for a fire at the Anchor Dining Room, Cheapside'. Low's actions on this occasion 
resulted in an additional award from the local inhabitants, the presentation of which the Daily News (Tuesday 27 September 1859) 
recorded thus: 'VALOUR REWARDED: Yesterday a public meeting of the inhabitants of the ward of Cheap was held in the vestry room 
of Bow church, presided over by the Rev M Vine, the vicar of the parish, for the purpose of presenting a gold medal and a purse of £16 
to James [sic] Low, the conductor of one of the fire-escapes belonging to the Royal Society for the Preservation of Life from Fire, in 
reward of his intrepidity and gallantry on the occasion of a recent fire at the Anchor dining-rooms, Cheapside, when under divine 
providence he was the means of rescuing Mr Roberts, the proprietor, and thirteen other persons, from death. The room was crowded to 
excess, as the greatest interest was felt in the proceedings. The reverend chairman having pointed out the advantages which result from 
such displays of public gratitude as that in which they were engaged to those who confer benefits upon society, and passed a high 
eulogism upon the organisation and discipline of the servants of the Royal Society for the Protection of Life from Fire, called upon Mr 
Bennett, of Cheapside, who addressed the meeting in explanation of the occurrence which had given rise to the occasion which had 
brought them together. The meeting was also addressed by Mr Roberts himself, Mr Sampson Lowe [sic], the Secretary of the Society, Mr 
Deputy Lott, and other gentlemen, who spoke of the usefulness, the good service, and the claims of the Society'. See also Lloyd's 
Weekly Newspaper (Sunday 2 October 1859) and The Morning Chronicle (Monday 9 January 1860).

Extract from Saved from the Flames , by Roger Willoughby and John Wilson - Among the type III awards were several honorary or 
commemorative presentations. A number of bronze medals were thus given to the Society Vice-presidents, committee members and 
the Honorary Surgeon in 1852. The precise number of such honorary awards is not noted, though the Fifteenth Annual Report of the 
Royal Society for the Protection of Life from Fire (London, 1851, pp. 6-7) lists 28 people on the Society's Committee of Management, 
added to which it details 13 Vice-Presidents. Adding the Honorary Surgeon to this number gives 42 candidates for these 
commemorative issues. It seems possible that other Society officers, such as the Secretary, the 3 Collectors and 2 Inspectors who are 
also listed in the Annual Report may have been included in this distribution of these awards. 
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A rare group of medals and documents awarded to Captain Frederick Walter, Royal Navy - Captain of the training 
ships Arethusa & Chichester - awarded for saving life at the burning of the training ship Goliath , 22 December 1875 

Baltic 1854-55 (Fred Walter, Midn. H.M.S. Imperieuse) engraved naming; China 1857-60, no clasp, unnamed as issued; 
Maharajah of Burdwan's Medal for Gallant Conduct at the Burning of H.M.S. Goliath 1875, silver (Captn. Frederick Walter, 
R.N.) impressed naming; Royal Society for the Protection of Life from Fire, 3rd type, silver, reverse inscribed, To Frederick 
Walter, Captain R.N., for intrepidity in saving Life December 22nd 1875 Case 1202V, unmounted; together with a 
Royal Society for the Protection of Life from Fire, Illuminated Certificate - To Frederick Walter Captain RN of the Training Ship 
"Arethusa" in testimony of his laudable and heroic conduct on the morning of the 22nd December 1875 during the 
burning of the Training Ship "Goliath" moored off Grays Essex when at great personnel risk he saved the life of Captain 
Bourchier RN Commander of that ship. In addition to this brave action Captain Walter was instrumental in conjunction

Extract from Saved from the Flames, By Roger Willoughby and John Wilson: 

The burning of the training ship Goliath on 22 December 1875, off Grays, in Essex, was widely reported at the time. At the time of the 
fire the ship had almost 500 people aboard, most of whom were young boys, housed there instead of at workhouses, to allow them to 
be apprenticed for the Royal Navy. Describing the fire, The Times (Friday, 24 December 1875, p. 8) reported: The ship's crew, officers, 
and boys were at duty at a quarter to six in the morning, scrubbing the decks. The under decks were lighted by swing petroleum lamps 
- the petroleum, as is usual with work house stores, being supplied by contract. At a quarter or ten minutes to eight o'clock, just as 
daylight was breaking on the main deck of the old man-of-war all the port holes being opened to dry the wetted decks, a boy named 
Lober was in the act of carrying one of the lighted lamps for the purpose of extinguishing it, when...part of it burnt his hand and he 
dropped it. The whole place was instantly in a blaze, for the burning fluid at once set fire to the pitched joints between the boarding, 
for pitch was plentifully used in the old ships, and at once she was in fireman's phrase "well alight". The fire bell rang, and so strong 
was the power of discipline over the minds of the boys that they all took their places at the pumps, every officer being at his place. A 
very short time showed that the attempts to save the vessel were useless, for the hose, by the rapidity with which the flames licked the 
ship, had been destroyed; in fact, the excellent ventilation of the ship led to this rapidity of destruction. Captain Bouchier gave orders 
then to the boys who could swim to get to land - then about 500 feet distant - and many swam ashore. All the ship's boats were almost 
useless, for the lowering apparatus got burnt and the boats fell into the water. Fortunately there was a barge moored close to the ship, 
and the little fellows, most of them being between seven and ten years of age, aided by the assistant school-master, Mr Tye, and other 
officers, got into this. Some twenty boys who first got into the barge, frightened by the flames and choked by the dense smoke, wanted 
to push off; but one of their number; a little fellow named Billy Bolton, manfully held the barge to its place, he exercising his authority 
as a boy mate until all who came on that side of the ship had got over the ship's side, and then a push was made for land. The barge 
grounded on the mud, and it was not practicable to push her out again against the running tide. At this time Captain Walters, from the 
Arethusa and the Chichester, with the Queen Street Refuge boys, came up with three boats. Mr Hall, the Chief Officer of the Goliath, 
had been with Captain Bouchier, in directing means for saving the boys, while Mr Fenn, the head schoolmaster, Mr Gunton, and Mr 
Norris, the instructors in seamanship, were assisting by endeavouring to get the boats down. There were five women on board - Mrs 
Bouchier, her two daughters, and two female servants. The flames in a few minutes had mounted to the upper deck, and Mr Fenn 
reached a boat, and persuaded Mrs Bouchier to jump from the deck of the ship, about 32 feet, into the water. She jumped, and was 
saved. The cook and housemaid also jumped into the water and were picked up. The two daughters came down ropes, one hand-over¬ 
hand, and the boat load was taken on shore...While Mr Fenn was helping the women to escape from death by drowning or burning, 
cries came from Mr Hall, who was clinging with Mr Wheeler to a boat which had been struck and was stove in. The boat was drifting 
out, and when attention could be paid to this stove-in boat, Mr Hall was rescued, but Mr Wheeler had disappeared. The last to leave 
the ship...was Captain Bouchier. He had ordered the last batch of boys to go, when they called out to him to go first. The galley of 
Captain Walters, of the Arethusa was near, and they heard Captain Bouchier reply, "That's not the way at sea, my boys", and when he 
again told them to go, one little workhouse boy clasped him round the neck, weepingly saying, "You'll be burnt, Captain". The captain 
pushed the boys off and followed himself, all being picked up by Captain Walter's galley. Just as they were about to pull off for the 
shore, Captain Bouchier spied a boy clinging to the "fender" of the ship, and he called to the crew to save the boy. Not a moment was 
to be lost, for the masts were well alight, the foreyard was dangling ready to fall, where the devoted boat's crew was, and there was the 
most imminent danger of the mainmast falling. Captain Walters gave the word of command and the boat's crew struck out for the 
dangerous spot under the bow of the vessel where the "fender" is placed, and the poor boy was saved from what a moment or two after 
must have been certain death to all in the boat, for the flames were so close to the boat's crew that the flannel on the captain's back 
was singed, and the whiskers on another's face was burnt; but they rescued the boy and pushed off just as the fare moorings broke and 
the ship slewed with her head down the river, presenting the other side to the wind, and a very heavy wind was blowing, and thus the 
flames were turned to that part of the ship which was less touched before. Mr Fenn had been in another boat picking up the boys, and 
the boat he was in getting over full, he plunged into the water and swam to one of Captain Walter's boats, to assist in rescuing others. It 
was then found that poor Wheeler, the teacher, seeing Mr Hall trying to clear a boat in which were two boys, jumped into the boat out 
of the window. The boat, as stated, was stove in and drifted out, Mr Hall holding up the boys, but Mr Wheeler, not being used to the 
water, was, it is feared, not able to hold out../.

At one of the subsequent inquests reported in Reynolds's Newspaper (Sunday 2 January 1876), it was noted that: 'A letter was read 
from the Royal Society for the Protection of Life from Fire asking to be furnished with the names of any who, by their bravery and 
presence of mind, contributed in a special degree to the rescue of others, in order that their services might be suitably recognised by the 
Society'. 

The award to Walter was noted in The Liverpool Mercury (2 February 1876) thus: The Royal Society for the Protection of Life from Fire 
have awarded their medal to Captain Walter, of the training ship Arethusa , for special services in rescuing several boys and others from 
the ship Goliath ; and a testimonial to Captain Pourchier [sic], and £20 to the crews of certain boats who rendered service in saving life 
on the occasion of the same fire'. A Testimonial was also awarded to Captain Bouchier and 20 shillings for the crews of the boats 
rendering assistance to saving of life. 

As reported in The Times of 1 January 1876, the Coroner said, 'Every boy behaved himself like a man. Flad they not been well 
disciplined, calamity would have been widespread, but they were free from all panic and tumult. The 14-year-old boy who dropped 
the lighted lamp in the lamp-room gave his evidence in an honest and manly way, as did all concerned.' 

Such was the conduct of the boys that the Maharajah of Burdwan wrote to The Times expressing his desire to award a medal, through 
the Lord Mayor of London, to those boys who had particularly distinguished themselves: 

'Sir, Having read with the greatest admiration the account of the heroic conduct displayed by some of the boys of the training ship 
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Goliath on occasion of the recent destruction by fire of that ill-fated vessel, I have felt a strong wish to present a silver medal to each of 
those who signally distinguished themselves on that occasion. I may have been forestalled in this wish, but I trust that I may be allowed 
to do something of the kind, as, coming from India, it will prove to the boys that deeds like theirs have not merely a local fame, but are 
marked and appreciated by their fellow subjects in the most distant parts of Her Majesty's Empire ...' (Extract from The Times , 22 
February 1876). In the event, the Maharajah of Burdwan's Medal was also awarded to Captain Walter.

'This rescue was for a fire at Garrould's in Edgeware Road on Wednesday 30 May 1888. A brief account of the rescue appeared in the 
Ally Sloper Magazine (16 June 1888) thus: "At the time the fire was at its fiercest, David Buchanan placed a ladder against one of the 
windows, but finding it was too short, he, nothing daunted, managed, with wonderful dexterity, to climb up to the window-sill. Here he 
put upon his shoulders the body of a girl who had fainted, and by an exertion of extraordinary physical strength, he was enabled to 
regain the ladder, from whence he brought his precious burden in safety to the ground.' 

Further details appeared in the lengthy inquest report published in The Pall Mall Gazette (Monday 4 June 1888) and in The Penny 
Illustrated Paper and Illustrated Times (Saturday 9 June 1888), the latter noting: '...The head dressmaker, a French lady, however, used 
most strenuous efforts to allay the extreme fright of the unfortunate creatures, and with praiseworthy presence of mind led them down a 
staircase by which many of them were brought to the back windows looking out on the leads at the rear of the building. Mdlle Elise 
Chuard [who appears incorrectly as 'Shirard' in the Society records], the principal dressmaker in question, thus clearly described her 
commendable presence of mind at this juncture whilst under examination at the inquest: "I have been with the firm eight years, and 
had several ladies - about sixty during the season - under me. Only a few slept on the premises. The factory inspector visited us. On 
the morning of the fire, at half-past six o'clock, I was awakened by a tremendous crash of glass. I occupied a room at the back, in the 
top of 154. A young lady in my bed-room asked what it was, and on looking out through the blind I saw nothing. Then I heard a 
crackling, and opened the door, but was at once obliged to close it again on account of the smoke. I rushed back to the window, and 
saw black smoke coming from the windows on the right. Then I managed to get to the front room, and found there four young ladies, 
whom I asked to follow me. We went downstairs, but we were unable to pass on account of the smoke. I then took them back to the 
front room and then went downstairs, covering my face as I went. Then I rushed back and told them to make another effort. They did 
so. One wanted to go back for her watch, but I would not let her. We got downstairs into the young men's bedroom, from there to the 
work-room, and thence on to the leads, from which we were rescued". The Coroner [said] (to the jury): "I promise to bring the conduct 
of this young lady before the Society for the Protection of Life from Fire"...'. The medals were presented at a Trustees Meeting on 20 
September 1888.'

The Times. Friday January 5th, 1900: 

'Inquest - At the Hackney Coroner's Court yesterday, Dr Wynne Westcott held an inquest on the body of George Stephen Funnell, aged 33, a police 
constable attached to J Division Metropolitan Police, who died on the 2nd inst, from injuries received while attempting to save life at a fire which 
occurred at the Elephant and Castle public House, Wick-road, Hackney, on December 22.. The house was closed at 12.30 am, and at that time the 
occupants were Mrs Fowler (the wife of the land lord), Alice Maryon and Minnie Lewis (barmaids), and William Goodridge (a barman). Constable 
Thomas Baker, 322J, said that he discovered the fire, and the deceased with witness, Sergeant Danzey, and Constable Read, 274J, went into the house 
when the barman opened the door. This caused a considerable draught and the fire immediately spread in all directions. Funnell, hearing that there 
were other persons in the house, disappeared through the flames and witness did not see him again until after the fire had been got under. He was 
then rescued by witness and the other officers but he was unconscious and badly burned. The evidence of Alice Maryon and Minnie Lewis, the 
barmaids, showed that the deceased officer came up the stairs to rescue Mrs Fowler, the landlady, and themselves. The deceased carried Mrs Fowler 
and Alice Maryon through the flames, both of them being burned, and Mrs Fowler was so severely injured, that she was unable to attend the inquest, 
but Minnie Lewis said that she stopped to dress and collect money she had in her bedroom. She then found that her retreat had been cut off by the 
flames. She saw Funnell and called upon him to assist her. He did get her out of the way of the fire, but then he fell back into the bar-parlour, and she 
did not see him again. He was subsequently found unconscious in this room. The witness Lewis escaped by the backdoor. Sergeant Danzey, 20J, said 
that the other officers were so overcome that they had to go on the sick-list. One of the men nearly fell into the fire from exhaustion. Dr Hall, of 
Hackney Infirmary said the deceased had been badly burned. Death was due to pneumonia following on partial suffocation and burning.' 

Police Constables Danzey, Weavers, Baker, Read, and Elrick were each awarded the Society's bronze medal for their services at a fire at the Elephant 
& Castle public house in Wick Road, Hackney, on 22 December 1899, in which Constable George Funnell lost his life.

Worthing Herald, Friday, April 26, 1949, p.1 'Fire Chief Saves Women Trapped in Bedroom' - Two women - one aged 87 and the 
other 77 - were carried to safety from the window of a top floor bedroom in a smoke-filled house in Western Place in the early hours of 
yesterday morning. 

Both were rushed to Worthing Hospital. The elder, Miss Annie Sharpe, who sustained head injuries, was stated to be in a serious 
condition. Her friend, Miss Annie Ingram, has recovered. 

Fire had broken out in a kitchen on the ground floor of Edgeworth, 1 7 Western Place. And the dense smoke which made it impossible 
for firemen to reach the door of the bedroom threatened them with suffocation. 

Chief Officer H.J. Jones ordered a fire escape to be run up to the window, which is about 35 feet from the ground. He mounted the 
escape, shattered the window and called to the frightened women. So thick was the smoke that he could not see or reach them. While 
Fireman H. Bann donned a breathing apparatus the Chief Officer talked to the women to keep up their spirits. Fireman Blann entered 
the room and lifted Miss Ingram onto the Chief Officer's shoulder. Mr Jones carried her to the street below and returned for Miss Sharp. 

Immediately after he had carried the second woman to safety, the Chief Officer, overcome with smoke, collapsed. He was carried to 
Haslett's Garage, which is an A.R.P. centre, and recovered consciousness after treatment. 

Five children and ten adults were sleeping in the house, which is let off as flat, and had not Mr Thomas Squires, whose bedroom was 
on the first floor, smelt smoke when he got up for a drink of water at about 2.30 more lives would have been in danger. Mr Squires 
dashed downstairs, knocking on all the doors as he went and one of the men sleeping on the ground floor phoned for the fire brigade. 
Police arrived and ordered all the occupants to leave the house. They were made comfortable at the garage across the road. 

"The place was one mass of smoke and flames when I carried my baby downstairs," said a woman sleeping on the first floor. 

The kitchen on the ground floor was completely destroyed and that on the first floor was partly damaged.'

Report presented to the Watch Committee Meeting of Manchester Council, 1 7 February 1944 

'About 7.45 p.m. on the 6th June, 1943, Sergeant Ayres was on duty in Mill Street, Ancoats, when he saw large volumes of smoke 
coming from the dwelling house, 55, Canning Street, Ancoats. A large crowd of people was gathered outside the house, and Sergeant 
Ayres was informed that there was a baby trapped in the house. 

Disregarding the flames and smoke which were issuing from the front windows, both upstairs and downstairs, Sergeant Ayres made 
several attempts to enter the house, but owing to the excessive heat, he was unable to do so. He then threw several buckets of water on 
to the flames near the front door, and tying a piece of white cloth around his face and mouth, he again entered the house on his knees 
and crawled into the back kitchen which was by then burning furiously. When he entered the room, he saw in one corner a cot which 
was a mass of flames, but he was unable to reach it. 

Sergeant Ayres then obtained a ladder and entered the front bedroom in an attempt to get the child from upstairs, but owing to the 
excessive heat and smoke, he was again driven back. By this time, the National Fire Service had arrived and Sergeant Ayres was taken 
to hospital for medical treatment to his eyes. The body of the child, whom Sergeant Ayres attempted to save, was eventually located in 
the debris of the badly damaged kitchen. 

Tributes to the gallantry shown by Sergeant Ayres were paid by the City Coroner and the Fire Force Commander, and many witnesses 
of his brave action volunteered statements. The Chief Constable reported the facts to the Society for the Protection of Life from Fire, 
who have awarded Sergeant Ayres their Bronze Medal. The Chief Constable has pleasure in asking the Chairman to make the 
presentation of the Clasp and Ribbon to Sergeant Ayres. 

The Medal itself cannot be manufactured until after the cessation of hostilities owing to Wartime metal restrictions.' 

Case 17,520. Police Sergeant Ayres bravery resulted in the award of the Bronze Medal from the S.P.L.F. However, with wartime 
restrictions he was only presented with ribbon and a 'wartime bar'. After the war he obtained the Bronze Medal.

Extracts from the S.P.L.F. records: 'On 3rd July 1986, at 2.15 am, Mr Alan Ainsworth (28) was alerted to the fact that the third floor flat 
opposite his own was ablaze. Fie immediately rushed towards the burning flat even as a window exploded with the force of the heat. 
He dashed up the stairs ignoring warnings from another resident who was outside the burning flat. He forced open the front door and 
entered the flat. Opening the street door blocked out the flames in the living room although the air was hot and thick smoke prevalent. 
Mr Ainsworth advanced along the hallway to the bedroom where the woman and her four year old daughter and the young man (1 7) 
were cut off by smoke and flames and screaming for help. Assessing the situation immediately he cradled the child in his arms and told 
the two adults to hold on to him. Poisonous fumes and smoke made it difficult to breathe and see, but he braved the flames with the 
child in his arms and led the occupants in a chain effect out of the front door and to safety'.

S.P.L.F. Case 17,579. Police Constable Burridge, Blackpool Police, was to be 'awarded' a Bronze Medal, as given in the society's 
minutes of 1 December 1944. 

Because of wartime economies, the Society was informed by the Board of Trade that they could no longer be permitted to manufacture 
bronze medals. In January 1943 the Society decided that where medals were to be awarded, it would be represented by a special silver 
'Wartime Bar'. Recipients would later be able to apply for a medal once the war had come to a successful conclusion. The production 
of medals for award by the Society resumed in autumn 1947. It is not known if Burridge applied for and received the bronze medal he 
was due.

Liverpool Shipwreck & Humane Society - 19th Annual Report, year ending 1 st July 1858, p.6 & 7: 'The second case is that of James Lewis, 
mate of the steamer Earl of Erne, who, on two different occasions, jumped overboard into Clarence Basin (Liverpool Docks) and saved a man, and a 
boy, from drowning. A Silver Medal was also presented to Mr Lewis, who, in the subsequent passage of the steamer across the Channel, was himself 
rescued from a watery grave.' One of only two awards made that year. 

The Life-Boat , July 1, 1858: Wreck of the Barque Mary Stoddart on the Irish Coast - At half past ten o'clock, Mr Lewis, mate of the Earl of Erne , 
volunteered to go out from Blackrock to the barque, in the lifeboat of the Enterprise , which had been there on the previous day. In the boat with him 
were Mr Gilmore, first mate of the Pride of Erin, some of the crew of the Independence, and one or two persons belonging to Blackrock. The storm still 
raged with much fury, and the waves were very difficult to encounter, being short, and rising to a great height, the boats dropping from them bows 
foremost, and presenting a fearful appearance to those on shore. 

In the mean time the two boats from Dundalk had neared the wreck, and placed themselves as close as possible on her lee side, and Captain Kelly 
called on Captain Johnston to go to the poop and jump into his boat. Captain Johnston stated that he was too weak to make the effort, and Captain 
Kelly said to the crews of both boats that they could render no assistance to the crew. They then commenced to pull for the shore, when a tremendous 
wave struck Captain Kelly's boat and capsized her. The captain and crew with a great struggle succeeded in getting upon her bottom, but were no 
sooner there than she was struck by another wave, and all were dashed into the sea, and the boat righted. Part of the crew succeeded in getting into 
her, and Captain Kelly was seen about twenty yards off, but he presently disappeared. The capsized boat had lost its oars, and now drifted at the 
mercy of the waves. It was then taken in tow by the life-boat of the Enterprise, which started from Blackrock, and which came up at the time. One of 
the crew was taken out dead, a second died subsequently from exhaustion, and the body of a third was washed ashore. 

During the long period that had intervened between the time of the first unavailing efforts being made to rescue the unfortunate sufferers and those 
which were ultimately crowned with success, no less than ten boats had put off on the same mission of mercy. To those in command of the several 
boats, and also to Captain Johnston, whose brave conduct in the first instance entailed on him so much suffering, The National Life-Boat Institution 
awarded its Silver Medal in acknowledgement of their gallant and meritorious services.' 

A total of nine silver medals were awarded by the R.N.I.P.L.S. for this rescue.

Liverpool Shipwreck & Humane Society - 59th Annual Report, year ending 1 st July 1898: 'On the 2nd of November, 1897, the R.M.S. 
"Catalonia ," Captain Stephens, on a voyage from Boston to Liverpool, with passengers and mails, in Lat.44° 5' N., 50° 5' W., sighted 
some unusual signal lights to the northward. The course was immediately altered, and in a short time it became evident that they were 
approaching a ship in distress. The night was so dark that it was most difficult to pick up the vessel, but presently it was found that the 
lights were torches on a wreck, dismasted and low in the water, which afterwards proved to be a fishing schooner " La Vague." As soon 
as Captain Stephens realised the situation he got as near as possible to the wreck and ordered lifeboats 3 and 4 to be ready for 
lowering. The weather had been bad for several days, and the sae at the time was very rough, which rendered it a difficult manoeuvre 
to bring the steamer into position to make a lee for the boats. Two of the "La Vague's " boats took immediate advantage of the 
opportunity to get under the "Catalonia's" lee, and by aid of the electric search light and running bow lines they were hauled on board. 
The boats afterwards filled and were lost. Just at this time the torches on the wreck went out and no sign of her was to be seen. In a 
short time she showed another light, when the "Catalonia" was again got into position and No.3 lifeboat, with a volunteer crew, was 
sent to the rescue, and returned in safety with the remainder of the "La Vague's" crew. Silver Medals and Votes of Thanks were 
awarded to Captain Thomas Stephens, Mr Owen Thomas, second officer, and Mr Luke Ward, fourth officer; and £1 to each of the five 
seamen who manned the boat.' 

Mercantile Marine Service Association Reporter, Vol XXII (1897): The Cunard RMS Catalonia was passing the Banks of Newfoundland on the 20th 
October 1897, when at Lat. 44.56N and long. 50.40W., Captain Stephens saw some lights. Upon investigation they were found to be the distress 
signals of the French schooner Vague, which was in a completely dismasted condition, half full of water and sinking fast. Some of the 21 crew 
members, in two small boats, immediately left the Vague and after a hard struggle of about an hour they reached the Catalonia in safety. Upon being 
told that the Vague was not expected to last another hour he called for volunteers to man one of the lifeboats. 

The first to volunteer was Fourth Officer Ward and the lifeboat was commanded by Second Officer Thomas. The gale was at its height but it safely 
reached the Vague. The remainder of the crew and a dog were taken off but the heavy seas and strong winds made it almost impossible for the lifeboat 
to make any headway. Despite the difficult and hazardous conditions the crew struggled manfully and cheered on by the Catalonia's passengers they, 
at last, much exhausted, reached the Cunarder where they were hauled aboard by many willing hands.' 

Second Officer Owen Thomas of the Cunard Line R.M.S. Catalonia won three life-saving medals as officer in command of a boat's crew bringing in 
survivors from the French schooner La Vague, off Newfoundland on the night of 19/20 October 1898. He remained as Second Officer of the Catalonia 
when she was engaged in transporting troops to South Africa during Boer War.

The 
pumps were smashed and all her boats stove in. As night was coming on there was no time to be lost, and though there was 
considerable risk, the sea being still high and confused, a boat was at once lowered, manned by the above officer and men, and 
succeeded in effecting the rescue of the captain and crew - eight all told' (Ref. Extract from the 62nd Annual Report, year ended 1 st July 
1901).

These four young men were drowned while making a gallant effort to save the lives of others, when the Liverpool Pilot Boat, No.1, stranded on the 
Beach at Ainsdale, 26th November, 1939.' 

Carnegie Hero Trust Fund - Annual Report 1940 (Case No. 6488): 

'John Kenneth Lancaster (22V2), senior apprentice pilot; John Spenser Tully (19), apprentice pilot; Peter Moss Horswell (21V 2 ), apprentice pilot and 
Frank Samuel Waddington (I 9 V 2 ), apprentice pilot, lost their lives on 26th November 1939 in going to the assistance of a boathand after their pilot 
boat had stranded on Ainsdale Beach, near Southport. The wind was of gale force, with heavy squalls and enormous seas, and it was very dark. After 
the boat stranded, two motor punts and a pulling punt were lowered and secured on the lee side, to be ready in case of emergency. Some time later, 
the pulling punt, with one occupant, broke adrift. Horswell and Waddington set out in the larger of the two motor punts, and got the boat in tow, but, 
when still about 20 yards from the pilot boat, someone cried "This engine is conking out," and the two punts disappeared in a heavy sea. After 
obtaining the captain's permission, Lancaster accompanied by Tully, went off to the rescue in the lower-powered motor punt, but he and his 
companion also were drowned. 

The Liverpool Daily Post, 27 November 1939, reported that 22 men were lost in the Mersey when Mersey Docks and Harbour Board Pilot Boat No. 1 - 
the Charles Livingstone - ran ashore at Ainsdale, near Southport, during a heavy gale on 26 November 1939. It reported that of the 33 men on board, 
22 were killed, one was missing and 10 were rescued. Lifeboats from Blackpool, Lytham, New Brighton, Hoylake and Rhyl were all involved in the 
rescue operations.

George Gilham was born on 17 August 1868 in Bishopsbourne, near Canterbury, 
the son of James and Frances Gilham, George Gilham lived at Bossingham Street, 
Upper Hardres, Canterbury. He worked as a shepherd and then a labourer for 
Colonel Laurie, MP, at Hardres Court until he was 20. Then, on 10 January 1889 
he applied to join the Kent Constabulary, his application being supported by 
Colonel Laurie and others. 


He was appointed to the force on 10 May 1889 (warrant number 228). His first posting was to Ashford on 6 July 1889, then to Challock 
Lees on 6 August 1891) where he was promoted to Constable 2nd Class, and Westwell on 26 January 1893. Gilham married Sarah Ann 
Rollings in 1893 in Bridge, Kent, by whom he had at least three children. On 6 July 1896, he was posted to Chilham and was promoted 
to Constable 1st Class on 21 January 1897 and then to Corporal on 8 June 1900. He was then posted to Otford on 11 June 1900. He 
was commended on 20 August 1900 for detective work there on a case of theft and again commended on 2 March 1901 for work 
following a theft of 22 birds. Promoted Sergeant 2nd Class on 26 April 1902, Gilham was posted to Northfleet on 28 April that year. On 
30 July 1902 the Constabulary granted him a 'special merit mark' for his actions in Otford the previous year. Gilham was commended 
on 15 April 1906 by Northfleet magistrates for two arrests he had made. He transferred to Chatham on 17 October 1907 and then to 
Old Brompton on 3 January 1913. George Gilham retired from Kent Constabulary on 22 July 1914 and was granted a pension of 
£61.5s.9d per annum.

'It was on Friday 22nd September 1865 at around 7 p.m., when the Reverend 
George Hale of Cambridge, who was on holiday in the Island approached 
Howard Morris aged 16 years who was standing on a rock in St. Clement's Bay 
and asked when it would be high water, and being told it was already so, 
immediately stripped off and swam out a short distance. However, making his 
way back, he attempted to regain the rock where the young Morris was standing, 
but the tide swept him out again some distance into deep water. He tried to shout 
to Morris who could not understand what he was saying, but it was obvious that 
the swimmer was in difficulty and danger. 

It was at this point that Morris was joined by his friend Allexander Beilis, also aged 16 years, and they immediately swam out to the 
Reverend Hale to try and help. On reaching him, they found he was so exhausted he was unable to talk, so each seized an arm of the 
drowning man and attempted to bring him to safety on the rocks. The pull of the tide was however, so strong that they had to struggle 
for nearly fifteen minutes before they achieved success. By the time they got him to the shore, he was totally exhausted, speechless, but 
conscious. The two young rescuers were also very tired after their efforts and as soon as the Reverend Hale was able, he thanked both 
the boys for saving him from almost certain drowning. (Extract from Some Notes on the Jersey Humane Society , by Stuart W. Elliott, L. 
S.A.R.S. Journal 14, p.4 - 19).

Joseph Lee, a soldier on furlough, who resided in George Lee-street, 
Ancoats. was charged with attempting to commit suicide in the Rochdale Canal 
on the 14th of last month. The accused, who had had drink, got in front of a fire 
engine, and had his knees and ankles bruised. He was able to go home, but 
shortly afterwards he was seen by a young man named James Hoy of 22, 
Oldham-road, to be running towards the canal in Union-street. Hoy rushed after 
him, caught him just on the bank, but he was dragged into the water by Lee. A 
struggle took place, Hoy keeping Lee's head above water until assistance arrived, 
when they were both got out of the water. Lee has since then been in the Ancoats 
Hospital, and was to-day remanded by the justices for a week, the man Hoy 
being complimented on his conduct, and being awarded 10s. as a slight 
acknowledgment/

'FOR ACTS OF HEROISM. Humane society awards at MANCHESTER, The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Humane Society of 
the Hundred of Salford was held in the Lord Mayor's Parlour at the Manchester Town Hall on Tuesday, Mr. Herbert Phillips presiding, 
Mr S.L. Helme moved the adoption of the annual report. It announced that during the last year a gold medal and 12 silver medals had 
been awarded for the saving of lives. 

For acts of heroism the medals were awarded in the following order: Gold medal, James Hoy. Silver medals: .The gold 

medallist was a young man who under circumstances of great resolution and bravery prevented a soldier from committing suicide by 
drowning.'

The death by drowning in 1834 of Jack Hall, who had been for nearly 50 years a 
fisherman and servant of Eton College, led to the formation of the Eton & 
Windsor Humane Society. The Society prevented many accidents in the 
summertime by stationing watermen in dangerous spots to warn those 
unacquainted with the river's characteristics; in the winter, when the river was 
frozen, men with suitable drag ropes and other grappling devices were similarly 
deployed.

The City of Dundee Bravery Medal was instituted in 1937 and was last awarded 
in 1955. During this period 41 medals were awarded; that to Phinn being the 
first. 

William Phinn, a Labourer from Dundee: 'About 8 p.m., Thursday 6 May 1937, 
David Dargie, aged 6 years, fell into King William Dock, Dundee Harbour. The 
water at the time was about 14 feet deep. Phinn, aged 20 years, was at that time 
aboard H.M. Training Ship Unicorn, and hearing the boy's cries for help, dived 
into the dock and caught the boy just as he was disappearing under the surface. 
He swam with him to the side of the dock and was assisted out of the water.' (See 
The Dundee Corporation Medal for Bravery by R. J. Scarlett, L.S.A.R..S. Journal 2, 
p.9-21.)

In a violent gale which swept the coasts of Kent and Sussex on 11 November 1891, the French schooner, Eider, was driven against the 
seawall at Seabrook, near Hythe and the iron sailing ship, Benvenue, en-route from London to Sydney, ran aground off Sandgate. 
Coastguardmen from Hythe were able to rescue four from the Eider as she began to break up. A valiant attempt to reach the Benvenue, 
by the Sandgate lifeboat, the Meyer de Rothschild, was unsuccessful, the lifeboat being overturned in the surf and one man killed. 
Attempts to reach the wreck by rocket apparatus were similarly unsuccessful. The Dover lifeboat was with difficulty launched and 
headed for the scene but in the meantime a scratch crew of coastguardmen and fishermen from Folkestone and the surrounding area 
was gathered together and were able to launch a lifeboat. In heavy seas and with great difficulty the wreck was reached and the rescue 
was accomplished. The lifeboat returned to Folkestone to be greeted by a large crowd. 

For his part in the rescue operations, Lawrence Hennessey, Boatman of the Hythe Coastguard Station, was awarded the Albert Medal in 
Bronze. 

Sir Edward Watkin, a director of the South Eastern Railway, made monetary awards to the rescuers and decided that a medal should 
also be awarded. His wife undertook the design of the medal, the dies of which were prepared by Sir Alfred Gilbert (1854 - 1934), the 
renowned sculptor of 'Eros' in Piccadilly Circus. The medals were manufactured by Heming & Co, London. The medals were presented 
on 1 January 1892 by the Mayor, Mr S. Penfold, who opened his speech with the words, 'The very pleasing duty now devolves upon 
me of distributing the medals which have been so kindly given by Sir Edward Watkin, to those brave men who, on 11th November, 
gallantly went out in the lifeboat, at different periods of the day, for the purpose of rescuing men in danger of their lives.' 

Commissioned Boatman Albert Oaten was one of the crew of the Sandgate lifeboat - Mayer de Rothschild. In the photograph he is 
identified as the fifth from left on the back row.

Albert Oaten was born in Taunton on 4 November 1856. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 11 February 1873 and was 
advanced to Boy 1st Class in March 1874. Promoted to Ordinary Seaman in December 1874 when on H.M.S. Swiftsure and Able 
Seaman in September 1877 when on H.M.S. Cockatrice. During his time aboard H.M.S. Agincourt, May 1882-July 1884, he saw 
service in Egypt. Oaten was appointed a Boatman in the Coastguard in October 1885 and a Commissioned Boatman in June 1891, 
being based firstly at Dover and then at Hythe. He was pensioned in October 1895 but joined the R.F.R. at Chatham, September 1901- 
November 1906 until discharged due to his age.

The Corporation of Glasgow Bravery Medal was awarded to Private Lawrence Howard, R.A.M.C., for rescuing a boy (aged 4) from 
drowning in the River Kelvin on 4 th October last. (Ref. Magistrates Committee Minutes, 2 March 1943). 

The Glasgow Herald, Wednesday 1 7th March 1943 reported: 'BRAVERY MEDALS - The magistrates have awarded the Corporation Medal for 
Bravery to 11 men and one woman. The woman - Miss Millicent Johnston, 186 Archerhill Road - receives the distinction for rescuing a boy from 
drowning in the Forth and Clyde Canal. Private Lawrence Howard, RAMC, receives it for rescuing a four-year-old boy from the Kelvin. The other 
awards are in recognition of prompt and plucky actions in stopping runaway horses, and several of the recipients are constables/

A cheering crowd witnessed a thrilling rescue from Southend Pier on Friday, when a Corporation employee 
Allan Charles (sic), dived over thirty feet into the sea to the rescue of Mrs Winnie Jeans, aged twenty-nine, of Rampart-street, 
Shoeburyness, who fell from the pierhead. Two men who rowed out to her assistance picked Mrs Jeans up and conveyed her to land.

RNLI - The Life Boat - 1 st February 1884 p.235/6: 'On Sunday 25th November, intelligence was received that a large foreign barque was riding at 
her anchors off Beachy Head Lighthouse, in a dangerous position, with a signal of distress flying. With as little delay as possible, the crew of the 
William and Mary Life-boat were mustered, and the Boat, mounted on its transporting carriage, started for Birling Gap, drawn by seven horses. The 
route taken was through Meads, where three additional horses were procured, and with this extra power, she speedily mounted the hill, and crossed 
the downs to Birling Gap, a distance altogether of five miles. There the boat was obliged to be taken off her carriage, as the gap had to be widened to 
admit even of the passage of the boat, and the incline was very sharp. The lower part of the Gap had been washed away by the sea, but this difficulty 
was overcome by using some long pieces of timber which were fortunately on the spot. Under the superintendence of the coxswain, the boat was by 
great exertions got safely down to the beach, and was launched at 1.15. The wind was blowing a gale from the S.S.W., and a tremendous sea was 
rolling in. At about 2 o'clock, after a very hard struggle against the head sea, the midship oars being double-banked, the vessel was reached; she was 
then opposite the Gap, about a mile from shore, labouring heavily in the seas with two anchors down, sails torn, and spars carried away. A storm of 
rain then came on, and the vessel and Life-boat were hidden from the view of the spectators who lined the cliffs. After a period of suspense, the Life¬ 
boat was seen making for the shore, and in gallant style she took the beach almost close to the spot from whence she had started, and landed the 
rescued crew of eleven men. The Life-boat had anchored as close as possible to the vessel, and the crew were then hauled into her. The poor fellows, 
who were in a very exhausted state, one of them having sustained a fracture of the ribs, were taken to the Coastguard Station, where they received 
every attention from the Chief Officer and the Coastguardmen. The Life-boat was got up the Gap with considerable difficulty, and arrived back at her 
station about 7.30. The distressed vessel was the barque New Brunswick , of Brevig, 480 tons, bound from Quebec to West Hartlepool, with a cargo of 
deals. Subsequently, on the weather moderating, the ship and cargo were taken safely to Newhaven by the tug and Life-boat from there/ 

As a result of their exertions in hauling their boat cross country, the improvised launch, the daring rescue of the crew of New Brunswick and the 
subsequent return journey of men and boat, the rescue justifiably excited the imagination of the public and a subscription was started for the life boat 
crew by the Mayor of Eastbourne. Part of the money went towards the production of medals. These medals together with a monetary award were duly 
presented to the crew in late 1883-early 1884. 

There was however a growing animosity between the crews of the Eastbourne and Newhaven life boats. The Eastbourne life boat had bravely and 
successfully rescued the crew of the New Brunswick under difficult conditions. However, later, with conditions moderating, the Newhaven life boat 
was launched and was towed by a tug to the striken vessel and both ship and cargo were taken safely into Newhaven. The crew of the Newhaven life 
boat, in collusion with the tug boat owners were then paid a substantial salvage fee. Much annoyed that they should have all the risk while the 
Newhaven crew should receive the larger reward, the coxswain of the Eastbourne boat made a monetary claim from the New Brunswick's owners for 
saving the lives of its crew. Whilst this was perfectly legal it was against the rules and regulations of the Royal National Life Boat Institution - it was a 
charity whose calling it was to save life at sea (for free!). In persisting with his demands, the coxswain and crew of the Eastbourne life boat were all 
dismissed from the R.N.L.I.

Extract from The Golden Penny, 1903: 

Two Brave Hoxton Boys receive The "Golden Penny" and Royal Humane Society Medals - In awarding the Silver Medal for Bravery 
this week to Thomas Bellamy and George Jonas, two schoolboys of Hoxton, the "Golden Penny" is satisfied that the recipients are well 
worthy not only of this honour, but also of the Bronze Medal of the Royal Humane Society which has been awarded them. These two 
lads have proved that Hoxton boys are as ready as any others to risk even life itself on behalf of a drowning comrade. One day in June, 
Charles Flude, a little fellow of eight, while playing on the tow-path of the Regent's Canal, accidentally fell in and was fast drowning. 
No grown person being near, and his playmates being too young to help, there seemed no hope of rescue. Young Bellamy, who is only 
thirteen, and a small boy for his age, came up in the nick of time, and at once throwing off his jacket, sprang into the water. Instantly 
the drowning boy gripped him by the throat, and both went under, but, freeing himself, Bellamy again tackled the lad, who was now 
getting weak, and landed him on the bank. Here he at once began restorative treatment according to the system taught at his school, 

and in a short time was successful.Quite everyday events, some may say. Well, they may be commonplace, but nevertheless they 

require as much real courage as has gained many a man the Victoria Cross'.

The Sea Cadet Corps may be traced back to the time of the Crimean War, when, 
in 1856, sailors returning home from the campaign set up 'Naval Lads Brigades' 
to give orphans and poor children a taste of self discipline and leadership in a 
naval setting. The brigades were so successful in helping Britains disadvantaged 
youth that the Navy League adopted them in 1910 - to become the Navy League 
Sea Cadet Corps; the Navy League being a national organisation dedicated in 
supporting the Royal Navy. In late 1944 the Navy League Gallantry Cross was 
first awarded to three U.K. cadets. The 'NL' which appears on the arms of the 
cross modestly signifying the parent organisation. In 1976 the Navy League Sea 
Cadet Corps became the Sea Cadet Association which continued to award the 
decoration.

Alfred John Sanders was born in Heanton Punchardon, Devon in 1864 and 
twenty years later joined the City of London Police, attaining the rank of 
Inspector. During his early years of service, he received the Balloon Society of 
Great Britain Bronze Medal for Bravery in Saving Life. The Balloon Society was 
an educational and philanthropic society active in the late 1800's and early 
1900's. 

On 31 March (Good Friday) 1883, he rescued an old lady, Miss Bird, from the 
burning printing works of Messrs. Judd. Two days later he was again involved in 
saving life from a burning building, this time rescuing an aged caretaker, Mrs 
Fisher, from the top floor and in the process injuring his knee which required 
hospital treatment. He retired from the Police in 1909 and spent his retirement in 
Devon. He died in his house, 'Pinehurst', at Vellator, Braunton, Devon, on 13 
August 1939. (See The Balloon Society of Great Britain', by S. Adams and J. 
Boddington, L.S.A.R.S. Journal 41, p.45-50 for futher information on the society 
and the rescues).

George Boorman, aged 19, a Labourer, of Red Lion Street, St. Georges in East London, rescued a boy, aged 12 from drowning in the 
River Thames at Wapping, London (Carnegie Piero Fund Trust, Case 4078). It was agreed to recommend that the rescuer be awarded a 
Silver Watch, suitably inscribed. Boorman was also awarded a Royal Humane Society Parchment Certificate for the rescue (Case No. 
46,980) - this not with lot. 

A Police Report of the incident states, 'At 2.33 p.m. on 15th August 1923, Henry James Cutler was swimming in the Thames off Union 
Stairs, Wapping. He went too far out into the tideway, became frightened, called out for help, and disappeared under water for some 
short time, struggling desperately. George Boorman was working at the loop hole of Standard Wharf, Wapping, adjoining Union Stairs, 
where a number of boys were bathing, when he heard a cry for help, and then saw a lad in difficulties, struggling and disappearing 
beneath the surface of the water. He realised the lad was drowning and jumping from the loop hole on to the barge alongside, he dived 
into the water fully dressed and swam to the rescue of the lad. Seizing him by the hair, under water, he pulled him up, and was himself 
immediately pinioned by the lad in his convulsive struggles. The rescuer, who was a fairly good swimmer, then trod water, which kept 
them both afloat until the arrival of a boatman whose attention was drawn to the rescue by seeing Boorman dive into the water. Cutler 
was unconscious when taken out, but revived after a few minutes artificial respiration had been resorted to by police. The river at this 
part is 350 yards broad and 31 feet deep in the centre. The rescue took place about 25 yards from the shore in about 10 feet of water. 
Boorman had to swim 25 yards in order to reach the boy, and, as stated, trod water until the arrival of a boat. The danger to the rescuer 
lay in the possibility of his being carried by the strong current under barges and ships which were moored near, had not immediate 
assistance been forthcoming.'

The Quiver Magazine began in 1865 as an illustrated paper for Sunday and General reading - the magazine had a strong Protestant 
flavour. In 1885 it was decided that a medal would be issued for acts of bravery reported to the magazine. Naturally these acts were 
recorded and sometimes illustrated in the magazine. 

The volumes for '1891' and '1892' record some details of the rescues; the volume for '1899' records several full-page illustrations to 
accompany the descriptions.

'On the 17th December 1885, as the Ennerdale was rounding Cape Horn, an apprentice named Duncan McCallum fell from aloft into 
the sea, striking the rigging in his fall. Immediately Harry Pochin, an A.B., leapt overboard after McCallum, who sank before Pochin 
could reach him. Pochin, afraid of being seized with cramp before a boat could come to his assistance, asked for a life-buoy to be 
thrown to him, and at the same moment the master called all hands to man a boat. Whistler, who was 24 years old, had been asleep in 
his berth. He ran on deck and heard Pochin's hail; calling to the boatswain to heave him a life-buoy, he sprang overboard, secured the 
life-buoy thrown to him, and succeeded in reaching Pochin. The latter was already on the point of sinking, but with the help of the life¬ 
buoy Whistler was able to keep him up. The water was bitterly cold; an albatross hovered round the two men ready to attack them. 

Meanwhile considerable delay had occurred in the dispatch of the boat, her lashings had been secured extra firmly for the passage 
round Cape Horn and, when at last launched, so many men crowded into her that she capsized. When righted and re-launched she 
rescued Whistler and Pochin, who were now entirely exhausted after 40 minutes in the water. The albatross had to be driven off with a 
boat-hook. Directly they were lifted into the boat both men became insensible, and Whistler was delirious for some time afterwards. 

About a year later, on 13th December 1886, while the Ennerdale was in Sydney Harbour, an apprentice named James F. Beattie was 
taking the captain's gig from the starboard to the port side of the vessel when the boat sheered off and he was thrown into the water. 

Whistler immediately dived, fully dressed, from the poop, but reached the water too close to the boy, who caught him from behind, put 
his arms around his waist, and locked his legs in his. They both sank, and whilst under water Whistler cleared himself from Beattie's 
grasp, caught him by the shoulder, and struck out for a life-buoy which had been thrown overboard. Before it could be reached, both 
sank a second time, and Whistler, who was by this time thoroughly exhausted, was obliged to let go his hold of the boy. The body was 
afterwards found floating in another part of the harbour.' (Ref. Gallantry , by Wilson & McEwen). 

For his part in attempting to rescue Duncan McCallum, who had fallen overboard on 1 7 December 1885, Able Seaman Harry Salisbury 
Pochin was also awarded the Albert Medal.

'[On 14 January 1909] A native workman was overcome by gas at the bottom of the Witwatersrand Gold-mine, Johannesburg. Two 
men, named Owen and Griffiths, descended the mine to rescue him. With the help of Jones, who followed, the native was drawn up; 
but Owen, overcome by the gas, fell to the bottom of the shaft. Griffiths also was overcome, and Jones became unconscious on 
reaching the surface. Others went down, and one of them was unable to return. As soon as Jones regained consciousness, he insisted 
on again descending the mine, and succeeded in bringing up two of the men. He then descended the mine a third time and brought the 
last man, Griffiths, to the surface. Unfortunately Griffiths, Owen, and the native workman who first went down all succumbed later to 
the effects of the gas.' (Ref. Gallantry , by Wilson & McEwen). 

John Jones was a British miner, formerly living at Llanrug, Carnarvonshire, who came to Johannesburg in 1902. Employed by the 
Witwatersrand Gold Mining Co. Ltd., on 14 January 1909 he made three heroic attempts to rescue a native worker and others who had 
been overcome by gas in the mine. For his great bravery, at peril of his life, Jones was awarded the Edward Medal for Mines in Silver. 

Jones was presented with the medal by High Commissioner for South Africa and Governor of the Transvaal, Lord Selborne, at the 
Witwatersrand Mine Recreation Hall on 12 June 1909.

Quartermaster Charles Holm of the steamship Menominee , of Glasgow, was one of 13 awarded the Board of Trade Gallantry Medal in 
Silver with a gratuity of £2, for his part in the rescue of the crew of the steamship Glendower , of Leith, on 12 January 1899. The Second 
and Third Mate of the Menominee were each awarded the Medal in Silver and a binocular glass. Holm was additionally awarded the 
Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea in Bronze for this rescue.

Henry Oscar Welch was born in Chigwell, Essex on 8 May 1876. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class from the training ship 
Warspite on 13 September 1891 and attained the rank of Petty Officer 2nd Class in May 1903. In March 1904 he transferred to the 
Coastguard as a Boatman, being advanced to Leading Boatman in January 1912. He served at various Scottish stations until he was 
demobilised in July 1919. He was awarded his L.S. & G.C. in May 1905. 

As a Boatman of the Coastguard at Kildonan, Welch was awarded one of 74 E.VII.R. small second type silver Sea Gallantry Medals for 
an incident on 28 December 1908. 

Citation: The Bessie Arnold, of Whitehaven, stranded 9 miles from the Life Saving Apparatus Station at Kildonan. A rocket was fired but 
no one on board secured the line. A body was seen among the wreckage and Welch at great risk entered the surf and brought it ashore, 
where life was found to be extinct. The other three of the crew were also drowned.' (taken from BT261/5). 

The Bessie Arnold had left Millom bound for Glasgow on 26 December 1908. She stranded in a severe gale at Sliddery, on the Isle of 
Arran. The James Stevens No.2, the lifeboat based at Campeltown was launched and approaching the ship, saw that the crew were still 
aboard. But as the lifeboat drew near she was thrown onto the schooner's deck and holed and one of her crew was cast into the raging 
sea. Remarkably the lifeboatman was rescued and the damaged ship made its way back to Campeltown whilst the coastguardmen on 
shore began their rescue efforts.

William Andrew Reed, an Able Seaman aboard the S.S. Devonian was awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal in Silver on the occasion of 
the Volturno disaster of 9/10 October 1913. The Volturno , a British steamer, chartered by the Uranium Steamship Co. of Rotterdam, 
and bound thence to New York, was engulfed by fire in mid-Atlantic during a heavy gale. Of the 657 on board, 521 were saved by a 
fleet of eleven steamers that sped to her aid. Heavy seas interfered with the launching of boats, but the difficulty was eventually 
overcome by the use of oil; those who perished were mostly lost in the boats. The hull of the Volturno was eventually found by a Dutch 
steamer and scuttled as a dangerous derelict. 

Numerous awards were made for this famous rescue, including 78 Sea Gallantry Medals in Silver to crew members of the six British 
vessels. Eighteen Sea Gallantry Medals were awarded to the Devonian. In addition the Board of Trade also awarded 152 silver Sea 
Gallantry Medals (Foreign Services) to the crews serving on foreign vessels at the rescue.

A 'Daily Herald' Order of Industrial Heroism awarded to Councillor James Fletcher, for saving the life of a child in 
danger of being run over by a bus, at Ryhope, Co. Durham, 18 May 1930 

'Daily Herald' Order of Industrial Heroism (To James Fletcher, May 18th 1930) very fine £500-700 



'Councillor Fletcher, an Inspector of the Eastern Omnibus Company, saw the 
child step into the path of another bus, and although the bus on which he was 
travelling was going at a fast speed, he jumped off and ran back along the road 
and picked up the child just in time. So close did the bus pass, that one of the 
wheels ripped off the heel of his boot, and Fletcher and the child were almost 
crushed by a motor car passing in the opposite direction.' (ref. The Order of 
Industrial Heroism, By Fevyer, Wilson & Cribb and General and Municipal 
Workers Journal, July 1930). 

James Fletcher was born in Sunderland, Co. Durham, on 4 July 1892. On leaving 
school he was employed as a Coal Miner but later gave this up due to a back 
injury. He was later employed as a Conductor with the Eastern Ombibus 
Company and subsequently promoted to Inspector. James Fletcher was elected a 
Town Councillor in February 1926 and was later the Chairman of the Sunderland 
Labour Party. 


It was as an Inspector for a bus company that he performed the act of bravery that saved the life of a child whilst placing his own in 
danger. The injury he sustained to his heel during the incident affected him for the rest of his life. James Fletcher died in 1969.

'On 5th August, 1912, Harold Robert Hall, 6 years of age, his little brother, and two boy friends, left their homes to fish in some pits, or 
ponds, between Old Trafford and Stretford, near Manchester. 

In the course of their wanderings they came to the claypit in Mr Harrison's Brickworks at Stretford, which was filled with water, 
fourteen feet deep, and whose sides were sheer, at the edge, offering no foothold. The boys were trespassing, needless to say. The three 
elder boys had jumped across, near its outlet, a 'grip/ or narrow ditch, which conveys the surface water from the surrounding land to 
the clay-pits, but the little lad, Harold, in attempting to follow their example, slipped on the edge of the 'grip' through the edge being 
very slippery owing to the recent rains, fell on the bank of the clay-pit, and rolled into the deep water. The 'grip' was very narrow, and 
could, in ordinary circumstances, have been safely jumped across by a boy 6 years old. The other boys attempted to reach Harold, but 
the latter, being five feet away from the bank of the clay-pit, they failed in their efforts. They then called for help. 

Charles Thompson, who was working close by, on Mr Harrison's brickworks, outside, hearing their calls, immediately ran to the clay- 
pit. He at once plunged into the water - though there was no evidence that he could swim. Thompson managed to reach the lad, and 
was seen to get hold of him, but either the lad impeded Thompson's efforts to save his life by struggling, or whether Thompson could 
not swim, there was no evidence to show. They both sank, and, on re-appearing on the surface, Thompson did call out to the lads on 
the bank to run for further help, which eventually came, but by that time both Thompson and the little boy Harold had finally 
disappeared below the surface. Both bodies were recovered by the police by dragging operations, five yards away from the bank of the 
clay-pit, after being in the water for forty miniutes. Artificial respiration was tried in Thompson's case for an hour, but without success. 
(Taken from the coroner's report). 

Charles Thompson, a Labourer, aged 32 years, came from 32 Birley Street, Pendleton, Salford. Carnegie Case No. 1169. With copied 
newspaper cuttings re. the inquest, coroner's report and photographs of the relevant entry in the Roll of Honour.

With a letter to Mr Frank Williams of Woodhurst, Scalby Road, Scarborough, from a representative of the Royal Humane Society, dated 
16 October 1916, reading: 'I have much pleasure in informing you that the Society have awarded you their Bronze Medal for your 
gallant efforts in connection with the attempt to save the life of Miss Alice Thompson and the saving of the life of her brother John 
Thompson at Cayton Bay on August 31st. Testimonials on Parchment have also been awarded to your friend Lewis and to Miss

Herbert Arnold, from Gunnedah, New South Wales, was the Squadron Sergeant-

advance after crossing the Zand River, the Australians were given the task of 
capturing the nearby ridge of Vredes Verdrag. Heavy Boer resistance saw the 
Scots Greys and Inniski 11 ings sent in to restore the situation but at a heavy cost. 
Arnold was involved in the action and it was probably for this that he was 
mentioned by Lord Roberts for meritorious services performed, and also awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal for bravery (London Gazette 27 September 
1901). This D.C.M. is an unique award to the Australian Horse for the Boer War. 

Arnold returned from the war in January 1901 and in addition to the D.C.M. was 
awarded the Queen's medal with clasps for Cape Colony, Driefontein, 
Johannesburg, Diamond Hill, and Belfast. These two medals were sold in the 
Noble Numismatics sale of 18-20 November 1997. In addition Arnold was 
awarded a medal from his fellow citizens of Gunnedah. A plaque 
commemorating those men of Gunnedah, including Arnold, who served in the 
war, was unveiled at Kitchener Park, Gunnedah, on 27 February 2002.

James Alexander Houston served in the Royal Engineers during the Great War, 
first entering the French theatre of war as a 2nd Lieutenant in 201 Field 
Company, R.E., in early November 1915. He later attained in the rank of Captain 
in the Egyptian Expeditionary Force, with whom he no doubt obtained his 
souvenir "Gallipoli Star", and was married to Theresa Kelly of the British Red 
Cross at Marylebone in late 1916. 

Settling in British North Borneo soon after the War, initially at Jesselton, Houston was employed by the Railways Department, but the 
fate of husband and wife at the time of the Japanese invasion in 1942 remains unknown.

I was born 1929 into a Portsmouth naval family and I always knew that I was destined to join the navy as an Engine 
Room Artificer which was my father's ambition for his sons. My father's advice was that an ERA was a qualified 
tradesman who had job security and remuneration that was higher than in other branches. Many other members of my 
family had also completed naval service, including my brother, my father, four uncles, great grandfather and two great 
uncles. During my childhood the navy was a constant subject as my hometown of Portsmouth was the main naval 
depot in Great Britain and the home of the main naval dockyard. I remember us having my uncles' medals in our toy 
box, I don't recall how they got there but fortunately they survived. 

I joined the MTE (Mechanical Training Establishment) at Rosyth as an ERA apprentice and commenced my training in 
1945 at age 15 knowing my commitment would be for 12 years from age 18, a practise that was declared illegal in 
1950 and discontinued. After the initial six-month period we were streamed into 4 trades, 75% Fitter/Turner, 4% 
Enginesmith, 6% Coppersmith and 15% Boilermaker. I chose to be a Coppersmith and was also trained in moulding, 
pattern making and welding. I completed my apprenticeship in December 1948 and went to sea as an ERA5. I can't 
recall my first experience but I know I spent a lot of time in those damned hot boiler rooms which wasn't quite what I 
had expected. 

During my career I served on the following ships "HMS Implacable" (home fleet), "HMS Glasgow" (Mediterranean 
fleet), "HMS Reggio" (Mediterranean fleet) , "HMS Hornet" (MTB's & MGB's), "HMS Barrosa" (Mediterranean fleet), 
"HMS Rampart" (Home sea amphibious service), "HMS Rooke" (Gibraltar) and "HMS Albion" (Far East). 

I also served with the Ship Maintenance Authority in Portsmouth where I met with Captain Douglas-Morris. This was at 
the time when he was changing his collection focus from gold coins to naval medals and he sparked my interest in 
medal collecting. The first medal I acquired was a Somaliland 1920 Campaign Medal awarded to CERA HJ Osborne on 
"HMS Clio", and co-incidentally the last medal I purchased was Somaliland 1902-1904 Campaign Medal awarded to 
CERA WT Martin "HMS Highflyer". 

The ERA branch was instituted in 1868 at a time when the navy was in need of more engineers. Attempts were made to 
promote suitable personnel from the Stoker, Armourer and Blacksmith branches but numbers were relatively small. To 
encourage qualified tradesmen to accept the then naval conditions of service status and remunerations had to be made 
attractive. In 1877 the Cooper Key Enquiry into the Engineering Branch of the navy established these conditions and 
recruitment of ERA'S from engineering companies continued until 1903 when one of the Fisher Reforms introduced Boy 
Artificers with the view to the navy training its own ERA'S, an arrangement which proved to be successful but suitably 
qualified outside entry personnel still continued to be recruited. Boy Artificers became Artificer apprentices in the early 
1920's with some 150 odd being accepted annually. Things remained much the same until post WWII when numerous 
changes brought about the lowering of the differential between ERA's and other branches and culminated in the title 
ERA being discarded, and replaced by MEA (Mechanical Engineering Artificer) in 1968. So the title of ERA existed for 
just 100 years. 

I retired as a CERA in 1969 having successfully completed 25 years naval service. My experience gained during my 
career enabled me to continue working in engineering positions throughout the world.

The Glasgow and Enterprise became known as the "Good Companions" when they agreed to share the honours after whipping eleven 
German destroyers in a remarkable action in the approaches to the Bay of Biscay in the last days of 1943. 

A Sunderland flying-boat on patrol, in a position about 500 miles west-north-west of Cape Finisterre, sighted a suspicious vessel of 
about 5,000 tons on the morning of December 27. Other aircraft in the vicinity were diverted to the area. The ship, a blockade runner, 
had a gun mounted on the poop and others in the bows and amidships. She was proceeding un-escorted on an easterly course at about 
15 knots. She appeared to be heading for one of the French west coast ports. 

As soon as the Sunderland's signal was received, H.M.S. Glasgow and Enterprise were ordered to intercept, and Coastal Command 
Halifaxes and Liberators were sent out. Weather conditions were not good but air attacks were made on the enemy ship, and a 
Liberator from a Czech squadron scored a bomb-hit on her stern. There was a big explosion, and in a short time the vessel was on fire, 
with other explosions taking place at intervals. The crew abandoned ship, and about seventy survivors were seen in boats and on rafts. 

Soon after dawn the next day, a Liberator of the U.S. Navy, operating with Coastal Command, sighted eleven German destroyers in a 
position about 200 miles from the scene of the previous day's action. They were proceeding on a westerly course at about twenty 
knots, and were probably intent on escorting the blockade-runner on the last, and certainly most dangerous, lap of her voyage. 

By that time H.M.S. Glasgow and Enterprise had arrived in a position which put them between the enemy ships and the enemy base. 
When they received a signal from the Liberator giving the position of the Nazi force, they at once altered course and went at full speed 
to make contact. 

Far from promising a one-sided action between powerful cruisers and light destroyers, the odds were on the Germans, because five of 
the destroyers were modern "Narvik" class ships of 2,400 tons, each mounting five 5.9-inch guns. The other six destroyers were of the 
"Elbing" class, with four 4-1-inch guns. In addition, the destroyers had their torpedo armament and the advantage of an extra 5 knots 
turn of speed over the two British cruisers. Against the nineteen 6-inch guns of the British, the Germans had forty-nine 5.9 or 4-1-inch 
guns, and they had a superiority of seventy-six torpedo tubes to fourteen. 

Our aircraft continued to shadow the enemy ships until the Glasgow and Enterprise came in sight of them early in the afternoon. At 
long range, both cruisers opened fire and the enemy quickly replied. For an hour there was a running fight as the opposing ships 
steamed hard on a south-easterly course. A number of hits were scored on the destroyers, and, with our aircraft joining in, the 
Germans split up, first into two or three groups and then into smaller units, as they tried to escape. Although this meant that some were 
bound to get away, it was also fatal for those on which the cruisers decided to concentrate. Smoke screens and their extra speed failed 
to save them, and three of the destroyers were sunk, while others only escaped after receiving damage. 

Considerable significance was attached to the action, because it was felt that if the Germans were not prepared to fight on such 
advantageous terms, their morale must be affected. It was argued that, having got the valuable "Narvik" class destroyers through to the 
French ports, the German High Command was anxious to keep them as a strategic reserve. They had the power of a miniature cruiser 
squadron. But, as the Commanding Officer of a British destroyer said to me at the time, "What would we give for the chance to meet 
two German cruisers - and one of them need not be twenty years old - with such a force of destroyers!" 

The British cruisers suffered slight damage and a few casualties but, coming within a day or two of the destruction of the Scharnhorst, 
their success enabled the Royal Navy to conclude 1943 on a note of triumph/ (ref. The King's Cruisers , by Gordon Holman).

At the Court of Inquiry held four days after the incident, it was decided no blame could be attached to Pasley, concluding "that the 
process of reasoning which led the captain of H.M. Submarine C9 to mistake H.M.S. Pasley for a U-boat is, and must remain, 
unexplained". 

Quint returned to Pasley after she had had her bows repaired, November 191 7-October 1919 and November 1919-February 1920.

Arthur Vincent was born in Scorrier, Cornwall on 29 March 1868. A Boiler Maker by occupation, he entered the Royal Navy as an 
Acting Engine Room Artificer on 10 April 1891, being confirmed in that rank in October 1892. He served on the gunboat Sparrow, 
January 1892-January 1894 - the ship being involved in the expedition in Gambia against Chief Fodeh Cabbah, December 1891-

She departed for Archangel in February 1915, freeing en route a number of vessels stuck in the ice, occasionally by using explosive 
charges. She, too, sometimes became icebound, but still managed to make a major impression on the problem, improving the safe 
passage of numerous vessels, many of them laden with highly important war materials, among them the S.S. Thracia. The latter was 
taken in tow after the use of explosive charges to free her. Throughout these operations it was not unusual for the temperature to fall as 
low as minus 20 degrees, a hard test indeed on the morale and well being of the Jupiter's crew. Her mission completed by May 1915, 
the Tzar expressed his gratitude by the presentation of a variety of Russian Honours and Awards to her crew. 

The remainder of Vincent's wartime service was at Vivid ; being demobilised on 1 6 July 1919. Vincent was also entitled to the 1914-15

Horace Edward Jee served as an Acting Chief Engine Room Artificer on board the cruiser Orion at the battle of Cape Matapan, 27-29 
March 1941. He was recommended for an immediate award by Captain G. R. B. Back, R.N. of the Orion, Tor leadership and 
exemplary conduct in charge of watch in the Engine Room at the Battle of Cape Matapan' but in the event received only a 'mention'. 

The Orion was instrumental in keeping in contact with the Italian fleet during the first phase of the battle, and later, it was her radar that 
picked up the striken Italian cruiser Pola as she lay dead in the water. With the information supplied, the British battleships Barham, 
Valiant and \Narspite were able to approach to within 4,000 yards of the Pola and her cruiser and destroyer escorts. In a short and 
devastating action, two Italian cruisers - Fiume and Zara, and two destroyers were destroyed and Pola was sunk soon after.

Lewis Poison was born at Kildonan, County Sutherland, on 22 April 1792. He was enlisted into the 42nd Foot in 1810 and joined the 
regiment in May 1811 at Edinburgh. The 42nd joined the army in the Peninsula in April 1812 and saw action at Salamanca, Burgos, 
Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nive, Orthes and Toulouse. The 42nd left France in June 1814 for Ireland, and in May 1815 sailed from Cork to 
Ostend to take part in the Waterloo campaign. 

Lewis Poison was wounded in the head at the battle of Toulouse on 10 April 1814, when the regiment suffered some of the heaviest 
casualties experienced in the whole of the war. He was again wounded in the left knee at Quatre Bras on 16 June 1815, when he was 
serving in Captain John Campbell's company. He was discharged at Armagh on 22 November 1817, upon reduction of the regiment. 
On 13 December 1854, Poison was admitted as an Out-Pensioner at the Chelsea Hospital at the rate of 6 pence per diem. He also 
applied in April 1855 to the Kinloch Bequest, a charity based at the Scottish Hospital, London, being unable to work due to lung 
disease, but died before he could return his application form. Lewis Poison died on 19 April 1855, at West Norton Place, Edinburgh, 
and is buried in Rosebank Cemetery. 

In addition to details of his marriage and photographs of his burial place and other relevant locations, the pair is sold with the following 
rare original documents:

F. W. Geddes M, John 
McGlashan S, Alexr. Graham J, James McCann Secy.' 

ii. Parchment certificate of Admission as an Out-Pensioner to Chelsea Hospital, dated 13 December 1854. 

iii. Letter from Royal Hospital, Chelsea, confirming pension of 6d per diem, dated 20 December 1854. 

iv. Application form from the Kinloch Bequest, Scottish Corporation Half London , addressed to 'Lewis Poison, Pensioner 42d Foot, 
West Norton Place, Edinburgh', and postmarked 23/24 March 1855; completed and signed in his own hand together with certification 
by the Colonel, Staff Officer of Pensioners, and further certified by a Military Surgeon on 2 April 1855, confirming both service and 
wounds.

William Beckham was born in 1794 at St. Michael at Plea, Norwich. A Silk Weaver by occupation, he enlisted into the East Norfolk 
Militia and served one year and six months before volunteering to join the 3rd Foot Guards on 5 May 1812, aged 18 years. He was 
promoted to Corporal in May 1814 and served until 10 May 1819 when he was discharged. He served in the Peninsula during 1812-14 
for which he was eventually awarded the M.G.S. with two clasps. Beckham returned to live in Norwich before re-enlisting at London 
on 21 April 1826. He was once more promoted to Corporal in January 1827, then advanced to Serjeant in October 1832 and Colour 
Serjeant in March 1842. During his second period of service he was again in the 'Peninsula' - with the British force in Portugal under 
Sir William Clinton, 1827-28. The intervention was made to protect British interests with the onset of the Liberal War, 1828-34. 
Beckham was discharged in London on 24 May 1842, the same year he received his long service medal and he died in Norwich on 21 
March 1867.

Benjamin Smith was born at Taddington, Bedfordshire, circa 1793, and attested for the 14th Foot at Stilton, Northants, on 6 December 
1813, aged twenty-one years. His discharge papers confirm that he was present at the battle of Waterloo, for which he is credited with 
2 years service, and that he served in the East Indies from October 1818 until January 1831, which period covers the capture of 
Bhurtpoor, where the front rank of the 14th Foot consisted of Waterloo veterans, each of whom wore his Waterloo medal. Benjamin 
Smith was finally discharged at Athlone on 10 June 1 833. 

From the information examined it would appear that Benjamin Smith is entitled to the medals for Waterloo, Bhurtpoor, and Long 
Service, but that he cannot have been present at the capture of Java in 1811. No other Benjamin Smith has been found in the regiment 
at this period.

He was also the fourth cousin of Sir 
Winston Churchill's great-grandfather, George, 6th Duke of Marlborough. 

As a Cornet in the 16th Lancers, Osborne served at the Siege of Bhurtpoor on the 1 7th and 18th of January 1826. Later he transferred to 
the 26th Foot (The Cameronians, or Scottish Rifles), and served with that Regiment during the First China War from the 5th of July, 
1840 until the 29th of August, 1842.

William Charles Perry Grant was bom in the Cape Province on 19 March 1821. He entered the Royal Navy as a Clerk's Assistant on 14 
February 1839 on board Lightning. He served as a Clerk on the Cyclops (Capt. H. T. Austin) on and off the coast of Syria 1840 for 
which he was subsequently awarded a medal. The Cyclops , a six-gun paddle frigate, delivered the ultimatum to Mehemet Ali in 
Alexandria, 9 August 1840, and delivered the subsequent rejection to Admiral Stopford, 7 September 1840. The ship was involved in 
the bombardment of the fort at Djebel, 11 September 1840; the bombardment and capture of the fort at Batroun, 15 September 1840 
and the bombardment and capture of Sidon, 28 September 1840. 

Grant, having passed his examinations, was appointed an Assistant Paymaster in February 1842 and was advanced to Paymaster of the 
Growler in September 1847. Served in the Baltic as Paymaster on the Dauntless , January-October 1854 and was then specially 
appointed as Purveyor to Lord Granville's Embassy to St. Petersburg for the coronation of Tsar Alexander III in August 1856. He was 
then specially appointed Purveyor for the Prince of Wales's visit to Canada and the U.S.A., 1860 and specially appointed to the Royal 
Yacht Osborne for the Prince of Wales's visit to the Middle East, 1862. He later served as Secretary to Rear-Admirals H. T. Austin, A.

He was admired and respected for the valiant part he took in the 
memorable war and also in the Indian Mutiny [no trace on medal roll, regiment not present], and when he retired from the service he 
was in possession of the Balaklava, Inkerman, and Sebastopol clasps and a French gold medal for bravery and valour, conferred on him 
by direction of the Emperor Napoleon for rescuing a French officer who had fallen into the hands of two Russian officers, both of whom 
Coughlan killed, and carried the officer back to the trenches. Some years ago the Sergeant was drill instructor to the local volunteers. 
He then went to live at Hednesford, leaving the Walsall-road, Cannock. In after life he returned to Cannock and again lived in the 
Walsall-road, from where he removed to his last home in Bridgetown.' 

John Coughlan was born at Killenaule, County Tipperary, and was attested for the 57th Foot at Kilkenny on 24 February 1841, aged 21. 
He was promoted to Corporal in January 1847 and to Sergeant in October 1848. Although tried by a regimental court martial in 
January 1855 and sentenced to be reduced, this was remitted almost immediately with no consequent loss of rank or time. He was 
appointed Colour-Sergeant in August 1855 and remained in that rank until his discharge at Cork on 15 March 1862, having completed 
21 years service. During this time he served abroad 8 years 5 months, in the East Indies 3 years 9 months, Corfu 1 year 6 months, the 
Crimea 1 year 8 months, and at Malta 1 years 6 months.

'On the 28th September, 1918, his battalion on the day previous to a general attack on the St. Quentin Canal, was heavily attacked by 
the enemy in our outpost line near Bellenlise. During the succeeding night he reorganised his battalion and completed with three 
companies preparations for an attack which was organised for four companies. He led his battalion to the attack, and its success was 
largely due to his forethought in preparation and coolness in action.' 

Alfred P. White was born on 18 January 1882. He was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd West Riding Regiment (Militia) on 19 
March 1900 and was advanced to Lieutenant in April 1902. With them he served in the Boer War, October 1900-October 1902. He 
was appointed a Captain in the 4th Battalion East Surrey Regiment in November 1909. As such he entered the France/Flanders theatre 
of war on 25 September 1914. White was appointed a Town Major in March 1916, attached to the 19th Battalion Manchester 
Regiment; Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel with the same regiment, 12 October 1916-27 April 1917; Acting Major, attached to the 1 /5th 
Battalion South Staffordshire Regiment, from 4 July 1917 and Acting Lieutenant-Colonel with the the same regiment, from 15 
September 1918. For his services during the latter part of the war attached to the the South Staffordshire Regiment, he was created a 
Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. 

After leaving the Army, Captain White was remobilized on 7 July 1920. When on attachment to Headquarters, Dublin District, on 
Special Duties, he was killed in Dublin on 12 October 1920. 

A newspaper report of the time reads: 'Dublin was startled this morning to learn that two military officers had been killed in the 
performance of their duty in Drumcondra, on the north side of the city. The officers and a party of men had gone to a house to make an 
arrest and soon after they were admitted they were fired on. ... The occupier of the house, Mr John Carolan, a professor in St. Patrick's 
Training College, Drumcondra, was wounded, and is in hospital in a precarious condition. 

Between 1 and 2 o'clock this morning three officers and a party of soldiers drove to Mr Carolan's house and were admitted by him. 
They stated that they wanted a man named Mulcahy who lodged there and Mr Carolan told them that he had not been there for some 
time. They then announced their intention of searching the house, and two of the officers with Mr Carolan went towards the stairs. 

Two young men, who were upstairs, were aroused by the noise. Coming out on the lobby, they opened fire with revolvers and shot the 
two officers. One of the bullets fired from above appears to have struck Mr Carolan and he fell wounded to the lobby. The soldiers in 
the hall returned the fire and several shots were exchanged. The two young men then appear to have escaped by the back of the 
house. ...' 

The shootout subsequently resulted in the deaths of the householder, Professor John Carolan, of 37 Upper Drumcondra Road, Dublin 
(shot by accident) and two of the officers, Major E. Smyth, D.S.O., M.C., R.F.A., and Captain A. White, D.S.O., East Surrey Regiment. 
The three men were shot by the known Irish terrorists Daniel Breen and Sean Treacy who had been hiding in the upper floor of the 
house. The two of them, although wounded by gunshots, were able to make good their escape from the back of the house.

George James Finlay was born in Dartmoor, Devon, and enlisted in the Wiltshire Regiment as a boy recruit in Dublin in July 1886, 
aged 14 years. He subsequently served out in India as a Drummer and Lance-Corporal from November 1886 until November 1895, 
and in South Africa as a Corporal from December 1899 until May 1903, the latter period witnessing active service in the Boer War and 
his capture by the enemy at Rensburg on 14 February 1900. 

The disaster that befell the 2nd Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment at Rensburg stemmed from 'D' and 'G' Companies not being informed of 
a changed time to withdraw to Arundel. As a result, the two Companies, under Major F. R. MacMullen, set off at daybreak, as originally 
instructed, and soon came under heavy fire. Thereafter, as one correspondent put it, Tor more than two hours these gallant men fought 
against overwhelming odds, and not until their ammunition was exhausted did they surrender'. Casualties were high, the Wiltshires 
suffering 14 killed, including Major MacMullen, and 45 wounded, and altogether 130 officers and men became prisoners - luckily to 
be released on the fall of Bloemfontein a few weeks later. 

Advanced to Band Sergeant in the 2nd Battalion and awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in April 1905, Finlay, ' a very good cornet and 
violin player', was finally discharged in the rank of Band Sergeant in July 1907. Re-enlisting in April 1915, he was appointed a Sergeant 
Bugler in the Royal Irish Rifles, but saw no service overseas and was demobilised in early 1919. He died in Belfast in October 1936;.

Commissioned a Lieutenant in the Highland Light Infantry in February 1899, he served with 
the 1st Battalion during the Boer War, being present at the battles of Modder River and Magersfontein. Then seconded for service with 
the Staff in February 1900 and served as Transport Officer in the Cavalry Divison at the relief of Kimberley, afterwards participating in 
the actions at Paardeberg, Driefontein and Diamond Hill. Bruce was appointed a Second Lieutenant in the Irish Guards on the 
regiment's formation, 15 August 1900, thereby becoming one of the first officers to hold a commission in the regiment.

Thomas Blair Gillespie was born in Glasgow in 1877. He served as Third Engineer aboard the transport S.S. Persia. She was bound for 
South Africa in November 1899 but 20 miles from St. Vincent she suffered a broken thrust shaft. On board were 157 men and 154 
horses of the Inniskilling Dragoons. The transport Goth and H.M.S. Diadem assisted in transferring the men and horses from the 
damaged vessel - a task completed in four hours. After repairs in 1902 the Persia resumed transport duties to and from India. It was 
during the repairs to his ship and his unexpected extended stay in South Africa that Gillespie joined Thorneycroft's Mounted Infantry on 
10 October 1901.

Walter Green first saw active service in South Africa, being among a number of members of the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, Wiltshire

But it was as a reinforcement to the 1st Battalion that he entered the French theatre of war on 23 October 1914, probably in time to 
join his unit in the fighting around Neuve Chapelle. In the following month the Battalion took up position in trenches at Hooge, where 
it repelled a determined enemy attack on the morning of the 1 7th, 'D' Company's trench being overrun but retaken with the bayonet. 
Then in the new year, the Battalion was among others allocated to the Neuve Chapelle offensive in March, during the course of which 
Green was killed in action in a supporting attack at Spanbroek-Molen on the 12th, when the Wiltshires lost over 30 men killed and 
another 50 wounded.

Serving as such on Widgeon, June 1900-August 1901 he saw service in Natal 
during the Boer War. Davison was advanced to E.R.A. 3rd Class in April 1903 when on Thetis; E.R.A. 2nd Class in April 1907 when on 
Kent and C.E.R.A. 2nd Class in November 1912 when on St. George. Throughout the Great War Davison served on the destroyer 
Doon. 

On the morning of 16 December 1914 the elderly destroyers Doon , Test , Waveney and Moy were on patrol 5 miles N.E. of Hartlepool, 
when in the mist they encountered the German battlecruisers Seydlitz and Moltke and the heavy cruiser Blucher on their way to 
bombard the port of Hartlepool. Doon tried to press home a torpedo attack, whilst Test , Waveney and Moy opened fire with their guns. 
Getting to 5,000 yards, Doon fired one torpedo, which missed. The German cruisers returned fire, gaining hits on Doon and Waveney. 
Hopelessly outgunned, the four destroyers made a swift escape, with Davison on board the Doon no doubt squeezing every possible 
knot from the engines. Doon made good her escape having suffered one man killed and 11 wounded. The German cruisers then went 
on to bombard Hartlepool. The town was hit by some 1150 shells which resulted in the death of 11 7 people. On the same day, cruisers 
Derfflinger, Von der Tann and Kolberg bombarded the North Yorkshire seaside towns of Scarborough and Whitby.

Edmund Sylvester Jackson was born on 31 December 1865. Commissioned a Lieutenant in the North Staffordshire Regiment, 29 August 
1885 and transferred to the 6th Dragoons in February 1889. Promoted to Captain in March 1898 and Major in August 1902. Retired 
and transferred to the Reserve of Officers on 14 October 1905. 

During the Boer War he served in operations in the Orange Free State, March-May 1900. He then served in the Transvaal, east of 
Pretoria, July-November 1900, including the actions at Reit Vlei and Belfast. He was again in the Transvaal, November 1900-ApriI 
1901, serving as Assistant Provost Marshal from 16 January 1901. Jackson was severely wounded (originally reported killed) near 
Klipstaple on 22 April 1901. 

With the onset of the Great War he returned to service, being employed as a Major with the 4th (Western) Cavalry Depot, August 1914 
and Major and 2i/c of the 2nd Reserve Regiment of Cavalry, November 1914. Major Jackson entered France in March 191 7 and in June 
was appointed Deputy Assistant Quartermaster General on the Staff.

Robert Frederick Page was born in Sidleston, Chester, in August 1889, and 
entered the Royal Marines Light Infantry in October 1907. Posted as a Private to 
'D' Company, Portsmouth Division, he joined the cruiser H.M.S. Proserpine in 
July 1910, and saw active service in the Persian Gulf before returning to the U.K. 
in August 1912 (Medal & clasp). Joining the monitor Mersey on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914, Page was next present at the bombardment of the flank 
of the German Army advancing on Lombartzyden during the battle of Yser, 
following which he was landed for the defence of Nieuport as a member of the 
32-strong R.M. Machine Gun Party under Lieutenant Wise - the latter 'was killed 
gallantly leading his men and the Corps sustained a loss of one killed and two 
wounded' (Blumberg's Britain's Sea Soldiers refers). 

In the following year, in July, the Mersey and her consort Severn played an important role in the destruction of the Konigsberg, carrying 
out bombardments off the Rufugi Delta on the 6th and 11th. In the first action, Mersey's foremost 6-inch gun took a direct hit and she 
was also holed near the waterline, her resultant casualties amounting to six killed and two wounded. While on the 11th, when the 
Konigsberg was put out of action, two more of her ratings were wounded. See Keble Chatterton's The Konigsberg Adventure for further 
details, so, too, Mersey's ship log online at naval-history.net 

In April-July 191 6, Page once more found himself ashore, this time manning 4-inch and 12-pounder guns on field mountings in support 
of the British East Africa Expeditionary Force - Mersey landed 22 Marines for these operations, out of a total R.M. force of 220 men, 
many of whom succumbed to disease; see Blumberg's Britain's Sea Soldiers for further details. Page returned to the U.K. in March 191 7, 
in which year he also received 'prize bounty for the destruction of a German ship at Heligoland Bight whilst serving aboard 
Mersey' (his service record refers). He did not, however, qualify for the L.S. & G.C. Medal on account of a 'fair' assessment on his 
record in 1915. He was invalided in November 1920; sold with copied research, including medal roll verification, although the 
whereabouts of his Victory Medal remains unknown.

Thomas Barbour Breckenridge was born in Paisley, Renfrewshire, in May 1882, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 
January 1898. But an unhappy career ensued, his service record noting a number of offences, among them a charge Tor improperly 
leaving the ship and behaving with contempt to a superior officer', conduct that was punished by a court martial sentence of one year's 
hard labour. He was discharged ashore time expired as an Able Seaman in May 1912. 

Recalled on the outbreak of hostilities, Breckenridge quickly found himself out in France, manning H.M's Armoured Train Jellicoe in 
support of the Royal Naval Division. Skippered by Lieutenant-Commander Littlejohns, the Jellicoe was armed with three 4.7-inch guns 
and, a handful of R.N. and R.M. personnel aside, was manned by around 70 Belgian volunteers. And, in the company of H.M's A.T. 
Deguise, lent valuable support in the Antwerp operations in October, prior to assisting in the Ypres sector. A third armoured train, the 
Churchill, was present at the Ostend operations. 

Having then returned to the U.K., Breckenridge joined the boom defence vessel Wallington in April 1916, and remained similarly 
employed until coming ashore to Pembroke I in October of the same year. His final wartime seagoing appointments were in the 
battleship Commonwealth in February-August 1917, and in another battleship, the Lord Nelson, from September 1917 until his 
demobilisation in July 1919; sold with copied research.

Alfred Edmund Dunn was born in Islington, London, in May 1886, and enlisted 
in the Royal Marines Light Infantry in February 1907. Posted to the Plymouth 
Division as a Private, he was similarly employed at the outbreak of hostilities 
and, on being transferred to the R.M. Brigade, was landed at Ostend on 27 
August 1914 

Subsequently attached to the R.N.A.S. Armoured Car Section, he was present at the defence of Antwerp in September-October. Indeed 
Dunn remained on active service with the R.M. Brigade in France and Flanders up until being taken P.O.W. on 30 March 1918, the 
interim period witnessing much fighting with the Royal Naval Division - his C.Os including Lieutenant-Colonel R. McN. Parsons, C.B. 
Repatriated in December 1918, Dunn signed on for a second tour of duty, and was awarded his L.S. & G.C. in May 1922 and 
discharged as a Corporal in February 1928, when he enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve. Recalled in his old rank on the renewal of 
hostilities in September 1939, he later gained advancement to the acting rank of Sergeant and was appointed to duties in Defensively 
Equipped Merchant Ships (D.E.M.S.), his first seagoing engagement being in the S.S. Mantola from December 1939 until late May 
1942, when he removed to the Mundra. A little over a month later, on 6 July, the Mundra was shelled, torpedoed and sunk by the 
Japanese submarine 1-18 off St. Lucia Bay, Natal, 92 of her company being lost but Dunn being among the 150 or so survivors. This 
traumatic experience was to prove his last seagoing appointment and he returned to the U.K. in the Durban Castle in the following 
month. 

Thereafter employed at D.E.M.S. bases in Cardiff, Southampton and Newport, he was involved in a train accident at the latter place in 
June 1943, and admitted to Royal Gwent Hospital suffering from a dislocated right hip and fractured ribs. And, as further verified by 
accompanying research, he died at St. Alban's Hospital in March 1945; sold with copied research.

Sydney Allen Currin was a 'gentleman driver' of the Royal Automobile Club who 
volunteered his services shortly after the outbreak of hostilities and quickly found 
himself recruited by the Royal Naval Division - he was granted the honorary rank 
of 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Marines on 24 September 1914 and landed in 
France three days later. 

Subsequently gaining appointment as a Temporary Lieutenant in the "Wavy 
Navy" in April 1915, he was attached to the Royal Naval Air Service as a Kite 
Balloon Officer, but transferred to the Royal Flying Corps as an Equipment 
Officer in November 1915, in which capacity he was recommended for the M.C. 
by Trenchard in October 1916, who stated: 

'He has been employed on the Staff at Headquarters, R.F.C., for the last year, and 
a great deal of the credit is due to him for having kept the Kite Balloons in the air 
continuously. His arrangements for the very difficult question of the supply of gas 
have been excellent, and seldom has a balloon had to wait more than twelve 
hours for its gas. Also, the supply of material and keeping it up to strength has 
been entirely due to his efforts.' 

In the event Currin was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 4 January 
1917 refers), and, later still, awarded the Italian Order of St. Maurice & St. 
Lazarus (London Gazette 26 May 1917 refers). 

Advanced to Captain on the Technical Staff of the newly established Royal Air 
Force in April 1918, he ended the War in the acting rank of Major and was 
transferred to the Unemployed List in April 1919. However, judging by 
accompanying research, the Major's interest in aviation remained active and, as 
late as 1935, he was acting as President of the Nottinghamshire Glider Club. He 
died in London in July 1947; sold with copied research.

Victor Reginald William Johnson was born in July 1894, the son of a 'highly 
respected tradesman' from Reading, and was educated at the Kendrick School 
and University College, Reading, where he was a member of the O.T.C. 

Commissioned in the 3rd Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, on the outbreak of 
hostilities, he was attached to the 1st Battalion, Devonshire Regiment, on 
entering the French theatre of War on 23 October 1914, in which capacity he 
remained employed until transferring to the 2nd Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, in 
mid-February 1915, a period that witnessed him present in the fighting around 
Festubert and being hospitalised in late December 1914 (the 1/Devons war diary 
refers). 

As stated, Johnson joined the 2nd Wiltshires in mid-February 1915 but, having 
emerged unscathed from the ferocious fighting at Neuve Chapelle in the 
following month, was mortally wounded on the 28th, while commanding 'A' 
Company. Captain E. Makin wrote to the recipient's father in the following terms: 

'I regret to announce to you that your son was killed in the trenches yesterday afternoon. He was hit through the back of the head by a 
rifle bullet. Our Medical Officer happened to be on the spot at the time and I can assure you that everything was done that was 
possible to save him. The Medical Officer, who is a very clever doctor, tried to operate almost at once, but found it was useless, and 
your son died about two hours afterwards. 

He was buried by our Chaplain at 3 p.m. this afternoon. Only my Adjutant, Captain Ponsford, and myself were able to be present, with 
some of the regimental stretcher bearers, as the other officers could not leave their duty in the trenches. 

His loss is not only a personal loss, but I think he would have become a very good officer, and his death is a loss to the whole Army. 
He is buried besides two other officers. Please allow me to express my sympathy with you at your great loss, and that of the whole 
regiment.' 

Johnson, 'an exceedingly smart young fellow' and of 'genial disposition', was 20 years of age, and is buried in the Royal Irish Rifles 
Graveyard, Laventie; sold with a file of research, including copied articles of local newspapers featuring his news from the front and 
copied portrait photograph taken from Berkshire at War.

The Aboukir , together with her sister ships the Hogue and Cressy, part of the 7th Cruiser Squadron, were engaged in blockade and 
patrol duties in the southern part of the North Sea. At 6.30 on 22 September 1914 the Aboukir was torpedoed by the U-9. Believing that 
the ship had struck a mine, the Hogue and Cressy stopped to rescue the survivors, oblivious of the danger lurking beneath the waves. 
Shortly afterwards torpedoes from the U-9 sent the Hogue and then the Cressy to the bottom. The loss of life in this disaster was heavy, 
with some 1,400 men being lost from the three ships.

Walter Henry Sharp was born at Swanmore, Hampshire, on 17 September 1881, and was a gardener by trade when he joined the 
Royal Navy as a Cook on 21 January 1901. He served in a number of ships, many of which were attached to shore-based training 
establishments, including Warrior and Erebus, and also had sea-going appointments in the cruisers Essex (1911-12) and Royal Arthur 
(1912-13). 

His conduct was consistently rated 'Very Good' and he was awarded the L.S. & G.C. medal in January 1916. His ability was rated 
'Superior' and he was promoted from Acting 2nd Cook's Mate (on enlistment) to Ship's Cook in 1911 and to Chief Ship's Cook in April 
1913. 

He joined H.M.S. Hampshire in June 1914 and was killed when the cruiser was mined and sunk on 5 June 1916. The ship was en route 
to Russia carrying the Secretary of State for War, Field Marshal Lord Kitchener when she struck a mine 1.5 miles off the Brough of 
Birsey, Orkney Islands. Kitchener and all his staff perished and of the 600 plus men on board only 12 survived.

Charles Edward Bounton was born at Alverstoke, Hampshire, on 23 April 1881. He joined the Royal Navy in September 1896 as a Boy 
Seaman and on reaching the age of 18 years he engaged for 12 years' service. At that time he was 5 feet 4 inches tall with brown hair, 
light blue eyes and a fresh complexion, and had a toe missing from his left foot. 

In the early years of his service he was in the battleship Resolution in the Channel Fleet (1898-1900), the armoured cruiser Aboukir 
(1902-04) and the battleship Barfleur (1905-07). He also attended courses at Excellent, the gunnery training institution at Whale Island, 
near Portsmouth. His character was consistently rated as 'Very Good' and he achieved steady promotion, being rated Able Seaman in 
1905, Leading Seaman in 1907, and Petty Officer in 1908. In January 1911 he was appointed to the dreadnought battleship Neptune at 
the beginning of her first commission. Laid down at Portsmouth in January 1909, she displaced 19,900 tons and had a main armament 
often 12-inch guns. In 1911 Bounton was awarded the Naval Good Shooting medal for his excellence with the 12-inch guns aboard 
H.M.S. Neptune in the Fleet Gunnery Competition of that year. 

In March 1911 Bounton was promoted to Gunner, a Warrant Officer rank, and then appointed to the cruiser Furious. His commanding 
officer reported on him favourably: 'Physical qualities VG. A zealous officer who performs well." He subsequently served in 
Melpomone and then in destroyers before being appointed to the staff of Excellent in May 1914. 

In December 1914 Bounton was appointed Gunner in H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth, thus becoming the Warrant Officer charged with care 
of all the weapons, magazines, shell-rooms and naval ordnance stores of the most modern and powerful capital ship in the Royal Navy. 
Queen Elizabeth arrived in the Dardanelles on 19 February 1915 and played an active part in the harassment of the Turks and in 
supporting the landings on the Gallipoli peninsula. However, as a result of the sinking of H.M.S. Goliath in May 1915, it was decided 
that the risk of losing one of our finest ships was too great and she was withdrawn home to Scapa Flow at the end of May. 

In March 1916 Bounton was transferred to P26, a patrol boat. These small vessels were used for patrol and escort work, and were 
armed with one 4-inch gun, two torpedo tubes and depth charges. Bounton's commanding officer commented, 'This officer appears to 
be wasted in a small ship as he has thorough knowledge of big guns and Director firing.' He was transferred to the monitor Marshal 
Soult in February 1917, part of the Dover Patrol deployed to bombard submarine bases and other German defence facilities in 
occupied Belgium. In October 1918 his commanding officer assessed him as 'Above Average,' observing 'Has carried out with success 
the duties of Director Officer during many engagements with German batteries and vessels on the Belgian coast. He has kept sea- 
watch and has proved a good Instructional Gunner. Specially recommended for advancement to Lieutenant.' 

From January 1919 to May 1921 Bounton was on the staff of Excellent in charge of the rifle range. Having previously distinguished 
himself at the 12 inch guns he then demonstrated his versatility as 'an exceptional rifle and pistol shot.' In this and subsequent postings 
to Excellent (1923-25 and 1928-31) he was also described as an exceptional instructor, especially in bringing along the young seamen, 
zealous and reliable, and physically fit. During this time he was promoted to Commissioned Gunner in 1921 and to Lieutenant in 
1927. 

Other post-war appointments included the battleship Thunderer; a sea-going training ship for cadets (1921-23), an attachment to the 
Royal Australian Navy (1925-27) and the battle-cruiser Tiger (1927-28). He retired to his pension in 1931. Bounton returned to service 
in September 1939 and served first at Eaglet, the shore base at Liverpool, then at Excellent, and Boscawen, the depot ship at Portland. 
He reverted to the retired list in May 1945.

Ernest Butler, who was born in Oxford and a native of Headington, Oxfordshire, 
enlisted in the Wiltshire Regiment in Marylebone, London, and was first 
embarked for France in mid-December 1914, where he joined the 5th Battalion, 
part of 40th Brigade, 13 (Western) Division. 

In June 1915, the Battalion was embarked for service in the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, landing at 'V' Beach on 16 July and thence moving up to 
trenches around Twelve Tree Copse. Then in the following month, having moved 
to Anzac Cove, the Battalion went into action at Chunuk Bair on the 10th, 
advancing up the hill in support of the 6th Battalion, Leinster Regiment - three 
Companies were caught out in the open and all but annihilated, regimental 
records stating that 'more than half of the officers and men were never seen 
again'. 

Embarked for Mudros in January 1916, and having seen further action and 
suffered more casualties in the interim, the Battalion was next ordered to 
Mesopotamia in support of the ill-fated relief of Kut operations, and it was during 
the course of these that Butler was killed in action on 9 April 1916, when his unit 
became bogged down in marshland during the advance on Sannaiyat - blinded 
by Turkish starlights and subjected to heavy machine-gun and rifle fire, the 
Wiltshires lost 23 officers and men, including their C.O., in addition to 163 
wounded and another 42 missing. 

Butler, who was 20 years of age, is buried in the Amara War cemetery; sold with 
an original portrait photograph in uniform, together with original Infantry Record 
Office forwarding letter for his 1914-15 Star, dated 5 May 1920, and some with 
related research.

The Henry Leigh Carslake Prize was awarded annually to the Naval Officer Supplementary List Officer, or Special Duties Officer 
serving as Observer and who, in the opinion of the Admiralty, submitted the best essay on a subject specially set by the Admiralty in 
each year and dealing with the work and development of the Fleet Air Arm. Officers serving as Observers and Officers of the 
Commonwealth Navies were eligible to receive this Prize. The Prize consisted of a silver medal, together with a sum of money for the 
purchase of books and instruments.

He passed out of the Royal Military Academy and was 
commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Regiment of Artillery in January 
1937. Shortly before the war he was A.D.C. to Sir Harry Luke, Governor of the 
Fiji Islands, but on its outbreak he requested a return to regimental duty. 

Returning to England in 1940 he volunteered to join the Special Service 
Detachment for service in Finland against the Russians; then after this unit was 
disbanded he volunteered for the newly formed Commandos. With them he 
entered Egypt in 1941. With No. 7 Commando he took part in the sea raid on 
Bardia, 19-20 April 1941, which successfully blew up enemy coastal guns. In 
May 1941, No. 7 Commando was renamed "A" Battalion 'Layforce' and took 
part in the rearguard actions across Crete, covering the escape port of Splakia. 
On 28 May 1941, towards the end of the fighting, Nicholls gallantly led a 
bayonet charge against a German paratroop unit holding a hilltop position. By 
his superb leadership and encouragement, he and his men dislodged the enemy 
from the hill. This was deemed to be the first occasion Commandos had used the 
bayonet in action. On his return to Egypt, he temporarily commanded "A" 
Battalion 'Layforce', until they were disbanded (with "B" Battalion) owing to the 
high casualty rate of 80% sustained in Crete. 


He then volunteered for special service with the Chinese Army. The unit was known as 'Mission 204' and was trained to act as guerillas 
with the Chinese Army then at war with Japan. When Japan declared war against Britain, the unit became a regular part of the Chinese 
6th Army. Captain Nicholls was serving with this Middle East Contingent (No.1 Special Service Detachment) of the Chinese Army, 
when he was killed in action in the Shan States, Burma on 11 May 1942, aged 25 years. He was killed by a bomb dropped by a 
Japanese 'hedge-hopping' biplane. His name is commemorated on the Rangoon Memorial.

The outstanding Great War D.S.O., inter-war O.B.E. group of ten awarded to Admiral C. J. Eyres, Royal Navy, who, 
having first seen action as a 15-year-old Midshipman in the engagement with the Peruvian rebel turret ship Huascar in 
May 1877, and attained flag rank, was much vexed to discover his advanced years would preclude him from further 
action in the Great War - accordingly, he 'retired to take active service abroad', dropping rank to Captain in the Royal

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Cresswell John Eyres was born in Wymondham, Norfolk, in March 1862, the son of a clergyman, and entered the Royal Navy as a 
Cadet in Britannia in July 1874. Having then joined H.M.S. Shah as a Midshipman in August 1876, he quickly saw action, being 
present in the engagement with the Peruvian rebel turret ship Huascar off the town of Ylo on 29 May 1877; so, too, in the Egypt 
operations of 1882, when serving as a Sub. Lieutenant in the Hec/a, prior to being ordered home in November of the same year (Medal 
& Khedive's Star). 

Subsequently specialising as a Gunnery Officer, Eyres was advanced to Commander in December 1897 and next witnessed active 
service off China during the Boxer Rebellion, when he was employed as executive officer of the Undaunted (Medal). An appointment 
in the Naval Intelligence Department having followed, during the course of which he was advanced to Captain in June 1903, Eyres was 
next actively employed as an Attache to the Russian Fleet during the Russo-Japanese War in 1904. 

On returning to the U.K., he was given command of the Jupiter, followed by the battleship Irresistible in May 1908, while in September 
1912 he was appointed an A.D.C. to the King. 

A Rear-Admiral by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, and anxious to see active service, he was placed on the Retired List at his 
own request that December, in order that he could take up appointment as a Captain, R.N.R., with 'command of motor boats on the 
Belgian coast', for, as Alexander McKee observed in his history, Vimy Ridge, the old sea dog had smelt blood and wasn't going to miss 
the show - indeed 'it was not long before he was firing at the Germans with a 4.7in. gun from barges in the Flanders canals'. 

According to McKee, he next proceeded, in June 1915, to the Dardanelles, where he served as a Beach Master in Gallipoli and 'used to 
walk the beach entirely regardless of the Turkish shells with which it was regularly swept'. He was twice mentioned in despatches 
(,London Gazettes 14 March and 12 July 1916 refer), and appointed a Commander of the French Legion d'Honneur ( London Gazette 23 
March 1917). 

Meanwhile, having returned to the U.K. in early 1916, he was disappointed to discover his advanced years precluded him from further 
active service - in fact he was furious when offered a choice of command on the Tyne, or a shot at railway management in Russia. So 
the Admiral, 'not wanting to be deprived of active participation in the present very promising campaign', immediately proceeded to the 
War Office to offer his services as a Gunnery Officer, an offer which to his delight was accepted and he was appointed a Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the Royal Garrison Artillery. Less happily, however, he discovered that he would have to undergo extensive training before 
being allowed to proceed to France with command of a Brigade - so he asked to be demoted to Major in order to get overseas as 
quickly as possible as a Battery C.O. 

The rest, as they say, is history, and well-documented in McKee's Vimy Ridge, the old sea dog commanding 145 (East Cheshire) Heavy 
Battery, R.G.A., from 1917 until the end of hostilities, a period that witnessed many adventures and close shaves. An early story to 
circulate the ranks of his command was the occasion Eyres was introduced to the King aboard the Battery's transport at Southampton - 
he made no effort to tidy up his uniform and even forgot to put on his Sam Browne belt before meeting the great man. But to everyone's 
astonishment His Majesty greeted the Admiral-turned-Gunner with "How are you, Cresswell?" - apparently they were old friends from 
his days at sea. 

Indeed the officers and men of 145 Heavy Battery were swiftly subjected to no-nonsense Naval discipline. An order was an order and 
ducking under fire was a disgrace. The moment an enemy shell landed, the Admiral would be heard to bark "Don't duck, don't duck, 
what are you ducking for?", a command his men could hardly disobey in light of their C.O's 'utter contempt for danger' under fire, 
particularly during the Vimy Ridge operations. But striking the fear of God into his men sometimes led to 'alarming experiences', such 
as the occasion he departed the Battery on an errand, informing the duty officer to commence fire at the appointed hour, whether he 
had returned or not. So when indeed the Admiral had not returned, the officer in question gave the order to open fire, the Battery's 60- 
pounders exploding into action - 'a minute or two later a dishevelled figure blundered forward from the darkness. It was the Admiral 
who, having lost his way, found himself in front of the guns when they opened fire.' 

Awarded the D.S.O., Eyres was asked by the Brigadier-General commanding Corps Heavy Artillery to join his staff in the rank of 
Colonel, thinking no doubt that this would be a welcome promotion. It proved the contrary, the old sea dog contemptuously 
responding, "I have been on the staff of Admirals, I have been an Admiral myself, I have been an A.D.C. to the King and, at my time of 
life, you ask me to be on the staff of a Brigadier-General. No sir, thank you!" 

He did, however, gain further advancement on the R.N's Retired List, being appointed a Vice-Admiral in September 1918 and, in June 
1922, a full-blown Admiral. But he was never one to rest on his laurels, turning his attention to further good deeds and, in January 
1938, was awarded the O.B.E. 'for services as Member of the Special Grants Committee, Ministry of Pensions, and as a Member of the 
Surrey County Council.' 

The Admiral, who married Rose Townsend in 1889, and had three daughters, retired to Putney, London, and died in October 1949; 
sold with copied service record.

The outstanding Great War Jutland D.S.O., prisoner of war's O.B.E. group of six awarded to Captain P. Whitfield, 
Royal Navy, who commanded the destroyer H.M.S. Nomad amidst a raging storm of fire - 'Just about then the German 
1st High Seas Fleet spotted us and started a "Battle Practice" at us with 6-inch or bigger guns. Salvo after salvo shook 
us ... It was grand practise for them, but murder for us': badly wounded a taken prisoner, Whitfield added the O.B.E. 
to his accolades for his services as a P.O.W. - while his immediate senior in the 2nd Division, 13th Destroyer Flotilla, 
Bingham of the Nestor , was awarded the V.C.

D.S.O. London Gazette 5 October 1918: 'Additional awards for services in the Battle of Jutland.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'He took a prominent part in the battle of Jutland on 31 May 1916. The Nomad supported Commander Bingham with the greatest 
gallantry during the earlier phases of his attack. With the Nestor and Nicator she took part in the destroyer action. Unfortunately she 
was stopped by a shell from the enemy's battle cruisers and was thereby cruelly deprived of enjoying the honour which her sister boats 
were to share. Lieutenant-Commander Whitfield was after this responsible for the sinking of a German disabled destroyer and finally 
fired all torpedoes at the High Seas Fleet, waiting for the last moment before doing so.' 

O.B.E. London Gazette 17 October 1919: 'For services in connection with the War.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'He was Senior British Officer at Heidelberg. He prevented me from being sent to Staff Camp while I was suffering from wounds and 
waiting for an operation. He did a lot of good work for the British officers and was very persistent in his efforts to help them while I was 
at Heidelberg.' 


Paul Whitfield was born in Wimbledon, London, in July 1880 and entered the 
Royal Navy as a Cadet in July 1894. 

Advanced to Lieutenant in October 1902 and to Lieutenant-Commander in 
October 1910, he received his first command, the destroyer Tigress, in March 
1912, and was similarly employed on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, 
and quickly saw action at Dogger Bank in January of the following year. A fellow 
C.O. in the First Destroyer Flotilla at this time was Captain the Hon. Barry 
Bingham, with whom Whitfield would go on to share considerable honours at 
Jutland. In the interim, however, they shared the hazards of destroyer command 
under different circumstances, Bingham stating in Taffrail's Bad Weather: 

'To steam 20 knots with the battle-cruisers in practically all weathers was no sinecure, and, while these enormous ships were slipping 
along comfortably, the unhappy destroyers were having a bad time of it. One could only marvel at the way they jumped and dodged 
the waves of a long head sea. But every now and then you would catch a huge wave in the wrong stride, and a sheer wall of green sea 
would fall over the whole ship. When the bridge started carrying away, we thought it was time to 'submit' this fact to the Admiral, 
requesting permission to ease down a few knots. 

The Tigress, one of the destroyers in my division - in fact, my sub-divisional mate - encountered one of these enormous seas, which 
struck her fair and with sufficient force to drive the bridge rails about four feet aft on the compass and to pin her captain, Lieutenant- 
Commander Paul Whitfield, between the two. He broke two ribs and sustained some internal damage, yet nevertheless continued in 
command.' 

High praise indeed from a V.C.-winner and a good omen for the challenges that lay ahead. 
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The "Nomad" at Jutland: 'Firing her last torpedo, she sank' (from "Sea-Hounds", 
by Lieutenant Lewis R. Freeman, R.N.V.R.). 


Jutland 

Appointed to the command of another destroyer, the Nomad in the 2nd Division of the 13th Destroyer Flotilla in March 1916, 
Whitfield went into action at Jutland alongside his old friend Bingham, for the port division of that force was commanded by the 
dashing Irishman in Nestor , their team being completed by Nicator, under Lieutenant Jack Mocatta (see Dix Noonan Webb, 13 
December 2007, Lot 32): very shortly the home press would be buzzing with tales of their exploits. 

'At 4.15 the port division, led by Commander the Hon. Barry Bingham in the Nestor , swerved out of line at full speed to attack. Other 
divisions followed, until, steaming at full speeds of nearly 34 knots, as fast as they could be driven, a dozen destroyers were tearing for 
the area of "No Man's Sea" between the opposing squadrons. 

It was a chance vouchsafed to few destroyer officers, and then only once in a lifetime. They had started on the most exciting race in the 
world, a race towards the enemy, a race which had as its prizes honour and glory - possibly death. Almost as soon as our destroyers 
moved out to attack, 15 enemy destroyers, accompanied by a light-cruiser, the Regensburg , emerged from the head of the German 
battle-cruisers to deliver an attack upon our battle-cruisers. 

The British destroyers steered at full speed for a position on the enemy's bow whence to fire their torpedoes, their course gradually 
converging on that of the German flotilla. At 4.40 the Nestor, Commander Bingham, followed by the Nicator, Lieutenant Jack Mocatta, 
and the Nomad, Lieutenant-Commander Paul Whitfield, swung round to north to fire their torpedoes, and also to beat off the enemy's 
destroyer attack. These three ships were followed at intervals by the Petard, Lieutenant-Commander E. C. O. Thomson, and the 
Turbulent, Lieutenant-Commander Dudley Stuart. 

Immediately the Nestor, Nicator and Nomad turned in to attack the enemy's light-cruisers, the German flotilla turned to an 
appropriately parallel course. Almost at once the destroyer fight started at a range of about 9,000 yards. Both sides fired rapidly as the 
distance decreased, and to onlookers the opposing flotillas were only seen as lean black shapes pouring smoke from their funnels as, 
with their guns blazing, they tore at full speed through a welter of shell-splashes. At about 4.45 the Nomad was hit in the engine-room, 
the explosion killing or wounding many men ... ' 

Whitfield would later submit his own official report of the action, but in the interim one of his officers, Sub. Lieutenant David 
Wainwright, wrote home from captivity with the following description of the Nomad's fate: 

'Think of the worst peal of thunder that you have ever heard, try to imagine it going on continuously and imagine that at the same time 
you are standing in the corridor of the Royal Scot with all the windows open, passing at full speed another express going in the 
opposite direction on the next set of rails. You will then have a faint conception of what it felt like on the bridge of a destroyer in the 
van of the battle cruisers - the state of tension while waiting for the meeting of the destroyers in shell and torpedo battle was the worst 
period that I passed through because it gave imagination a chance to work. What happened when the shells struck a ship and that dull 
red glow appeared? Was everyone immediately asphyxiated, burnt or mangled? I felt very empty inside as though I hadn't had a meal 
for ages though I didn't feel hungry. My tongue was dry and I smoked a cigarette hard, hoping that with its aid an illusion of sang froid 
and devil may carishness was accepted by my neighbours at its spurious value. I I busied myself with testing voice pipes and other 
accessories to my official function, that of fire control. 
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Our signal to attack came at last and we increased to full speed to draw ahead, gradually close the enemy, and then swoop down to 
fire our torpedoes. We were going thirty-five knots, and the whole ship vibrated with the strain. Simultaneously the German destroyers 
moved out towards us and we opened fire on each other. The din was ghastly. We were going all out, the ship shivering with speed; 
our three four inch, one on the foc'sle, one aft and one amidships were all firing; the German destroyers' shells were exploding round 
us, the projectiles from the big ships whistling over-head and the perpetual thunder of their guns rolling eternally. Control of our three 
guns from the bridge became a farce, what with the din and the fact that our ever-changing course and the movement of the German 
destroyers meant that each gun's target was continually shifting. The order for "Local Control" was given and I went down to the foc'sle 
gun. I remember ceasing fire on a destroyer in the belief that she was a friend, then the smoke cleared and we saw her colours plainly 
and got at her again until she started sinking - I noticed we seemed to be listing to port. The German destroyers had retired and both 
fleets had turned about to the N.N.W. We seemed to be moving very slowly and gradually we stopped and the list to port increased. 

Looking aft I saw clouds of steam amidships and going there found the deck a shambles. A shell had struck the starboard side, entered 
the engine room and severed the main steam pipe, effectively stopping our motive power. We had fired two of our torpedoes, one was 
left in a third tube with a merry little fire on deck underneath it which we soon put out and the fourth tube was out of action. A shell 
had struck just by it and blown the man whose job it was to sit astride it clean over the side. The bilge pumps were out of action, we 
were leaking badly and two men only were alive in the engine room. 

Out of the haze on the starboard quarter an interminable line of battleships was approaching. Nomad was lying crippled in the path of 
the battle squadron of the High Seas Fleet. Among the best disciplined crew in the world a panic might have arisen but our captain was 
more than equal to the occasion. Orders were passed to prepare to be taken in tow. This involved getting most of the hands on the 
foc'sle and ranging the cables along the deck together with various wire hawsers. It kept our minds on a definite job of work and it kept 
us to the opposite end of the ship to the High Seas Fleet. There was however no hope of anyone towing us. A few minutes before, 
Nicator had lain off us and offered to do so but the skipper waved her away. Why risk a second ship? I spent a merry five minutes in the 
chart room routing out signal books, cyphers and charts and dumping them over the side. Meanwhile all boats were lowered to the 
deck level and rafts were cast loose. We still had our torpedo left, but in order to train the tube on the leading enemy ship it would 
have been necessary to turn the ship. As we couldn't do this we had perforce to wait until the target ship came into the line of sight 
instead. Just then the three leading battleships opened fire on us. We waited. No. 1 and I stood on the foc'sle. Between us and the 
enemy was a piece of painted canvas and its moral support was enormous. The first salvos passed over us. The next were short, the 
next salvo was wrong for direction. We went aft and watched the last torpedo fired but alas it missed. 

At this moment they got our range and things began to happen. As we sank lower the order "Abandon Ship" was given. The whaler and 
motor boat were miraculously unhurt and drew ahead of the sinking ship. The dinghy was splintered but looked as if it would float. I 
was sent forward and the skipper went aft to see that no-one wounded was left on deck. The stern was now under water and the whole 
hull was an inferno of smoke, steam, explosions and hail-storms of splintered metal. The skipper returned staggering and badly 
wounded but we got into the dinghy and pulled clear. She had lain alongside with nine men in her waiting uncomplainingly for the 
captain to return. Suddenly we saw two wild figures on deck. We went back and took them into the dinghy, two stokers both scalded 
and half raving in their agony. They must have been knocked out, and missed the order to abandon ship. Only the fore half of Nomad 
was afloat now but the Ensign still flew at the masthead. All this time the dinghy had been making water steadily and now she 
gracefully sank under and we swam away. One by one we were picked up by the motor boat and as I was hauled over the side I turned 
and saw Nomad take her final dive. The Germans put a few parting salvos into the middle of the survivors in the water and then 
disappeared into the N.W. leaving two torpedo boats to collect us as prisoners/ 

Advanced to Commander and awarded the Russian Order of St. Anne, 3rd Class with swords (London Gazette 5 June 1917 refers), 
Whitfield remained a prisoner in Germany and Holland until repatriated from the latter country in September 1918, following which he 
was admitted to the Prince of Wales Hospital in London. The award of his D.S.O. was announced in the following month. Having then 
returned to light duties at the end of the year, he received a final accolade by way of an O.B.E. in October 1919. 

Whitfield was placed on the Retired List in January 1923, advanced to Captain (Retd.) in July 1925 and died in January 1953.

D.S.C. London Gazette 21 September 191 7: 

Tor coolness and resource under very heavy fire, in firing with machine-guns on Turkish infantry and machine-guns, when all other 
men were employed in working the main armament of 6-inch, 12-pounder and pom-poms.' 

Gerald Alfred Feilman was appointed a Temporary Sub. Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve in November 1915, an 
appointment that he deferred at his own request until February 1916, when he joined the Insect-class gunboat H.M.S. Tarantula - quite 
possibly on account of commitments with the Mercantile Marine. Be that as it may, he quickly witnessed active service on the Tigris, 
not least in the advance on Bagdad in early 191 7, in which operations he won his D.S.C. - an excellent account of the flotilla at work 
maybe found in Tigris Gunboats by Wilfred Nunn. 

As stated by Vice-Admiral R. E. Wemyss in his despatch dated 21 March 1917, the advance on the right bank of the Tigris commenced 
in December 1916, when our troops secured Shatt al Hal, and Tarantula, under Commander H. G. Sherbrooke, R.N., thereafter played 
a crucial role in lending close artillery support to our troops ashore. Early in the new year, however, our forces were held up by 
extremely strong opposition from the Turks at Sannaiyat. The Admiral's despatch takes up the story: 

'Operations proceeded in a most satisfactory manner, and early in February our forces were in possession of the right bank as far as to 
the westward of Kut el Amara, with bridges over the Hai, large numbers of prisoners having been taken, guns captured, and heavy loss 
inflicted on the enemy. 

After intense bombardment, in which the gunboats co-operated, a successful assault of the Sannaiyat position was made on 22 
February, and a footing obtained in the Sannaiyat position. Dur ing the night of the 22nd-23rd dummy attempts were made to cross the 
river in various places above Sannaiyat, and just before daybreak of the 23rd covering parties were rowed across the Tigris near 
Shumran in pontoons, a surprise landing effected, and a bridge thrown across. 

By evening the infantry of one division had crossed, and another followed, the enemy trying ineffectually to stem the British advance 
on the Shumran peninsula. 

Meanwhile our troops were pushing forward boldly through the Sannaiyat position. 

The whole Turkish position was manifestly becoming untenable, and they commenced a general retreat, which developed later into a 
rout. 

I was present at the operations on board H.M.S. Tarantula ... and on the forenoon of 24 February I moved up river with Tarantula, 
Moth, Mantis, Butterfly and Gadfly, and arrived at Kut el Amara at 9.30 p.m., where I landed and hoisted the Union Jack. 

The town was deserted and in ruins. Early on the morning of the 25th I moved on up river and communicated with our troops near 
Shumran. 

Floating mines had been seen in the river, but were easily avoided. 

During the morning I received a message from the Army Commander asking me to co-operate in pursuing the retreating Turkish Army, 
and I pressed on up river. We were abreast of our leading Infantry at about 9.30 a.m. and in sight of the Turkish rearguard, on which 
we at once opened with rapid fire, inflicting heavy casualties. This the enemy soon returned, opening an accurate fire on us with field 
batteries, and several 5.9 howitzers from a prepared position among the sand hills in the neighbourhood of Imam Mahdi. Our troops 
were advancing, and some of our field artillery considerably relieved the situation by the rapidity with which they came into action. 

The battle continued, during the day - all ships being hit by splinters of shell - but luckily no serious damage was done. 

Lieutenant John H. Murdock, R.N.R., of H.M.S. Mantis, was somewhat severely wounded in the afternoon. 

The enemy evacuated their position during the night, and we pushed on with the Army in pursuit on the morning of 26 February. 

It soon became evident that the Turkish Army was much demoralised, and I received a message by W./T. from General Sir F. S. Maude 
during the forenoon to push on and inflict as much damage as possible. 

We proceeded at full speed in Tarantula, leading Mantis and Moth, and H.M. ships Gadfly and Butterfly following at their utmost 
speed. 

My flotilla passed the small town of Bghailah at 2 p.m. White flags were flying over the town, and later on Commander Ernest K. 
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Arbuthnot, of Gadfly hoisted the Union Jack over the town, bringing in also about 200 prisoners and some trench mortars. 

Just above Bghailah we now began to come up to numbers of Turkish stragglers on the left bank of the Tigris, and some guns partially 
submerged in the river, where they had been abandoned. We opened fire on all who did not surrender. 

The smoke of steamers had been seen ahead, and we were soon able to distinguish several steamers, including H.M.S. Firefly , which 
we had to abandon on 1st December 1915, when her boiler was disabled by a shell during the retreat from Ctesiphon and we were 
surrounded by the Turkish Army. 

We shortly afterwards got into gun range of the small shipping and opened a heavy fire, particularly on Firefly and the armed enemy 
ship Pioneer , who both replied. The Firefly made some good shooting at us with her 4-inch gun. 

The Turks retreating on the left bank were becoming more numerous; they now had our cavalry division in pursuit of them on their 
right flank and the gunboats on their left. 

The enemy were firing at us from three directions, and on approaching Nahr Kellak bend I observed a large body of enemy on the left 
bank at the head of the loop in the river, and gave orders for all guns to be fired on them. 

They proved to be a strong rearguard, and opened on us with field and machine-guns and heavy rifle fire. At this close range there were 
casualties in all ships, who were all hit many times, but our guns must have caused immense damage to the enemy, as we were at one 
time firing 6-inch guns into them at about 400 to 500 yards. 

Besides the Turkish Artillery there were a large number of enemy with rifles and machine-guns behind the bend at a range of about 100 
yards from the ships. 

In the act of turning round the bend shot came from all directions, and casualties of Moth , which came last in the line, were 
particularly severe. 

There were casualties in all three ships, Moth , which was magnificently handled by Lieutenant-Commander Charles H. A. Cartwright, 
who was himself wounded, had three officers wounded - all severely - out of four, and two men killed and eighteen wounded, which is 
about 50 per cent, of her complement. 

She was hit eight times by shell - one from ahead hit the fore side of stoke hold casing, burst, and pierced the port boiler, both front and 
back, but luckily missed the boiler tubes. The after compartment was holed below the water line, and the upper deck and funnels of all 
ships riddled with bullets. 

The quartermaster and pilot in the conning tower of H.M.S. Mantis were killed, but the prompt action of her Captain saved her from 
running ashore. I consider that the excellent spirit of the men and skilful handling of the ships by their Captains in a difficult and 
unknown shallow river were most praiseworthy. 

We thus passed the enemy rearguard, and large numbers of the retreating Turkish Army were on our starboard beam. I opened rapid 
fire from all guns that would hear (this included heavy and light guns, pom-poms, maxims, and rifles), and at this short range we did 
enormous execution, the enemy being too demoralised to reply, except in a very few cases. 

We were also able to shoot down some of their gun teams, which they deserted, and several guns thus fell into the hands of our forces 
when going over this ground. 

The vessels ahead were now in easy range, and several small craft stopped and surrendered, including the armed tug Sumana, which 
we had left at Kut during the siege, and had been captured at the fall of that place. 

About 5.20 p.m. the large Turkish steamer Basra stopped and surrendered when brought to by a shell from H.M.S. Tarantula , which 
had, I was afterwards informed, killed and wounded some German machine-gunners. The Firefly kept up a heavy fire from her 4-inch 
gun, but our reply began to tell on her, and having been hit several times she ran into the bank and fell into our hands about 6.1 5 p.m. 
in the north-west part of the Zaljah reach, to westward of Umm al Tubul. 

The Pioneer having been badly hit by Mantis , was in flames near her, and some barges laden with munitions in the vicinity. 

The Turks had endeavoured to set fire to the Firefly's magazine, but we were able to put it out and took possession of her at once, and I 
put a prize crew on board and hoisted the White Ensign. 

Darkness now came on, and I considered it inadvisable to go on further, as we were far ahead of our troops. 

I placed Lieutenant John P. Bradley, R.N.R., of H.M.S. Proserpine , in temporary command of H.M.S. Firefly , with a small crew, and we 
moved out of the way of the burning Pioneer, anchored for the night, and buried our men who had been killed. 

We remained in the vicinity the following day, and I sent the Moth back to Basra for repairs, and the prizes down river. The advance of 
our Army continued, and we reached Aziziyah on 1 March. Here the Turks had abandoned more guns and again retreated. I was 
joined here by H.M.S. Waterfly. 

The pursuit was continued on 5 March, and our cavalry again engaged the enemy rearguard near Lajj, but we were unable to 
distinguish anything owing to a dense sandstorm. 

We arrived at Ctesiphon on the 6th, finding the strong position there deserted, and next day arrived in gun-range of the enemy position 
on the north bank of the Dialah River, which joins the Tigris on the left bank about eight miles below Baghdad. 

In attacking this position we again came under heavy fire from the Turkish guns, to which we briskly replied. During the night of the 
10th-11 th the enemy evacuated the position, as some of our troops had crossed the Dialah, and others were carrying out a wide 
flanking movement on the right bank to the south-west and west of Baghdad. 

An attempt had also been made to send two motor lighters full of troops to land them on the left bank above the Dialah on the night of 
10 March. One of them, however, grounded in the shallow river in gun range of the enemy. I sent H.M. Ships Tarantula and Snakefly to 
assist, and Tarantula rendered valuable assistance by extricating the motor lighter from her dangerous position before daylight. 

The Baghdad railway was seized early on the 11 March/ 

Initially mentioned in Lieutenant-General Maude's despatch dated 10 April 1917, Feilman was advanced to the temporary rank of 
Lieutenant in August 191 7 and received a further "mention" ( London Gazette 21 September 191 7 refers), in addition to the D.S.C. 

He was finally demobilised in August 1919, having served in Tarantula on the China Station in the previous year, but was recalled on 
the renewal of hostilities and served as a Lieutenant-Commander in the Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer Reserve.

In recognition of their services during Naval operations carried out in conjunction with Military operations in Palestine from October 
to December 191 7/ 
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Melvill Willis Ward was born in Woolwich in May 1885, the second son of the 1st Baronet, Colonel Sir Edward Ward, G.B.E., K.C.B., 
K.C.V.O., a noted Army reformer, and entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in January 1900. Having then attended navigation, pilotage, 
torpedo and gunnery courses, he was advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in July 1904 and joined the royal yacht Victoria & Albert in February 
1906. This latter appointment was short lived, however, Ward being found guilty of leaving the deck for over an hour when Officer of 
the Watch when the Queen was on board'. His resignation was duly accepted by Their Lordships that October, although a small 
consolation prize appears to have been issued him in the form of the Norwegian Coronation Medal in the same year. 

Having then reverted to the Emergency List in the rank of Lieutenant, Ward was recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 
and was appointed to the R.N. College, Keyham. But in June 1915 he returned to sea, when he joined H.M.S. Raglan, a recently 
launched Abercrombie-class monitor, armed with two 14-inch and two 6-inch guns, and a brace of 12-pounders - she was later 
equipped with a Short Seaplane, most notably at the time of offering assistance in the Palestine operations. As it transpired, Ward 
remained similarly employed right up until her loss in January 1918, a period that witnessed extensive service in the Dardanelles, 
where her guns 'inflicted heavy loss on the enemy' at the evacuation of Gallipoli in January 1916. 

Palestine 1917 

More importantly, however, the Raglan went on to participate in many bombardments in support of the military operations in Palestine, 
most notably in the period of Allenby's offensive in late 1917, when her targets included bridges, railways and enemy ammunition 
dumps. 

In October 191 7, Allenby had requested that the Naval forces stationed off the coast of Palestine should undertake a bombardment of 
the coastal area and make feint landings to the north of Gaza so as to draw attention from his planned assault on Beersheba. 
Accordingly, on 30 October, the monitors M. 31 and M. 32 opened fire from positions that had earlier been swept clear of mines by 
the inshore Squadron of Minesweeper Drifters. Further bombardments by Raglan and Grafton took place to the north off the mouth of 
the Hesi, and the Railway Station and Bridge at Deir Sineid were shelled. 

The attack by General Allenby on Beersheba on 31 October was successful and the diversion off Gaza was continued in order that 
Turkish troops should not be transferred to Beersheba. On the following day, the first simulated landings took place, the beach area 
having been swept by the Drifter Flotilla who were also responsible for marking the landing areas and laying nets to indicate the areas 
that stores were to be landed. Owing to the strength of the inshore current the nets were frequently dragged out of position 
necessitating them being weighted and relayed - the drifter Five was one of three engaged in towing nets around the Raglan, the French 
cruiser Requin and the seaplane carriers, this duty being carried out night and day during the whole of the operations. 

On 7 November 1917 the Army signalled that the Turks were evacuating Gaza and asked that the coastal bombardments now be 
concentrated on railway lines and bridges. This request necessitated firing over the heads of the British troops as they advanced inland 
from the coastal area until out of the range of Naval gun support. The Turks were completely deceived by the simulated landings and 
the Naval contribution to the overall military success was much praised by General Allenby. 

Ward was recommended for the D.S.C. (T.N.A. ADM 171/81 refers), an award that would not actually be announced in the London 
Gazette until February 1919. 

Loss of the "Raglan " 

Meanwhile, on the morning of 1 January 1918, the Raglan, in company with the monitor M. 28, was lying in Kusu Bay off the island of 
Imbros, when both ships were attacked by the Turkish battlecruiser Yavuz and light cruiser Midilli (formerly the German Goeben and 
Breslau ) making a sortie from the security of the Dardanelles. After a very brief action both British ships were sunk, the Raglan early on 
having her range-finding gear smashed, in addition to sustaining serious damage in her engine room. Her casualties were high, 
amounting to three officers and 119 ratings killed, while the M. 28 lost three officers and eight ratings killed. The two Turkish ships then 
made towards Mudros but whilst under attack from allied aircraft the Midilli struck a mine and sank. Aborting the mission, the Yavuz 
made towards the Dardanelles only to strike another mine. Listing badly she managed to limp back, running aground at Magara on the 
S.W. point of the Sea of Marmora. 

For his part in this action, Ward was mentioned in despatches for his command of one of the Raglan's 14-inch guns ( London Gazette 
14 September 1918 and his service record refer), in addition to being cleared at the subsequent Court Martial for issuing the order to 
abandon ship, which he did to 'avoid useless further loss of life'. His last wartime appointment was aboard the cruiser Arrogant and he 
reverted to the Emergency List in early 1919. 

The latter years 

Recalled again on the renewal of hostilities, and having succeeded to his family's Baronetcy in 1930, Sir Melvill served at the training 
establishment Impregnable from September 1939 to March 1944, when he was appointed an Assistant R.N.O. at Teignmouth, in which 
capacity he would also serve at Dartmouth and Torquay prior to being placed back on the Emergency List in December 1944. He was 
advanced to Commander in May 1946. 

Having settled at Southport in Connecticut, U.S.A., where his favoured recreation was 'racing', Ward died in September 1973.

Cedric William Clarke was born at Northallerton, Yorkshire, in December 1889, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 
February 1906. A Leading Seaman in battleship H.M.S. Prince George by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he remained 
similarly employed until March 1916, in which period he was advanced to Petty Officer and witnessed action in the Dardanelles. 

Having then returned to a shore appointment back in the U.K., Clarke served in another battleship, th e Albion, in January-June 1917, in 
which latter month he was commissioned as a Gunner, R.N. And it was in this latter rank that he joined the cruiser H.M.S. Kent in May 
1918, the commencement of his Siberian sojourn. 

Ordered to Vladivoscock in January 1919, to relieve her consort Suffolk, Kent was approached for volunteers to man an oil-driven tug 
and a barge in support of operations on the River Kama in Siberia, and Clarke was among the chosen handful of naval personnel to 
support a larger force of Marines, the whole under the command of Captain T. H. Jameson, R.M.L.I. 

Kama River Flotilla 

The oil-driven tug was duly renamed Kent and the barge Suffolk, the former being armed with four 12-pounders and manned by a 
volunteer crew of 24, and the latter with a 6-inch gun and a crew of nine, of which Clarke was placed in command. Joining their new 
"ships" at Perm in late April 1919, where they came under the overall command of Admiral Smirnoff, C.M.G., C.O. of the Kama River 
Flotilla, the Marines and Bluejackets were quickly in action as part of the Third Division of the Flotilla, under Captain Fierdoroff, in 
May-June, engaging enemy gunboats and carrying out valuable shore bombardments - a story vividly recalled in Captain Jameson's 
Expedition to Siberia 1919, a copy of which is included by way of a reprint issued by the Royal Marines Historical Society. 

Indeed it is clear from Jameson's account of the expedition that Clarke's command, the Suffolk, was regularly in action, more so than 
the Kent, not least in the closing days of the Third Divisions part in the campaign in late June - on the 26th Suffolk engaged the enemy 
in Veltanka district, and again the next day at the village of Stralka, where she routed large numbers of the "Bolos" at close range - in 
all she fired 256 rounds and, having expended her ammunition, was recalled to Perm, arriving at Motavaileka Works on the 28th. 

The Marines and bluejackets were now ordered to dismantle their "ships" and load the resultant 225 tons of material on to railway 
trucks, a task made yet harder by the threat that Perm would fall shortly to the "Bolos" - in fact confusion reigned everywhere and the 
local railway station was overflowing with refugees. Commandeering a locomotive from the repair shop - much to the annoyance of 
the Russians - Captain Jameson and his men eventually chugged out of Perm Station in the early morning of 29 June, a total of 37 of all 
ranks being crammed into a brace of two wooden trucks. And it would be 52 days - via Omsk and many adventures - that the 
exhausted party finally reached Vladivostock on 8 August, when they were taken on board the Carlisle : transferring at Shanghai to the 
Colombo, they finally reached England on 10 November 1919. 

Jameson was awarded the D.S.O., Clarke and his opposite number in the Kent D.S.Cs, and eight Petty Officer and ratings the Naval M. 
S.M., in addition to a single D.S.M. 

The latter years 

Remaining active between the Wars, Clarke was appointed Commissioned Gunner in December 1926, while serving in the Hood, and 
to Lieutenant in November 1937, while serving in the Royal Sovereign. Next removing to the Devonport establishment Drake in April 
1938, where he was still serving on the renewal of hostilities in the following year, he later removed to Malagas, the Fleet Air Arm 
station in South Africa, and was placed on the Retired List as a Lieutenant-Commander in 1946. He died in January 1951; sold with 
copied service record.

The Kronstadt Raid - from "Baltic Episode" 


D.S.C. London Gazette 11 November 1919: 

Tor distinguished services in H.M. Coastal Motor Boat No. 7 in the attack on Kronstadt Harbour on 18 August 1919. This boat piloted 
two other boats into the harbour through the forts, under a very heavy fire, and then patrolled the mouth of the harbour to cover their 
withdrawal.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'A volunteer in C.M.B. No. 7 in the attack on Kronstadt Harbour on the morning of 18 August 1919, which passed through the forts 
under heavy fire, piloting two boats to the entrance to Kronstadt harbour, and afterwards fired a tropedo at the vessels in the Military 
harbour.' 

Richard Nigel Onslow Marshall was born at Newent, Gloucestershire, in August 1899, and was appointed a Midshipman in the Royal 
Naval Reserve in August 1915. Joining the armed merchant cruiser Almanzora in the following month, he remained similarly employed 
until removing to the battleship Queen Elizabeth in December 1916, in which latter capacity he served until transferring to Coastal 
Motor Boats (C.M.Bs) in May 1918. 

Recruitment for secret operations 

Subsequently ordered to the C.M.B. base on Osea Island in the estuary of the River Blackwater in Essex, Marshall was recruited by 
Lieutenant Augustus Agar, R.N., for clandestine operations in the Baltic, a daring initiative best summarised by Captain Kenneth 
Langmead, D.S.C., in The Blind Eye: 

'It had been suggested that a small naval team headed by Lieutenant Agar should travel clandestinely to the Baltic, take with them two 
C.M.Bs and, making use of the boats 1 advantage of amazing speed, attempt to ferry newly recruited couriers to and from Petrograd 
using a neutral base, preferably in the Gulf of Finland. 
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In the event of a grave emergency they were to go in and try to rescue ST 25 himself. This assignment required that the Lieutenant with 
his men should be transferred to the Secret Service (Agar was to be allocated the code number ST 35) and officially the Government 
would know nothing about them. The team was to work under the guise of agents for a boat building concern: the boats, ostensibly 
pleasure-craft, were to be passed off as samples. There was a lot more to the scheme than has been outlined here, but the foregoing 
was the gist of it. Agar's emotions were at once a nice balance between pride at being considered suitable for the job and excitement at 
the prospects for the future: he accepted the appointment unconditionally and, having been given two days in which to prepare, he 
returned to Osea Island to collect his men and the boats. 

So far as the personnel were concerned, he invited Sub. Lieutenant Sindall, Midshipmen Hampsheir and Marshall, and two mechanics, 
Beeley and Piper, to join him, all of whom proved to be keen volunteers for unspecified special service abroad - as for the boats, Agar 
selected Nos. 4 and 7. Forty-eight hours later Agar paid a return visit to 'C' and explained his preliminary plans. By this time he had 
been given the code numbers of two British secret agents operating in Finland (ST 30 and ST 31) and Agar now stated that he intended 
to despatch the C.M.Bs - suitably disguised - by steamer to Abo in Finland: their transit would be handled by Sindall and the two 
mechanics. He himself had decided to proceed separately from Hull to Abo, taking Hampsheir and Marshall with him. On arrival in 
Finland he would arrange to contact the two British agents and make future plans when he had ensured their assistance and obtained 
their advice. 'C' was well satisfied with the scheme and, having given strict instructions that Agar was on no account to make his 
presence or purpose known to anyone serving in the British Baltic Squadron - except the Admiral - the Lieutenant was dismissed to 
complete his final plans and, inevitably, to make history. 

Agar's initial arrangements worked admirably. The Lieutenant travelled north with the Midshipmen, wearing plain clothes - it was the 
first time Agar had been out of uniform for five years - and at Hull they all boarded a Swedish steamer which took them to Abo where 
they were met by ST 30 and ST 31. Meanwhile the two C.M.Bs, painted white and looking incredibly innocent, had been delivered 
secretly at the West India Docks. Sindall and the two mechanics accepted delivery and accompanied them to Abo, arriving some days 
after Agar and his companions had landed to start their opening round of talks. The leader of the naval party was now faced by three 
major problems. First, the choice of a suitable base from which to conduct operations; second, the provision of the necessary couriers; 
and, third, the conveyance of the boats to the chosen base. A number of protracted conferences with ST 30 and ST 31 decided Agar to 
use Terrioki in Finland as his headquarters. It lay on the north coast of the Gulf, fifteen miles from the Russian frontier, and in theory 
was ideally placed. The British agents were able to produce a number of intrepid couriers, and Rear-Admiral Walter Cowan, to whom 
Agar now appealed, ordered a destroyer to tow the two C.M.Bs from Abo to Biorko Sound near Terrioki - a distance of about 300 miles. 
The Lieutenant was also granted a second concession, namely the supply of two torpedoes which were to be issued to him by a British 
oiler he would meet at Biorko while on passage to his newly chosen base/

Arrest and early operations 

The arrival of Agar and his team at Terrioki in mid-June 1919 was not without incident, the local Commandant, a former Russian army 
officer, proving a hard nut to crack in terms of friendly Anglo-Finnish relations - so much so that the unfortunate Marshall was arrested 
the day of the team's arrival. Harry Ferguson's definitive history, Operation Kronstadt , takes up the story: 

'The next morning, Friday 13 June, Gus [Agar] and Broadbent were due to see the Finnish Commandant. But before that meeting had 
even happened there was trouble. Marshall and Beeley had been sent down to the harbour to check on the boat and they had only 
been gone about twenty minutes when Beeley came running back to the villa. Whilst Beeley was on C.M.B. 7, Marshall had been on 
shore checking out the yacht club to see if they could store any of their gear there. As he was scouting around, he was challenged by 
some of the Finnish sentries. The guard had obviously changed since the previous night and the new shift was in no mood for 
argument. Marshall clearly wasn't Russian, but he was in civilian dress and didn't speak any Finnish either so, despite his loud 
protestations that he was a British naval officer, he was immediately placed under arrest and marched at bayonet point along the main 
street of the village to the fort. Beeley hid out on the boat until the sentries and their prisoner were gone and had then run for help. 
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That was enough for Gus. Together with Sindall and Beeley he marched straight down to the boat and collected their uniforms and side 
arms. He also told Sindall to raise the White Ensign at the rear of C.M.B. 7. The 'uniforms' they had brought with them didn't amount to 
much - sea jackets and a uniform cap - but they would have to do. Cumming might have insisted that they must only be used in an 
emergency, but as far as Gus was concerned that emergency was now.' 

Luckily, as it transpired, Agar was able to persuade the local Commandant of the true nature of his team's mission, thereby quickly 
dispelling any further suspicion and gaining Marshall's release. And as a founder-member of the unit, his young Midshipman was 
subsequently present in more than his fair share of operations, smuggling agents and the like across the water and, according to 
Ferguson's Operation Kronstadt, was the 'best shot with a Lewis gun on the Flotilla': small wonder then that Agar sometimes took him 
as a crew member, though when the former won his V.C. for the sinking of the Russian cruiser Oleg on the night of 16-17 June 1919, 
Marshall had to be content with observing the night action from atop the Russian Orthodox Church at Terrioki, along with his good 
friend, Sub. Lieutenant Edgar "Sinbad" Sindall, R.N.R. 

A few weeks later, at the end of July, "Sinbad" and Marshall were despatched in C.M.B. No. 7 to provide cover to any downed aircraft 
from a bombing raid on Kronstadt led by Major David Donald, R.A.F. In the event the gallant airmen required no assistance, but C.M.B. 
No. 7 got into a close-run engagement with a Soviet patrol vessel. Operation Kronstadt takes up the story once more: 

'C.M.B. 7 immediately swung into the attack, making a line straight for the distant Soviet vessel. Although Sindall was still two miles 
away the sea forts had clearly been warned by the lookouts in the lighthouse because two of them opened fire with their massive naval 
guns. The shots were well wide but, even so, Sindall began steering a zigzag course to throw off their aim, all the while closing on his 
target. Either the Soviet patrol boat could not see C.M.B. 7 or she was trying to lure C.M.B. 7 in because she did not turn and run. She 
held steady to her course in front of the line of the forts. Sindall closed to nine hundred yards, ignoring the shellfire directed at him, and 
then Gus [Agar] saw the tell-tale swerve which showed that C.M.B. 7 had released its torpedo. Almost immediately Ed Sindall realised 
that the torpedo was going to miss. The Soviet patrol boat accelerated and changed course towards him. But rather than run "Sinbad" 
headed straight for them. The patrol boat opened fire with a small-bore deck gun and a shot landed just yards away from C.M.B. 7's 
port bow. Sindall came on, giving the wheel just a slight nudge to throw off the Soviet gunner's aim. The two boats were now so close 
that the sea forts ceased fire for fear of hitting their own men. At 400 yards' range Sindall put the wheel hard over and as C.M.B. 7 
disappeared behind a wall of spray Richard Marshall let fly with both Lewis guns. Osea's marksman had the satisfaction of seeing his 
tracer stream into the Soviet boat, killing or wounding the gun crew. Sindall brought C.M.B. 7 around in a full circle to give Marshall 
another shot, but the Bolshevik captain had seen enough. He turned and ran for the line of the forts. Sindall chased him for half a mile, 
but although Marshall kept firing he failed to hit anything vital and the speed of the Soviet boat did not decrease. Finally, the sea forts 
opened fire again and, mindful of Gus's orders, Ed Sindall broke of the attack. Together with C.M.B. 4 they turned from home.' 

Kronstadt and beyond 

Events at Kronstadt on the night of 18-19 August 1919 need little explantion here, well-recorded as they are in Agar's Baltic Episode 
and, more recently, in Harry Ferguson's Operation Kronstadt, but for the records sake Marshall accompanied Agar in C.M.B. No. 7, 
together with "Sinbad" Sindall and motor mechanic Beeley, and a smuggler-pilot. Having piloted two C.M.Bs to the main entrance to 
the harbour, Agar released a torpedo into the smaller military harbour, as a result of which there was a tremendous explosion, Marshall 
meanwhile spraying the "Bolos" with his twin-Lewis for good measure. This part of her task completed, C.M.B. No. 7 withdrew to the 
main entrance to Kronstadt harbour to act as a type of 'gatekeeper'. 

The morning following the raid, the Soviets bombed Terrioki, but it was a token raid that caused no damage to the C.M.Bs, 
Nonetheless, Marshall asked for permission to set up the two Lewis guns from the much damaged C.M.B. No. 4 on the roof of the 
Terrioki Yacht Club. 

Two V.Cs were won in the raid, namely those awarded to Commander C. C. Dobson, R.N., and Lieutenant G. C. Steele, R.N., while 
the remaining honours comprised six D.S.Os, eight D.S.Cs and 15 D.S.Ms, one of the D.S.Cs, of course, going to Marshall. 

Far less known, however, are the dozen or so trips made by Agar and the likes of Marshall on agent courier trips to Kronstadt, both 
before and after the famous raid, the last of which nearly ended in disaster. Agar takes up the story in his autobiography, Footsteps in 
the Sea: 

'It was to be our last trip and curiously enough our thirteenth (my lucky number!). Gefter begged to come with me as he said he knew 
the exact spot where to look for the boat. Marshall and Beeley volunteered without hesitation. We had also a contrabandist. Quite a 
party! The weather favoured us; it was calm, with some cloud. Several searchlights were sweeping the sky and a powerful one from the 
large fort on the northern end of Kronstadt was trained on to water level, parallel to the chain of forts, sweeping ominously to and fro. 
We had to cross its beam, but I thought we could slip through by cracking on full speed when the time arrived. As usual, we started off 
from the Yacht Club shortly after one o'clock. A nasty swell from the south west caused the boat to bump unpleasantly as we skimmed 
the water. Little did we know it at the time but this swell later proved a " life-saver" for us. We made for the gap between Nos. 8 and I. 
Searchlights are most deceiving when seen from the water. I knew this well from my experience in the destroyer Ruby and torpedo boat 
No. 23. From the boat end it looks often as if one is in the beam, which is seldom the case. Only when the light is focused on the 
object can it be seen, and then only momentarily, if the light is sweeping. To the remainder of the crew, however, it was most alarming 
and for the contrabandist simply terrifying. Cool and tough, as always, Gefter alone seemed unmoved. As we approached the forts the 
effect became worse. I put up a piece of smoked glass which I kept handy to shade my eyes. This helped a little. Soon two more lights 
were trained on us from dead ahead. By now the boat was going very fast indeed, as I increased almost to full speed to dodge the first 
beam and steered by my compass for what I thought to be the line of forts, but was actually the Island of Kronstadt. I decided then to 
turn back towards Terrioki as we were being fired upon quite heavily and the chances of getting through seemed to me very small. 
Anything to shake off those beams of light. I twisted the boat, zig-zagging, but somehow they held us and, if one light went off, another 
would come on. We did not seem to be getting any farther away from them. I realised then that I had lost my direction and could no 
longer rely on the compass, nor could I see any stars overhead which would give me an idea where we were going. It was a dreadful 
predicament and I knew it. To reduce speed would make certain of getting hit by shells from one of the forts, so we had to keep on like 
a hare fixed in the headlights of a motor car. A thought flashed through my mind (they do on occasions like this), how amusing it must 
be for the Control Officer in the forts! I had a suspicion that one of the rudder ropes must have parted, for the wheel failed to make 
much impression on the rudder. We seemed to be turning in circles, which became larger as we went on at speed in what appeared to 
be full daylight, as the searchlights lit up the water. This later proved to be correct, for in that short time our boat, travelling at sixty 
miles an hour, must have described first a complete circle and afterwards a large semi-circle arc of three miles towards the northern 
end of Kronstadt Island. Suddenly there was a terrific bump followed by a bang, and we were flung down to the bottom of the boat. It 
was as if we had suddenly run into a brick wall at the speed we were travelling, only I suppose in our case the water took part of the 
shock. Most of us were temporarily knocked out or stunned as if we had been in a railway train and come suddenly to a full stop when 
travelling at sixty miles an hour. Obviously we had fetched up against something-but what? 

The sudden change from the roar of the engine to complete silence seemed uncanny. One by one we picked ourselves up from the 
bottom of the boat. Marshall was, I think, the first to come to life. Beeley was lying spread-eagled over the engines. I thought he was 
dead until I heard him say, "I'll get her going again, sir." The searchlights for some reason or other were switched off. The one that 
remained was operated from a large fortress so close to the right of us, that the beam swept over our heads as it described its 
mechanical sweep of the water backwards and forwards. Marshall handed round a tot of rum which revived us, after which we were 
able to take stock of our surroundings. We had in fact run on to a rock breakwater between Fort No. 5 and the northern end of 
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Kronstadt Island. The large island battery which we knew as Fort No. 4 lay between us and Terrioki village, some fifteen miles away. 
Tolboukin Lighthouse could be seen to the south west from which a strong swell was running. How the thin shell of the boat survived 
the impact passes my comprehension. She was, however, making water and badly holed. Everyone in the boat, except the 
contrabandist, was wonderfully calm and collected. Fifteen miles of water separated us from the safety of the Finnish shore, but there 
were two forts between us and that shore. Our situation was desperate, and I felt keenly that the blame rested solely on myself. Only a 
miracle could save us, and I prayed hard for it. It was midnight and in three hours would come first light and dawn. I spoke first to 
Gefter and apologised to him for my mistake in direction. Here, however, we were close by Kronstadt Island itself. He had papers, 
money, and could swim. It was not far. "Take your chance now," I advised, "and get away while you can." "What do you yourself do?" 
he replied. "Stay here and get the boat to Finland," I said, knowing the chances were a million to one against. Without hesitation he put 

his hand in mine and said, "Then I stay here with you." Instinctively, we started to get active. 

The relief of action seemed to deaden all thoughts of the horrible fate awaiting us at daylight when the nearby Fort would discover our 
presence. The searchlight overhead was still sweeping the water but we were below its beam. Marshall plugged the large hole in the 
side of the boat with leather clothing and made a good job of it. We got our boat hooks END out and managed, by pushing and poling 
together, to clear the boat from the sunken breakwater. Eventually, she floated off, though leaking badly. We made the contrabandist 
bale for his life with empty petrol tins from which Beeley cut away the tops. When Marshall began using his sea boots for baling we 
could not help laughing. Stripping off what canvas we could cut away, we made a make-shift sail hoisted to a couple of the long boat 
hooks lashed together. For a rudder we tied two or three empty petrol tins together at the end of a rope which Gefter cleverly used as a 
sea anchor. By this method we were able to steer sufficiently to give the boat the right direction by keeping her stern on to wind and 
sea. The south-westerly morning breeze, coupled with the swell and our very light draught, gave the boat quite a surprising turn of 

steerage way. Slowly we progressed, without any means of propulsion except nature, close across the walls of the fort towards the 

Finnish coast. 


By this time the searchlight overhead had also been switched off. It was incredible, and we could not believe our luck. Steadily we 
drifted and sailed to the north east, aided by some miracle of a current which set us towards the direction of Terrioki. Our speed must 
have been no more than a bare two knots or less made up by a knot of swell, half a knot of current and half a knot from the makeshift 
sail, but sufficient to get us out of the danger area by dawn. The breeze from the south meanwhile increased. We worked like beavers, 
baling the water out, Gefter attending to the steerage rope, which was his idea. All eyes turned on the forts which, as we made progress 
through the water, slowly receded. By dawn we must have been over six miles away, and out of range of their batteries, but we were 
still only half-way to the Finnish coast and exhausted. Two small fishing boats now appeared. They came from the direction of the forts 
and we were ready for them. Persuaded by our machine guns, they gave us their sails and a mast which we stepped in the cockpit of 
our boat. Progress now became faster and always towards Terrioki. By noon we reached the Yacht Club breakwater and had, unaided 
by any " Power" except from one above, brought our 40 foot C.M.B., with five souls in her, sixteen miles across the Gulf of Finland with 
two large holes in her bottom in just under twelve hours. Our lives were spared.' 

Marshall was demobilised in January 1920. 


1939-45 


Recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Marshall was appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve 
and served in the Edinburgh Castle from April 1940. Later still, he was posted to St. Angelo, Malta, where he was advanced to the 
temporary rank of Lieutenant-Commander in February 1943. 
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A fine Second World War Arctic convoys D.S.C. group of eight awarded to Commander P. G. Satow, Royal Navy, who 
survived the loss of the destroyer Wild Swan and was also twice mentioned in despatches, once for gallantry in "The 
Battle of Barents Sea", the famous action in which the destroyers Orwell and Onslow repelled the mighty Hipper - a 
V.C. action and classic 'David and Goliath' contest that caused an enraged Hitler to order the scrapping of his High 
Seas Fleet 

Distinguished Service Cross, G.VI.R., the reverse officially dated '1944' and privately engraved 'Patrick Satow, Royal 
Navy'; 1939-45 Star; Atlantic Star; Africa Star; Burma Star; War Medal 1939-45, M.I.D. oak leaf; Korea 1950-53 (Lt. Cdr. P. 
G. Satow, D.S.C., R.N.); U.N. Korea 1950-54, good very fine or better (8) £3000-3500 

D.S.C. London Gazette 1 January 1944. 

Patrick Graham Satow, who joined the Royal Navy as a Cadet in May 1937, was appointed a Sub. Lieutenant (and Navigating Officer) 
in the destroyer H.M.S. Wild Swan on 19 December 1939, the very same day that her crew fell in on the jetty at Portsmouth to greet the 
King as he made a visit to the dockyard. From that date until the Wild Swan's loss to enemy aircraft in June 1942, her active wartime 
commission is vividly recounted by Peter C. Smith's in his history of the ship, a history in which Satow is often quoted at length. 

Employed on 10 May 1940 to take demolition parties to the Hook of Holland, Wild Swan remained there until the 13th, when she 
returned to Dover. During that time she engaged enemy batteries, parachute troops and carrier borne troops landing on the beaches, 
and sustained damage from a near miss which reduced her speed to 15 knots, and necessitated her return to dock for repairs. But she 
was quickly back at sea, and from the 21st to 25th was employed in escorting ships and evacuating refugees and troops at Dunkirk, 
Calais and Boulogne. At the latter port she assisted on the 23 May in the final evacuation in the face of heavy air attack and fire from 
shore batteries, one of her own guns destroying an enemy tank which was 'roaring down a side street towards the quay'. Gunnery skills 
aside, Wild Swan's survival was also down to the navigation of Satow, Signalman W. K. Harrison recalling in Peter C. Smith's ship 
history: 

'One man who gained the respect of the people on our bridge was Sub. Lieutenant Satow, our Navigation Officer. On the backward 
and forward runs, bringing shiploads of soldiers back, we always seemed to pass close to a particular floating mine. On the way out it 
would be to starboard and on the way back it would be on the port side. We did not worry during the daylight hours as the lookouts 
would always spot it in good time, but at night there was some concern that they would not see it and would fail to warn us in time to 
prevent us hitting it. We always seemed to pass four or five feet from it. The Captain would be sitting on his stool on the bridge in front 
of the binnacle with his duffle-coat on and he would say, "Satow, we are coming up near that damned mine, are we not?" And Satow 
would reply, "It's all right, sir." Sure enough the lookouts would shout out, "mine on the port bow", and we would watch it glide by at 
the usual distance. Why we never gave it a wider berth I'll never know. Satow was, however, recognised as a very excellent navigator, 
even though the mine at night always gave the people on the bridge many secret worries.' 

Another witness to Satow's exceptional qualities as Navigating Officer, as Wild Swan subsequently embarked upon convoy escort 
work, was Surgeon Lieutenant F. H. D. Hutter: 

'I also met Pat Satow, in those days a Sub. Lieutenant. He was the navigator. In the worst weather imaginable, no sun and no star sights 
possible, he always seemed spot-on. To me it seemed absolute magic. He was always cheerful and the ship's tensions seemed to 
bounce off him. Of all the ship's officers, I can see him now cheering the wardroom up simply by his presence' (Smith's Wild Swan 
refers). 

Loss of the "Wild Swan" 

On 17 June 1942, however, Satow's cheerful nature was sorely tested, for, while sailing in support of convoy H.G. 84, Wild Swan was 
sunk by Ju. 88s in a ferocious action in the Western Approaches - but not before she accounted for six enemy aircraft, an achievement 
that would propel her into the front pages of the home press. Satow's account of the action is recounted in Smith's history: 

'Within a minute or two, of course, we were at full action stations and then the twelve Huns slowly dropped out from the cloud base. 
As they crossed ahead of us we opened up with our two foremost 4.7s. The first few rounds burst remarkably close, and at least two of 
the raiders appeared to be hit, and climbed back into the clouds. A minute or two later these two dropped out of the clouds again 
steering wildly. We held our breath as they collided head-on, each doing about 300 m.p.h. One caught fire and dived vertically on to a 
Spanish trawler. The whole lot blew up and a shower of pieces went flying through the air. The other dived headlong into the sea, quite 
close to the burning wreckage of his opposite number. He released his bombs about a hundred feet up - too late - they fell only a few 
yards away, and he was also blown to pieces. During the early part of this fierce engagement, Wild Swan was steaming at nearly 25 
knots, and altering course continuously to try and avoid the bombs which were falling alarmingly close. She had no time to go and 
look for German airmen in the sea who might have escaped ... 
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"Wild Swan" accounts for six enemy aircraft prior to her loss 


... About this time Wild Swan experienced a very near miss which severely shook her entire hull, and caused extensive damage. As she 
lost speed, the rudder also jammed and the crippled destroyer was out of control. Her speed through the water had dropped to only 
walking pace, when the Wild Swan collided with a trawler which became impaled on her bows. The ship soon stopped, and the 
Spanish crew were hauled aboard ... 

... The sixth bomber caught us. He dived down out of the sun at an angle of 50 degrees and, although the starboard pom-pom and 
Lewis gunner fired through his wings, five bombs hit the water 15 feet from the ship's side and went off immediately under the keel. All 
the guns were firing individually as the electrical circuits and supplies were shattered. This quarter of an hour gave us time to rig a jury 
wireless aerial. One aircraft came in and machine-gunned us. Unfortunately for him the 12-pounder crew - by now all stripped to the 
waist - scored a direct hit on one of the engines. As he turned away, the forward guns engaged him and he slowly lost height, hitting 
the water in a sheet of spray. Before the aerial was finished somebody yelled, "Look out, here he comes." High up above a machine 
was coming down at full throttle. He was about 2000 feet up and had a long way to go. All the guns' crews spotted him simultaneously 
and I don't think I've ever seen so much stuff going up into one machine. He turned his cannon on us and let go four 5001b. bombs. 
They fell a few feet from our starboard quarter. Although the Lewis and Bren gunners could see this lot coming straight for us, they kept 
up a hail of fire right till the bombs exploded. There was a rending of steel plates as the old ship broke her back. The flooding of the 
engine room was completed, depth charges thrown into the air and the 12-pounder lifted clean off its mounting ... ' 

With the order to "Abandon ship" given, Wild Swan's survivors took to the water, some reaching Carley floats, others the ship's whaler 
and motorboat, and a Merchant Navy pattern raft which had been recovered at sea at an earlier date. A long night ensued, during 
which Satow recalled 'thoughts were mainly centred on the chances of being found the next day' - and 30 men died of exposure. 
Salvation finally arrived in the form of the destroyer Vansittart, which was directed to the survivors by an R.A.F. Sunderland. 

The battle of Barents Sea - V.C. action 

Next appointed to the destroyer Orwell , Satow would witness extensive service on the Arctic-run until early 1944, a highly hazardous 
and thankless task well documented in G. G. Connell's history of the 17th Destroyer Flotilla, Arctic Destroyers , in which the Orwell 
receives frequent mention. Her part, too, in convoy J.W. 51 B and the Battle of Barents Sea, which receives yet greater coverage in 
Dudley Pope's 73 North. One of six escorting destroyers to become embroiled in the battle, versus the pocket battleship Lutzow and 
the heavy cruiser Hipper (each with a three-strong destroyer escort), Orwell played a memorable part in driving off the latter's attack 
from the north of the convoy, when she went into action alongside her flotilla leader, the Onslow (Captain R. St. V. Sherbrooke, D.S. 
O.). To begin with the enemy heavy cruiser was reluctant to close, fearful of a torpedo strike 73 North due to Sherbrooke making a 
clever dummy turn, but inevitably, as described in , Admiral Kummetz, aboard the Hipper , regained his nerve: 

'Kummetz realized he had been outmanoeuvred by Sherbrooke in his first attack on the convoy and prepared for the second. He turned 
the Hipper eastwards at 0957 on to a course parallel to the Onslow and Orwell and opened fire with all four turrets. However, both 
destroyers fired back vigorously and three minutes later the Hipper altered away to the obscurity of the north-east. 

All the time Kummetz was being driven farther away from the convoy, and although this meant that because of the bad light and the 
shortcomings of the radar it was out of effective range of his guns, it would perhaps give the Lutzow a better chance when she attacked 
from the south. Then he saw the enemy had followed round boldly - almost impertinently - on his starboard quarter, carefully keeping 
between him and the merchantmen. 

Four minutes later, at 1004, he decided to make his third sally and this time the Hipper came round to the south-east to a course 
converging on the Onslow and Orwell. For four minutes she steamed along, her 8-inch guns blazing away. But although the two British 
destroyers weaved to dodge the shells, they still stubbornly steered in an easterly direction, effectively cutting Kummetz off from the 
convoy. 

Once again, at 1008, he took the Hipper away to the north-east and ceased firing, as if to regain his breath. Then at 1013 he decided to 
make a fourth attack and turned the Hipper to the south-east to bring all her eight 8-inch guns and as many of the 4.1-inch anti-aircraft 
guns as possible to bear on the two destroyers and overwhelm them. At the same time he signalled to his force: " Hipper to the north of 
the convoy and there are four enemy destroyers between us and the convoy." 

This was an ambiguous signal because the Onslow and Orwell were the only two ships then fighting him off. The Obedient and 
Obdurate were steaming down towards the convoy, and the Achates , already badly hit, was still faithfully laying smoke. 

Kummetz's own three destroyers now formed up astern of the Hipper, which was increasing speed and firing fast at the Onslow and 
Orwell. They in turn were steaming along just forward of her beam. It was an unequal contest and, since the Hipper's gunners would 
soon get the Onslow's range, it could surely have only one outcome. 
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The Hipper's eight 8-inch guns fired a broadside weighing more than 2000 lb., and the six 4.1-inch anti-aircraft guns added another 
200 lb. In reply the Onslow's two guns (two were still frozen up) fired a 96 lb. reply and the Orwell's four 4-inch guns a 124 lb. 
broadside. A total of more than 2200 lb. versus 220 lb. Thus the Hipper had the advantage of being able to fire nearly a ton more of 
high explosives and in addition she knew the guns of the Onslow and Orwell could do her little harm ... ' 

What followed led to the award of the Victoria Cross to Sherbrooke of the Onslow , for it was to his command that the Hipper first 
turned her attention, again and again ominous red glows rippling along the enemy cruiser's side as she fired her 8-inch guns - several 
found their mark, turning the little destroyer into a mass of flames forward, but Sherbrooke remained very much in command on the 
bridge, despite being grievously wounded by a shell splinter - his left eye was hanging down his face. 73 North continues: 

'From astern Austen, in the Orwell had seen the salvos falling near the Onslow ; then the flash of a hit on the funnel was followed by 
the two hits forward and the whole ship dissolved into a cloud of smoke and steam which streamed aft from a pulsating nucleus of fire. 
He thought she was going to blow up and immediately came round to port to keep clear. 

A few moments later he saw her alter away to starboard. Immediately the Hipper's gunners switched target and her 8-inch salvos 
started falling with deadly monotony round the Orwell. Austen ordered her to make smoke to help screen the Onslow. 

At the same time he had only a few seconds in which to decide the next move. With the Onslow out of action he was now the 
Hipper's main target and the only ship effectively placed to fight her off from the convoy. 

Should he try to make a solo torpedo attack on her - an attack probably doomed to fail because of the Hipper's tremendous gun power, 
and which would almost certainly mean the destruction of his ship? Or would it be better to turn away and cover the stricken Onslow ? 
That would leave the Hipper open to come down to the convoy. 

It was an awful decision to have to make, and could mean the sentence of death for his whole crew. 

Then as he watched, he saw the Hipper's dim silhouette changing and at the same time the shells stop falling round: the Germans 
themselves had saved him making the decision, for the Hipper was turning away, retiring to the east into the dark anonymity of a 
convenient snow squall. Thankfully Austen turned the Orwell back to cover the burning ship ... ' 

Due to the hesitation of the Lutzow to take advantage of these events from the south, it transpired that the convoy had been saved. 
Satow, described by Pope as being '6ft. 4in. tall and with an almost encyclopaedic memory', was mentioned in despatches ( London 
Gazette 18 May 1943 refers), the recommendation citing his 'exemplary conduct in action'. And in January 1944, following further 
adventures on the Arctic-run, he was gazetted for his D.S.C. 

Transferring to the destroyer Myngs in early 1944, Satow next moved, in July of that year, to the Kempenfeldt, another destroyer in 
which he served in the Pacific, the latter work winning him a second "mention" ( London Gazette 11 June 1946 refers). 

Post-war, Satow was advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in February 1949 and served as a navigation specialist in the aircraft carrier 
Glory in the Korea War 1952-53, following which one of his final appointments was at N.A.T.O. prior to his retirement in the rank of 
Commander in 1957.

Stanley Wilson was born at Selby, Yorkshire, in November 1891 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in May 1908. 
Advanced to Able Seaman in April 1911, he transferred to the submarine branch with an appointment in Dolphin in April 1915, 
following which he was embarked for the Dardanelles in the E. 12 in early June 1915. 

First patrol 

Command of Lieutenant-Commander K. M. Bruce, E.12 sailed under orders from Imbros on 18 June and, on the following day, 
rendezvoused with the E. 14 under Commander E. C. Boyle, R.N., V.C., in the Sea of Marmora. But E. 12 had not arrived without 
difficulty - since the passage of E. 14, which had entered the Sea a few days before, the minefields in the Narrows had been reinforced 
by steel submarine nets stretched across the Straits. After diving successfully beneath the first minefield, E. 12 became caught in the net 
and was brought to a stop. Above her, watching the indicator buoys on the nets, waited the enemy patrol craft ready to fire as soon as 
the submarine broke surface. They had at this stage of the war no alternative method of attack, for the underwater bomb and its depth 
charge were still to be invented. Bruce first tried to ease E. 12 out of the net by going slowly astern, but it was no use and she remained 
firmly caught. The only option was to break through the steel strands of the net by force, so Bruce ordered full speed ahead, but as the 
submarine surged further into the net it brought her to a stop. She then went full astern, until the net stopped her again. Back and forth 
she went at full power on the engines. One by one the steel strands parted and at last she made a hole large enough to let her through. 
She reached the Sea of Marmora safely but her engines had been damaged in her struggle with the nets. 

Six days later, on 25 June, E. 12 was again in trouble. She had sighted two steamers towing five sailing vessels, and closing on the 
surface signalled them to stop. One obeyed, the other went on. E. 12 was brought close up alongside the stationary steamship and her 
two towed dhows. She looked unarmed and her crews had already donned life-belts. Bruce ordered his First Lieutenant to board her 
and sink her by opening her sea cocks. But just as he, followed by two seamen, scrambled over her side, a Turk on board threw a 
bomb on to the deck of E. 12. It was a dud and bounced harmlessly off into the sea. But it was the signal for the Turkish crew to open 
fire with rifles, while a small gun concealed aft was unmasked and opened fire. On board the steamer E. 12's boarding party had taken 
cover and were fighting for their lives. Behind them E. 12's gun had been manned and was pumping shells into the enemy at a range of 
nine yards. At the same time the two dhows took a hand in the battle and came in on the disengaged side, firing rifles and attempting to 
foul E. 12's propellers by towing a rope across them. For a moment it was touch and go. Bruce, ignoring the steamer for a moment, 
concentrated on the dhows and drove them off. He then finally silenced the steamer, and recovered his three men. Then, withdrawing 
to a more discreet range, he sank all three enemy vessels by gunfire. 

E. 12 now set about overtaking the other steamer, which was well away and making for the shore. Opening fire at a range of 2000 
yards, E. 12 hit her twice and and started a fire forward. The enemy slipped the three dhows she was towing and beached herself. 
When E. 12 closed to finish her off, she was herself fired on by troops ashore with a battery of field guns. E. 12 retired and, sinking the 
three dhows, went in search of quieter waters to carry out repairs to her engines. These had been giving trouble ever since the episode 
with the submarine net in the Narrows. One of them was completely out of action, the other frequently breaking down. It was more 
than her crew could manage unaided and, a week after entering the Sea of Marmora, E. 12 made her way home on 27 June for the 
more complete repairs that only a depot ship could carry out. 

Second patrol 

In September of that year E. 12 was again ordered into the Sea of Marmora. She had been to Malta for her refit and came back carrying 
a 4-inch gun, the largest yet fitted to a submarine. She used it to bombard the powder magazine at Mudania and also to silence several 
gun batteries ashore. It was the first time that these batteries, set up by the enemy at various points along the shore of the Sea of 
Marmora, had been seriously engaged and they invariably had the worst of the encounter. 

E. 12's main excitement came on her way home. She got through the nets fairly easily but in doing so tore away a large portion which 
draped itself over her bows and got entangled with her forward hydroplanes. It was immovable and the extra weight of the net took the 
submarine down at a steep angle. She passed 100 feet and the blowing of the forward ballast tanks failed to check her downward 
plunge. The hydroplanes were put into hand working, and three men struggled to move them to give her rise helm. E. 12 passed 150 
feet, and still she went down, already deeper now than any submarine had ever dived. But the three men on the hydroplanes, using all 
their strength, began slowly to move them, but not enough yet to check her dive. At 200 feet the immense pressure of the water at that 
great depth began to take effect. The glass scuttles in the conning tower cracked under the weight of water, and the conning tower was 
flooded, adding yet more weight to E. 12. But by now the forward hydroplanes were beginning to take effect and E. 12 levelled off at 
245 feet. The hull began to leak and it looked as though the end had come. For several minutes she remained at that depth, in danger 
of being crushed like the shell of an egg. 
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At last she began to rise, shooting up at an alarming rate. The three men on the forward hydroplanes struggled to give her dive helm, 
but could not move the hydroplane fast enough. E. 12 came up to 12 feet with her conning tower out of the water before she could be 
got under control. She was fired at and missed. Down E. 12 went again, once more being forced into a steep dive by the weight of the 
net. She was steadied at 120 feet, but up she came again as soon as the hydroplanes were set to rise. So she continued, alternately near 
the surface or in the depths, until she ran into the minefield off Kilid Bahr. Here she got entangled in the mine moorings, and these 
were to prove her salvation. Putting his helm hard over, Bruce went ahead at full speed. The moorings caught in the portion of net and 
dragged it clear. With this weight suddenly taken off her bows, E. 12 shot to the surface. She came up just under the guns of the shore 
batteries and was hit three times, once in the conning tower and twice on the bridge. But the pressure hull was not pierced and E. 12 
was still safe. Two torpedoes, fired from tubes mounted ashore, shot past her without hitting but by this time E. 12 was regaining her 
proper trim and was soon down to 60 feet. At this depth she was safe, and E. 12 kept it until she reached Cape Helles, after which it 
was plain sailing to the base at Mudros. 

Awarded the D.S.M., Wilson remained employed in the Mediterranean theatre of war until early January 1918, where he also served in 
the E. 25 in the period July to December 191 7. Having then returned to the U.K., his subsequent appointments comprised the L. 5 (May 
1918-June 1919), the K. 15 Qune 1919-January 1920), and the K. 6 Oanuary-September 1920), and he was discharged ashore Time 
expired' in December 1921. 

During the 1939-45 War Wilson served as a Sergeant in the 14th (West Riding) Battalion, Home Guard and passed his proficiency test 
in the Sten gun in January 1944, aged 53 years; sold with the recipient's original Certificate of Service and Gunnery and Torpedo 
History Sheet, together with Home Guard Certificate of Proficiency.

Alfred Ernest Wilton was born in Cornwall in April 1872 and entered the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in June 1891. Advanced to 
Leading Stoker 1 st Class while serving in H.M.S. Aurora on the China Station in November 1900 (Medal), he was pensioned ashore as a 
Stoker Petty Officer in May 1913. 

Having then enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve, Wilton was recalled on the outbreak of hostilities, initially with an appointment in the 
battleship Ocean but, from November 1914, in the sloop Espiegle, in which ship he was embarked for Mesopotamia in the following 
year. 

Removing to another sloop, the Clio, in the same theatre of war in August 1915, he was in fact lent out to the gunboat Sumana for 
services on the Tigris during the Kut operations, and it was in this capacity that he was awarded the D.S.M. - his service record also 
verifies that he was taken P.O.W. at Kut on 29 April 1916, but shortly thereafter exchanged by the Turks. 

The Sumana was one of a remarkable 'gallimaufry of vessels' pressed into service on the Tigris, was commanded by Lieutenant Lionel 
Tudway, R.N., who 'had the nerve of Beelzebub' and quickly won a D.S.O. and a D.S.C., and was armed with one 12-pounder and 
two 3-pounder guns, both of which were brought ashore for the final defence of Kut in March 1916. Meanwhile, however, the Sumana 
was heavily engaged in the action fought on 28 September 1915 and during the battle of Ctesiphon on 22 November, so, too, in many 
subsequent 'side shows' during the retreat back to Kut and thereafter - far too numerous for the purposes of this catalogue entry but, by 
way of example, the following extracts from The Secrets of a Kuttite, by Captain E. O. Brooks, R.F.A., who was a friend of Lieutenant 
Tudway, are not without interest: 

19 March 1916: 

'Another shell got the Sumana through the funnel and bridge, killing one of her crew. Tudway's cabin was completely wrecked. 
Tudway is a deserving, hard-working subaltern, the only R.N. representative in Kut. He always takes it as a personal insult if his 
gunboat is hit. She is the apple of his eye. H.M.S. Sumana, an improvised gunboat, is of the greatest importance, as she keeps us in 
touch with "Woolpress", our tiny stronghold on the other bank, which prevents the Turks from coming right down to the river-bank and 
thus rendering our water-front totally unendurable. She takes across a barge with provisions and reliefs, and makes three or four trips a 
week. This the Turks know full-well, and do their best to send her under during the day. However, she is fairly well protected with 
mahelas and rafts, though by no means completely. It is a difficult problem to know how to protect her, and engages all Tudway's 
thoughts. In fact, how she remains afloat at all is a puzzle to every one.' 

20 March 1916: 

'Another small strafe started, and H.M.S. Sumana stopped quite a few. She received five direct hits from 9-pounders, and one from the 
18-pounder field-gun the enemy captured from us at Ahwaz ... truly the sight of the Sumana ripped and torn through and through by 
shell and bullet, with her shotted funnel and her smashed cabins, and her White Ensign soiled and tattered, the finest flag in all the 
world, still fluttering in the storm - would be a sight for gods.' 

Had Tudway's bold plan to escape Kut in late April 1916 been agreed upon, he and his crew may have avoided capture, but it was not 
to be. The Secrets of Kuttite continues: 

28 April 1916: 

'At lunch Tudway informed me in his quiet way that he contemplated running the gauntlet downstream in the Sumana tonight in the 
hope of saving his ship from the Turks. He has communicated with his S.N.O. at Basrah. He invited me to come with him. I felt very 
complimented and after some consideration I agreed. Tudway knew his ship, the river, and likely stoppages. He had counted the risk of 
cables. The current would help us and the Turkish guns were all still, no doubt, pointing downstream against possible Julnas. In two 
hours we should be down. We left things at this and Tudway went to make inquiries. He has just returned in a resigned frame of mind. 
The project was absolutely private and not known to headquarters, who, however, sent anticipatory orders to Tudway that the Samana 
was under no circumstances to be damaged but kept intact in Kut.' 

After being exchanged by the Turks, Wilton returned to the U.K. in the course of 1916 and served ashore until the end of hostilities. He 
was finally demobilised in January 1920, latterly having added the L.S. & G.C. Medal to his accolades; sold with copied service record.

The original recommendation states: 

'This C.E.R.A. was in charge of the machinery of the M. 23 the whole time the ship served in North Russia, from August 1918 to 
September 1919, and the fact that M. 23 has never failed to function is much to his credit. He looked after his machinery during the 
winter most efficiently and M. 23 was the first vessel up river after the ice run. He was in action at River Front during May 1919. Very 
strongly recommended.' 

George Borebank Vincent was born at Salisbury, Wiltshire, in August 1881 and entered the Royal Navy as an Acting Engine Room 
Artificer 4th Class in October 1902. 

An Engine Room Artificer 1st Class serving aboard the destroyer Ariel on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he quickly saw 
action in the Heligoland Bight, off the Belgian coast and at Dogger Bank, prior to coming ashore to Victory II in March 1915 after the 
Ariel sustained serious damage to her bow when ramming the U-12 off Aberdeen on the 10th - she picked up 10 survivors. 

Vincent was next embarked for the Dardanelles in the monitor M. 23, in which ship he would remain actively employed from August 
1915 until returning home from North Russia in September 1919, a period also encompassing time with the Dover Patrol in June 191 7- 
June 1918. As for the M. 23's time in North Russia on the North Dvina, and in particular her part in the bombardments of Lopski, 
Lulgas, Topsa and Troitsa during May 1919, in addition to encounters with enemy gunboats, see her daily log on www.naval-history, 
net 

Having been awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal back in November 1917, Vincent was finally pensioned ashore in October 1924; sold 
with copied service record.

'For services in Russia.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'For conspicuous good service and coolness under fire in the advanced Naval Observation Position on the left bank of the River Dvina.' 

William James Thompson was born in Co. Antrim in October 1896 and entered the Royal Navy as an Ordinary Seaman in June 1915. 
Joining the cruiser H.M.S. Donegal two months later, he remained similarly employed until the War's end, in which period he was 
advanced to Able Seaman. 

Then in April 1919, he was embarked for Russia in the cruiser Fox, where, on arrival at Archangel, he was transferred to the books of 
the Borodino, flagship of the Senior Naval Officer, White Sea. Subsequently seeing action with Altham's Flotilla in the North Dvina 
River operations in August-September, he was awarded his D.S.M. for the above cited deeds in a Naval Observation Position. G. R. 
Singleton-Gates' Bolos & Barishynas states: 

'Naval Observation Positions were established on both banks, as near the front line as possible, and connected by telephone with the S. 
N.O.R. and Battalion H.Q. They were of the utmost value in keeping the flotilla informed of the position of our front line, enemy 
movements, and for spotting. They frequently came under very heavy fire on being located by the enemy.' 

Thompson came ashore 'time expired' in June 1920, having latterly held the local rating of Leading Seaman in Russia; sold with copied 
service record. 
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1166 An extremely rare North Russia operations M.M. awarded to Bosun C. H. Mitchell, Mercantile Marine Reserve, who 
was decorated for gallantry ashore at Rimskaya in August 1919

As far as is known, just 10 M.Ms were awarded to the Navy for Russia, six of them to members of the Mercantile Marine Reserve. 

M.M. London Gazette 23 April 1920: 

This Chief Petty Officer showed great gallantry and devotion to duty during the attack on the village of Rimskaya on 29 August 1919. 
He was one of the first to enter the village, personally took twelve of the enemy prisoners and captured one machine-gun, which had 
been delaying the advance. He set a magnificent example of gallantry and coolness.' 

Mitchell was serving on Lake Onega at the time of the above related deeds, being a member of the flotilla under Commander Curteis, 
D.S.O., R.N., a component of Maynard's "Syren Force". Comprising six 40-foot subchasers armed with 3-pounders, and six 35-foot 
motor boats armed with machine-guns, the flotilla fought a number of notable actions against the "Bolos" on the Lake in August 1919, 
as well as landing men in support of operations ashore. 



The remarkable campaign service group of nine awarded to Commander A. C. Ackland, Royal Navy, a Midshipman 
with the Naval Brigade in South Africa and China who went on to witness further active service in his 60s during the 
1939-45 War: a King's Messenger in the Foreign Office in the interim, he was shot in the chest while serving on 
attachment to the Royal Irish Constabulary in May 1922

Austin Charles Ackland was born at Saffron Walden, Essex, in May 1882 and 
entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in Britannia in May 1897. Appointed 
Midshipman in January 1899, he joined H.M.S. Terrible in the same year and 
quickly witnessed active service in South Africa as a member of Captain E. P. 
Jones' Naval Brigade in Natal (Queen's Medal & 2 clasps); so, too, in China, 
where he was present at the relief of Pekin (Medal & clasp). 

Having then been advanced to Lieutenant in April 1904 and to Lieutenant- 
Commander in June 1913, Ackland was placed on the Retired List at his own 
request at the end of the latter year. Recalled by the Admiralty in the summer of 
1914, he served in the minesweeper Harrier until transferring to an appointment 
on the Trade Division Staff in the Admiralty in August 1915, but returned to sea 
with command of the sloop Snapdragon in January 1916. 

Later still C.O. of the Mimosa , another sloop, from April-October 1917, Ackland was attached to the Greek Mission for training 
purposes from November 1917 until June 1918 and ended the War as C.O. of the gunboat Glowworm. Further active service having 
ensued in the same vessel in North Russia, for which he was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 19 May 1920 refers), he was 
placed back on the Retired List as a Commander in September 1919. 

As per an announcement in the London Gazette 2 March 1920, Ackland next became a King's Messenger for the Foreign Office and, in 
a far cry from his days as a young Midshipman on the South African veldt, found himself operating undercover in troubled Eire - his 
service record reveals that he received a bullet wound in the chest while on attachment to the Royal Irish Constabulary in May 1922. 

Recalled from his Royal Messenger duties by the Royal Navy shortly after the renewal of hostilities, Ackland was initially appointed to 
censorship duties, but was appointed to command of the requisitioned yacht Atmah , formerly the private yacht of Baron Edmund 
Rothschild, in June 1940. Removing his command to the auxiliary anti-aircraft ship Springbank in September 1940, he was granted the 
acting rank of Captain and remained similarly employed until the year's end, when he was transferred to duties 'outside the Admiralty' 
as a M.N.B.D.O.I.', presumably in the Middle East. He was, however, placed back on the Retired List in late 1941 on account of ill- 
health. The Commander died in October 1954.

Percy Charles Albert Hillier was born at Marlborough, Wiltshire, in August 1875, and entered the Royal Navy as Probationary Assistant 
Engineer in June 1896. 

Subsequently enjoying a succession of seagoing appointments, he was advanced to Engineer Lieutenant in June 1902 and to Engineer 
Lieutenant-Commander in June 1910, and was serving in the latter rank in the cruiser H.M.S. Challenger on the outbreak of hostilities 
in August 1914. 

He consequently shared in her honours off the East and West coasts of Africa, most notably the Cameroons campaign in 1914, the 
"rounding-up" of the Konigsberg in 1915, in close liaison with our monitors the Severn and Mersey , and the bombardments of Tanga 
and Dar-es-Salaam in June-July 1916; so, too, in the capture of Bagamoyo in August 1916, Challenger coming under fire from the 
shore-based guns removed from the Konigsberg on at least two occasions; see www.naval-history.net for Challenger's daily ship's log 
entries covering the East Africa campaign. 

Hillier finally left the Challenger in May 1918, when he was appointed to the cruiser Colombo , then commissioning, but died of 
pneumonia on 30 October 1918. He is buried in Marlborough Old Cemetery, Wiltshire.

Walter Ambrose Ford, who was born in Marylebone, London, in March 1893, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in April 
1909. 

Advanced to Able Seaman in January 1912, he was serving in the cruiser H.M.S. Iphigenia on the outbreak of hostilities in August 
1914, and he remained similarly employed until coming ashore to Pembroke I as a recently promoted Leading Seaman in March 1915. 
Having then served in the cruiser Antrim from August 1915 to March 191 7, and been advanced to Petty Officer, he was commissioned 
as a Gunner (T.) in the latter month and served in the cruisers Southampton (May 1917-March 1918), and the Blonde (March 1918- 
March 1919). 

He had meanwhile been appointed an Acting Mate, and next removed to the monitor M. 27, in which ship he witnessed further active 
service in North Russia in June-September 1919 - with her shallow draught M. 27 was ideal for carrying out bombardments in support 
of the Anglo-Russian Expeditionary Force on the River Dvina, where she formed part of Altham's Flotilla. 

First going into action with her consorts on 19 June, she bombarded Bolshevik troops and shipping during an offensive to capture the 
high ground between Topsa and Troitsa. A passage having then been cleared through an enemy minefield, the M. 27 made her way to 
Troitsa, where, on 7-8 July, the Bolsheviks launched a fierce attack and M. 27 'did useful service with her triple 4-inch mounting'. And 
she was back in action on 9-10 August, when, with her consorts, she bombarded Borok and Seltso. Bolos & Barishynas by Singleton- 
Gates takes up the story: 

'When trouble was announced at Borok, the Navy soon set to work and banged shell after shell into the village. The result of that shoot 
was exceedingly beneficial to the infantry, who were not having too pleasant a time in front of Borok. All through the afternoon the 
guns of the Navy dropped shells on to points selected for special treatment. They enjoyed the hurricane bombardment of Seltso 
amazingly ... as one Naval officer described it, 'A pleasing sight was to see Seltso on fire, the whole sky glowing a beautiful red. I 
suppose this was an everyday sight for the Army, but I must confess it impressed us vastly, as it seemed such a fitting climax.' ' 

The offensive was a complete success, the enemy suffering some 3,700 casualties in addition to the loss of considerable quantities of 
military supplies. But in the subsequent evacuation of the Naval flotilla in September, the river level became so low that M. 27 - and 
her consort M. 25 - ran aground, could not be refloated, and had to be scuttled. 

Ford was mentioned in despatches having, according to his service record, 'always shown courage and coolness under fire' ( London 
Gazette 1 7 October 1919). 

Advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in September 1927, he served as C.O. of the river gunboat Tern on the Yangtse from September 
1929 to November 1930, a period that incurred both the pleasure and displeasure of Their Lordships - the former for the 'release of 
captured Catholic priests' and the latter for the 'accidental shooting of a Chinese soldier' (his service record refers). 

Having then been placed on the Retired List in the rank of Commander, Ford was recalled on the renewal of hostilities and, among 
other appointments, commanded the armed yacht St. Modwen from February 1940 to July 1941, operating in the Western Approaches; 
sold with copied service record.

Enoch White was born at Crediton, Devon, in December 1875, and entered the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in December 1896. 
Advanced to Stoker in the following year, he purchased his discharge in May 1904, when he enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve. 
Recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, White joined the cruiser H.M.S. Doris as a Stoker 1st Class, and remained 
similarly employed until coming ashore to Vivid II in January 1917, in which period he witnessed action in the Dardanelles. His final 
seagoing appointment was in another cruiser, the Isis, from June 1917 until February 1919, when he was demobilised; sold with copied 
service record.

Graham Richard Leicester Edwards was born at Ware, Hertfordshire, in June 1878 and entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in Britannia 
in January 1892. Subsequently specialising in gunnery, he enjoyed a succession of seagoing appointments in home waters and on the 
China Station, gaining advancement to Commander in June 1912. 
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Early actions 

C.O. of the Harwich-based destroyer H.M.S. Laforey on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he quickly saw action in the 
Heligoland Bight on the 28th, for which he was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 23 October 1914 refers); so, too, in the 
following year, when Laforey was involved in the action fought off Noordhinder Bank on the Dutch coast on 1 May 1915, an action 
that led to the destruction of two German torpedo boats. By and Large takes up the story: 

'He [Captain G. R. L. Edwards] was thirsting for battle and always complaining of the lack of opportunity afforded him of distinguishing 
himself. However, one day he was on patrol off the Belgian coast when he ran into two of the diminutive and old-fashioned torpedo- 
boats which the Germans employed for coastal work, and sent them to the bottom without much difficulty. Then, proud of heart, he 
brought his ship the Laforey back to her Harwich home. The pride was not diminished by getting a most effusive message from Winston 
Churchill, who was First Lord at the time. But, alas, one of his comrades, Rafe Rowley-Conwy, fearful lest pride should be his downfall, 
despatched the following signal: Lark to Laforey : "It is unusual in most rivers to put back all fish under six inches!" Dear Graham 
Edwards - I am sure he is as bright a spot in Heaven as he was at Harwich." 

Having then commanded Laforey off Gallipoli - the whereabouts of his 1914-15 Star remains unknown - he removed to another 
destroyer, the Hoste, in October 1916. 

Loss of the "Hoste" 

However, Edwards' new command was short-lived, his ship being lost after her consort Negro collided with her in atrocious weather 
conditions during a Grand Fleet exercise that December - Hoste's stern was blown off by her depth charges and, at length, as described 
by Taffrail in Endless Story , she went down after most her crew had managed to transfer to the aptly named Marvel. Losses aboard the 
Negro , however, were severe; also see Edwards' own account of the incident in S. W. Coxon's Dover During the Dark Days , from 
which the following extract has been taken: 

'All hands now mustered on the forecastle, and there waited for the ship to sink under their feet. It is hard to describe the scene. Not a 
word nor a cry was heard from any man-they just stood round me and waited for the last-pitch darkness, the little ship rolling 40 to 50 
degrees each way, huge seas breaking over all, and nothing in sight but the navigation lights of the Marvel astern bobbing about as 
though they were waved on a wind. 

Suddenly a searchlight blazed out from her and played over us. What a blessed relief that light was! Out of the gale she came, cutting 
through at high speed with seas breaking right over her from stem to stern. Then she stopped abeam of us, her searchlight flicking all 
the time, and tried to make out our real plight. She expected us to take to the water and trust to being picked up; but, as we were still 
floating and the end must inevitably be the same in either case, there seemed to be no reason in taking to the water before we should 
have to, when the ship sank under us. 

Suddenly the Marvel was seen to be gathering sternway, and away she went at full speed stern into the seas, which smothered her and 
carried away every article on her upper deck except her most solid fixtures. Then, to our amazement, we saw her coming straight at us. 
What a cheer went up from us all! With a terrific crash she came into us, forecastle flare to forecastle flare, and as she crashed the front 
rank of our men leapt on to her forecastle. The next sea had carried her a hundred yards away and astern, but thirteen times in all did 
the Marvel , under her gallant captain, come alongside us, and each time the leading rank of the ship's company jumped. 

At times the rise and fall between the two ships was quite 30 feet and both were rolling 30 to 40 degrees. At the same time our torpedo 
tubes had broken away from their training stops and were trained on the beam towards her and half out of their tubes, with their 
wicked war-heads waiting to be crushed against the Marvel's side. 

And so with the thirteenth attempt the last of us jumped; 8 officers and 126 men were saved by the Marvel. Two men, having missed 
their stride, had been crushed between the two forecastles as the ships crashed into one another, and two had leapt on to the other 
forecastle and gone clean over the other side into the sea, where nothing could save them. Some also fell in between the two ships, but 
were pulled out by willing hands in some miraculous way. A large number were injured in jumping, but, by superb handling of the 
ship and indomitable courage in risking his own ship and the lives of all his ships' company, the captain of the Marvel, Commader 
Homan, D.S.O., R.N., saved the ship's company of the Hoste. Five minutes after the last of us had left her the Hoste foundered.' 

Flag Captain - Dover Patrol 

Absolved of any blame by Their Lordships - indeed Edwards acted with great courage and was the last man to leave his ship - he next 
took command of the flotilla leader Botha in the Dover Patrol and was similarly employed when advanced to Captain in December 
1917. In the following year, however, he became Flag Captain to Rear-Admiral C. F. Dampier, the S.N.O. Dover, in which capacity he 
was appointed to the command of the Motor Launches intended for the Zeebrugge operations, but, as verified by Admiral Sir Roger 
Keyes in his autobiography, he fell ill before the raid took place. 

Edwards was awarded the C.B.E. ( London Gazette 11 November 1919 refers), which distinction he added to his earlier honours of 
Chevalier of the French Legion d'Honneur ( London Gazette 15 September 1916 refers), and the French Croix de Guerre ( London 
Gazette 1 7 May 1918 refers). 

Placed on the Retired List in 1922, he became Chief Lecturer for the Navy League, in which capacity he lectured on the Zeebrugge 
Raid at the Wembley Exhibition in 1924 and 1925. The Captain, 'whose success as a popular speaker was only equalled by his skill as 
a seaman', died in Havant in October 1928; sold with copied service record.

William Henry Richards served as a Clerk-in-Charge of Stores in H.M.S. Resolute 
during the Franklin Search Expedition of 1852-53, although whether he went on 
to qualify for the Baltic Medal is a matter of conjecture, for his brothers, Matthew 
and Charles Richards, and a cousin of his wife, Robert Haly, were all serving in 
the Royal Navy about this time - brother Charles was also an Arctic hand, serving 
on the Assistance in 1850-51. 

William Richards later served as a Paymaster in the Bellerophon on the West 
Indies Station and appears to have settled in Deptford; sold with a quantity of old 
family notes, together with a portrait photograph of Robert Haly. 
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The outstanding Great War Dogger Bank D.S.C. and Antarctic 1902-04 group of six awarded to Lieutenant- 
Commander F. E. Dailey, Royal Navy - a carpenter by trade, he assisted in the building and fitting out of the Discovery 
and lent valuable service in Scott's first expedition, service duly recognised by the naming of Dailey Islands in 
McMurdo Sound: subsequently Chief Carpenter of the cruiser Lion for much of the Great War, he was present at 
Heligoland Bight, Dogger Bank and Jutland, the latter action resulting in him being awarded the Russian Order of St. 
Anne Medal of Distinction for Foreigners 

Distinguished Service Cross, G.V.R., hallmarks for London 1916, the reverse privately inscribed, 'Chief Car. F. E. Dailey,

Frederick Ernest Dailey was born in Portsmouth in 1873 and served his apprenticeship as a carpenter in Devonport 
Dockyard, following which, after 'seven years of practical and theoretical shipbuilding', he transferred to the Royal 
Navy and was serving in Ganges when recruited by a friend of Scott's - a naval officer by the name of Arthur Ewart - for 
the Antarctic expedition. 

Scott wrote to Dailey from his residence in Chelsea in November 1900, confirming his appointment as Carpenter - 
'Before you go to Dundee, where the ship is building, I shall hope to see you in London and tell you more of our plans 
and your work.'

Scott's first expedition 

Having duly assisted in the construction and fitting-out of the Discovery , Dailey was embarked for the journey South, a voyage during 
which he quickly made his mark with Scott, who wrote: 

'In his own department our carpenter, F. E. Dailey, worked with the same zealous care as the Boatswain. He possessed the same 'eye' 
for defects and the same determination that his charge should be beyond reproach.' 

So, too, with the expedition's Deputy Chief Scientist, George Murray, F.R.S., who was compelled to return home once the Discovery 
reached South Africa. Immediately on his return to the U.K. he wrote to Dailey's mother in the following terms: 

1 promised your son when I left the Discovery at Simon's Bay to write and assure you of his good health and and excellent spirits. He 
was respected and trusted by all his officers and personally I found him most useful and obliging on the voyage out to the Cape. He is a 
man of such excellent character that I regard him as one of the mainstays of the Expedition.' 

A mainstay indeed, for, as verified by numerous published sources, he went on to participate in a number of sledging trips, Dr. Wilson 
noting in his diary on Wednesday 24 September that Dailey, in company with Koettlitz and Bernacchi, 'went off man-hauling a lightly 
loaded sledge towards the west to investigate the old penknife ice Royds had met with in his journey', and similarly of their return nine 
days later - 'They were pretty tired out, but very perky and pleased to get home again.' 
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Next employed in one of the teams supporting Scott's 'Southern Journey', Dailey was out on the ice sledge-hauling from 2-12 
November 1902, before turning back for Hut Point on the latter date; and again six weeks later, having received a 'Sledging Order' 
from Lieutenant C. Royds, R.N., dated 31 December 1902: 

'You will proceed tomorrow with Mr. Ford and Whitfield, with provisions for 14 days, to the depot off the Bluff, the position of which 
you already know, taking with you 3 bags of provisions, one gallon of fuel and one box of biscuit, as a depot for Lieutenant Armitage ... 
Owing to the number of parties away, there is not sufficient gear to send a relief party out, should you require it. Wishing you a 
pleasant trip ... ' 

A trip that lasted for 1 7 days. 

By the stage, Dailey had clearly established himself as a popular member of the expedition, Dr. Wilson, among others, enjoying his 
company: 

Monday 22 June 1903: 

'We sat down to our Christmas dinner to which the four Warrant Officers had been invited, namely the Bo'sun, the Second Engineer, 
the Chief Carpenter [Dailey] and the Steward. They were great fun and enjoyed themselves well. I had the Carpenter next me at dinner, 
the nicest of the four. We had the remains of the champagne that was sent on board specially for the King at Cowes. It was by no 
means bad stuff. The Carpenter asked me what it was about three parts through dinner. He said it wasn't like any champagne he had 
ever drunk, because it "didn't seem to do you any good." He had done his best and had been unable to get any forrarder on it.' 

Champagne interludes aside, Dailey continued to lend valuable service, and was back out on the ice man-hauling with Scott in 
September 1903, in a journey to the Western Depot, and again in the 'Western Attempt' journey of 12-21 October 1903, Scott noting 
in his journal of the 14th that Dailey was 'a bit seedy, probably a little overcome with the march.' Given the prevailing temperature of 
circa -50, not great surprise. 

With the arrival of the relief ships Morning and Terra Nova in January 1904, the expedition came to a close, although the Discovery did 
not break free of the ice until February. And the return voyage was not without incident in terms of Dailey's post as Carpenter, Wilson 
noting how he came to the rescue when Discovery's rudder was 'smashed up' at the end of the same month: 

'The only thing to do was to hoist it and put in our spare one. It is at all times a heavy and tricky undertaking, as the rudder weighs 
about 5 tons. Our spare rudder is a good deal smaller than the broken one and there are doubts as to whether it will steer the ship. 
How the shaft of our rudder got broken is not quite clear. It may have happened at the glacier, where our stern got a heavy bump, or it 
may have happened in Wood Bay when we were backing in some very heavy pack. Anyhow the shift is splintered and revolves in the 
collar with no answering movement of the blade. Dailey the carpenter noticed it.' 

Dailey was invested with his Polar Medal by King Edward VII in December 1905, having earlier that year been presented with his 
Royal Geographical Society Medal by Admiral Sir Lewis Beaumont, G.C.B., at that time C.-in-C. Devonport. 

And, as verified by Scott's post-expedition geological observations, he also left behind a permanent memorial in Antarctica: 

'The Dailey Islands are fine small conical masses surrounded by the ice in the middle of McMurdo Sound. Only one of these - the 
largest - has been visited, and the usual scoriaceous basalts were procured.' 
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Heligoland Bight and Dogger Bank 

Dailey served with Scott in the battleship Bulwark 1908-10 and, but for his wife falling ill, would have accompanied the ill-fated 1910 
-13 expedition. Meanwhile, in July 1910, and having been advanced to Chief Carpenter, he joined the battle cruiser Lion, fitting-out at 
Devonport, and was similarly employed on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

The flagship of Vice-Admiral David Beatty, Lion saw action at Heligoland Bight on the 28th, when she came to the rescue of our light 
cruisers and destroyers. The Admiral, boldly ignoring the threat of enemy submarines and mines, went straight for the enemy's cruisers 
and, with his consorts, rapidly sank every German ship in sight, including the Koln and Ariadne. But such audacity brought with it the 
risk of accurate enemy return fire, Lion taking at least ten hits, one of which left a large hole in the aft deck. As it transpired, this was 
but the first of three occasions that the Lion limped back to base, such was Beatty's unwavering desire to get to grips with the enemy. 

Thus early in the new year, on 24 January, Lion was again in action, this time in a running fight off the Dogger Bank in which the 
Blucher was sunk and the Seydlitz lucky to survive - so, too, the Lion , which received the brunt of the enemy's fire and was severely 
damaged. One of her officers, Sub. Lieutenant George Davies, R.N.V.R., described the action in his diary, referring to the gallant repair 
work enacted by Dailey and his carpenters: 

'Soon after 10.00 enemy get our range and we receive many salvos, the whole of the enemy's fire being concentrated on us ... Two 
very heavy shocks at about 10.45 probably mines or torpedoes. Left gun of A turret out of action. Sight setter very badly injured, left 
gunlayer knocked out. Fire in A turret magazine. Magazine flooded and A turret out of action. Ship begins to list rapidly to port., 11- 
inch shell in X turret lobby. Carpenters party shore up bulkheads and endeavour to stop water coming in. List continues, taking water 
fore and aft. Chief Carpenter's Mate another badly wounded by shells. 11.00 a.m. ship still rapidly listing. Shell is just aloft messdeck. 
Fire in canteen flat also in Stokers' Mess deck, rig hoses and ply in flames, return all naked charges of cordite to B.U. magazine. Several 
of the Stokers' Fire Party wounded, mess deck filled with melinite fumes. Serve out smoke pads, hardly able to breath, list very bad. Fire 
extinguished, only one oil lamp burning, engines topped ... 11.30 Lion hauls out of line all turrets out of action except X ... our list 
increases and we stop engines again. Carpenters and others shoring up bulkheads, etc., badly holed port side. Destroyers standing by 
us as we are in danger of sinking, fire crews left closed up for fear of submarines ... Indomitable stands by and takes us in tow.' 

Lion eventually reached Rosyth and Dailey's fine work in shoring up the bulkheads was recognised by a "mention" and the award of 
the D.S.C.

Jutland 

In typical fashion, Beatty brought the Lion quickly into action on 31 May 1916, during what became known as 'The Run to the South', 
engaging in a ferocious duel with the Lutzow, following which he set about the Derfflinger - both were hit but not without cost, Lion 
taking at least 14 hits and suffering some 150 casualties, nearly a hundred of them fatalities. Fleet Surgeon MacClean takes up the story 
in his Medical Officers' Journal: 

'The list of killed includes 6 officers and 84 men. The majority were killed outright but some lived for a short time and received some 
first aid treatment. Most of those killed were in Q Turret and magazine, etc., in the switchboard compartment under Q Turret, and on 
the mess deck aft on the starboard side, where a shell burst among a group of men in the repair, fire and stretcher parties. Many of the 
killed were blown to pieces, some were killed by concussion and general burns (especially those in Q Turret and switchboard room), 
and some had limbs blown off and other desperate wounds to which they soon succumbed. Q Turret was struck by a shell which burnt 
and killed most of the men in the gunhouse but three escaped. Shortly afterwards an explosion and fire occurred in the turret killing the 
survivors and the men in the magazine, etc., and the switchboard room below. One man only remained alive (S.B.S. Tennant), this S.B. 
S. had entered the turret to render first aid after the shell had burst and was burned and severely shocked by the explosion. All the 
killed were buried at sea on the evening of June 1 st.' 

Major Harvey, R.M.L.I., of Q Turret, was awarded a posthumous Victoria Cross for ordering the magazine to be flooded after a direct 
hit, thereby saving the ship, and we may be sure that Dailey was much in demand making urgent repairs to the Lion as she once more 
limped back to base - he was advanced to Lieutenant and awarded the Russian Order of St. Anne Medal of Distinction for Foreigners 
(see Lot 707). 

The latter years - last survivor of Scott's first expedition 

Dailey removed to the Port Edgar depot ship Columbine in December 191 7 and post-hostilities served as Barrack Master at Devonport, 
retiring in the rank of Lieutenant in October 1920 - though subsequently elevated to Lieutenant-Commander on the Retired List in 
October 1928. 

In 1948, when the film "Scott of Antarctica" was being made, with John Mills in the role of Captain Scott, he was invited onto the set as 
a technical adviser'; he was also introduced to the explorer's son Peter. 
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On his death in November 1961, aged 88 years, he was believed to have been the last survivor of Scott's first expedition. He is buried 
in Ford Park Cemetery, Plymouth, where his headstone bears the epitaph "Duty Well Done - Deeds Not Words".

Lewis Raphael "Ricky" Rickinson was born in Lewisham, London, in April 1883, but came from a family with ties to the sea, his 
grandfather having been a prominent Whitby ship owner. Himself going to sea for the first time as a Fourth Engineer on a tramp 
steamer in the early 1900s, Rickinson obtained his Board of Trade Certificate of Competency as a First Class Engineer in May 1910. 
And, following a successful application to join Shackleton as his Chief Engineer, joined the Endurance in London in July 1914. 

South with Shackleton 

A quiet and modest man, Rickinson quickly established himself as a popular shipmate in the voyage south to the Weddell Sea, an array 
of published sources offering glimpses of him at work and play - thus mention of him playing the part of a woman in a mid-winter's day 
concert held on Endurance and accompanying Hussey's banjo with a fiddle; so, too, of the occasion the crew had their heads shaved - 
Rickinson agreed to the ordeal only if he could shave Shackleton's head first, as a result of which "The Boss" emerged looking like a 
'Dickensian convict'. 

Of the expedition's eventual fate little requires elaboration here, the Endurance famously becoming trapped in pack ice in January 
1915, before Shackleton's trans-continental party could even reach it starting point. And following the demise of the Endurance in 
November 1915, when left with three lifeboats and meagre rations, he and his men undertook a remarkable journey to 'escape the ice', 
camping out on floes that eventually took them 1600 miles north - Rickinson travelled with Worsley in pole-tent no. 5, hauling the 
Stancomb Wills and, in the words of Shackleton, was a useful hand: 
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The Weddell Sea Party - Rickinson circled 


'A path over the shattered floes would be hard to find, and to get the boats into a position of peril might be disastrous. Rickenson (sic) 
and Worsley started back for Dump Camp at 7 a.m. to get some wood and blubber for the fire, and an hour later we had hoosh, with 
one biscuit each. At 10 a.m. Hurley and Hudson left for the old camp in order to bring some additional dog-pemmican, since there 
were no seals to be found near us. Then, as the weather cleared, Worsley and I made a prospect to the west and tried to find a 
practicable road. A large floe offered a fairly good road for at least another mile to the north-west, and we went back prepared for 
another move. The weather cleared a little, and after lunch we struck camp. I took Rickenson (sic), Kerr, Wordie, and Hudson as a 
breakdown gang to pioneer a path among the pressure-ridges. Five dog teams followed. Wild's and Hurley's teams were hitched on to 
the cutter and they started off in splendid style ... ' 

At last, in early April 1916, the ice began to break up, thereby allowing them to launch their lifeboats in a bid to reach Elephant Island, 
60 miles distant. It was an epic open boat voyage that took six days. But, as confirmed by the "Boss", Rickinson was taken ill on the 
expedition's arrival at Elephant Island: 

'We were labouring at the boats when I noticed Rickenson (sic) turn white and stagger in the surf. I pulled him out of reach of the water 
and sent him up to the stove, which had been placed in the shelter of some rocks. Mcllroy went to him and found that his heart had 
been temporarily unequal to the strain placed upon it. He was in a bad way and needed prompt medical attention. There are some 
men who will do more than their share of work and who will attempt more than they are physically able to accomplish. Rickenson (sic) 
was one of these eager souls. He was suffering, like many other members of the Expedition, from bad salt-water boils. Our wrists, arms, 
and legs were attacked. Apparently this infliction was due to constant soaking with sea-water, the chafing of wet clothes, and 
exposure.' 

And it was on account of just such a state of affairs that Shackleton mounted what was to become one of the great open-boat voyages 
of all time, namely his remarkable journey in the James Caird to South Georgia, 800 miles distant, from whence a successful rescue 
mission was mounted to collect the 22 men who had been left on Elephant Island under Frank Wild - his rescue ship finally hove into 
view on 30 August 1916. Meanwhile, in the words of "The Boss", Rickinson 'bore up gamely to the last', living inside the upturned 
Stancomb Wills with two other invalids. Wild, too, noted that he remained 'very cheery', though still weak and ill.

Following his return to the U.K., and having been employed by the Inland Water Transport, R.E., in the interim, Rickinson was 
commissioned as an Engineer Lieutenant in the Royal Navy, in which capacity he served until demobilised in March 1919. A member 
of the Institute of Marine Engineers, he next established his own business as a naval architect and consulting engineer and was 
approached by his old boss in March 1921, when Shackleton asked him to survey the Foca (later Quest ) in Norway. 

Having remained on the Special Reserve of Engineer Officers (R.N.) until April 1928, Rickinson was recalled on the renewal of 
hostilities in September 1939, initially serving as an Engineer Lieutenant-Commander at the Admiralty. Having then served at the 
London base President in 1940, he was advanced to Engineer Commander in May 1943, and transferred in the same month to the staff 
of the S.N.O. of 'Force )' at Vectis on the Isle of Wight, later re-titled 'Assault Group J', where he worked on Combined Operations' 
assault craft. The Normandy landings accomplished, Rickinson then took up an appointment in Shrapnel and, later still, Pembroke , 
prior to his death in April 1945, aged 62 years. 

At his funeral, 'the coffin was covered with the Union Jack and upon it was the late Commander's hat, sword and medals, one of which 
was the Polar Medal.' 

One of those strange coincidences that sometime arise in life was pertinent to the Rickinson-Shackleton story - Rickinson was born in a 
house named Chetwynd Place and Shackleton's mistress was Rosalind Chetwynd. 
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Sold by Order of a Member of the Family 

'Throughout the expedition Launcelot was a strong and moral force, helping it to be an extraordinarily happy party 
despite its poverty of resources. Physically tough, he was the only member who, for a little bet; swam across the ice- 
infested creek at the Debenham Islands. Already referred to by some as the "Bishop", he held a formal parish covering 
the entire British-claimed Antarctic Territory, of enormous size and utterly empty of people apart from ourselves. He was 
assiduous in holding Sunday services, preaching a sermon to the small company about once a month. Sincerity, 
goodness and friendship made this exercise of his first pastoral function acceptable in so small a community. Like all 
other members he was awarded the Polar Medal on return: his name is commemorated in the Fleming Glacier, Graham 
Land.'

William Launcelot Scott Fleming - universally known as Launcelot - was born in Edinburgh in August 1906, the youngest of four sons 
and fifth of five children of Robert Alexander Fleming, a surgeon, and Eleanor Mary, the daughter of the Rev. William Lyall Holland, 
rector of Cornhill-on-Tweed. 

Educated at Rugby, he went up to Trinity Hall, Cambridge in 1925, graduating in Geology, followed by two years as a Commonwealth 
Fund Fellow at Yale University. He then returned home to study Holy Orders at Westcott House, Cambridge and was ordained deacon 
in 1933 and priest in 1934. 
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Arctic Geologist 

At Sir Vivian Fuchs's suggestion, Fleming joined an expedition to study Vatnajokull in Iceland led by Brian Roberts in 1932, and also an 
expedition to study the Ny Friesland ice cap in Svalbard led by A. R. Glen in the following year, both valuable experiences in view of 
his forthcoming part in the British Graham Land Expedition to Antarctica 1934-37 - the first major expedition to leave Britain since 
Scott's last journey. 

Of his trip to Iceland, Fleming wrote: 

'Vatnajokull is about the size of Yorkshire. We sledged across, spent some days mapping and geologising and botanising on the 
northern edge, and returned by the same route to pick up the seismograph. We enjoyed it all immensely not least because we got on 
very well together and everyone had some particular responsibility in the scientific and survey side of the expedition's programme. We 
were divided into two three-man sledge teams each pulling a Nansen sledge loaded with 1000 lbs of gear. For most of the time we 
were on skis, which on an uphill grade had to be fitted with skins to get a grip. Man-hauling is very hard work and is apt to make one 
mule-minded - with a sullen suspicion that you are the only member of your team who is really doing any work, until you discover that 
the others have exactly the same idea. The main constituent of our sledge rations was Pemmican. It is advertised on the tin as a meat 
extract rich in albumen, meat fibre and animal fat - which is exactly what it tastes like. You take it like a soup and it is more palatable 
with pea flour added. A plate full after pitching camp gives you the impression you've had a five course dinner; the great thing is to go 
to sleep before you discover you haven't - because sledge-rations are deficient in solid food and though one gets plenty of energy and 
vitamins, it is chiefly conveyed as liquid and the result is that one's inside is astonishingly empty. 

When we got back to Hohn we learned that the trawler company were unable to fetch us back. This was a serious blow. But our 
guide's father was a Member of Parliament, and when he learned the news he said very helpfully 'I will telephone the Prime Minister'. 
Now, in Iceland all the telephones were on a party line; he who speaks loudest gets through. Thorliefson was an accomplished 
telephonist. He blew everyone else off the line, and presently announced that the Icelandic Navy couldn't help because a third of it 
was off the North Coast, a third in dock, and the other third - they didn't know where it was. Eventually we managed to hire a motor 
boat. The crew of four kissed the entire populace of Hohn before we set off - an ominous sign. We left in sunshine setting course for the 
Westmann Islands. At about 4 o'clock the skipper, who appeared to be alarmist by temperament, pointed to the horizon and said 
'Storm'; and storm it jolly well was. The entire night there was a vicious wind and we were uncomfortably close to a lee shore. I passed 
through those two stages of seasickness - first of fearing that you are going to die and then of fearing that you won't. At dawn, the 
skipper was obviously lost; we followed in the wake of a trawler, but as trawlers trawl in a circle that didn't get us anywhere. Eventually 
one of our own party sighted the Westmann Islands. We sailed home in the mail steamer to Leith, which was the only prosaic part of 
the trip.' 


Antarctica - Chaplain and Geologist

And so to the British Graham Land Expedition to Antarctica 1934-37, in which Fleming acted variously as Chaplain, Geologist and 
Glaciologist, and firmly established himself as a popular mainstay of the expedition, passing three years away on the ice, studying rock 
formations, glaciers and fossils, and being one of three who went on the sledge journey of discovery that mapped hundreds of miles of 
coastline that no one had ever seen before - and ran so short of food for the dogs that they had to kill seven of them. 

Of the voyage to Graham Land, Fleming - with his usual modesty and good humour - wrote: 

'The voyage out was an unusual experience because ... the members of the party were the crew. It was less expensive that way. We 
had one paid hand - a cook. He was a nice chap but our leader when he interviewed him forgot to put the leading question as to 
whether he could cook. Only a minority of our party knew which rope to pull and this made the task of the Captain and two mates 
doubly anxious. We ran into bad weather five days out when we got into the Bay of Biscay. One incident will illustrate the kind of 
problem which faced our officers. The storm gathered force at night, and we had to shorten sail with all hands on deck. I was given a 
rope by the second mate. When he said to let go I paid out the rope round the belaying pin. He got a bit agitated and shouted Let go; 
so I took the rope off the pin and let it go. Up shot the rope into the inky skies and down came the top yard on the cross trees with an 
almighty crash. It then transpired that one of my shipmates was somewhere aloft in the vicinity of that yard ... when he got back on 
deck he said a lot of things which were not at all proper for a parson to hear ... The sailors terminology, however, often lacks clarity; 
'Vast heaving'; well, the first time we got that order we gave a vast heave, and felt a bit hurt by the Mate's pitying smile. However, we 
got the way of it; 68 days to Montevideo; about 20 more to Port Stanley the capital of the Falklands, and another 16 or so to Graham 
Land; working watch to watch. It was a good way to get our party settled down, and once we were into the fair weather of the Trade 
Winds belt it was most enjoyable for all of us except for one of our party who was sick every day from England to Montevideo.' 
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And of his epic journey of discovery, undertaken with biologist Colin Bertram and experienced explorer Steve Stephenson - a journey 
that nearly ended in disaster in circumstances not dissimilar to Captain Scott's ill-fated expedition - he recorded in his diary in early 
November 1936, as they became trapped in appalling weather: 

'November 1st. A day of lying up but it cleared this afternoon. Steve and Colin efficiently despatched those dogs which we had to part 
with - Silver, Whiskey, Jim, Cyclops, Pie and Rosie. It's horrid to lose them but thank God the deed is done. They also fed the dogs and 
I prepared tea for the three of us. Then we had a short All Saints Day service; a Psalm, two lessons and some prayers. We now have 20 
days dog-food and 19 1/4 days man-food to take us to Terra Firma Island, where John has promised there will be a depot for us ... ' 

'November 4th. This is a bad place to be held up and we may yet be hard put to it to make rations last to get to Terra Firma Islands, and 
thereafter who knows but that the sea-ice be breaking up. However sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof, and one must trust to 
God's good providence. Meanwhile we spend our time lying up in idleness whiling away the hours as best we may - and we are in 
very good spirits I'm glad to say ... ' 

November 7th. A wretched day of snow and so we have been forced to lie up and open our last 3 boxes of food. We are likely to reach 
Terra Firma very hungry and having to sacrifice more of our dogs. However there is no use fretting and we must needs learn to accept 
the conditions which come and there is no saying but that we may have a change of conditions to help us on our way ... ' 

In the event the weather finally broke on 11 November, and the three men reached safety on the 19th, having covered and mapped 
near 600 miles of territory and established that there was no break through in Graham Land from the Bellinghausen Sea to the Weddell 
Sea. 

Colin Bertram later wrote: 

'He was unquestionably the only member of the Expedition who was always welcome, whenever, wherever, whoever. Launcelot 
treated me to my first cigar; he acquainted me with Axel Munthe; he employed me as labourer-with-the-ice-chisel to chip out samples 
of sea-ice, a job that got me away from the mock service discipline of the ship. Launcelot's contribution to the morale of the Expedition 
was incalculable; he upheld and comforted and counselled, he kept the peace while trenchantly arguing Christian dogma and ritual 
with Quintin Riley; he helped maintain standards of civilised behaviour just by being himself/ 

Fleming was awarded the Polar Medal, in silver, one of just 16 such awards for the expedition. 

One of the indirect benefits derived for his time in Antarctica was a knowledge of naval ways, care of Lieutenant-Commander R. E. D. 
Ryder, R.N., who had commanded the expedition's vessel the Penola, and would be awarded the V.C. for his gallant part in the St. 
Nazaire Raid. And that knowledge would shortly be put to good use. 

Naval Chaplain - under fire in the "Queen Elizabeth"

Having since his days in Antarctica pursued an academic career, acting as an examining chaplain to a number of bishops while 
retaining a base at Trinity Hall, of which he became Dean in 1937, Fleming was appointed 'Probationary Temporary Chaplain, Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve, additional to the Royal Naval Barracks, Portsmouth' in July 1940, and, after but a week's indoctrination, was 
posted as Chaplain to the officers' training establishment King Alfred in Hove. Here, such was the rapidity of training that it is said he 
became acquainted with nearly half of all serving R.N.V.R. officers over the next six months: indeed he found it 'something of a 
problem to remain decently sober when invited to attend three passing-out parties each week.' 

An excellent summary of Fleming's subsequent wartime career appears in The Bishops , by Trevor Beeson: 

'Then in November 1940 [he was appointed to] the battleship H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth , which after service in the North Atlantic 
became the flagship of Admiral Cunningham, the Commander-in-Chief of the Mediterranean Fleet. Operations in the Eastern 
Mediterranean, including the closing stages of the Battle of Crete, brought the ship under frequent attack. During an engagement 
Fleming, who never wore uniform - preferring a flannel suit and a battered soft hat - would often ascend the bridge and use the 
intercom to give a running commentary for the benefit of the majority of the crew who were working below and could see nothing of 
the action. 

On 25 November 1941 he used the intercom for a unique spiritual purpose. Twenty-four hours earlier, the Queen Elizabeth, in 
company with two other battleships - Barham and Valiant - sailed from Alexandria but, in spite of an escort of eight destroyers, Barham, 
which was close to Queen Elizabeth, was struck by three torpedoes. The ship turned on its side, blew up, and within minutes was sunk, 
leaving 450 survivors in the water and more than 850 others, including the captain, dead. All this was witnessed from the Queen 
Elizabeth and amid the chaos Fleming obtained permission to say prayers for the dead and dying, and for the Fleet, over the intercom 
system. Shortly before Barham left Alexandria its chaplain, Gerald Ellison, who was destined to become the Bishop of Chester, then of 
London, left the ship following a disagreement with the captain. His successor was among those killed. 
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Just over three weeks after the Barham disaster, the Queen Elizabeth was herself hit by a torpedo while in harbour at Alexandria and so 
badly damaged that repairs and refitting occupied more than eighteen months. This led to Fleming's appointment in 1943 as senior 
chaplain of H.M.S. Ganges - a large training establishment at Shotley, near Ipswich.' 

Following Ganges, Fleming served as Director of Service Ordination Candidates from December 1944 until the War's end. 

Many years later, however, in the summer of 1977, Fleming was delighted to be offered a month-long appointment as Honorary 
Chaplain in H.M.S. Kent Admiral Sir Jock Slater, then C.O. of the Kent, later wrote: 

'I will never forget the weeks he spent with me in H.M.S. Kent in 1977 ... Despite the difficulty he experienced in getting about the ship 
at sea, he did just that and there wasn't a single sailor who didn't know - and love - the "Bish" after only a few days. When Launcelot 
asked me if I thought the sailors might like to hear about the Graham Land Expedition and see some of his slides, I immediately agreed 
but was concerned that not many would turn up. Little did I know! The dining room was packed to bursting.' 


Bishop of Portsmouth and Norwich - and Dean of Windsor 



To his surprise, probably on account of his lack of parochial experience, Fleming was called to be Bishop of Portsmouth in 1949, 
becoming the youngest Bishop at the age of 43 years. But it was an entirely appropriate appointment - being a largely naval diocese - 
and one in which he flourished, soon winning over clergy and laity alike. And by the time of his departure to take up the reins at 
Norwich in 1959, Portsmouth was a busy and exceptionally well run diocese. Nonetheless, he also found time to Chair the Church of 
England Youth Council and get involved in the establishment of the Duke of Edinburgh's Award scheme. 

Norwich, with 650 churches and a shortage of clergy, proved more challenging, but with characteristic determination, he set about 
making notable improvements, among them the development of rural group ministries and, as an uncanny judge of character, and 
good in one-to-one encounters, attracting some first rate new clergymen. In 1971, however, as a result of a rare spinal disorder that 
affected his legs, he was compelled to resign, but he continued to lend valuable service in the House of Lords where, after a maiden 
speech about cruelty to whales, and piloting through the Antarctic Treaty bill, he was appointed to the Standing Committee on 
Environmental Pollution. 

Fleming was also an Honorary Vice-President of the Royal Geographical Society and onetime Director of the Scott Polar Research 
Institute at Cambridge, but whether his daring driving habits also emanated from his years as an explorer remains unknown: 

'Driving with Launcelot, even when he was not pressed for time, could be a nerve-wracking experience in itself. He enjoyed driving 
fast, scoring plus one for every car which he passed and minus one for every car which overtook him. He drove well unless 
preoccupied with what he had been doing, and so the emergence from the Bishopswood drive on to the main Southampton road was a 
daily hazard. It was generally believed that the Portsmouth police were indulgent, though a group of young men about to be ordained 
in the Cathedral were asked to keep a sharp look-out for any police cars' Donald Lindsay's Friends for Life refers). 

On resigning as Bishop of Norwich in 1971, Fleming was appointed the Queen's Domestic Chaplain and Dean of Windsor, in which 
capacity, among other duties, he officiated at the funeral of the Duke of Windsor, and acted as Registrar of the Order of the Garter. 
During this appointment in particular, Fleming received wonderful support from his wife, Jane, though she could become a little 
exasperated when her husband gave little notice of visitors: thus the occasion the Duke of Edinburgh appeared for lunch, only moments 
after the Bishop had told her of his imminent arrival - and proposed that cheese sandwiches would suffice. 

He was appointed K.C.V.O. on his retirement in 1976. 

Launcelot Fleming, 'the sort of man one never forgets', retired to Dorset, and died in Sherborne in July 1990. He is buried in the 
churchyard of All Saints' Church, Poyntington.

'Boothman as a senior officer of the Royal Air Force was armed at all points. He was one of the finest pilots his service has produced - 
he piloted the aircraft which won the Schneider Trophy outright for his country - he flew with great gallantry in the earlier part of the 
Second World War; he had a wide technical knowledge of aircraft and their engines, and he brought to the Air Staff and Ministry of 
Supply and to his commands at home and abroad a combination of innate leadership and a lively penetrating mind, allied to a most 
likeable personality. The fact that Sir John was at the right moment no respecter of persons or, for that matter, of empty tradition, 
enhanced his reputation among those who knew the quality of his great contribution to the many important appointments he was 
called upon to fill .'

In the early days of the war, Air Commodore Boothman took part as a pilot of a bomber aircraft in raids against the enemy. He 
operated in the initial attack against the German Navy at Kiel on the opening day of the war, and subsequently in bomber raids on 
German industrial targets. He was also in one of the last fighter sweeps over Dunkirk. 

Air Commodore Boothman took over the operational command and direction of the R.A.F. High Altitude Photographic Reconnaissance 
Unit (now known as No. 106 Group) in June 1943. 

Now, at the age of 43, Air Commodore Boothman is one of the oldest R.A.F. officers to engage in active solo high altitude flying 
operations against the enemy. Since assuming command of No. 106 group he has carried out fourteen operational photographic sorties. 
On one occasion, over the Watten and Marquise area, he flew through heavy and accurate flak to photograph his objective. On as 
recently as 8 May 1944, in carrying out a reconnaissance over Holland at 35,000 feet, he successfully evaded an attack by twelve 
enemy aircraft. On one photographic sortie flown over enemy territory, he landed in North Africa after covering 1,160 miles, and two 
days later, after completion of a special inspection duty, returned to base, the last 200 miles of the homeward journey over the sea in 
bad weather being carried out with one engine "dead"; this involved a total distance of 3,210 miles flying. His last operational service 
sortie was carried out on D-Day of the current invasion operations. 

This officer has always shown the greatest keenness to take part in operations, and has only been prevented from doing so more 
frequently by pressure of his normal duties as Air Officer Commanding. 

In addition to operational flying, he has tested all types of aircraft to ensure that his pilots have the latest and best aircraft for the job - 
invariably undertaking himself the initial reconnaissance over enemy territory in a new type of aircraft. 

When he assumed command of the Photographic Reconnaissance Units, morale and keenness of the pilots were of a high order, but 
his enthusiasm, personality and, above all, his personal example have raised these qualities even higher. 

I approve the immediate award of the Distinguished Flying Cross to Air Commodore Boothman.'

John Nelson Boothman was born in Wembley, Middlesex, in February 1901, the son of a railway clerk, and was educated at Harrow 
County School. And it was as a schoolboy that he experienced his first flight, a story described in his Times obituary: 

'He developed his love of flying as a schoolboy, and his determined pursuit of aviation brought him a remarkable early achievement in 
that field - a flight with the pioneer aviator, Colonel Cody. The latter entered for a race in 1911 that required a passenger, and took with 
him the young Boothman, then aged 10, as the lightest passenger he could find willing and anxious to venture into the air in a "flying 
machine" ... ' 

Too young to enlist in the British armed services, but anxious to play his part, young Boothman volunteered for the French Red Cross in 
January 1918, and served as a motor ambulance driver on the Balkan front, gallant work that won him the French Croix de Guerre for 
'more than a year's zeal and devotion in the evacuation of French wounded despite enemy bombardment.' 

On his return to the U.K., Boothman determined to pursue his early interest in aviation, and took private flying lessons at Hendon, 
gaining his Private Pilot's Licence (No. 691), before being commissioned in the Royal Air Force in March 1921. And in September of 
the following year, he flew operationally in Bristol F2Bs of No. 4 Squadron during the Chanak crisis in Turkey. 
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Having then qualified as an instructor at the Central Flying School at Upavon - in fact as 'the best pilot on the course' - he was retained 
until September 1926, and won the Duke of York's cup at the Hendon Air Display that year. 

Back on operations by early 1928, he served in No. 30 and No. 55 Squadrons over the Southern Desert, Iraq, where his proficiency as 
a pilot was assessed as 'exceptional' (Medal & clasp), an assessment that no doubt led to his appointment to the High Speed Flight of 
the Marine Aircraft Experimental Establishment at Felixstowe, following time with No. 32 Squadron in 1930. 

Boothman went on to complete at least 70 high speed flights, a fine record which culminated in his winning the Schneider Trophy 
outright for Great Britain on 13 September 1931, piloting Vickers Supermarine Rolls-Royce S.6B SI 595 from the flying boat base at 
Calshot, his log book entry reading: 'Good trip. Average speed 340 m.p.h., 100 Km. record 342.9 m.p.h.' This was the year Lucy, Lady 
Houston, came to the rescue with a private donation of £100,000, the Government having withdrawn its backing and, with the French, 
German and Italian entrants having failed to ready their aircraft in time for the competition, it became an all-British affair. Boothman's 
victorious flight is said to have been watched by around 500,000 enthusiastic spectators, a day made all the more memorable by virtue 
of team G.B. taking the trophy outright for it was our third successive victory of earlier wins in Venice in 1927 and Calshot in 1929. 

He was awarded the A.F.C. 

Moving to an appointment with No. 22 Squadron at Martlesham Heath, Norfolk, at the end of the year, Boothman went on to serve as 
C.O. of 'A' Flight of the performance testing section of the Aircraft and Armament Experimental Establishment in 1934 and, shortly 
afterwards, attended the Staff College. He was advanced to Squadron Leader and posted to Singapore. 

Returning to the U.K. in February 1939, he took command of No. 44 Squadron, a Hampden unit based at Waddington, Lincolnshire 
but, towards the year's end, was posted to the Air Ministry as a Wing Commander (Fighter Operations), but not before flying 
operationally. In July 1940, he was posted to H.Q., Bomber Command, but never missed an opportunity to fly, a strike on Hamburg in 
October of the same year being a case in point. Added to which, during an eight-week goodwill and flight testing tour of the United 
States and Canada in late 1941, he flew the latest American aircraft. He was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 1 January 1942 
refers). 

Next appointed to the command of R.A.F. Finningley, Boothman subsequently returned to staff duties at the Air Ministry but, in June 
1943, he became operational as C.O. of No. 106 Wing (later Group) at R.A.F. Benson, and, between then and June 1944, flew 
numerous photographic missions in Mosquito aircraft - vital fact-gathering missions in support of the D-Day landings. And, as 
described by Alfred Price in Targeting the Reich , many of them were flown in co-operation with the Americans: 

'In August 1943 the U.S. 8th Air Force established its own photographic reconnaissance unit, the 7th Photo Group, at Mount Farm near 
Benson. From the start there was very close co-operation between them and the United States Army Air Force (U.S.A.A.F.) 
reconnaissance units, with much interchange of equipment and sharing of knowledge. Initially the 7th Photo Group flew F-5 aircraft, 
the reconnaissance version of the P-38 Lightning fighter. The aircraft was vulnerable to interception during deep penetrations into 
enemy territory, however, and it had serviceability problems. One squadron in the Group received Spitfire PR Xls, and operated these 
aircraft for the rest of the conflict. 

Also in the latter part of 1943 the Mosquito PR XVI appeared, fitted with a pressurised cabin. It was an important innovation, which 
allowed its crews to remain alert and reasonably comfortable while flying for long periods at altitudes above 35,000 feet. 

During the spring of 1944 the 654th Reconnaissance Squadron, part of the U.S. 801st Reconnaissance Group based at Watton in 
Norfolk, formed with Mosquito XVIs. This unit flew photographic reconnaissance missions for the remainder of the war. 

The period of near-invulnerability to interception for aircraft powered by the Merlin 61 engine lasted until the spring of 1944. It ended 
when with the appearance of the first German jet fighter types, the rocket-propelled Messerschmitt 163 and the turbojet powered 
Messerschmitt 262. The reconnaissance Spitfires and Mosquitos, flying alone and unarmed, offered perfect targets for the German jet 
pilots to carry out practice interceptions. Yet again losses began to rise ... ' 
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In addition to being awarded the C.B. (London Gazette 8 June 1944 refers), and D.F.C. in this period, Boothman was twice decorated 
by the Americans, namely with the Commander's grade of Legion of Merit (London Gazette 9 October 1945 refers), and the D.F.C. 
(.London Gazette 28 August 1945 refers), the citation for the former stating: 

'Air Commodore John Nelson Boothman, C.B., D.F.C., A.F.C., Royal Air Force: For exceptionally meritorious conduct in the 
performance of outstanding services from July 1943 to July 1944. As Commanding Officer of the 106th Strategic Reconnaissance 
Group, Royal Air Force, Air Commodore Boothman was charged with the operational control of British Photographic Reconnaissance 
and the co-ordination of this work with the United States Air Forces. His assistance was invaluable in matters of supply and combat 
procedure during the activation of the initial American photo-reconnaissance units in the United Kingdom. He worked continuously to 
improve all equipment and tactics, both operational and on the ground. As a result of his wide experience in this highly technical field, 
he originated and presented a plan to the photo-reconnaissance officers of the American Air Forces for the establishment of a Joint 
Photographic Reconnaissance Committee, composed of British and American Staff Officers, to co-ordinate and direct the overall 
handling of allied reconnaissance targets, photographic production and interpretation. The superior and highly efficient record 
established by all operational units, both air and ground, under the control of the committee is attributable to a large extent to the 
efforts of Air Commodore Boothman.' 

And the citation for the D.F.C. stating: 

'Air Commodore J. N. Boothman, A.F.C., Royal Air Force; or extraordinary achievement in the development of technical and tactical 
photographic reconnaissance, the accomplishment of which has been of in estimable value to the Royal Air Force and United States 
Army Air Forces. Air Commodore Boothman participated in fourteen photographic reconnaissance missions over enemy territory, in 
addition to numerous local flights for the purpose of testing new types of reconnaissance aircraft and photographic equipment. The 
outstanding progress in photographic reconnaissance, through the accomplishment of these flights directly reflected in the superior 
reconnaissance available to the allied forces. The courage, coolness, flying skill and judgment displayed by Air Commodore Boothman 
while testing new aircraft and new photographic equipment for use by photographic reconnaissance units reflects the highest credit 
upon himself and the Allied Air Forces.' 

Meanwhile, his son Patrick was awarded the D.F.C. for services in No. 1 78 Squadron, and father and son attended the same investiture 
at Buckingham Palace in 1945. Boothman was also awarded the War Cross of Czechoslovakia (London Gazette 27 June 1947 refers). 

Post-war, he spent three years as Assistant Chief of Air Staff, in addition to serving as A.O.C. in Iraq, and in September 1950 he was 
appointed Controller (Air) at the Ministry of Supply, in which capacity he oversaw the rapid expansion aircraft production at the time of 
the Korea War. He was appointed K.B.E. in 1951 and K.C.B. in 1954, and, advanced to Air Chief Marshal, became C-in-C. Coastal 
Command, together with related N.A.T.O. appointments. Placed on the Retired List in 1956, Boothman died in Westminster, London, 
in December of the following year.

Edward Victor Hugo was born on 5 January 1865, at 6 Popes Road, Cork, the son of James Henry Hugo and his wife Marianne. His 
father was a revenue officer. He qualified as a medical doctor with the degree of M.B. (Honours) from the University of London (1892), 
a licence to practise medicine from the Royal College of Physicians (1889), a Diploma in Surgery from the Royal College of Surgeons 
(1889) and a licence to practise surgery. 

In January 1892 he applied for employment as a Surgeon in the Indian Medical Service, and was duly commissioned as a Surgeon- 
Lieutenant on 27 July 1892. He first saw active service in the winter of 1894-95 when the Mahsuds attacked the Waziristan 
Delimitation Commission. Appointed to the 31st Bengal Infantry, he served throughout the Relief of Chitral campaign, attached to one 
of the several field hospitals. 

In 1897 Hugo was serving as Medical Officer to the 31st Bengal Infantry which, in July of that year, formed part of the garrison at 
Malakand. He was assisted at this time by his younger brother, James Henry Hugo, a Surgeon Lieutenant also attached to the 31st 
Bengal Infantry who was awarded the D.S.O. for his gallantry at Malakand. 

The Malakand position consisted of a small fort, guarding the Malakand Pass; from the pass, the road ran down to a Crater, where were 
located the camps of the 24th Punjabis, the 45th Sikhs, the Engineer Park and the Commissariat stores. At the crater, the road forked; 
one branch ran north-west to the North Camp, some 1,300 yards away, the camp of the 31st Punjabis, a cavalry squadron and a 
mountain battery. The other branch of the road ran north-east to Chakdara and then Chitral. Chakdara, 10 miles north of the Malakand, 
was the site of the suspension bridge over the Swat River. To guard the bridge there was a small fort, garrisoned by 180 men from the 
45th (Rattray's Sikhs) and four officers, including Surgeon Captain E. V. Hugo. 

On the afternoon of 26 July 1897, officers from both the Malakand and Chakdara posts attended a polo match at Khar, a village 
approximately half way between the two. The villagers were friendly but, as the native grooms attended to the ponies, they were 
warned to leave quickly as a massive attack was imminent. A local religious leader, the Mulla Mastan (or 'Mad Mullah') had assembled 
a great number of tribesmen from Swat and nearby areas to attack the two posts. At 9.45 pm Lieut. Rattray, commanding the fort at 
Chakdara, sent a telegram to Malakand to report that huge numbers of tribesmen were advancing on the latter post; the telegraph wire 
was then cut. Just as the officers at Malakand were discussing this news, a bugle sounded 'General Alarm' and the camp came under 
fire. 

Of the ensuing defence of the fort, Michael Barthrop wrote in The Frontier Ablaze: 'The defence of Chakdura by six British officers and 
240 Indian soldiers against up to 14,000 Pathan tribesmen must rank with that other, yet far more famous Victorian military epic, the 
defence of Rorke's Drift... Certainly its defenders fought from behind stone walls, with a gun and two Maxims, rather than mealie bags 
and biscuit boxes. On the other hand, their assailants had far more firearms and were much better shots than the Zulus. Furthermore, 
Chakdara had to hold out for ten times as long as Rorke's Drift before relief and, at least towards the end, was outnumbered by 
certainly twice the numbers facing B Company, 2/24 Foot ... Then again, the officers at Rorke's Drift were supported by their own 
countrymen whereas those at Chakdara relied upon men of a different race and religion ...' 

Two officers received the D.S.O. for Chakdara, whilst seven Indians received the Order of Merit; the remaining officer, including Hugo, 
were mentioned in despatches. Hugo remained with the 31st Bengal Infantry, attached to the Malakand Frontier Force, until the 
successful conclusion of the campaign. 

Promoted to the rank of Major in July 1904, and admitted as a Fellow at the Royal College of Surgeons in 1906, Hugo was also 
appointed Professor of Surgery at King Edward's Medical College, Lahore, and a Member of the Medical Board, India Office. He was 
promoted to Lieutenant Colonel in July 1912. 

During the Great War Hugo served with the Indian Contingent, joining the Meerut and Lahore Divisions in France on 12 January 1915, 
and witnessed the subsequent attack at Neuve Chapelle in March 1915. He was then appointed to the Hospital Ship Gascon for service 
in the Gallipoli campaign, one of 22 vessels so employed, all painted with large red crosses on their sides. The Gascon was employed 
off Anzac Cove and from April 1915 to January 1916, she carried more than 8000 sick and wounded from the Gallipoli peninsula. 

Hugo then went on to serve in Mesopotamia, where he distinguished himself in difficult conditions, being promoted to acting Colonel, 
twice mentioned in the despatches of the Commander in Chief, General Marshall, and awarded the Order of St Michael and St George 
in 1917. 

In 1919 Hugo saw service in the Afghanistan campaign, his last active service before his retirement in 1922. Returning to England, he 
lived at Richmond, Surrey, and died on Christmas Eve, 1951.

Edward Conyngham Denison was born on 6 September 1888, the only son of Captain Hon. Henry Denison and grandson of the 1st 
Lord Londesborough. 

After being educated at H.M.S. Britannia he entered the Royal Navy and served as a Lieutenant-Commander in the Great War 1914-18. 
Between the wars he served as Captain of H.M.Y. Victoria and Albert and was awarded the M.V.O. 4th Class on 10 August 1931. 
During the Second World War he served as Commodore (R.N.R.) of Convoys, 1941-44 and was mentioned in despatches (London 
Gazette 3 October 1944) for his services as such. Captain Denison, R.N. died on 13 November 1960.

George Frederic Ashford Whitlock was born in Barnstaple on 16 April 1868. He was educated at the Royal Naval School, New Cross 
and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. He joined the Royal Engineers in 1887. He served with the Ordnance Survey from 1887 
to 1903. He was appointed Assistant Commisioner of the Anglo-German Boundary Commission (Yola Lake Chad), 1903-04 and British 
Commissioner of the Anglo-German Boundary Commission (Yola-Cross River, S. Nigeria), 1907-09. 

As a Major (Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel) R.E., he was in charge of the operations in the Sonkwala District during December 1908, His 
forces consisted of 12 British officers and non-commissioned officers; 157 men from the Southern Nigeria Regiment; two political 
officers; one doctor and most notably, 43 German colonial troops from the Cameroons commanded by Oberleutnant von Stephani. 
After some fighting the operation was brought to a satisfactory conclusion; the German maxim gun playing a significant part. Reports of 
the expedition was given by Lieutenant-Colonel Whitlock, R.E., Captain C. E. Heathcote, Y.L.I. and Oberleutnant von Stephani in the 
London Gazette of 21 December 1909. 

Whitlock was appointed Chief Instructor in Surveying at the School of Military Engineering, Chatham, 1909-13. Awarded the 
Murchison Award of the Royal Geographical Society in 1916. After the war he was appointed British Commissioner of the Inter-allied 
Boundary Commission (Germany-Belgium), 1919-22. Placed on Retired Pay from the Army in 1922, he served as Mayor of Barnstaple, 
1928-29. Latterly living at Trafalgar Lawn, Barnstaple, Devon; Colonel Whitlock died on 1 September 1936.

Graham Rigby Lynn was born in Hoddesdon, Hertfordshire, in January 1885, and was educated at Tonbridge School before studying 
medicine at St. Bartholomew's Hospital, where he was awarded the Alfred Willett Merit Medal for gaining the highest marks in 
operative surgery in the Brackenbury Scholarship Examination. 

Commissioned in the Indian Medical Service in July 1909, he was advanced to Captain in July 1912 and first entered the French theatre 
of war in September 1914, where he remained actively engaged until December 1915. He next witnessed active service on attachment 
to the Mesopotamian Expeditionary Force in Iraq in the period January 1916 to December 191 7, in which theatre of war he won the D. 
S.O. and was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 15 August 1917 refers), following which he was attached to the Egyptian 
Expeditionary Force from January 191 8 until the War's end, latterly as D.A.D.M.S. 

Post-war, in the rank of Major, he served in Palestine in 1922-24, one time as Deputy Principal Medical Officer, in addition to an 
appointment in Hygiene & Pathology back in India in 1930-34, following his advancement to Lieutenant-Colonel. Having then been 
placed on the Retired List in the rank of Colonel in December 1938, Lynn was recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, 
and served in various capacities in India, the Middle East and Eritrea, and was awarded the C.B.E. in December 1941 The Colonel, who 
sportingly listed 'accepting geriatrism' among his recreations in Who's Who, died in January 1966; sold with a file of copied research, 
including verification for the Jubilee 1935 Medal.

Cyril Herbert Alfred Marriott was born in Chambly, Quebec, in September 1897, the son of a clergyman, and entered the Royal Navy 
as an Assistant Clerk in July 1915, after attending Trent College. Joining the battleship H.M.S. Iron Duke as additional for duties in the 
Admiral Sir John Jellicoe's office, in August of the same year, he was advanced to Clerk and remained similarly employed until early 
1917, thereby witnessing action at Jutland, when the Iron Duke gained significant hits on the enemy battleship Konig, in addition to a 
number of destroyers. 

Removing to similar duties in the Queen Elizabeth in February 1917, and thence to the Orion under Rear-Admiral Goodenough that 
September, Marriott's final appointment was on Admiral Crichton's staff in King George V ', for in September 1919, he resigned his 
commission in order to enter the Consular Service. 

Subsequently appointed Vice-Consul in Copenhagen, he enjoyed a spate of other European postings, in addition to New York and 
Panama, and was serving as Consul-General and Political Adviser to the G.O.C. British Forces Palestine at Haifa at the time of being 
awarded his C.B.E. in June 1949. 

In the wake of the 1948 conflict, Marriott found himself embroiled in a complex period of political and diplomatic machinations, his 
task being to represent British interests but in the absence of the U.K's formal recognition of the new state of Israel - difficult ground 
indeed. And he probably did himself few favours by pulling no punches, not least when he informed the Mayor of Haifa, 'Should you 
bomb the aerodrome at Amman or hit any British craft, we shall blast every Jewish aeroplane in the air and on land all over Palestine'; 
see Natan Aridan's Britain , Israel and Anglo-Jewry 1949-57 , for mention of Marriott and further details. 

Retiring in 1957, after several years as Consul-General in Zurich, Marriott served as the Appeals Secretary for the Catholic children's 
charity Crusade of Rescue 1957-66. He died at Fairford, Gloucestershire, in September 1977; sold with copied research.

Harry Granville Lee-Warner was bom in India in January 1882, the son of John Lee-Warner of the Indian Civil Service, and was 
educated at Sherborne prior to entering the R.M.A. Woolwich. Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Field Artillery in July 
1902, he served out in India in the period 1906-11, and was serving as a a Lieutenant in 9th Battery, R.F.A., 41st Brigade, on the 
outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Landing in France a few days later, he was quickly in action with his battery, and gained advancement to Captain in October. Then in 
May 191 5, as cited above, he won the the D.S.O. for his sustained gallantry as a Forward Observation Officer at Rue du Bois - a scarce 
honour for a recently promoted Captain: this, too, as verified by various sources, one of five separate occasions in which he was 
wounded. 

Indeed Lee-Warner collected another wound shortly after returning to 9th Battery - on 9 July 1915 - and was mentioned in despatches 
(.London Gazette 1 January 1916 refers). Advanced to Major in April of the latter year, he served as an Acting Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Commandant of a training establishment back in the U.K. in the period November 1916 to August 1917, following which he returned 
to active service in France as a Brigade Major in 8th Division. He was again mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 20 December 
1918 refers). 

Post-war, Lee-Warner served out in India 1919-23, onetime commanding 94th Battery, 18th Brigade, and was present in the Malabar 
operations (Medal & clasp). Back in the U.K. he held a further battery command and was advanced to substantive Lieutenant-Colonel 
in April 1931. Sadly, however, he died in August of the following year, while C.O. of 4th Light Brigade, R.A., at Deepcut; sold with 
research.

William Hesketh was born on 1 November 1872, the only son of Robert Walter Hesketh (1837-1919), of the Madras Army. He 
graduated from Sandhurst and was commissioned in November 1894. As was the practice with officers destined for the Indian Army, 
he spent his first year attached to a British regiment, the Gordon Highlanders. While serving with this regiment on the relief of Chitral 
he took part in the storming of the Malakand Pass and was severely wounded by a gunshot wound to the chest. 

In February 1896 Hesketh was appointed to the Bengal Staff Corps and posted to the 12th Bengal Cavalry. He was promoted to 
Lieutenant in April 1897, and was temporarily attached to the 11th Bengal Lancers for service in the North West Frontier campaigns of 
1897-98. As part of the Malakand Field Force he served with Winston Churchill and is mentioned in his book The Story of the 
Malakand Field Force , when he describes an incident during a reconnaissance patrol: 

'The squadron concentrated near the village , and we heard that the other sketching party had met with more adventures than had 
fallen to our lot. It was commanded by Lieutenant Hesketh , a young officer who was severely wounded at the storming of the 
Malakand Pass in 1895 , and who , having again volunteered for active service , was attached to the 11th Bengal Lancers. At the foot of 
the pass he dismounted his troop and , taking a few men with him; began the climb. The pass was occupied by tribesmen who 
threatened to fire on the party if they advanced further. The subaltern replied that he only wished to see the country on the other side 
and did not intend to harm anyone. At the same time he pursued his way and the tribesmen , not wishing to bring matters to a crisis , fell 
back slowly , repeatedly taking aim , but never daring to fire. He reached the top of the pass and Captain Walters , the Assistance 
Intelligence Officer , was able to make a most valuable sketch of the country beyond. It was a bold act and succeeded more through its 
boldness than from any other cause; for, had the tribesmen once opened fire , very few of the party could have got down alive. Making 
a detour to avoid the village , which it was undesirable to traverse a second time , the squadron returned and arrived at the camp at 
Ghosam as the sun was setting.' 

In 1902 Hesketh was appointed Temporary Commandant, Silladar Camel Cadre, at Rawalpindi. The following year he was promoted to 
Captain, and to Major in 1912. On 14 March 1914 he was a Squadron Commander in the 12th Cavalry. He served on the western front 
from 28 November 1914 to 2 January 1916, for most of the time attached to the 34th Poona Horse. From February 1916 to the end of 
the war he served in Mesopotamia where, in August 1917, he had an independent command, 'Hesketh's Column'. In 1918 he was 
officiating second in command of the 12th Cavalry. He was decorated with the Distinguished Service Order for his services in this 
theatre, and twice mentioned in despatches. 

In 1919 Hesketh participated in his third campaign on the North West Frontier. He was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1920 
and appointed Commandant, 26th Light Cavalry, in 1921. Colonel Hesketh retired on 28 May 1923, and was still listed as a retired 
officer in the Indian Army List of 1939.

Thomas Chambers Robinson was the son of Colonel Arthur J. Robinson, Gentleman Steward of Honour of Clitheroe Castle. He was 
commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Volunteer Battalion East Lancashire Regiment on 3 August 1895. During the Great War he 
served as a Major (Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel) in the 4th Battalion East Lancashire Regiment, serving in Egypt and Gallipoli under 
his brother, Colonel Frederick D. Robinson, of Clitheroe. He was subsequently appointed Lieutenant-Colonel, D.A.A.G. & D.A.Q.M.G.

Donald Powell was born on 21 October 1896, at Jhansi and baptised on 4 January 1897, at Fatehgahr, the son of Richard John Powell 
of the Indian Public Works Department and his wife, Alice Alethea. He was educated at Bedford Grammar School 1908-14, from 
where he went to Sandhurst, from where he was first commissioned in November 1914 as a Second Lieutenant on the unattached list 
for the Indian Army. On 25 January 1915 he was appointed as a company officer to the 1st Battalion, 30th Punjabi Regiment. He 
subsequently took part in the Mohmand campaign, August to October 1915, which saw the first use of armoured cars in action in 
India, as well as several successful cavalry charges against the enemy tribesmen. 

The 30th Punjabis sailed from Karachi on 1 December 1916, arriving at Dar-es-Salaam on the 11th of that month. They then proceeded 
about 150 miles to Duthumi and joined the 1 st East African Brigade, which was part of the main force under the command of General 
Smuts. Here the regiment had a few days for training in bush warfare. 

Smuts planned to cross the Rufiji River and link up with columns operating from the port of Kilva in the south-east, trapping the 
Germans in a pocket. The task of first crossing the river was allocated to the 30th Punjabis. The river was 800 yards wide and the only 
means available were five canvas boats, each of which carried only three armed men and an oarsman. At 2100 hours on 5 January 
191 7, the "B" Company commander and Lieutenant Powell, each accompanied by two men, reconnoitred the south bank and selected 
a landing site. By 0300 hours "B" Company was across, having been opposed only by hippopotami. For the remainder of the day "B" 
Company lay undetected in a defensive position, and the next night the rest of the regiment crossed. 

On 7 January patrols of the 30th encountered the enemy and a vigorous action ensued. The 30th was considerably outnumbered and 
suffered a number of casualties including Powell, who was hit in the leg when he went forward to ascertain the situation. 

But, despite the successful crossing of the Rufiji the flanking columns were too slow and the Germans were able to slip away from the 
trap long before the jaws could close. 

The British continued to push the Germans southward. Another attempt was made to trap them and, for this purpose, a force was 
assembled at Lindi, in the south, under the command of General O'Grady. On 25 July 1917 the 30th Punjabis joined this Force at 
Lindi. The Germans held a densely forested area with three positions, one of which was the Tandamuti Hill. O'Grady planned to insert 
the 30th Punjabis behind the Hill in a night march, then make a frontal attack on the positions, the next day. At 0200 hours on 3 
August the advance began, "B" Company leading. The advance was slow and exhausting, and the Battalion had still not reached its 
objectives by nine o'clock. Heavy firing could be heard ahead and "B" Company sent forward a patrol to investigate. Suddenly fire 
erupted from the bush all around the company and, as they desperately fought back, the Germans (most of whom were African Askaris) 
worked around their flanks and closed in. "B" Company was cut to pieces. Powell and another officer came forward with battalion 
headquarters to try to hold the front but both officers were wounded and captured. In all, the regiment suffered casualties of 7 out of the 
8 British officers, and 258 Indians were killed, wounded or missing. All the frontal attacks also failed. 

Powell's leg was badly broken and the Germans released him and he was returned to the United Kingdom on medical leave. He was 
subsequently awarded the Croix de Guerre. 

After the War he returned to his regiment and spent the ensuing years in the routine of peacetime soldiering in India, at stations on the 
Northwest Frontier, in the Punjab, and at Fort Sandeman in Baluchistan (1931-37). In 1925 two companies spent a year in the Persian 
Gulf. He had been promoted to Captain in 1918 and Major in 1923, and held appointments as A.D.C. to the Governor of Madras, and 
as General Staff Officer at the India Office in London. 

On 3 July 1937 Powell was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and appointed to the command of his regiment. In October 
1937 the 1/16 Punjab Regiment was assigned to the 3rd (Jhelum) Brigade, at Ghariom, and the following month the Brigade moved to 
Mir Ali, with posts at Tal and Damdil, to protect the road to Razmak. 
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In April 1938 the Fakir assembled a large lashkar (tribal raiding party) at Mami Rogha, which proceeded to raid convoys on the Bannu- 
Razmak road and blockade the Tochi Scout post at Datta Khel. To deal with this threat, 3rd Brigade advanced to Dosalli and joined the 
Razmak Brigade to form a force called 'Wastrike', and Powell, having been appointed Acting Brigadier, assumed command of the 
Brigade. 

The advance of 'Wastrike' to Mami-Rogha began on 2 June 1938. The 1/1 6 Punjabis, detailed as advance guard, marched out of camp 
at 0445 hours. In the face of opposition the Brigade advanced up the steep, bushy slopes and inflicted casualties on the enemy. By 
1115 the 3rd Brigade had secured its objectives and the Razmak Brigade passed through to occupy the Mami-Rogha Valley. The next 
two days were occupied in bringing up supplies. On 5 June Razmak Brigade stormed the high ridges separating the Valley from Datta 
Khel, including the Lowari-Narai Pass, from where the road descends to the Datta Khel Fort some four or five miles distant. On 6 June 
units from 'Wastrike' (including the 1/16th) advanced over the Lowari-Narai Pass and reached the Fort, ending its month long siege. 

3rd Brigade remained in the area to construct a post on the Pass and the tribesmen mostly confined their activities to sniping at night. 
On the evening of 14 June a party of about 70 tribesmen, with two home-made artillery pieces, shot up the camp just as the officers 
were sitting down to dinner, and on the 16th it was necessary to mount a minor operation to protect the camp's water supply. 
However, the Madda Khel had by then had enough, and submitted on 28th June. 

In early July, the Fakir of Ipi assembled another big lashkar in the Kharre area (the north-west corner of Waziristan). On 10 July 3rd 
Brigade advanced via Degan and Wuzghai to disperse it. The brigade had to pass through difficult, mountainous country in the face of 
considerable opposition, the weather was extremely hot, and the operation was a most arduous one for the troops involved. The Fakir's 
headquarters were destroyed and a quantity of rifles, ammunition and other supplies captured. The Fakir himself slipped away and, 
owing to the inaccessibility of the terrain and the proximity of the Afghan border, the pursuit had to be abandoned. On 18 July 
'Wastrike' was dispersed and the situation in northern Waziristan remained quiet for some time. 

During the operations in Waziristan in 1938 total casualties amounted to 62 killed and 268 wounded. Lieutenant-Colonel Powell was 
awarded the D.S.O. and mentioned in despatches. 

In March 1940 Powell was again appointed Temporary Brigadier, commanding 20 (Indian) Brigade, consisting of 2/8 Gurkha Rifles, 2/7 
Gurkha Rifles and 3/11 Sikh Regiment. The Brigade formed part of the 10th Indian Division, commanded by Major-General W. A. K. 
Fraser, then, from May 1941, Major-General William Slim. 

Brigadier Powell commanded 20 Indian Brigade, 1940-42, as part of 'Iraqforce', during the Anglo-lraqi war and in the Syria-Lebanon 
campaign, and as part of 'Paiforce' during the campaign in Persia. As Slim recalled in his memoirs, 'We had scrambled through 
skirmishes of the Iraq rebellion, been blooded - but not too deeply - against the French in Syria, and enjoyed the unrestrainedly opera 
bouffe of the invasion of Persia. We had bought our beer in Haifa and drunk it on the shores of the Caspian. We could move, we could 
fight, and we had begun to build up that most valuable of all assets, a tradition of success. We had a good soldierly conceit of 
ourselves. Now in March 1942, in spite of dust storms... it was stimulating to be in what we all felt was a critical spot, waiting for the 
threatened German invasion of Turkey.' 

Brigadier Powell relinquished command of 20 Indian Brigade in March 1942 and returned to England. He died on 8 August 1942 and 
was buried at Bedford Cemetery, Bedfordshire.

'In ten months from March 1944 > these two fearless fliers carried out over a hundred operational sorties and shot down 
twenty enemy planes. Each of them in the same period won the D.S.O. and Bar; and the D.F.C. and Bar. Sixteen of their 
victories were scored the hard way; during thirty missions deep into the heart of enemy territory. Five times they had to 
fly back to base on one engine, and on one occasion their Mosquito was hit and caught fire over Hamburg, but 
Burbridge, by means of some expert flying skill and a little luck, managed to put out the fire and limp home across the 
North Sea. Four times they returned to their airfield to report the destruction of two enemy planes during a single patrol. 
On one occasion they claimed four victories during one patrol.' 

The Fighter Aces of the R.A.F., by E. C. R. Baker, referring to the remarkable night fighter partnership of "Branse" 
Burbridge and "Bill" Skelton 

'The year was 1945. The scene was the throne room at Buckingham Palace, filled to capacity for an investiture. Without 
looking round, the King reached behind to pick up some medals which his aide Group Captain Peter Townsend had 
placed on a velvet cushion: in front of him, rigid to attention, stood Branse Burbridge. Strange how at the most solemn 
moments of life the mind sometimes wanders: Branse, as he was known to everyone, remembered how Peter 
Townsend, at one time his C.O., had said he would put a kipper on the cushion instead of the medals! But of course it 
was no kipper that the King pinned on his tunic, but a D.S.O., with Bar, and a D.F.C. with Bar.' 

Branse Burbridge describes a memorable day at the Palace 

The highly important Second World War ace's D.S.O. and Bar, D.F.C. and Bar group of six awarded to Wing 
Commander B. A. "Branse" Burbridge, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, the highest scoring British and 
Commonwealth night fighter pilot of the War, who surpassed "Cat's Eyes" Cunningham's score with a final total of 21 
confirmed victories, all bar one of them in partnership with his friend and navigator Flight Lieutenant "Bill" Skelton: 
known as the "Night Hawk Partners", both studied for the Church immediately after the War - for flying at 300 m.p.h 
above the clouds 'was the perfect place for theological discussion'

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D.S.O. London Gazette 2 January 1945: The original recommendation states: 

'Squadron Leader Burbridge commenced operational flying in October 1941, when he was posted to No. 85 Squadron. After 
completing his tour he was sent to 62 O.T.U. for a period of seven months as an instructor. 

In July 1943, he was posted back to No. 85 (Night Fighter) Squadron and up to the time when the Squadron was posted to 100 Group 
he had destroyed four enemy aircraft and probably destroyed a fifth. Involving over 100 defensive sorties and 254 operational hours. 
For this meritorious service he was awarded the D.F.C. 

Squadron Leader Burbridge was awarded a Bar to his D.F.C. in October 1944 after destroying a further three enemy aircraft and three 
flying bombs on 10 offensive and 1 7 defensive sorties. 

Since the award of a Bar to his D.F.C., Squadron Leader Burbridge has completed a further 10 bomber support sorties and has 
destroyed a further six enemy aircraft and probably a seventh. 

On 14 October 1944, while on a high level bomber support sortie to Brunswick, he had nearly finished his patrol line when he noticed 
some enemy signals being fired from an airfield underneath him. He immediately dived to investigate and soon obtained a contact and 
finally a visual on a Ju. 88 circling the airfield. This he destroyed. Shortly afterwards he had a further combat with another Ju. 88 and 
destroyed this also. 

On 19 October 1944, while on a high level bomber support sortie to Nurnberg, he had just set course for his base at 5,000 feet when 
his Operator reported a contact well above. Squadron Leader Burbridge immediately climbed up to 10,000 feet and saw a Ju. 88 about 
3,000 feet behind a Lancaster bomber which it was presumably about to attack. Squadron Leader Burbridge prevented that attack from 
taking place by destroying the Ju. 88. 

On 4 November 1944, while on a high level bomber support sortie to Bochum he intercepted and destroyed three Ju. 88s and one Me. 
110 . 

Squadron Leader Burbridge has now completed 20 bomber support sorties, both high level and low level, and also a great many 
defensive sorties. He has destroyed 14 enemy aircraft and probably destroyed one more. 

This officer is an outstanding example to the Flight which he commands and the rest of the Squadron. His keenness to engage the 
enemy can be gauged by the success he has enjoyed and he richly deserves the immediate award of the D.S.O.' 

Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette 13 March 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'On the night of 2 January 1945, this pilot destroyed a Ju. 88 south of Ludwigshaven, thereby securing his 20th enemy aircraft 
destroyed by night in just over 10 months, and beating the night-fighting record held by his former C.O., Group Captain J. 
Cunningham, D.S.O., D.F.C. 

Just previously on 22 December 1944, he had destroyed an Me. 110. On 12 December 1944, whilst shooting down an Me. 110 his A.I. 
became partially unserviceable and he was in turn attacked by another enemy aircraft which scored a hit in the port wing. Nothing 
daunted, Squadron Leader Burbridge continued his patrol and shot down a Ju. 88 over Bonn airfield. 

This officer was awarded the D.S.O. after destroying four enemy aircraft in one sortie on 4 November 1944. Since that award, he has 
completed a further 11 sorties and has destroyed six more enemy aircraft. In all, he has carried out 31 offensive patrols in support of 
bomber operations; on four separate occasions he has destroyed two or more enemy aircraft during one sortie. His marksmanship is 
exceptional; he has no probables or damaged in his score with 100 Group. What is perhaps equally creditable is the fact that on five 
different occasions he has had to return from his patrol line on one engine and each time he has made a safe landing at base. 

Squadron Leader Burbridge has set an inspiring example not only on operations but in every other sphere, and in recognition of his 
devotion to duty and magnificent fighting spirit, I recommend him for the immediate award of a Bar to his D.S.O.' 

D.F.C. London Gazette 2 June 1944. The original recommendations states: 

'Flight Lieutenant Burbridge has carried out a very great deal of operational flying on night fighters. 

On the night of 22-23 February 1944, he shot down an Me. 410 into the sea in flames; on the night of 24-25 March 1944, he destroyed 
a Ju. 88 and very probably destroyed a Do. 217 which was last seen diving into cloud apparently on fire; on the night of 18-19 April 
1944, he shot down a Ju. 188 into the sea off Dymchurch. 

Flight Lieutenant Burbridge has thus destroyed three enemy aircraft and very probably a fourth. He has shown the greatest keenness to 
engage the enemy on both his operational tours on night fighters and has lost no opportunity of improving his standard of night 
interception work.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 10 November 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'Since the award of the D.F.C., Squadron Leader Burbridge has assumed command of 'A' Flight. He has worked very hard as a Flight 
Commander and has carried out a large amount of operational flying including 10 bomber support sorties resulting in three enemy 
aircraft destroyed and 1 7 flying bomb patrols resulting in three flying bombs destroyed. 

On 14 June 1944, he destroyed a Ju. 188 near Charleroi. On 24 June 1944, he destroyed a Ju. 88 near Coulommiers. Wreckage from 
the enemy aircraft struck his radiator which necessitated a single-engined return journey. 

On 11 September 1944, he destroyed a Ju. 188 over Denmark, and again pressed home the attack to close range, resulting in wreckage 
hitting his radiators and yet another single-engine return journey over some 400 miles of sea. 

This officer has now destroyed seven enemy aircraft and probably an eighth. He has lost no opportunity in seeking out and engaging 
the enemy where ever he might be and has been a splendid example to the rest of the Squadron.' 

United States of America D.F.C. London Gazette 14 June 1946. 


Bransome Arthur "Branse" Burbridge was born in East Dulwich, London, in February 1921, the son of a Wesleyan preacher, and was 
educated at Alleyne's School in Stevenage, Hertfordshire, where he enjoyed music and fostered an ambition to study art. Duly entering 
Camberwell Art College, the theft of a term's fees placed sufficient strain on family finances for young Branse to find alternative 
employment in the City of London, where he was working in an insurance company on the outbreak of hostilities. 

As a committed Christian and pacifist, however, he initially registered himself as a Conscientious Objector - a courageous decision in 
light of the treatment of C.Os in the Great War. But with the passage of time he felt increasing unease at his predicament, so much so 
that in February 1941, shortly after his 20th birthday, he joined the Royal Air Force, in which a brother, Jarvis, was already serving in 
Bomber Command - Jarvis was to be shot down and taken P.O.W. 

Selected for pilot training, he qualified for his Flying Badge in July 1941 and, having honed his skills at an Operational Training Unit at 
Church Fenton where he gained an 'above average' pilot rating, the newly commissioned Burbridge was posted to No. 85 Squadron 
that October - commanded by ex-Battle of Britain fighter ace Peter Townsend, the Squadron had recently taken delivery of Havocs. 
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Early days - Havocs 

Operating out of Hunsdon in Hertfordshire, No. 85 had served with mixed results as a night fighter unit for several months, originally in 
Hurricanes and Defiants. The arrival of the American Havoc - a night fighter variant of the Boston - was greeted with some optimism, 
though as described by Peter Townsend in Duel in the Dark, it did not live up to expectations, the replacement of the nose 
compartment with heavy radar equipment and a dozen machine-guns causing the aircraft to be slow and tricky to handle, while the 
later Turbinlite version with a searchlight fitted in place of the nose compartment made an excellent target for enemy gunners. 
Moreover, as Townsend wrote: The tips of the propeller blades whirled round within a few inches of the pilot's ears. Climbing into an 
aeroplane cockpit was one thing; getting out - in a hurry - was quite another problem. I did not fancy the prospect of baling out of a 
Havoc.' 

An early casualty was the popular ace "Sammy" Allard, who was killed while delivering the second Havoc to Hunsdon, when the gun 
inspection panel became detached and struck the aircraft's tail plane. And Burbridge had his own close shave when coming in to land 
in the Mk. I variant - the entire nose section falling on to the runway. Notwithstanding such perils, 85's pilots persevered and for his 
own part, after numerous sorties, Burbridge claimed his first successes - a probable Ju. 88 over Ipswich on 1 June 1942 and a Do. 217 
damaged over Canterbury two nights later.

In September 1942, No. 85 re-equipped with Mosquito Ms, though Burbridge was rested a month or two later with an appointment as 
an O.T.U. instructor at R.A.F. Unsworth, where he remained employed until returning to operations with No. 85 Squadron at West 
Mailing in July 1943 - albeit with two very brief attachments to 141 and 157 Squadrons. Here, under the command of John "Cat's Eyes" 
Cunningham, he teamed up with Flying Officer F. S. "Bill" Skelton as his Navigator / Operator, whom he had met and befriended at 
Unsworth, the commencement of the most successful British and Commonwealth night fighter partnership of the War. 

In Night Fighter, C. F. "Jimmy" Rawnsley, John "Cat's Eyes" Cunningham's much decorated navigator, describes at length the 
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extraordinary achievements of the Burbridge-Skelton partnership: 

'Of all the crew I knew during the war, the most interesting, to my mind, was made up of Branse Burbridge and Bill Skelton ... not only 
were these two the most interesting and capable young men, but they also flew what was probably the most extraordinary of all long- 
range escort patrols ever accomplished ... from the moment they crewed up together for their second tour of flying, Branse and Bill hit 
it off together both on the ground and in the air. They had the perfect and all too rare understanding that characterised the best crews, 
and which enabled them to work together almost as one man. 

It was not only that Branse was an excellent pilot, and that Bill was a first-rate navigator: they had also developed the ability to 
anticipate each other's moves, to work with a minimum of chatter and without friction and argument, and almost to read one another's 
thoughts; and the months of gruelling work flying from West Mailing against fighter-bombers in the raids on London had put the final 
polish on their individual skill and on their work as a team. In the far more exacting conditions of offensive operations, where only the 
master craftsman could hope for consistent success, they climbed the individual score-board in a meteoric fashion, and established a 
record night bag for any one crew ... ' 

And it was in the latter stages of the aforementioned defensive operations from West Mailing that they 'opened their account' with a 
confirmed Me. 410 south-east of Beachy Head on the night of 22-23 February 1944: 

'Pilot drew in dead astern at 400 feet range and opened fire with a long burst. The port engine on the enemy aircraft immediately burst 
into flames, and one parachute was seen by the Operator to leave the aircraft and pass over the top of the Mosquito. The flames spread 
to the fuselage of the enemy aircraft, followed by an explosion, and burning pieces fell off. The enemy aircraft turned slowly to 
starboard on to its back and dived vertically into the sea in flames'. 

The same report also records an expenditure of 200 rounds of ammunition; a figure not without interest in view of forthcoming events. 

On the night of 24-25 March, Burbridge and Skelton claimed a Do. 217 damaged after gaining numerous strikes during a spectacular 
combat fought from 19,000 down to 3,000 feet, debris from the enemy aircraft hitting their Mosquito; shortly afterwards vectored on to 
further enemy aircraft off Dover, they added a confirmed Ju. 88 to their tally, the latter crashing into the sea as Burbridge pulled his 
aircraft up from 1,000 feet. Better still, Intelligence later confirmed the Do. 21 7 as destroyed. 

A little under a month later, on the night of 18-19 April, south of Sandgate, Burbridge delivered a three second burst from 300 feet 
against a Ju. 188 - it plunged like a stone and exploded on hitting the sea. 

Ace status - D.F.C. 

On the 25-26 April, the rapidly emerging "Night Hawks" attained ace status, bringing down an Me. 410 south of Selsey Bill. Their 
combat report states: 

'I closed in to 500 feet and identified the bandit as an Me. 410. I then drew astern and fired a long burst of about seven seconds from 
150 yards range: the time was 0507 hours. There were strikes and two very bright flashes in the starboard engine of the enemy aircraft, 
which engine burst into flames and continued to burn steadily. Oil which streamed back over our windscreen made observation 
difficult, but the enemy aircraft seemed to be flying on, weaving erratically and losing height gently in spite of the bonfire in its 
starboard engine. I positioned myself astern again and tried to fire another burst, but the guns would not respond: this was probably due 
to overheating. 

I flew alongside for a few moments and observed the top hatch was apparently open. The fuselage and tail plane were well illuminated 
by the increasing flames, so I drew away to starboard and turned in to expose several feet of cine film independently of the guns ... but 
further shooting was rendered unnecessary by the sudden steep dive to port of the enemy aircraft. It went straight down. I dived down 
after it through a layer of cloud and Flight Lieutenant Skelton and myself saw it hit the sea with a big explosion at 0509 hours ... ' 

Burbridge was recommended for an immediate award of the D.F.C. 

Nearing double figures - Bar to D.F.C. 

Having then flown in support of the D-Day landings, Burbridge and Skelton commenced a flurry of operations over Occupied France, 
one such, on the night of 14-15 June, resulting in the destruction of a Ju. 188, piloted by Luftwaffe "Experte" Major Wilhelm Herget, 
south-west of Nivelles - the latter managed to take to his parachute before the Junkers hit the ground with a terrific explosion, though 
not before flying debris had reduced the "Night Hawks" to one engine. A little over a week later, on the night of the 23rd, they were 
once more compelled to return to base on one engine - having been hit by the debris from their next victim, a Ju. 88. 

Burbridge was recommended for a Bar to his D.F.C. and advanced to Squadron Leader, and now turned his attention to the V-1 
menace, downing three such weapons over the south coast in July-August. 

Back on regular night fighter sorties by September, and now very much in support of Bomber Command's offensive, pilot and operator 
added a Ju. 188 over the Baltic Sea on the night of the 11 th-12th, the latter succumbing to two bursts of fire from 600 yards range; 
followed by a brace of Ju. 88s over Gutersloh airfield on the 14-15 October, from one of which a parachute was deployed, and a Ju. 
188 over Metz on the 19th-20th. 

Four down in a night - 'the most extraordinary of all long-range escort patrols ever accomplished ' - D.S.O. 

But it was in the following month on the night of the 4-5 November that the "Night Hawks" claimed their greatest success - four enemy 
aircraft confirmed over the Bonn area for the price of just 200 rounds of ammunition, an accomplishment which "Jimmy" Rawnsley 
considered one of the most remarkable of the War: 

'The show that Branse and Bill put up on the night of 4 November 1944, I liked to think, was something that really spoke for all the 
men who reversed the order of things, who broke into the customer's premises and cheerfully assaulted his assistants, who ruined his 
trade, and who finally wrecked the shop.' 

Rawnsley continues: 

'That night Branse and Bill set out from Swannington as part of a mighty bomber effort. The main force of over seven hundred aircraft 
was to raid Bochum, in the Ruhr, and there were to be other smaller raids on the Dortmund-Ems Canal and on Hanover. Nearly four 
years had passed since that first successful A.I. combat of John Cunningham's; and what a difference those years had made. Those early 
night fighters of ours had fought back like stubborn full-backs defending a packed goalmouth. Now their successors were going out like 
an eager forward line thrusting aggressively into the enemy's penalty area. 

At twenty thousand feet above the cold waters of the North Sea, Branse and Bill set course eastward for the Rhine. In the darkness with 
them the Pathfinders were dog-legging their way to the targets inside Germany, and then came the heavies, shaking the windows of the 
East Coast towns with the deep thunder of their engines as they streamed out in their hundreds. The night fighters were in their 
appointed places along the flanks, forming a cordon through which the German night fighters would have to pierce before they could 
get at the bombers. And in carefully-planned positions there were all the other aircraft of 100 Group, special aircraft loaded to the gills 
with all sorts of fanciful radio and radar equipment, all designed to mislead and jam the German radar screens and radio 
communications.

Four victories in one night 


For a while, until they reached a pre-arranged position, and in order not to betray by their transmissions their presence to the enemy's 
monitor stations, they had, in common with everybody else, kept radio and radar silence. But as soon as they were past five degrees 
east Bill reached forward to the control panel of his A.I. set and switched on, his fingers ranging over the mass of controls and buttons, 
finding them automatically in the darkness. The Mosquito was no longer blind and groping, a helpless target; it had become a questing 
and deadly hunter. 

They were over the enemy coast, and keeping a sharp lookout for anything that might come their way. The German fighters were 
probably all off the ground by now, but their radio and radar must have been hopelessly bedevilled by interference. Bill was getting 
plenty of German interference on his own Gee set, making it difficult to fix his position; but the A.I. was quite free of it as the Germans 
had not yet caught on to a means of jamming our later types of radar such as Mark X. 

Suddenly Bill stiffened, and his right hand slid along the control panel. Something had come into the radar vision of the Mosquito, and 
he warned Branse that he thought he had a contact. Branse instinctively switched on the gun-sight, carefully and deliberately adjusting 
its brilliance. Bill was watching the little blob of light of the blip on the cathode ray tube as it smeared its glowing, snail track across the 
face. He was shrewdly weighing things up, waiting for the right moment to act. Then he gave a few instructions, and the Mosquito went 
curving down after its target. They began to close in with suspicious ease, which caused Branse to comment that it might be a new boy 
they were after. When they were fifteen hundred feet behind their target they started to slow down; and when they were in to twelve 
hundred feet Branse caught sight of it, identifying it as hostile. 

As with all good crews, Branse and Bill always made a point of each of them identifying separately the aircraft they were intercepting 
and then making up their minds about it. With this one Bill needed only a quick glance through his night binoculars to decide that it 
was a Ju. 88G. 

Neither of them said a word as they pulled up behind the still unsuspecting German and Branse opened fire. Flames leapt from the 
engine cowlings as the Junkers was hit, and it began to wilt. But it still flew on, wallowing and undecided, and the flames dwindled. 
Branse hit the Junkers again in the same place, the port engine, and the fire broke out afresh. The enemy aircraft sagged and went into 
an ever-steepening dive, and then it exploded into the ground. 

Only the glowing wreckage of their victim, scattered across the fields, disturbed the darkness below them. Branse banked the Mosquito 
around, and started to climb back towards their patrol line. They reached their beat and settled down to wait, keeping station in that 
wide arc of unseen fighters ringing the target. Inside, the Pathfinders were lining themselves up, making sure of their aiming points, and 
then the target indicators went down. 

The German fighters would now come heading in from miles around and, after a while, their flares began to stab the darkness. Branse 
and Bill went off to search around one or two that were fairly close. But they did not pick up any contacts, so they went on waiting and 
watching, curbing their impatience and resisting the temptation to rush off in the direction of the fireworks. They knew that they must 
not leave a dangerous gap in the ring of night fighters which was standing guard out there in the darkness. 

Nearly three-quarters of an hour passed after their first combat, and the bombers were already heading for home before Bill got another 
contact. They turned off in pursuit, and as soon as they straightened out behind their target Bill realised that this one was not going to 
be so easy. The blip showed from its position that the other aircraft was four miles away, and it was swinging about the tube in a way 
that suggested that regular, routine evasive action was being taken. But there was nothing half-hearted about the evasion, and even at 
long range Bill had to start taking quite severe counter-action in order to follow it. The closer they got the harder they had to work. This 
one was an old hand, taking no chances. Branse had scarcely got the Mosquito twisting into one manoeuvre than Bill was pouring out 
instructions for another. 

And all through Bill's commentary, woven into the constant stream of instructions, there were clear-cut word pictures which told 
Branse where to look for the target, and how it was behaving. 

The occasional acknowledgements Branse made were scarcely noticed by Bill. The tubes told him far better than any words how short 
the time lag was between his calling an order and its execution by Branse, and slowly they closed in. Bill was getting dry in the mouth, 
but at twelve hundred feet Branse raised his voice to stem the torrent of words and said that he could see their target. 

Bill was longing to have a look, but there was a note of warning in Branse's voice, and he kept his head down on the set. The blip had 
locked itself in that fixed position that it always did when the pilot could see and follow the target; but even then the Mosquito was 
being thrown about in the heat of the chase, and Bill was being lifted out of his seat at one moment and having his face jammed down 
on the visor the next. 
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Mosquito night fighter - by Burbridge 


Branse was having difficulty seeing the other aircraft against the ground when it went below the horizon, but he was closing in, and just 
as Bill reported that they were only six hundred feet behind Branse called on him to identify it. They agreed that it was another Ju. 88. It 
was twisting, climbing and diving in a regular, corkscrew motion. Branse timed his final approach carefully, diving a little as the 
German levelled off at the top of the next swoop so as to bring the target above his horizon. Quickly he brought the sight on to his 
favourite aiming point - the port engine - and pressed the button. But instead of a roar from the cannon all he got was the mocking 
buzz of the camera-gun. By mistake he had pressed the camera-gun button. He adjusted his grip on the stick and pressed the second 
one. The cannon crashed into life, and the deadly burst struck home. But the target showed no signs of blowing up or even of hesitating 
in its course. Instead it instantly dived out of sight below the horizon. But it could not escape from the vision of the A.I. set. Although 
the German pilot had reacted quickly, Bill was even quicker in getting back on to the set. They twisted and dived with the frantic 
urgency of the hunted and the hunter. But Bill held on, and five minutes later, when they had lost a lot of height and were down to 
three thousand feet, Branse again had the other aircraft in sight. 

Opening fire, Branse scored more hits; but again the Junkers dived away out of sight. This time Bill could not hold it: they were getting 
close enough to the ground to be handicapped by the ground returns. His voice was becoming hoarse, and despondently he remarked 
that they could claim that one as nothing more than damaged. But even as he spoke the darkness was broken by the familiar splash of 
red along the ground as something went in a mile or so ahead of them. 

Bill made another brief entry about it in his log. The bombers must have been on their way home by that time, and they should have 
been thinking about it too. But Branse had other views. There was an established plan used by all night fighters in this situation. They 
would turn on to the homeward route followed by our bombers and fly back in towards the target area with the object of trying to 
intercept any head-on contacts, hoping that these would turn out to be German night fighters looking for stragglers from the bomber 
force.They continued on the new heading for about two minutes, and then Branse saw, far to the eastward, the twinkling lights of an 
airfield. Then a cluster of red and white stars dropped from the sky. The German fighters, finding that our bombers were all well on the 
way back, were themselves returning home to roost. Branse pushed the stick forward, and the Mosquito went howling down towards 
the distant lights, quickly losing all the height they had only just gained. Bill identified it as the aerodrome at Bonn-Hangelar. And then 
they saw an aircraft touching down. 

Freelancing at a height of less than a thousand feet, even with the best radar set made, was a bit of a gamble, although all our crews 
were well practised at that game. It was hardly surprising, therefore, that they lost the snap contact and very fleeting visual which 
caught them on the wrong foot a few minutes later. But again they had a plan to meet the situation, a plan that had been worked out 
and practised with the other crews of the squadron. Branse turned and began to orbit the airfield in a right-hand circuit, flying into the 
stream of returning traffic. They kept below a thousand feet, scanning upwards to try and pick out a head-on contact from the 
swamping ground echoes. 

Their chance came a few minutes later. Bill seized on the contact, and Branse hauled the Mosquito around into the left-hand circuit, 
turning as hard as he dared so close to the ground. Glancing shrewdly at the airfield ahead, he saw that there was certainly no time to 
lose, and he hesitated about slowing down as they closed in. But a rising note in Bill's voice carried its own warning, and Branse 
started pulling back the throttles. Immediately afterwards there was an almost panic urgency in Bill's voice, and Branse quickly 
dropped the wheels and put on a few degrees of flap; and the Mosquito came slithering in with the engine speed warning horn blaring 
away and the exhaust stubs crackling. 

Bill kept his head down on the set, watching the blip as it slid down the trace. He went on reporting its position until finally, at 
minimum range, it disappeared from view. Then, instinctively, he looked up. Just above the windscreen, and still creeping back 
towards them, there was the ominous black shape of an Me. 110, the most efficient of the German night fighters, known to the 
Luftwaffe as the Destroyer. Even without his night binoculars he could see all too clearly the black crosses and the bristling array of 
radar aerials; and the wheels and the flaps of the 110 were already down in preparation for landing. 

The German crew were far too absorbed in their approach towards the runway to notice the menace beneath their tail, and, hanging 
precariously on its flaps, the Mosquito slowly dropped away behind it. Branse began to breathe more easily. He pulled up behind his 
target. There was no time to spare for any fancy shooting, and his shells riddled the Messerschmitt. Blazing from end to end, it plunged 
into the river just short of the aerodrome. 

Although time was running short, Branse decided that there was too much trade about to leave unattended, so they flew away from the 
aerodrome for a while to let the consternation on the ground die down. Then they turned back; and the radar scanner swept once more 
across the countryside of the approaches to the airfield, picking up and flooding the tube with an assortment of echoes from the 
ground. Then, as it swept the sky above, yet another contact appeared. On Bill's instructions, Branse opened up and they followed it 
around the circuit, cutting the corners as they got the measure of things. They closed in quickly, and as they came around on the final 
leg Branse throttled back and lowered his flaps a little so as to make sure that he would not overshoot. But when he did finally see the 
other aircraft there was no sign of its wheels being down ready for a landing. Patiently he stalked it while Bill checked its identity. Even 
at this late hour they could take no chances; there was always the possibility of another Mosquito joining in the same game. The 
seconds that were ticking by were precious enough; but they had to be sure of what they were attacking. Then Bill confirmed that it 
was another Ju. 88. 
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The Junkers was nearing the airfield when Branse got his sight on and fired straight into the fuselage. The whole cockpit cover broke 
away. Branse set his teeth, and pulled up through the scattering debris. Almost on the perimeter, he banked the Mosquito steeply away 
from their fourth victim as it smacked down in a mass of blazing wreckage just outside the wire and in full sight of the waiting ground 
crews. 

After that they realized that time was running short so they turned away and set course for England. Bill settled down to some 
navigation, juggling with fuel consumption and cruising speeds and times, and Branse followed the course he gave him. 

Many years later Bob Wright described to me the way Branse came into the crew-room after they landed, quietly, almost unobserved. 
Bob saw him at the door and went across to him and asked him what luck they had had. Branse smiled and gently polished his nails on 
the lapel of his jacket, and then he held up three fingers. "Three," he said; "possibly four." 

And from the evidence of what other crews had seen that night it was confirmed that they had indeed destroyed four in that one patrol. 
Moreover, in doing it Branse had fired only two hundred rounds out of the total of seven hundred rounds of ammunition carried by the 
Mosquito night fighter.'

And the partnership's score continued to climb, an Me. 110 being downed east of Mannheim on the night of 21-22 November - which 
damaged their cockpit with return fire - and a Ju. 88 back over Bonn, while in a newly delivered Mosquito Mk. XXX they downed 
another Me. 110 and Ju. 88 east of Essen on the night of 12-13 December, and an Me. 110 near Koblenz on the 22nd-23rd. 

New Year 1945 witnessed their final - and 21st - confirmed victory, a Ju. 88 south-west of Ludwigshaven on the night of 2nd-3rd 
January, bringing their tally of confirmed victories to one beyond "Cat's Eyes" Cunningham's total and establishing them as the highest 
scoring British and Commonwealth night fighter partnership of the War: Burbridge, who was gazetted for a Bar to his D.S.O., was 
surprised to receive a telephone call early on the following morning: 

'We landed at 10.20 p.m. and snoozed in the crew room until about 7 a.m., and then went across to our quarters where we ignored the 
telephone ringing in the hall. But the operator caught up with me, saying "Phone for you, sir." Whoever could that be at this early hour, 
I wondered: 

"It's John Cunningham here. Warm congratulations to you and Bill Skelton on achieving the highest score of night victories." 

I was stunned. "But surely you ... " 

He cut in: "No, Jimmy and I scored twenty, so you're one up on us. Go and get some rest and we can talk later in the day." 

"Well what can I say? You're the boss and you must know. And remember we wouldn't have got far without you and Jimmy ... " 

But Cunningham had already rung off.' 

Having finally departed No. 85 Squadron in March 1945, and added the American D.F.C. to his accolades, Burbridge ended the War 
as Wing Commander and C.O. of the Night Fighter Leader's School, in which capacity he was able to take his brother Jarvis, recently 
returned as a P.O.W., for a flight in a Mosquito over Cherbourg: so, too, his old adversary of 14 June 1944, Major Herget, though in the 
latter's case for a 20-minute local flight after he had given an address to aircrew attending the School. 

Post-war 

As stated earlier, Burbridge had been a dedicated Christian from an early age, and as the War progressed he decided his future lay in 
Ministry - when he received his multiple decorations from the King at Buckingham Palace, the latter asked him whether he would be 
staying on in the R.A.F., to which Burbridge swiftly replied, "Oh no, sir, I'm going into full time Christian ministry." And so it proved, 
though he was not alone in his decision, for on the gallant "Bill" Skelton stepping forward to receive his D.S.O. and Bar and D.F.C. and 
Bar, the King asked him the same question - and received the same reply. 

A newspaper report takes up the story: 

'Two of the R.A.F's greatest night fighters, Wing Commander B. A. Burbridge, a double D.S.O. and double D.F.C., and his navigator, 
Flight Lieutenant F. S. Skelton - they were known as the Night Hawk Partners of 85 Squadron - will be at rival universities next term, 
studying for the Church. Wing Commander Burbridge, who has 22 German "kills" to his credit, says he had just finished one mission in 
life - "to remove the ungodly regime of the Nazis." His second mission begins at Oxford - "to help in the recall to God." He was 
demobilised from the R.A.F. last night [in December 1945]. Flight Lieutenant Skelton will be at Cambridge with the same 
determination. They reached their decision after several hours' intercom, chats together in their patrolling fighter-bomber flying at more 
than 300 m.p.h. above the clouds. "It was the ideal place for theological discussion," Burbridge said last night. "We were very much 
detached from the world up there; in fact thousands of feet above it in thought and distance. Everything seemed clear up there ... mind 
you, theology went by the board when we were on operations. Life was apt to become rather violent." ' 

On completing his theological studies at Cambridge, and with the support of his wife Barbara, Burbridge dedicated the coming decades 
to working as the Schools Secretary for the Scripture Union, in addition to service as a Lay Preacher at home and abroad. He recently 
celebrated his 92nd birthday.

His 
subsequent award of the O.B.E. - his sole medal entitlement for the Great War - was granted in respect of his services as Harbour 
Master at Gravesend (above quoted London Gazette refers). This, too, he received from the hands of the King, at an investiture held at 
Buckingham Palace on 6 November 1918. Kershaw relinquished his temporary commission as Commander, R.N.R. in October 1920.

Sydney Ronald Campion was born at Coalville, Leicestershire in June 1891 and, according to his extensive entry in Who's Who, was 
educated at the Charnwood Street Elementary School before working as a street newspaper seller between the ages of 11-14, and 
thence in assorted factories, workshops and woodmills until assisted by, among others, the Rt. Hon. Ramsay MacDonald, thereby 
permitting him to return to his education and gain a foothold in the world of journalism. 

He did, however, enlist in the Royal Flying Corps as an Air Mechanic 2nd Class in November 191 7, and witnessed active service out in 
France with H.Q. 8th Brigade from January until September 1918, an unhappy experience judging by observations later made by him 
in his book, Only the Stars Remain, which was published in 1946: 

'I left Chorley in 1917 a mightily vigorous young man supremely confident of returning from the War unchanged. I came back early in 
1919 a broken creature. Instead of walking with ease and speed, I slouched along as if overwhelmed with weariness. Where I used to 
be active and challenging I was now tired and indifferent. My dark eyes no longer flashed light and fight: they were dull and 
expressionless. Once square-shouldered and upright, I was now round-shouldered and stooping.' 

Demobilised in April 1920, Campion returned to his career in journalism, although he had a wide variety of interests outside such 
employment, being an artist (he onetime attended St.Martin's School of Art), sculptor, author and schoolmaster, in addition to a 
qualified barrister (called to the Bar in 1930). He also stood as a Labour Parliamentary Candidate for Oswestry in 1923. Such diversions 
aside, he served on the staff of the Parliamentary Press Gallery 1933-40, and as Principal Information Officer at the General Post Office 
1940-57, the latter appointment resulting in the award of his O.B.E., the former period witnessing many momentous events in the 
Commons, not least in 1939-40 - indeed another title published by Campion was Press Gallery. 

He died in December 1978; sold with a copy of Only the Stars Remain, together with brief research. 
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An interesting inter-war O.B.E. group of four awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel H. M. Smyth, late 1 /9th Gurkhas and 
Acting Commissioner of the Shanghai Municipal Police, who latterly served in M.l. 6: the brother of Brigadier Sir John 
Smyth, V.C., M.C., and himself the winner of a "mention" on the North West Frontier, he faced more than his fair 
share of challenges on the occupation of Shanghai - once being asked to arrest some British nationals for anti-Japanese 
activities

Henry Malcolm Smyth was born in Witney, Oxfordshire, in December 1898, the son of William John Smyth, a member of the Indian 
Civil Service, and a younger brother of the future Brigadier Sir John Smyth, V.C., M.C., whose autobiography Milestones offers a 
glimpse of early family life: 

'My father was tall and handsome, a fine cricketer and keen yachtsman, with a delightful sense of humour. My mother had no 
intellectual attainments at all. She was small, sturdy and good-looking, with an immense capacity for making friends. Quite early in 
their married life, having produced three sons, they had to face the critical decision which confronted so many families tied to a job in 
the East. Should the wife remain with her husband and let other people look after her children in England, or should she go home and 
let other people look after her husband? As soon as I was of prep school age she chose the former and was thereafter nearly always 
with me at home during this period of our lives. The three sons were myself, John George, named after my grandfather's distinguished 
brother; Herbert Edward Fitzroy, my next brother, named after the Fitzroy side of the family and commonly called "Billy", and the 
youngest, Henry Malcolm (known to us always as "Lit", the little one, though he grew to be almost twice my size). He was called 
Malcolm after my godfather, Malcolm Jardine, who was the father of Douglas Jardine, England's famous cricket captain. Malcolm 
Jardine and my father were great friends at Oxford and played a lot of cricket together/ 

For his own part, young "Lit" was also educated back home at boarding school, attending St. Bees School before going up to Pembroke 
College, Oxford. 

Active service - North West Frontier 

Having then attended the Royal Military College at Quetta, he was commissioned in the 1 /9th Gurkha Rifles in October 191 7, in which 
capacity he witnessed active service in the Third Afghan War in 1919, when his men were among the first troops to be deployed and 
carried out a successful counter-attack at Dakka on 1 7 May 1919 - by the declaration of peace in August, the regiment has lost 16 men 
in action, two of them British officers. 

Described in a confidential report about this time as being of the 'right stuff, Smyth was back in action in the Waziristan operations, 
gained advancement to Captain in October 1922 and won a "mention" for his command of the Vickers section during the fighting in 
the region of Makin in February 1923, when the 1 /9th Gurkhas sustained casualties of 11 killed and 26 wounded (see London Gazette 
18 November 19240. He later became Adjutant, a role in which he 'had to know everything, forget nothing and forgive nothing', 
according to a fellow Gurkha Adjutant, John Masters - see his Bugles and a Tiger. 

In December 1929, Smyth left India on leave, afterwards studying Russian at Riga, Latvia, in which he qualified at interpreter level. But 
in March 1932, instead of taking up an anticipated staff appointment, he was attached to the Shanghai Municipal Police as an Assistant 
Commissioner with charge of the Sikh contingent of the force. 

Shanghai Police - murder and mayhem 

His transfer to Shanghai having become permanent in April 1936, Smyth suffered personal tragedy with the murder of his fiance in the 
same year. The China Daily News takes up the story: 

'Miss Margaret Wexler, 24-year-old Russian emigre, was found murdered yesterday evening in the Broadway Mansions flat of Captain 
H. M. Smyth, Deputy Commissioner of the Shanghai Municipal Police. Miss Wexler, who had known Captain Smyth for some time was 
about to leave for England to visit his relatives, had been killed in the drawing-room of the flat by being smothered with a blanket after 
she had been hit on the head with a bottle. Captain Smyth's room-boy, who is suspected of the crime, had absconded when the body 
was discovered. The apparent motive was robbery, Miss Wexler having no jewellery on her when found and there being no money in 
the small bag she carried. 

It was learned that Miss Wexler was to have had tea with Captain Smyth late yesterday afternoon. The flat is on the fifth floor of the 
apartment building, at the end of a corridor. Captain Smyth telephoned from his office at about 5.30 p.m. to inform Miss Wexler that he 
would be late for tea but received no reply. He arrived home shortly after 6.30 and got no response when he rang the door-bell. The 
manager of the building was summoned and opened the locked door. 
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In the drawing-room the two men discovered Miss Wexler's body, a heavy blanket wrapped about her head. In the forehead were deep 
gashes which apparently had been inflicted with a small beer bottle lying close by. A terrific struggle evidently had taken place 
between the attractive young woman and her murderer, causing her dress to be torn and the furniture to be displaced. It appeared that 
she had finally been suffocated under the thick blanket. 

The room-boy who had been in the flat when Miss Wexler arrived had disappeared. His description was broadcast by the Police last 
night, and all wharves were being watched lest he attempt to leave Shanghai. The suspect being from Ningpo, special attention was 
paid to jetties from steamers leave for the Chekiang coast/ 

If the loss of Miss Wexler was hard to take, Smyth soon faced further challenges, namely the Shanghai Emergency of 1937, during 
which the Japanese formally seized the Nationalist Chinese areas of the City, but not the International Settlements - though the latter 
did not escape the attention of Chines bombers, some 2000 being killed. Meanwhile the local population swelled from 1.5 million to 4 
million as a result of the influx of refugees, around 100,000 of whom would died in the harsh winter conditions. Smyth, however, 
clearly rose to the challenge, being appointed O.B.E., but the political situation continued to deteriorate, the Japanese establishing a 
puppet regime under the traitor Wang-Jing_Wei, who established a secret service to terrorise his opponents - as a result, murder, 
kidnapping and terrorist bombs became commonplace and an attempt was made to assassinate Deputy Commissioner D. R. Yorke of 
the Special Branch. 

By the time of the Japanese occupation of Shanghai and the various Treaty Concessions in December 1941, Smyth was Acting 
Commissioner of Police, which position he occupied August 1942, during which time he remained in command of the Shanghai 
Municipal Police working in conjunction with, and under the direction of the Japanese occupying forces. Here, then, the moment he 
once found himself under orders to arrest eight British nationals for anti-Japanese activities, an order declined. Then as a result of a 
special arrangement made with the Japanese, Smyth and over 100 senior Shanghai Municipality Civil Servants and Police Officers were 
repatriated to the neutral Portuguese colonial port of Lorenco Marques. 

Military Intelligence 

An attempt by Tony Keswick, the "taipan" of Jardine Matheson, to recruit Smyth to S.O.E. in East Asia having failed, the latter was 
appointed to the Military Intelligence Department M.l. 6, and given the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He then departed England by flying 
boat, arrived at Karachi on 7 June 1943, and proceeded to Chungking, China's wartime capital. And according to Empire Made Me, by 
Dr. Robert Bickers, Smyth then made his way to one of the liberated areas in Chekiang province, behind Japanese lines. 

At the end of the War, he served in Germany, first as a member of the Berlin Military Government 1945-46, and later with the Special 
Police Corps Germany, 1946-49. Smyth died in July 1963.

This officer is specially recommended for meritorious service in constructing and maintaining airfields in the Bone area. The successful 
completion of 'Tingley Airfield" in record time was entirely due to this officer's effort. During several sharp bombing raids on the Bone 
area airfield, he showed great zeal in personally conducting the immediate repairs. This officer has shown outstanding zeal and 
devotion to duty during the period under my command, and merits reward as an example to others.' 
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Herbert Wallis George Tingley enlisted in the Royal Munster Fusiliers in September 1914 and was disembarked for service in Gallipoli 
on 11 July 1915 - either as a reinforcement for the decimated ranks of the 1 st Battalion, or as a member of the 7th Battalion. Either way, 
he was severely wounded, as a consequence of which he was discharged in mid-January 1916 and awarded the Silver War Badge - a 
family source states that he retained a Turkish bullet in his body for the rest of his life. He returned to the peninsula in 1934 with the 
author John North, who afterwards published Gallipoli - The Fading Vision, and was entertained to lunch by Turkish General Pertev 
Pasha at Istanbul during the same trip. 

Commissioned as a Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in September 1939, but subsequently transferred to the Royal Engineers, he was 
serving as a Temporary Major in No. 3 Detachment, Airfield Construction Group, R.E., at the time of being awarded his M.B.E. 
Assorted references to "Tingley Airfield" may be found in Fighters over Tunisia, by Shores, Ring & Hess, the runway being constructed 
with P.S.P. (Pierced Steel Planking). Early occupants included Wing Commander P. H. "Dutch" Hugo, C.O. of 322 Wing, and it was he 
who christened the aerodrome "Tingley" in January 1943. Better still, the Germans never discovered the new runway and continued to 
attack the abandoned airstrip at Bone. 

Tingley, who was also mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 23 September 1943 refers), is believed to have been awarded his 
Tunisian decoration for subsequent work in the construction of Tunis-Carthage Airport 1944-45; sold with the original Buckingham 
Place forwarding letter for his M.B.E., dated 14 June 1947.

Conrad Byron "Hurricane Hank" Alers-Hankey was born in British Columbia, Canada, in February 1904, the son of Gerald Cramer 
Alers-Hankey, a descendant of the banking dynasty Hankey & Co. 

Entering the Royal Navy as a Cadet in the early 1920s, young Conrad was advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in January 1925 and to 
Lieutenant in March 1927, winning in the interim high praise for an act of bravery in the cruiser H.M.S. Capetown during a hurricane 
at Bermuda - hence his nickname. 

A Lieutenant-Commander serving at Chatham on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Alers-Hankey was appointed to the 
command of the destroyer Vanquisher in the following month, in which capacity he would be advanced to Commander in May 1940, 
and win his first D.S.C. and a mention in despatches, the latter for 'good services in the withdrawal of the Allied Armies from the 
beaches of Dunkirk' ( London Gazette 16 August 1940 refers). 

During the evacuation of Dunkirk, Vanquisher made no less than seven trips in the period 29 May to 3 June, and rescued in excess of 
3,500 troops, though latterly she was commanded by Lieutenant-Commander W. C. Bushell, R.N., Alers-Hankey having been taken 
ashore on account of illness - most likely complete exhaustion after day-in-day-out, under fire, on the bridge. 

Action at Dunkirk aside, Vanquisher carried out valuable convoy escort work and, with her consort Scimitar , picked up 43 survivors 
from the merchantman Humber Arm, which had been torpedoed by the U-99 off Fastnet on 8 July 1940. He was awarded the D.S.C. 

Removing to the destroyer depot ship HMS Tyne in August 1940, Alers-Hankey is believed to have commanded the destroyer Nestor in 
the Bismarck action in May 1941. Be that as it may, he added a second "mention" to his accolades ( London Gazette 1 January 1943 
refers), before taking command of the destroyer Limbourne, in September 1943. 

As it transpired, the latter appointment was short-lived, Limbourne falling victim to an enemy torpedo boat in the Channel, near 
Guernsey, on 23 October 1943, with a loss of 42 of her ship's company - a victim of a disastrous attempt to intercept a blockade 
runner which also witnessed the loss of the cruiser Charybdis. For his gallant example under trying circumstances, Alers-Hankey was 
awarded a Bar to his D.S.C. 

Having then served as an Executive Officer in the aircraft carrier Formidable, and been advanced to Captain, he ended the war as C.O. 
of the escort carriers Campania (March-May 1945) and Trumpeter, out in the Far East (from May 1945). 

Post-war, Alers-Hankey held a variety of appointments, among them Naval Attache at Buenos Aires 1949-50, C.O. of the Diamond 
1951-53, and Naval A.D.C. to the Queen. 

The Captain, who was placed on the Retired List in June 1954 and became an Efficiency Expert, died in Chelsea, London, in November 
1984; sold with copied research.

The original recommendation states: 

This Firefly pilot has taken part in seven sorties of close escort and flak busting, including five strikes against Tirpitz. He has shown 
great determination and courage in all these attacks, which have been pressed home, and has set an excellent example to other pilot's 
in his squadron.' 

Dennis Levitt was decorated for the above cited deeds while serving as a Firefly pilot in No. 1770 Squadron, Fleet Air Arm. 
Commanded by Major V. B. G. Cheeseman, D.S.O., M.B.E., D.S.C., Royal Marines, in the period February 1944 up until the recipient's 
death in action in January 1945, the Squadron first carried out a strike against the Tirpitz in Kaa Fjord, Norway, in July 1944, a strike 
mounted from H.M.S. Indefatigable and the first of five such sorties flown by Levitt, for he also participated in Operations "Goodwood" 
I, II, III and IV that August, when no less than four attacks of similar nature were mounted. Of these latter operations, John Winton's 
Findl Fix and Strike states: 

'After Tirpitz had made her last trip to sea, for exercises in Alten Fjord with the 4th Destroyer Flotilla on 31 July and 1 August 1944, the 
Fleet Air Arm launched four more strikes against her, code-named GOODWOOD I, II, III and IV, beginning with the first two on 22 
August 1944. Five carriers, Indefatigable, Formidable, Furious , Nabob and Trumpeter took part. The strike and escort consisted of 
thirty-two Barracudas (of 820, 826, 827, 828 and 830 Squadrons), eleven Fireflies of 1 770, eight Seafires of 887, twenty-four Corsairs of 
1841 and 1842, and nine Hellcats of 1840. The Barracudas and Corsairs did not reach the target but the Hellcats bombed through 
holes in the smoke clouds, without getting a hit. Five enemy aircraft were destroyed, for the loss of one Barracuda, one Hellcat and a 
Seafire. The same evening six Hellcats from Indefatigable escorted by eight Fireflies made a second attack with no hits. While the force 
was withdrawing that evening, U-354 torpedoed and sank the escort Bickerton and hit Nabob in the stern. Although a thirty-foot hole 
had been blown in her hull and she was well down by the stern, Nabob returned home safely, even flying off aircraft on the way. Two 
days later, on the afternoon of the 24th, Indefatigable , Formidable and Furious mounted the heaviest attack of all: seventy-seven 
aircraft, with thirty-three Barracudas armed each with a 16001b bomb, ten Hellcats with 5001b bombs, and five Corsairs with 
10001b bombs, escorted by nineteen Corsairs and ten Fireflies. This time they achieved two hits. One, by a 5001b bomb on the top of 
'B 1 turret, was unimportant but the other, by a 1600 pounder should have put paid to Tirpitz. It penetrated the main armoured deck and 
went down through eight decks to lodge deep in the bowels of the ship where it failed to explode. The Germans afterwards found it 
had less than half its proper amount of explosive. Two Hellcats and four Corsairs were lost. The last strike in the GOODWOOD series 
was delivered from Formidable and Indefatigable on 29 August. The bombing force was twenty-six Barracudas, two Corsairs and seven 
Hellcats, escorted by fifteen Corsairs and ten Fireflies. All the bombs were dropped, with several near-misses but no hits. ACorsair and 
a Firefly were lost.' 

In November 1944, the Indefatigable was ordered to the Far East, Levitt and his fellow pilots taking part in in a number of attacks on the 
oil refineries at Palembang, Sumatra, in the new year, and it was in the course of one such operation on 29 January 1945 that he shot 
down a Japanese Oscar before he and his observer, Lieutenant J. F. Webb, R.N.Z.N.V.R., were in turn shot down; see The Forgotten 
Fleet, by John Winton, for a full account of these operations and mention of Levitt. 

The son of Thomas and Sarah Levitt of Windlestone, Co. Durham, he was 23 years of age. He has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Lee-on-Solent Memorial, Hampshire; sold with original Admiralty letter of notification for the award of the D.S. 
C., dated 19 January 1945, mounted on card, together with copied research.

Scottish Borderers, a veteran of the Gallipoli operations, in which was wounded

machine-guns and took them forward in front of his trench. He succeeded in making these advanced posts withdraw from positions 
where they were inflicting heavy casualties.' 

John Caven, who was born in Dalbeattie, Kirkudbright, originally enlisted in the Galloway Rifle Volunteer Corps in January 1903, aged 
17 years, but was embodied in the 1 /5th (Dumfries & Galloway) Battalion, King's Own Scottish Borderers, Territorial Force, in April 
1908. 

And it was in the latter capacity, as a Sergeant, that he was landed on V-Beach in Gallipoli under heavy shellfire on the night of 6 June 
1915. Short of bombs, the Battalion was quickly employed in the manufacture of "Jam Tin Bombs" and went into action at Achi Baba 
Nullah on 12 July, when the 'sunlight sparkled on the bayonets and on the little slips of tin which every man carried on his back as a 
guide to our artillery'. Heavy casualties were incurred passing over the features known as Mercer Road, Trotman Road (a support 
trench) and Parson Road, one private soldier recalling how his comrades 'fell like corn below the scythe', and among them Caven, who 
received a serious head wound. Fortunate to be rescued from the battlefield, where 82 of his comrades were killed and another 187 
wounded, he was evacuated to Alexandria, and thence to England in the Asturias. 

On returning to regimental duty, he was employed as an instructor, and was awarded his T.F.E.M. in AO 124 of 1916. 

Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, Royal Scots Fusiliers in June 191 7, Caven went out to France that 
October, where he joined the 2nd Battalion and won the M.C. in the following year, quite probably in connection with the German 
Spring Offensive - the 2nd Battalion suffered heavily during fighting on the River Lys. 

Demobilised in November 1919, he appears to have settled in Leeds, and was onetime Secretary of the "Yorkshire Jocks", in addition 
to serving as President of the K.O.S.B. Association; sold with research.

George Waller Lendrum was born in Dublin on 5 August 1882, the second son of George C. Lendrum, D.L., of Corkil, Kilskeery, Co. 
Tyrone. He assumed his wife's surname of 'Vesey' to enable him to inherit Derryband House, Fintona, Co. Tyrone. Vesey was 
commissioned into the North Irish Horse on 10 April 1915. With that unit he entered France on 18 November 1915, serving in the 
33rd Division. He transferred to the 9th Battalion Royal Irish Fusiliers in October 1917, being posted to 'A' Company. With them he 
was awarded the Military Cross for bravery and leadership in an action at Marcoing, during the battle of Cambrai, 15 December 191 7. 
Vesey commanded 'A' Company from December 1917 until he was wounded on 24 March 1918 near Guiscard. He died of his 
wounds on 26 March 1918, aged 35 years and was buried in the Vignemont French Cemetery. His name is also commemorated at 
Kilskeery Parish Church, Co. Tyrone. 

George Waller Vesey was the brother of Captain Marcus Beresford Lendrum, Royal Irish Fusiliers and Captain Alan Cane Lendrum, M. 
C. & Bar, Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers. The latter was murdered by the I.R.A. in Co. Clare on 22 September 1920. With copied research 
and a copied photograph.

Advanced to Bombardier in the Field in March 1916, he was appointed to a commission in the temporary rank of Lieutenant that June, 
and was awarded his M.C. in respect of the above cited deeds on attachment to 4th Brigade, C.F.A. Subsequently transferring to the 
Royal Air Force in May 1918, he qualified as an Observer and was posted to 'M' Flight in France in October 1918. Returning to the U. 
K. in January 1919, he was re-embarked for Canada and demobilised shortly thereafter. Sold with copied service record. 

James Herbert Humphries, who, in common with his brother William, was born in Leeds, Yorkshire, enlisted in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force at Vancouver in February 1915. Embarked for France with the 29th (Vancouver) Battalion, Canadian Infantry in 
September 1915, he transferred to the Royal Canadian Horse Artillery that November, presumably to join his brother William. But he 
was invalided to the U.K. as a result of synovitis in his right knee in October 1916, effectively the end of his active service career, and 
he was discharged back in Vancouver in November 1917. He died in April 1977. Sold with original War Service Badge certificates (2), 
in respect of services in France and England, dated in February 1918, and copied service record.

Lieutenant Hill continuously encouraged and exhorted the men, many 
of whom were under fire for the first time, and with great coolness directed their 
fire and spotted targets.

Anthony Raworth Hill was the son of The Rev. William Alfred Hill, L.Th., and Ida 
Gwendoline Hill, of Hootan Pagnell Vicarage, Doncaster. He was educated at 
Worksop College and Keble College, Oxford. Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant on 
10 February 1940, he was promoted to Lieutenant in August 1941 and 
Temporary Captain in September 1943. Awarded the M.C. for his bravery and 
leadership at the Salerno landings. He was three months in hospital, with 
wounds, after the date he won the M.C. He was killed in action on 12 November 
1944.

The exceptional 'Commando Forward Air Controller's' M.C. group of five awarded to Lance Bombardier Richard 
Jennings, 148 Commando Forward Observation Battery, 29 Commando Regiment, Royal Artillery, who was awarded 
his M.C. for gallantry during Operation Herrick 5 - The sole survivor of his three-man Forward Observation Team 
following a Taliban rocket-propelled grenade attack on 3 March 2007 in the highly dangerous location of Sangin 
District Centre, he continued as the sole Forward Air Controller until the team was brought up to full-strength again - 
Tragically just five-days later his new team commander was also killed by a grenade while only three metres in front 
of Jennings, who once again 'rushed towards the seat of the explosion' and after administering first aid to his fallen 
comrade, continued to control and deconflict air, aviation and artillery and 'prosecute the targets allocated to him' - 
Jennings had previously been awarded the United States Army Commendation Medal whilst serving with 7

The following is extracted from the original recommendation: 

Throughout Operation HERRICK 5, Lance Bombardier Jennings has been employed as a forward air controller (FAC), a role ordinarily 
fulfilled by at least a substantive bombardier. Despite this, early in the tour he was used as a stand-alone FAC, providing force 
protection to convoys. It was here that he first began to show his mettle, when on 3 December 2006, he narrowly missed injury as an 
explosion destroyed a vehicle in front of his on a move through Kandahar.In the immediate aftermath, he displayed magnificent 
resilience, remaining calm and focused whilst single-handedly coordinating the helicopter response and casualty evacuation. There 
have been a number of other incidents to test his resolve, though two are of particular note: 

In late February 2007, the Taliban ended the Sangin ceasefire dramatically, mounting sustained and accurate daily attacks on the 
District Centre (DC). In light of the weight and regularity of these attacks, Jennings was flown into Sangin on 27 February 2007 to 
augment the skeleton team of 2 artillery observers present with M Company. He went into action immediately, using air support over 
the coming days to suppress and destroy enemy forces. 

On 3 March 2007, both of his fellow team members were killed in a rocket-propelled grenade attack. On hearing the explosion, 
Jennings, at that time standing at the bottom of the observation tower, without hesitation and with total disregard for his own safety, 
rushed straight up the stairs, past his two fallen colleagues, and proceeded to lay down suppressive fire with his rifle. Once content that 
the immediate threat had passed, he then switched his attention to the casualties, attempting to apply life-saving first aid prior to the 
arrival of the medic. Unfortunately, his attempts proved futile and both of his colleagues were declared dead on the scene. Undeterred, 
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Jennings, now not only the sole FAC, but also the only trained artillery observer in the DC, continued, with steadfast resolve, to provide 
seamless and wholly effective support to the continuing engagement, enabling the subsequent casualty evacuation and reinforcement 
to occur. As the new full-strength team arrived to replace the casualties, he embedded within them, sharing a heavy workload over the 
coming days as the frequent, accurate and sustained attacks on the base continued. 

The team commander. Warrant Officer Smith, took Jennings very much under his wing and a strong bond formed between them as 
they worked together in testing circumstances over the next few days. Tragically, on 8 March 2007, Smith too was struck by a grenade, 
sustaining fatal head injuries. Once again, Jennings, some three metres behind him, undeterred by the obvious danger, rushed forward 
towards the seat of the explosion, and attempted to administer lifesaving first aid. Once again, though visibly shaken, Jennings held his 
nerve and showing courage and coolness of a very high order, continued to control and deconflict air, aviation and artillery with his 
colleagues, and prosecute the targets allocated to him. 

Subject to an enduring and significant enemy threat, Lance Bombardier Jennings has demonstrated, time and again, a humbling resolve 
and fortitude that belies his rank and experience. Through his selflessness, gallantry and coolness in the face of great danger, he 
undoubtedly has saved lives and constrained the actions of the enemy. He has proved an inspiration to all around him and must not go 
unrecognised.'

I.D.S.M. Gazette of India 195H of 1937. Awarded for the operations in the Khaisora Valley, North West Frontier, November 1936: 

'Subadar Dost Muhammad, for his able leading of “C" Company, and his gallantry in calling in his picquets in the dark on 25th 
November 1936/ 

Dost Muhammad was a Yusufzai Pathan. He was described by one former officer as a big stalwart man with great character and charm, 
and by another as 'good, quiet and thoroughly reliable.' 

Shortly after the outbreak of the First World War he enlisted in the First Battalion of the Corps of Guides Infantry. He served with the 
Battalion in India and, in 1917-18, in Iraq. By 1919 Dost Muhammad had been promoted to Naik and he participated in the hard 
fought campaign in Afghanistan and on the North West Frontier. Throughout the 1920s he saw routine soldiering with the regiment on 
the Frontier and achieved further promotion to Havildar and then, in 1930, to Jemadar. 

In the 1930s he saw a great deal of active service on the North West Frontier. In 1930-31 the Guides were deployed against the Afridis 
on the outskirts of Peshawar, and in 1933 they were in action against the Mohmands on the northern part of the Frontier. There was 
another campaign against the Mohmands in 1935 and on 29 September of that year the Guides fought a fierce battle near the village of 
Wucha Jawar. Dost Muhammad was by then a Subadar and in charge of the machine gun platoon. 

The enemy were known to be in force on a precipitous mountain marked on the map as Point 4080. The ridge leading to this had on it 
three lower features, known from their appearance as Teeth, Nipple and Pimple. The whole country was very 'big' and the route from 
Teeth to Pt 4080, past Nipple and Pimple, was along the narrowest of ridges, with precipitous slopes on either hand. 

Lieutenant G. J. Hamilton, who commanded "B" Company of the Guides, later recorded how he reached Teeth with no difficulty 
except for the atrocious going, clambering in the dark over huge boulders and lumps of shale which sometimes shifted and trundled 
noisily down the hill through those below. As dawn broke he studied the scene through his field-glasses; he could see that "C" 
Company were already in position on Nipple, and the two Vickers machine-guns were being lugged up the last few hundred feet of 
almost perpendicular cliff ...' 

A little later he observed the leading platoons move out from Pimple onto the approaches to Pt 4080, and come under heavy fire from 
the concealed tribesmen; In reply; the two machine-guns opened fire with their familiar rattle ..." 

The enemy fire increased in intensity and accuracy and the survivors of "A" and "C" companies, together with Battalion Headquarters, 
were all pinned down on the lower slopes of Pt 4080. Hamilton was then ordered to bring up two platoons as reinforcements: 
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'We went like hunted chamois over the rocks/ wrote Hamilton, 'sliding down into the dips on our backsides and scrambling up vertical 
cliffs... The final approach to Nipple was almost vertical rock... but we made if only slowed down by the constant stream of wounded 
making their way back from the RAP to the valley below. Many were in a bad way and had great difficulty in negotiating the cliff-holds. 

I... sped to Subadar Dost Muhamad of the machine-gun platoon. The enemy fire was intense as the number of dead and wounded on 
that small hilltop showed. More were arriving every minute from the hill beyond. Frank , the doctor , was not far away behind a rocky 
outcrop; his hands were red with blood as he splinted a knee-bone shattered by a dumdum bullet. "The Dost" put me in the picture 
which was a black story of disaster. No Battalion Headquarters let as they had all gone forward with the six leading platoons, the 
battered remains of which were now in full flight down the hillside. "All the Sahibs killedsaid he.' 

The end on Pt 4080 was witnessed through field-glass by an artillery observer with another battalion. Tribesmen started collecting the 
arms of the dead and wounded. Five of the Guides struggled up to fight again and killed one of them. A signaller, propped up against a 
rock, started flashing a lamp, a signal which no-one read. Meynell, the Adjutant, was seen standing on a rock, defending himself with a 
rifle butt. Soon all were shot or stabbed. 

The Guides lost two officers and twenty soldiers killed in the battle. Captain Godfrey Meynell was awarded a posthumous Victoria 
Cross. 

Hamilton himself was shot in the stomach but survived to be awarded the D.S.O. Writing in a personal letter fifty years later, as a 
retired Major-General, Hamilton added that Dost Muhammed should have been decorated: 

'He commanded the Machine Gun platoon during the fight on Pt 4080 in '35 and should have got decorated. They brought the MGs 
and ammunition up 2000 feet or more in the dark to give covering fire to the assault companies at first light - no mean feat up frantic; 
trackless peaks!' 

On 25 November 1936, the Guides were carrying out operations against the Tori Khel in Waziristan's Lower Khaisora Valley. In 
accordance with the usual practice picquets were posted on the high features, the ridges near Zerpezai, to protect the advance but 
progress was slower than anticipated and the column did not reach camp until nightfall. Dost Muhammad, then Subadar of “C" 
Company, carried out the difficult and dangerous work of withdrawing the picquets in the darkness and brought in the baggage train 
and rearguard. For this valuable service he was awarded the Indian Distinguished Service Medal, one of the first to be awarded in the 
new reign. 

By now he was a distinguished Viceroy's Commissioned Officer with more than twenty years of service. He was presented with the 
Order of British India, Second Class, which entitled him to use the title "Bahadur" or Brave. He apparently retired before 1939. 

Following the outbreak of the Second World War, Dost Muhammad was re-employed on 25 November 1940. He served in India and 
with PAIFORCE in Persia and Iraq. In 1943 he was promoted to the First Class of the Order of British India, with the title "Sardar 
Bahadur". 

Subadar Dost Muhammad, Sardar Bahadur, O.B.I., I.D.S.M., retired again at the end of the war, having served in the Guides for some 
thirty years.

James China was born in London and enlisted into the 3rd Foot at Bow Street on 22 June 1839, and transferred to the 31st Foot on 15 
October 1844. Whilst serving with that regiment he was tried by Court Martial on four occasions. In June 1854 he volunteered to the 
77th Regiment for service in the Crimea, where he was severely wounded in the final attack on the Redan on 8 September 1855. He 
was promoted to Corporal in November 1855 and to Sergeant in April 1856, but was once again sentenced by Court Martial to 
confinement for 14 days and reduced to Private in August 1856. Private China was discharged at Chatham on 25 November 1856, 
being unfit for further service due to a hernia caused by overexertion in the trenches before Sebastopol.

Frederick S. Martin first entered the French theatre of war with the 1st Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, on 13 August 1914, and was, as 
cited above, decorated for his gallantry near Lourgies in October - most probably on the 21st, when the Germans mounted a strong 
attack. Martin later served in the Machine Gun Corps, and was issued with a duplicate 1914 Star in December 1921 and a duplicate D. 
C.M. in December 1929 (his MIC entry refers).

His skilful 
leadership and fine display of initiative undoubtedly saved a critical situation.' 

Jabez Kendall, who was from Bromsgrove, Worcestershire, first entered the French theatre of war as a Private in the 1st Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment, on 5 November 1914. Going into action at Neuve Chapelle ten days later, the Battalion suffered its first 
casualties and was compelled to undertake a night march to La Gorgue, an event described in the unit's war diary as the "Retreat from 
Moscow", on account of the number of cases of frostbite - by mid-December 440 men in the Battalion were similarly afflicted. 

Subsequently advanced to Corporal, Kendall transferred to the 4th Battalion, and was awarded the D.C.M. for the above cited deeds in 
early 1918. Sadly, however, and having been promoted to Sergeant, he died of wounds on 25 October 1918. The husband of Martha 
Kendall of Bromsgrove, he was 30 years of age and is buried in Terlincthun British Cemetery, Wimille, France.

Stanley Wallace Muirhead was born in Rochester, Kent, in November 1886 and 
entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in February 1902. 

A Leading Signalman by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was 
quickly embarked for Belgium, where, attached to the British Military Mission 
with Belgian Army Headquarters, he went on to lend gallant service with the 
Naval Siege Guns. 

The first Naval Siege guns, a 9.2-inch and two 6-inch, were landed in France in 1914, and served under Commander H. C. Halahan, R. 
N., who was later killed at Zeebrugge. In the summer of 1915 four short 9.2s Mark VI were landed from the monitors which, due to 
their relatively short range had been found unsuited for coastal bombardment, and were mounted well up at the front near Nieuport 
Bails. Two of the guns known as "Eastney" and "Barbara" were mounted in concrete pits, the other two, mounted at first in the open, 
were afterwards similarly protected and became "Carnac Battery". "Barbara" and "Carnac" were manned by the Royal Navy; "Eastney" 
was manned by the R.M.A. under Captain J. H. Hollingsworth. The whole unit formed the Royal Naval Siege Guns. In addition to these 
large calibre guns, eight 7.5-inch guns from H.M.S. Swiftsure were landed and mounted, on ship's pivot mountings, well forward near 
Oost Dunkerke to assist in counter battery work. 

A notation on Muirhead's service record refers to a recommendation for a D.S.M. in the following year, instead of which he received 
special promotion to Yeoman of the Signals. But, in the fullness of time, he did indeed win a D.S.M., in addition to appointment as a 
Chevalier of the Belgian Order of Leopold II ( London Gazette 1 January 191 7 refers). 

Muirhead, who appears to have remained employed with the Naval Siege Guns until March 1918, when they became exclusively 
manned by the R.M.A., ended the War in the minesweeper H.M.S. Penarth. 

As it transpired, his next seagoing appointment was also of a mine clearance nature, this time aboard the Sherborne , and he was 
recommended for the award of a Bar to his D.S.M. by the Vice-Admiral commanding the East Coast of England on 10 July 1919, as per 
the above cited deeds in Area III in the period January-June 1919. 

Having then added the L.S. & G.C. Medal to his accolades in October 1921, and gained advancement to Chief Yeoman of the Signals, 
Muirhead was pensioned ashore in November 1926; sold with two or three original photographs, including a siege gun in action in 
Belgium, and an old carbon copy confidential signal announcing the award of the Bar to his D.S.M., together with a quantity of copied 
research.

Alexander Louis Levin was born in Holloway, London in February 1895 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in September 
1911. He subsequently witnessed active service aboard the destroyer H.M.S. Fearless in the Home Fleet from August 1914 until 
October 1915, when he came ashore to an appointment at Excellent , and afterwards in the patrol boat P. 32 from April 1916 until the 
end of hostilities. 

During this latter period, the P. 32 was present at the demise of the UB-81 off the Isle of Wight on 2 December 191 7, an incident that 
may well have contributed to Levin being awarded his D.S.M. Certainly it was a most unusual affair, seven Germans making their 
escape via a torpedo tube, but not their captain, Oberleutnant Reinhold Saltzwedel, who had in his previous command fought a 
famous pitched battle with Q-Ship legend Captain Gordon Campbell. Keble Chatterton's Beating the U-Boats takes up the story: 

'When Captain Gordon Campbell had his memorable duel in the Bay of Biscay against UC-71 on the occasion of his last tussle in a Q- 
ship, his opponent on that day - Saltzwedel - was a clever submarine captain and very tough and was about to take command of UB 
-81. A memorable occasion, for on this, his first and only cruise in her after completing trials at Kiel, he proceeded down the coast to 
Zeebrugge and left there on 28 November via the Dover barrage, but on 2 December was operating on the surface between the Owers 
Lightship and Dunnose until 4.30 p.m., when he hit a small mine. Probably this accident was caused by her cable having fouled some 
mine moorings; for while weighing anchor at six o'clock that morning, the cable parted and 164 feet of it was lost or at least a certain 
amount of it was in tow; for the boat henceforth steered very badly. Now when UB-81 was at 83 feet near Dunnose, a dull explosion 
was heard aft for she evidently fouled with this cable the small mine 10 1/2 miles S.E. of Dunnose. Trouble began quickly and two of 
the crew came running forward with the report that water was entering the stern compartment. Although watertight doors were then 
closed, the force of the explosion had started a number of rivets and water burst its way into the second compartment. It was a cheerful 
outlook, yet land seemed not so far distant. Then a desperate effort was attempted. Even the duel with the Dunraven seemed mere 
child's play now. The stern was resting on the bottom in 15 fathoms, but from the upper starboard tube was extracted the torpedo, and 
the sea-cap was opened when it was found that the mouth of the tube was just a foot above the level of the water. UB-81 was 180 feet 
long and with her stern on the sea-bed she lay at an angle of about 53 degrees. Three men were rammed through this tube, in fact 
altogether seven men were thus hauled out, a line having been taken up; but they also fired Very's lights to attract attention from 
passing vessels. The German crew were planning their suicides: so terrified of life and death were their thoughts. Those three men who 
with difficulty had been rammed outside now found the December cold so severe that they preferred to die in warmth rather than 
freeze to death outside. A well-known method of self-murder was to use the oxygen flasks, and as in a kind of Theatre Guignol Play the 
climax was terrible with suspense. Saltzwedel was having a fierce task to keep the men away from the flasks. Death seemed so difficult 
yet so easy. Discipline was almost gone, and one wonders indeed how many of these Huns were gazing into death, feeling its 
outstretched chilly fingers and remembered all the deaths of others at which they had assisted. At the height of this terrific suspense, 
about an hour after the first man had emerged from the torpedo-tube, suddenly, as in a piece of fiction, the tenseness was relaxed. 
Rescuing vessels which had been attracted now began to arrive about 10 p.m. H.M.S. P. 32 was the first, but the Hun had become 
notorious with all his false cries for help that of course the P-boat suspected a trap and for some time circled continuously around. 
"Some dirty work here?" she wondered. "You bet the Hun is up to some trick." Perhaps it was an ingenious 'wheeze' to entice a British 
warship on to mines? But when at last it was deemed advisable, P. 32 came close enough on the weather side to take the Germans on 
board. Of course it was a risk: the enemy could not be expected to behave decently. Yet still British sailors would save lives if allowed/ 

Levin joined the Royal Yacht Victoria & Albert in July 1924, was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in February 1928, and was still aboard 
the Victoria & Albert at the time of receiving his Jubilee 1935 Medal (accompanying verification refers); sold with copied research.

Cecil Hensman Langley was born in Northampton in April 1889 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in April 1905. 

Having then participated in rescue operations ashore at Messina in 1908, as a crew member of the battleship H.M.S. Exmouth (the 
published roll refers), he witnessed active service off Somaliland in the cruiser Barham (Medal & clasp), and was serving as a Leading 
Telegraphist in Tamar on the outbreak of hostilities. 

Removing to the destroyer Chelmer in December 1914, Langley went on to witness further active service in the Dardanelles, including 
the bombardment of the Turkish forts on 18 March 1915, when Chelmer was hit amidships. A little over a month later, on 25 April, he 
was severely wounded during the landings at Anzac Cove, Gallipoli, when the Chelmer came under fire while disembarking the men of 
the 11th Battalion, Australian Infantry - in his report of events that day, Commander H. T. England of the Chelmer noted two casualties 
incurred during the operation, including a 'Leading Telegraphist severely wounded in the abdomen, by a shrapnel shell which burst 
over the ship'. Admitted to the Citadel Military Hospital in Cairo, Langley returned to duty in the Chelmer in August 1915, records in T. 
N.A. ADM 1/8420/113 further noting that he was 'suffering from a fractured leg.' 

Advanced to Petty Officer Telegraphist in August 1916, Langley remained in the Chelmer until February 1917, and his final wartime 
seagoing appointment was in the light cruiser Attentive , from April of the latter year until December 1918, in which period his ship was 
actively employed off the Belgian coast and lent support to the Ostend & Zeebrugge raids. 

He was pensioned ashore March 1923, one or two stints in the cells in the early part of his career having exempted him from 
entitlement to the L.S. & G.C. Medal; sold with copied service record.

Sydney Beck was born in Rochester, Kent, in April 1885 and, as a member of the Special Fishery Reserve, was enrolled in the Royal 
Naval Reserve in August 1915. 

Shortly thereafter joining the armed trawler Aisne as a Seaman Gunner, he was similarly employed on 20 June 1918, when in company 
with two other armed trawlers, the Aisne engaged and drove off a large enemy submarine, largely as a result of Beck's gallant stand at 
his gun, where he received a serious shrapnel wound in his left thigh. The following account of the action appeared in The Derby Daily 
Telegraph : 

'A successful action which three trawlers, one unarmed, fought with a submarine is described. They were returning from the fishing- 
grounds when a U-boat opened fire at a range of 4500 yards. The skipper in charge at once instructed the unarmed trawler to keep 
clear and the two armed boats were brought round so that their guns could bear upon the German. The odds were all against these 
gallant fishermen, for the submarine appeared to be very long, and carried three guns. After firing several rounds it came in rapidly, and 
swinging broadside on, fired a salvo of shells at the trawlers and withdrew again. 

Each of the skippers had taken up a position on the top of his wheelhouse, from which he directed the gunners 1 fire, assisted by deck¬ 
hands stationed in the rigging of the foremast. The German continued his tactics of swift rushes, and soon shells were falling all round 
the trawlers. When the unequal fight had lasted an hour the first trawler was hit on her starboard side, the shell piercing her bulwarks, 
deck, boiler casing, and boat. A shell splinter wounded the chief engineer who was on duty in the engine-room, and another shell 
burst on the port side, wounding the gunner in the leg, breaking the wheel-house windows, and penetrating both wheel-house and 
funnel. 

Meanwhile the skipper of the second trawler was struck on the head by a piece of shrapnel. Although losing blood freely, he did not 
leave the roof, but hastily bandaging his wound with some handkerchiefs continued to direct the gunners. A few minutes later a shell 
burst within two feet of the taffrail, and the second gunner [Beck] was severely wounded by shrapnel in the leg. After that the second 
trawler was struck below the waterline, close to the rudder, and her after-end began to fill. The skipper thought his vessel would sink, 
but continued the action. 

Again the submarine poured another broadside over the trawlers, but before she could draw off both vessels had replied with a couple 
of well directed-rounds, which the gunners are confident hit the enemy. At any rate, the German broke off the engagement and 
steamed away. 

Although out-gunned, the trawlers had fought a highly successful action, and all three vessels were able to return in safety to port. The 
first trawler fired 36 shells and the second 17, as compared with the submarine's 200 rounds. In the words of the official report, 'all 
ratings did their duty as British seamen, and said they would fight to the last.'' 

Beck was transferred to the hospital ship China, and thence to the R.N. Hospital at Chatham, where he died on 12 November 1918, his 
condition having been complicated by pneumonia. He left a widow, and was buried in St. Margaret's Cemetery, Rochester. 

His C.O., Skipper W. J. Parish, R.N.R., was awarded the D.S.C. on the same occasion, the Vice-Admiral forwarding the 
recommendations stating 'it was a fight and a victory typical of the men who were engaged in it. I consider the gallantry and 
determination displayed and the skilful handling of the situation during the action reflect the greatest credit on all concerned and call 
for an expression of their high appreciation.'

The King has been graciously pleased to approve the award of the Distinguished Service Medal to Marine Dennis Jones, Official No. 
Chatham X765, in recognition of his gallant and distinguished services rendered in connection with operations in Palestine during the 
period 1 5 September to 14 October 1936/ 

Dennis Jones was most likely decorated for services ashore, Bluejackets and Marines being landed from the Haifa's Naval Force at the 
request of the Army, as trouble escalated in April 1936. Initially charged with manning two howitzers and armed lorries equipped with 
QF 2-pounder guns and searchlights to pick-out Arab snipers, additional Bluejacket and Marine platoons were landed in July to protect 
Haifa and the Jewish settlements in the surrounding countryside, nine such platoons being used to form the Haifa Town Force. And in 
August three further platoons were landed to assist the Palestine Police Force. 

Sold with a file of research. 
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A rare Second World War Coastal Forces D.S.M. awarded to Stoker 1st Class E. Baynes, Royal Navy, who was 
decorated for his gallantry ashore during the fall of Tobruk in June 1942 - a crew member of M.T.B. 309, he 
undoubtedly saw much action at sea in the same period and was likely present in "Operation Agreement", the 
disastrous attack on the same town that September

installation and thus enabled the M.T.Bs to be refuelled before the main attack commenced.' 

Ernest Baynes was decorated for the above cited deeds on 20 June 1942, while serving in M.T.B. 309, under Lieutenant Denis Jermain, 
D.S.C., R.N., the C.O. of the 15th M.T.B. Flotilla. 

A glimpse of naval matters at Tobruk on that date maybe found in War at Sea - South African Maritime Operations during World War II, 
by C. J. Harris: 

'On the afternoon of 20 June, with Rommel's Afrika Corps hammering at the defences of the town, shellfire greatly increased and at 
1800 hours all ships were ordered to embark personnel for evacuation. At 2000 hours, while they were busy with that, enemy tanks 
entered the town and H.M.S.A.S. Bever cast off after receiving a hit from a tank which killed one man. Meanwhile, enemy motorised 
troops had arrived at the end of the jetty and opened fire with machine-guns. H.M.S.A.S. Parktown was also hit and, with one Army N. 
C.O. killed, she too cast off. Both ships left harbour through a smokescreen laid by an M.T.B. [most probably 309], which partly 
protected them from the heavy barrage of shells and bombs.' 

M.T.B. 309 made it back to Alexandria, but Parktown was sunk by E-Boats on the following day. 

As stated, there can be little doubt that Baynes saw considerable action in M.T.B. 309 during this period, the following extract from his 
C.O's obituary in the Daily Telegraph stating: 

'As senior officer of the 15th M.T.B. Flotilla he was based at Tobruk, from where he conducted night patrols on the enemy's flank and 
landed agents. During the fall of Tobruk he gave covering fire by engaging enemy tanks while other small craft escaped. 

On reaching Alexandria Jermain found that the fleet had sailed, and the staff gave him and his M.T.Bs the task of guarding the interned 
French fleet of battleships and cruisers in case it showed signs of hostility. 

As the siege mentality lifted, Jermain was given increasingly imaginative tasks, such as blocking harbours, landing more agents (few of 
whom returned) and using Royal Marines to board enemy convoys. 

Jermain thought most of the schemes hare-brained, but they appealed to his youthful enthusiasm. 

The maddest of these enterprises was Operation Agreement, a combined forces raid on Tobruk which was rehearsed in full public view 
in Alexandria and was betrayed by the transmission of a signal in low-grade cipher from Winston Churchill. 

At the last minute an inexperienced senior officer was put in command, over Jermain, and the operation was a disaster; many men 
were lost, as were four boats of Jermain's flotilla ... '

'On 9 October 1944, during the assault by No. 2 Commando to capture a battery of 25-pounder guns protecting the port of Sarande, 
Albania, Private Hendry was a member of No. 3 Troop. 

During the advance towards the objective the Troop, under Captain Parsons, M.C., suddenly came under heavy Spandau machine-gun 
fire and rifle grenade fire from a concealed emplacement forming part of the outer defences to the 25-pounder guns. Captain Parsons, 
M.C., and his second in command, Lieutenant Coyle, were both killed. Not daunted by this Private Hendry immediately charged the 
machine-gun emplacement and a further pit in which was a 20mm. cannon, firing his Tommy machine-gun from the hip. Both 
positions were overrun with the enemy suffering a number of casualties in killed, wounded and captured. 

Private Hendry showed bravery and initiative of a very high order which was an inspiration to all who saw it.' 

The date of Bernard Hendry's joining No. 2 Commando remains unknown, but in all probability it was in the summer of 1943, when, 
as part of No. 2 Special Service Brigade, the unit was ordered to the Mediterranean and went into action at Catania during the the 
invasion of Sicily. Commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel J. M. T. F. "Mad Jack" Churchill, D.S.O., M.C., a sword brandishing, bow and 
arrow marksman and legendary Commando C.O., No. 2 Commando was next assigned to the Salerno landings, in which operations it 
suffered heavy casualties. 

Next ordered to the island of Vis in the Adriatic in January 1944, the Commando carried out regular operations against neighbouring 
islands off the coast of Yugoslavia, including four raids on the German garrison at Milna on the island of Hvar in January-February 
alone. And to add colour to the proceedings, their swashbuckling C.O. was sometimes accompanied by the pugnacious 71-year-old 
Admiral Sir Walter Cowan, Bt., K.C.B., D.S.O., M.V.O. - indeed the Admiral added a Bar to his Great War D.S.O. for just such 
operations. Alas, in yet another raid in June, "Mad Jack" was knocked unconscious and taken prisoner, command thereafter passing to 
another gallant leader, Lieutenant-Colonel F. W. Flynn, M.C. 

Having then undertaken a parachute course back in Italy, No. 2 was ordered to carry out an attack on Spilje, the first of a number of 
operations in Albania. In fact the very next mission, against Sarande in October 1944, was to result in Hendry's award of the M.M., 
when yet further heavy casualties were incurred as a result of the German's strength being estimated at around 200 men - in point of 
fact the enemy numbered closer to 2000 men. However, as a result of the capture of the Sarande, the German garrison on Corfu was 
cut off and surrendered. 

Finally, in April 1945, No. 2 Commando played an important role in the Lake Comacchio operations, on which occasion posthumous 
V.Cs were won by Tom Hunter of the Commandos and Anders Lassen of the S.A.S. - No. 2 crossed Comacchio lagoon in assault boats 
on 1 April, and, having attacked the enemy from the rear, achieved all its objectives over the next few days; sold with copied research.

His section held part of 
the perimeter and was attacked throughout the night and early morning. This Havildar displayed coolness and courage in directing his 
section's fire. In the morning the two men manning one gun were killed by a grenade and the remaining three men of the gun team 
wounded. 

Despite grenade, rifle and automatic fire, Hav Faiz Bakhsh himself brought in the dead bodies of his comrades. Although urged not to 
try to recover the gun he again crawled out, lifted out the gun and tripod and fixed a rope by which he and another man were able to 
pull the gun back to safety. His complete disregard of personal safety set an example to all his company.' 

The following extract, describing this action, is taken from The Sikh Regiment in the Second World War , by Colonel F. T. Birdwood, O. 
B.E.: 

'At 8 p.m. on the 15th January, five grenades from dischargers suddenly straddled Battalion Headquarters. Immediately after, light 
machine-gun fire opened onto the perimeter from the east. The Battalion M.M.G.s on that flank opened up, and the battle was on. After 
feeling for a soft spot, attacks were pressed in on the Battalion Headquarters sector and the west approaches to the village. Attacks 
came in under a shower of grenades from dischargers thickened up with mortars, but the ground was well covered by fire, and the 
repeated attacks met with no success. Next morning, fifty-six Japanese dead were counted at a distance of between 10 and 20 yards 
from the perimeter.'

The entire platoon was engaged by enemy automatic fire 
and were ordered to cover. Lance Corporal Norton was then ordered forward to a suitable feature from which he could engage the 
enemy position. This he did and although wounded whilst going forward pressed on with great resolution and knocked out the 
occupants of the enemy machine-gun post and silenced the weapon. 

The platoon then assaulted the objective and Lance Corporal Norton again displayed great coolness and leadership and complete 
disregard for his personal safety. During the bunker clearing and consolidation period Lance Corporal Norton was always to the fore, 
charging down the trenches engaging the fleeing enemy and cheering on his men. 

This young National Service N.C.O's. resolution, skill and bearing inspired not only his section but his whole platoon and was in no 
small part responsible for the successful first assault.' 
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GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


John Norton was born in Hereford on 5 May, 1932. He was called up for National Service on 24 August, 1950, and completed his 
basic training at Bordon Camp. He was then sent out to Hong Kong where his Battalion. 1 KSLI, were serving. He served with the 
Battalion in Hong Kong from February until May, 1951. 

The Battalion was then sent to Korea on 13 May to take over from the Middlesex Regiment. Throughout his time with 1 KSLI in Korea, 
Norton was with 10 Platoon of D Company. 

Operation Commando 

The object was for the KOSB to capture Point 355, with the KSLI supporting the left flank, with Centurion tanks from A Squadron, 8 
Hussars being available, as and when required. Early on 3 October D Company, with Norton -who was in charge of the Bren Gun, 
attacked and occupied Point 208. B Company then passed through to occupy the next hill, incurring six wounded. C Company pushed 
through and attacked a spur; supported by fire from B Company they captured the position with two killed and seven more wounded. 

These positions were consolidated and held over night. As dawn broke on 4 October D Company went forward with tanks following 
on behind. The Company was to attack Point 210. As they moved forward they came under sustained fire from a heavy Chinese 
Machine Gun (MG). Norton was then ordered by the OC to take his Bren to a suitable feature and engage the MG, with the words "go 
and find it and get rid of it." With four magazines in his pouches he set off on the right flank looking for the enemy position. As he was 
getting into cover he was wounded by a ricochet in his left thigh. Ignoring his wound he engaged the MG and successfully knocked it 
out: it was later found to have been manned by three Chinese. This gun is now on display at the KSLI Museum. 

Norton then rejoined the Platoon and advanced up the hill with them until all the enemy trenches and bunkers were cleared. Norton, 
in his citation, was praised for displaying great coolness and leadership and a complete disregard for his own personal safety during the 
attack. At the same time tanks from the 8 Hussars were employed in clearing several bunkers. At the top of the hill the KSLI paused as 
more Chinese troops were seen to be dug in on the reverse slope. Norton, with a Pte Smith and other soldier, jumped into a slit-trench 
for cover. Smith then attempted to throw a 36 Mills Grenade at the enemy. As he threw the grenade he dived for cover, but was 
unaware that it had hit a tree and bounced straight back into the trench. Calmly, Norton picked up the grenade and threw it out where 
it immediately exploded. 

With a cost of one killed and seven wounded - including Norton, Point 210 was taken by D Company. The OC, Major Cottle, received 
the DSO, Lt Barwick an MC and Norton the MM. The enemy had 41 killed with a further 11 captured. 

Other notable incidents during Norton's time in Korea include a near-death incident, when advancing through open ground in mid- 
September, his unit came under a heavy mortar bombardment. The man next to him, Pte Les Brickwood, was severely wounded by 
mortar shrapnel and screaming in great pain. Norton organised a stretcher and some men to help him carry the soldier to safety. 
However, the attack got worse and the stretcher party had to drop the stretcher. Norton placed his body over Brickwood for the 
duration of the attack to prevent him sustaining further injury. Unfortunately his wound was so severe that he died three days later, on 
15 September. 

On another occasion Norton was leading a night-time patrol of six men to ascertain enemy strength and positions. He was ordered that 
on no account were they to engage in a fight. On the way out the patrol heard voices and took cover. A Chinese patrol passed by them 
without noticing. Later that night, closer to enemy gun positions, Norton heard what he suspected were Russian soldiers. On his return 
he reported this information to his superiors who dismissed it as being impossible. It was only after the war that the Russian 
involvement in Korea was confirmed - they had sent advisors to supervise the large artillery pieces.

Tor courageous example and devotion to duty when H.M.S. Delight was lost.' 

The original joint recommendation states: 

'When H.M.S. Delight was on fire, and in danger of going down, before help could come, the entire Ship's Company behaved in a 
manner consistent with the highest traditions of the Service. Prominent in their devotion to duty were Engine Room Artificer Marwood 
and Supply Petty Officer Vallier. Though three men were killed in his Mess and though he himself was wounded, Marwood - with 
Vallier's assistance - made every effort to raise steam and ascertain the damage done.' 

William Thomas George Vallier was born in Brighton, Sussex, in July 1900, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 
December 1915. He subsequently went to sea in the light cruiser H.M.S. Phaeton in July 1916, and was similarly employed at the 
War's end. 

Having then gained appointment as a Stoker 1st Class, Vallier transferred to the submarine branch in August 1925, and was similarly 
employed at the time of receiving his L.S. & G.C. Medal in July 1933. 

But by the time of the renewal of hostilities, he had returned to normal seagoing duties, and he was decorated for the above cited deeds 
on the occasion of the loss of the destroyer H.M.S. Delight in the English Channel, off Portland Bill, on 29 July 1940, when she was 
sunk by a force of 16 enemy dive bombers with a loss of six ratings and 60 wounded - she had been detected by Freya radar at 
Cherbourg on leaving Portland harbour in daylight, apparently contrary to orders. 

A glimpse of the casualties and the imminent danger of Delight's magazine going-up may be found in accounts submitted by the C.O's 
of several Coastal Forces called to her assistance, among them M.A./S.B. No. 5 under Sub. Lieutenant D. M. Russell, R.N.V.R.: 

'Proceeded from berth in Weymouth at full speed. Made fast on the starboard side of H.M.S. Delight , which was then a blazing mass 
forward, but lying port quarter to the wind. Shells were blowing up as the fire extended and it seemed only a matter of minutes before 
the ship would blow up. Casualties were immediately taken on board, some in a very serious condition. When all available space 
below and on deck was filled, other survivors were taken back on board until the boat was over crowded. In all approximately 50 
survivors were taken off. Proceeded to Portland at slow speed in order to keep the decks as dry as possible. Wounded were given as 
much medical aid as possible under the conditions and were wrapped up in blankets and coats.' 

The Delight, under Commander M. Fogg-ElIiott, R.N., was transferred from the Mediterranean to home waters at the end of 1939 and, 
having undergone a refit, returned to an operational footing in the 3rd Destroyer Flotilla in January 1940. During the Norwegian 
campaign in April-May of the same year, Delight participated in the evacuation of the Andalsnes and Bodo, in addition to the Narvik 
operations. And she was on hand to lend assistance to the armed merchant cruiser Scotstoun after she was torpedoed by the U-25 on 
13 June, some six weeks prior to her own demise to enemy aircraft.

Since July 1943 he has been 
CpI i/c M/T. During this period this NCO has been responsible not only for the vehicles belonging to this HQ, but also for those 
belonging to various small detachments without parent units. Since October 1944 while this HQ has been in Naples, he has also been 
responsible for the maintenance of a large number of vehicles from the AFHQ Staff and Services pool, and is now responsible for 34 
cars and trucks, as against his normal responsibility of 13 held on War Establishment. CpI. Battersby has during the whole period 
shown sustained energy and devotion to duty. He has brought the maintenance of MT to a very high standard, not withstanding the 
issue of outworn vehicles to a static HQ such as this, and the difficulty in obtaining spare parts. He has obtained the best results from 
the many civilian drivers employed. At all times of the day and night he has gone out personally to attend to breakdowns. His example 
and devotion to duties exceeded those normally expected of his rank are considered to merit the award of the B.E.M.'

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 'stated 
rate' and 'expenses' from the 'hammer price' and acknowledges Dix Noonan 
Webb's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

1 6 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

1 7 Payment of sale proceeds 

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the 'total amount due' from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
'total amount due' is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller's instructions as to the appropriate course of 


action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the 'total amount due' from the buyer. If circumstances do 
not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller's expense to agree special terms for 
payment of the 'total amount due', to remove, store and insure the lot sold, to 
settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix Noonan Webb 
shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as are necessary to 
collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary to rescind the 
sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
'total amount due' within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at any 
time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue as 
to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants and 
agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the extent 
that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan Webb 
hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all other 
parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for the 
time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 
seller is resident in the European Union. 
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
